THE SANITARY CODE. 



PREFACE. 

The Laws and Regulations of the United States Treasury included in the 
Code are obligatory. 

Also the Laws of the State of Louisiana. 

Also the Regulations of the State Board based upon them, specially those 
baaed upon Section 3, \«hich orders and empowers the State Board to pre- 
pare a Sanitary Code for the State of Louisiana, which shall contain and 
provide rules and regulations of a general nature for the improvement and 
amelioration of the hygienic and sanitary conditions of the State, etc. (Act 
Ida of 1898, Section 3, Page 6, line 5 and following.) These are marked by 
a Star opposite each number in the text. 

All Local Boards must obey them. 

The other Regulations herein contained are recommendatory, and op- 
tional and educational. 

Each Local Board uill adopt what parts it thinks best suited for its local 
conditions. 

Local Boards must be guided hi their selections by an Attorney at law, 
who will specially instruct them as to what is obligatory and what is optional 
and recommendatory. 

They will then enact penalties for the violation of the regulations 
adopted by them. 

~ When necessary they shall have the Municipal and Parish Civil Author- 
ities pass whatever special ordinances may be necessary. 

It is not necessary that the Local Municipal Authorities should concur 
in, and pass ordinary local sanitary ordinances, which may have been 
already adopted by the Local Boards of Health, but it would be better for 
them so to do, as the public have been accustomed to look to Police Juries 
and City Councils as the local law-maldng power, and their approval would 
tend to secure a more prompt compliance with health ordinances. 

The Local Boards shall have to be guided by their Local Attorneys on 
all matters local. 

But on matters general or doubtful, an application to the President of 
the State Board shall be made, and it shall be submitted to the Attorney 
of the State Board for advice. 

A number of the regulations inserted were taken from ordinances of the 
city of New Orleans and of Shreveport, and codes of Northern and Wes- 
tern cities, where they have given satisfaction. 

Penalties for violations of Quarantine Regulations enacted by Local 
Boards must be enacted by the Police Jury of each parish, or municipal 
authorities (Sec. 7, Act 192 of 1898). 
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Section J of Act 192 of 1898 says: Be it further enacted, etc.. That 
said J[>oard * * * shall prepare or cause to be prepared a sanitary code 
for the State of Loaisiana, which shall contain and provide rules and regu- 
lations and ordinances of a general nature for the improvement and ameli- 
oration of the hygienic and sanitary condition of the State. On the adoption 
of said code by the board it shall be published at length and in full in at 
least one newspaper in the city of New Orleans, and in the official journal 
of the State capital, on ten successive and consecutive days, and shall also 
be printedand published in pamphlet form with such number of copies 
as may be necessary for the distribution for information of health bodies, 
health and sanitary 'officers and the public generally. When so printed 
said code shall cover and provide for, especially, land and maritime quar- 
antine regulations ; the reporting, care and management of cases of infec- 
tious and contagious diseases; it shall regulate the manner of keeping and 
reporting and tabulating vital and mortuary statistics ; it shall provide, for 
affording facilities for vaccination, provided the same shall not be made 
compulsory, except incases of children attending the public schools ; it 
shall regulate the carriage and transportation of persons, freight and dead 
bodies brought into the State or transported through or in the 6tate in so 
far as the same may affect the public health: it shall provide for the car- 
rying out of the laws of the State in regard to the adulteration of articles 
intended for human food or consumption; it shall provide for ^he inspec- 
tion of meats, milk, coal oil and other articles affecting the public health 
and safety, where and when the same may be brought into one parish from 
another, or from outside of the State, leaving to the local boards herein- 
after provided the regulation of the sale or offering for sale of said articles 
within the parish or municipality to which the same may be brought; and 
said code shall contain general rules in regard to such health, sanitary and 
hygienic subjects as can not, in the opinion of the State Board of Health, 
be efficiently and effectively regulated by the local boards.

CHAPITER I. 



THE LAW. 

Senate Bill No. IdS—By Committee on H. Q. D. and C. I., 
Act No. 192. 

AN ACT - 

To carry into effect Article 296 of the Constitution of the State of 
Louisiana, in relation to Boards of Health ; to protect and pre- 
serve the public health; to provide for the establishment and 
organization of a State Board of Health, and parish and muni- 
cipal Boards of Health; to define the powers, duty and au- 
thority of said Boards ; to provide for an appointment or elec- 
tion of officers and employees thereof and for the fixing of the 
salaries of the said officers and employees of said Board, to au- 
thorize the State Board to prepare and promulgate a sanitary 
code for the State of Louisiana, and fixing penalties for the 
violations of the provisions thereof; to provide for a general 
sanitation of the State and a local sanitation of parishes and 
municipalities; to authorize the regulation of the isolation of 
cases of infectious and contagious diseases, and a maritime 
iand land quarantine against places infected with such dis- 
eases ; to repeal all laws and parts of laws, special and general, 
in conflict with the provisions of this act, and to provide for 
the succession of the boards created by this act, to all powers, 
authority, rights, claims and property of the present boards. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, 

1. That a State Board of Health for the State of Louisiana is 
hereby created and established to consist of seven (7) repre- 
sentative physicians from the various sections of the State, 

2. Who shall be appointed by the Governor, by and with the ad- 
vice and consent of the Senate, as provided by Article 296 of 
the Constitution. 
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3a. They shall hold their offices for seven (7) \ears froni the 

date of their qualification, 
36. Unless sooner removed for cause. 

4. The members first appointed shall be so designated that the 
term of two of the members shall expire in two years from 
the date of their qualifications, and the term of two other 
members shall expire in four years from the date of their 
qualification and the terms of the three others six years. 

5. When re-appointed, the members shall then serve for seven 
(7) years. 

6. They shall qualify, and be commissioned in the manner now 
provided- by the Constitution and laws of the State of Louis- 
iana for all other officers of the State. 

7. At any meeting of. said board htree members shall constitute 
a quorum to transact business. 

8. The board sliall meet once in every three nK)nths on a day to 
be fixed by it, and as much oftener as the board may determine. 

9. Special and called meetings may be held as hereinafter pro- 
vided in this act. 

10. Such members of the board as may not reside in the city in 
which the domicile of the board is established, shall be entitled 
to and shall be allowed ten dollars ($10) per day for each day 
consumed in going to and coming from State meetings, and 
while in attendance thereon, and five cents (.05) per mile mile- 
age for each and every mile traveled in going to and coming 
from said meetings, by the most direct route of transportation 
from the places of their respective residences to and from th^ 
place of meetings of the board, which aggregate amounts shall 
be paid by the secretary and treasurer of the board on the 
voucher of the member, approved by the president of the board, 
out of the funds of the board. 

Section 2. Be it further e^iucted, etc., 

11. That the Governor shall designate and appoint one of the 
members to be president of said board, 

12. Who shall receive an annual salary of five thousand dollars 
($5000). 

13. And shall serve as such for four years from the date of his 
appointment. 
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14. The said salary to be paid out of the funds, or appropriations, 
of said board. 

15. At its first meeting after the passage of this act, the board 
shall ekct a suitable person, other than a nienil)er oi the 
board, to be secretary and treasurer, 

16. Who shall receive an annual salary of twenty-five hundred 
dollars ($2500), to be paid out of the funds or appropriations 
of the board, and 

17. Shall serve for four years from the date of his election. 

18. He shall be removable at the pleasure of the board. 

19. He shall give bond to the State of Ix)uisiana for the faithful 
performance of his duty, in such sum and with such surety 
thereon as shall be fixed and approved by the l)oard. 

20. The duties and powers of said president and secretary and 
treasurer shaU be those incident to like officers in similar cor- 
porations, and 

21. Also such other powers and duties now devolved by law^ upon 
their predecessors in the present board, 

22. As well as those additionally prescribed by the provisions of 
this act. 

^3. Ill addition to said powers and duties heretofore prescribed 
by existing laws, the president shall have the ix)wer after the 
adjournment of the board, and during the interval of time be- 
tween the meetings of the board, and w^hen the board is not in 
session to issue all orders and warrants, and to take all neces- 
sary steps to execute the sanitary law of the State, and to 
carry out the rules, ordinances and regulations of the board 
made thereunder, and 

24, He may in his discretion call special meetings of the board 
whenever in his opinion an emergency shall require it, pro- 
vided, that 

25. In all cases where two or more members shall demand the 
same it shall be his duty to convene said special meetings. 

Section j. Be it further enacted, etc., 
26, That said board shall have all the powers authority and juris- 
diction now possessed by the existing State Board of Health 
under present law^s now in force, except in so far as modified 
and changed by the provisions of this act.

27- It shall have exclusive jurisdiction, control and authority over 
maritime quarantine within the State, as now provided by 
existing laws of the State. 

28. It shall have supervisory power over land quarautine, and 

29. Over the care and control of infectious and contagious diseases 
within the State in order to accomplish the subsidence and 
suppression thereof, and to prevent the spread of the same. 

30. Such supervision and control shall be exercised in the manner 
and to the extent hereinafter laid down in this act. 

31. It shall prepare or cause to be prepared a sanitary code for 
the State of Louisiana, which shall contain and provide rules 
and regulations and ordinances of a general nature for the im- 
provement and amelioration of the hygienic and sanitary con- 
dition of the State. 

32. On the adoption of said code by the board it shall be published 
at length and in full in at least one newspaper in the city of 
New Orleans, and in the official journal of the State capitol, 
on ten successive and consecutive days, and shall also be 
printed and published in pamphlet form with such number 
of copies as may be necessary for the distribution for informa- 
tion of health bodies, health and sanitary officers and the public 
generally. 

33. When so .printed said code shall cover and provide for, 
especially, land and maritime quarantine regulations; the 
reporting, care and management of cases of infectious and 
contagious diseases; it shall regulate the manner of keeping 
and reporting and tabulating vital and mortuary statistics ; it 
shall provide for affording facilities for vaccination, provided 
the same shall not be made compulsory, except in cases of 
children attending the public schools; it shall regulate the 
carriage and transportation of persons, freight and dead 
bodies brought in to the State or transported through or in the 
State in so far as the same may affect the public health; it 
shall provde for the carrying out of the laws of the State in re- 
gard to the adulteration of articles intended for human food 
or consumption ; it shall provide for the inspection of meats, 
milk, coal oil and other articles affecting the public health and 
safetv. where and when the same mav be brought into one 
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parish from another, or from outside of the State, leaving to 
the local boards hereinafter provided, the regulation of the 
sale or offering for sale of said articles within the parish or 
municipality to which the same may be brought; and said 
^oue snail contain general rules in regard to such health, 
sanitary and hygienic subjects, as cannot in the opinion of the 
State Board of Health be efficiently and effectively regulated 
by the local boards. 

34. The board shall have power to appoint inspectors and other 
necessary officers and employees and fix the salaries thereof. 

35. All inspectors, officers and employees of the said board shall- 
have power to arrest without warrant all persons violating the 
provisions of any rule or regulation of the said board, when 
such violation has occurred or is occurring within the sight, 
view or personal knowledge of said inspector, officer or em- 
ployee, and in all cases where said violation may not have 
occurred within the sight, view or personal knowledge of said 
inspector, officer or employee said functionary shall have only 
the right to arrest in execution of a warrant duly issued by 
the president of the board. 

36. It is hereby made the duty of all sheriffs, their deputies, con- 
stables, and their deputies, police officers of towns and cities 
and all other peace officers, to aid and assist in the arrest and 
apprehension of all persons violating the articles of any rule 
or regulation of the State Board of Health ; to themselves 
arrest and apprehend all offenders committing the offense in 
their view or sight or within their personal knowledge. 

37. The members of the State Board of Health and every person 
duly authorized by them may without fear or hindrance enter, 
examine and inspect all grounds, erections, vehicles, struc- 
tures, public buildings and places. 

38. The State Board shall at all times keep in readiness one or 
more medical inspectors and nurses, medicines, clothing, bed- 
ding, appliances, tents, and other necessary paraphernalia, so 
as to repair to any locality in the State that applies to it for 
assistance upon the outbreak of an infectious or contagious 
disease with the view of stampirig out the same. 
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39- An annual appropriation of five thousand dollars shall be made 
to start this first help. 

40. The local authorities shall keep up the work at their own 
expense after it has been started. 

Section 4. Be it further enacted, etc., 

41. That each and every parish in the State shall establish and 
organize parish boards of health in the manner following : 

42. The police jury in each parish shall, immediately after the 
promulgation of this act, or as soon thereafter as practicable^ 
elect and appoint a suitable person from each ward of the 
parish not embraced in a duly incorporated municipality, 

43. Such person not to be a member of the police jury, 

44. And at least three of the persons so appointed or elected shalU 
if practicable, be duly licensed and registered physicians. 

45. Said persons when so appointed or elected shall constitute the 
parish board of health, and 

46. Shall serve for four years from the date of their qualification. 

47. Said parish board shall meet on the first Tuesday after the 
commissioning of its members. 

48. It shall elect a chairman who shall be a registered and licensed 
physician, and the health officer of the parish, who shall serve 
in said capacity, exercise the powers and perform the duties 
usual and incident to such officers in similar organizations. 

49. His salary shall be fixed by the police jury and paid by the 
parish. 

50. The secretary of the police jury of the respective parishes shall 
be ex-officio secretary of the parish board of health. 

51. The treasurer of the police jury of the respective parishes shall 
be ex-officio treasurer of the parish board of health. 

Section 5. Be it further enacted, etc., 

52. That the council or legislative body of each and every incor- 
porated municipal government in the State shall establish and 
organize a town or city board of health in the manner fol- 
lowing : 

53. The said council or legislative body shall, immediately after 
the promulgation of this act, or as soon thereafter as may be 
practicable, elect or appoint five persons in said municipality 
to be members of the municipal board of health. 
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54- Such persons shall not be members of the said council or 
occupy any other office in said municipality, and 

55. Three of the persons so appointed or elected shall, if practi- 
cable, be duly registered and licensed physicians. 

56. Such persons when so appointed or elected shall constitute 
the city or town board of health, and 

57. Shall serve for four years from the date of their qualification. 

58. For the cities of Shreveport and Baton Rouge the Governor 
shall appoint, with the advice and consent of the Senate, three 
members on each of said city boards. 

59. The council or legislative body shall provide ample means for 
the maintenance and operation of said board. 

60. Said town or city boards of health shall meet on the first 
Tuesday after the commissioning of its members, and 

61. Shall elect a chairman who shall be a duly registered and 
licensed physician, who shall be health officer of the town or 
municipality, who shall serve in said capacity, exercise the 
powers and perform the duties usual and incident to such 
officers in similar organizations. 

62. The chairman shall receive such an annual salary as the board 
of health of said municipality may fix and pay. 

63. The said board of health shall have power to appoint a sanitary 
officer whose duties shall be to enforce the requirements of 
said board in all matters of sanitation, and also to act as 
secretary. 

64. His salary shall be fixed and paid by the board. 

Section 6. Be it further enacted, etc., 

65. That all members of parish and municipal boards shall have 
been at the time of their appointment or election five years 
residents and voters of the parish or municipality in which 
they are to act as said boards, and the membfership shall be 
vacated on the removal therefrom of the member. 

66. No member of said board, with the exception of the chairman 
and sanitary officer, shall receive any pay or emoluments in 
any way for the services rendered as a member of the 
board, and 

67. No member shall be in any way, directly or indirectly, inter- 
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ested in any contract for supplies to be furnished or services 
to be rendered to said board. 

Section 7. Be it further enacted, etc., 

68. That said parish and municipal Boards of Health shall have 
f)ower and authority to pass health and sanitar\* ordinances 
for defining and abating nuisances dangerous to the public 
health ; , • 

69. To regulate drainage and ventilation with reference to human 
habitation and places of business and public resort ; 

70. To regulate the carrying on of trade and business injurious to 
public health ; 

71. For the disf)osition of fecal matter and garbage; 

/2. To regulate the erection of buildings with due regard to the 

filling of lots and the grading thereof, and 
y^. The arrangement of said buildings ; 

74. For the vacation ojf, demolishing of buildings when necessary 
for the protection of public health ; 

75. For the registration of births, deaths and marriages, and 

76. The keeping of vital statistics to be registered and reported to 
the State Board of Health under its instructions and regpi- 
lations. and 

yj. Generally all health and sanitary ordinances necessary and 
incident to the proper local sanitation of the parish, city or 
town in which they exercise tlieir powers. 

78. They shall act under the supervision and advice of the State 
Board of Health, and 

79. Shall pass no ordinance in conflict or inconsistent with the 
powers and duties of the State Board of Health, 

80. But shall in all health and sanitary measures which they may 
adopt, be auxiliary to and act in harmony with the State 
F5oard of Health, and 

Si. Shall make reports monthly to said State Board of Health, and 
furnish such other information as the State Board of 
Health may require, the same to be embodied in the annual re- 
port of the State Board. 

S2. The object and purposes of this act being hereby declared 
to be to entrust full power and authority to such local hoanls 
to establish, control and a(hninister all matters of strictlv an<l 
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purely local sanitation, not aflfecting other portions of the 
State. 

83. For the city of New Orleans the State Board alone shall have 
power to establish quarantines. 

84. Local Boards of Health shall have power to establish quaran- 
tines with the co-operation of the councils of municipalities 
and the police juries. 

85. The State Board shall have supervisory power over all local 
quarantines so established. 

86. All necessary expenses, costs and charges of local sanitation 
shall be borne by the parish, city or town, in which the local 
board shall be established, and 

87. In case the fiscal authorities thereof shall refuse to budget for, 
appropriate or pay to the same, the local boards shall have 
right to the writ of mandanuis before a court of competent 
jurisdiction to compel the proper action by said parish, city or 
town authority. 

Section 8. Be it further enacted, etc., 

88. That in the event that any case shall be reported to, or come 
to the knowledge of any local board, which is either deemed 
to be a case of contagious or infectious disease, or suspected 
of so being, the local board shall immediately isolate the 
same and 

S9. Communicate the fact by the most expeditious means at hand 
to the State Board of Health, together with the information as 
to what steps have been taken by the local board to isolate and 
care for the vsame, and 

90. Shall from time to time communicate the progress of the case 
and disease to the State Board of Health. 

91. On receipt of such information by the said l)oard of Health, 
the President of said Board shall if he deem the emergency 
sufficient and necessary, send expert physicians to be selected 
by him to examine and diagnose the disease, and 

92. If on such examination and diagnosis the experts shalf declare 
the case to be one of obnoxious or infectious nature, liable to 
spread, or to become dangerous to the general public health 
of the State, the State Board of Health or its president shall 
instruct the health oflFicer of the Board of Health of tlie parish. 
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city or town, as to what additional steps, if any, shall be taken 
to isolate the case, and prevent the spread of the contagion or 
infection therefrom and shall require that the local health 
officers shall immediately conform thereto, and put the same 
in operation. 

93. In the event that said local authorities shall fail or neglect to so 
act within a reasonable time, or in so acting shall fail to do so 
in a manner satisfactory to the State Board or its president, 
the State Board or its president shall take charge of the case 
and manage the same, through its own officers or employees. 

94. All expenses, costs and charges incurred in the management, 
control and supervision in such cases shall be borne and paid 
by the parish, town or city in which the case may be, and 

95. On the failure of the parish or municipality to reimburse the 
State board the amount of its expenditures incurred in such 
cases the State Board of Health shall have the right to proceed 
by writ of mandamus in any court of competent jurisdiction 
to compel the payment of the same.

99. Shall issue to the other local sanitary authorities instructions 
as to the measures adopted in quarantining against persons, 
goods, or other property coming from said infected localities, 
and 

100. These rules and regulations, terms and conditions shall be 
observed and obeyed by all other health authorities. 

loi. Provided that should any other of the non-infected portion 
of the State desire to add to the regulations and rules terms 
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and conditions already imposed by the State Board, they may 
do so, on approval of the State Board of Health. 

102. The State Board of Health may, in its discretion, prohibit 
the introduction into any infected portion of the State, persons 
acclimated, unacclimated or said to be immune, when in its 
judgment the introduction of such persons would add to or 
increase the prevalence of the disease. 

103. The State Board of Health shall render to the local boards 
of health all the assistance in their power and which the con- 
dition of their finances will permit. 

Section p. Be it further enacted, etc., 

104. That all laws and parts of laws in conflict with, inconsistent 
with, or superceded by, the provisions of this act are hereby 
repealed, 

105. But all laws, or parts of laws, parish or city ordinances, State 
Board of Health ordinances. State, parish and municipal rules 
and regulations now existing and not in conflict with, or in- 
consistent with or superceded by the provisions of this act are

109. The president and secretary of the State Board shall not 
be ex-officio members of the Board of Health for the city of 
New Orleans, and the president of the State Board shall not 
be the president of the local board of the city of New Orleans. 
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no. The municipal Board of Health of the city of New Orleans 
shall have the exclusive right to the collection of all fees and 
charges, now being made by the present State Board of Health 
within the city of New Orleans, 

111. Other than those accruing from the coal oil inspection and the 
registration of Physicians, Mid wives and Dentists. 

112. The municipal Board of Health of the city of New Orleans 
shall also have the exclusive supervision or authority over the 
meat inspection service and sanitary regulations, at the 
slaughtering pens or abattoir in the Parish of St. Bernard, 
w'ith regard to all meat intended for human consumption with- 
in the city of New Orleans. 

Section lo. Be it further enacted, etc., that 

114. This act shall go into effect and be operative after its passage 
and promulgation. 

115. The presently existing State Board and local Boards of 
Health shall turn over to the new boards all the assets, prop- 
erty, records or other things and matters now in their charge 
and keeping, and 

116. thereafter the new boards, shall be considered as successors 
in office to the old boards, and all rights, actions, claims, or 
things of value possessed by the old boards, shall become vest- 
ed in the new boards, with full right and power to hold, prose- 
cute and defend the same just as if no change had been made 
in said boards.

TREASURY DEPARTMENT. 
Quarantine Laws of the United States. 

AN ACT 

Granting Additional Quarantine Powers and Imposing 
Duties Upon the Marine-Hospital Service. 

[Approved February 15, 1893.] 

B€ it efMcted by the Senate and House of Representc 
United States of America in Congress assetnbhd, 

1. That it shall be unlawful for any merchant ship o 
sd from any foreign port or place of [to] enter anj 
United States except in accordance with the provii 
act and with such rules and regulations of State an 
health authorities as may be made in pursuance 
sistent with, this act ; and 

2. Any such vessel which shall enter, or attempt to ent 
the United States in violation thereof shall foi 
United States a sum, to be awarded in the discn 
GDurt, not exceeding five thousand dollars, whicl 
Ken upon said vessel, to be recovered by proceec 
proper District Court of the United States. 
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3- In all such proceedings the Unitecf States district attorney for 
such district shall appear on behalf of the United States ; and 
all such proceedings shall be conducted in accordance with the 
rules and laws governing cases of seizure of vessels for vldla^ 
tion erf the revenue lawsi of the United States. 

Section 2, Be it further enacted, etc., 

4. That any vessel at any foreign port clearing for any port or 
place in the United States shall be required to obtain from the 
consul, vice-consul, or other consular officer of the United 
States at the port of departure, or from the medical officer, 
where such officer has been detailed by the President for that 
purpose, a bill of health, in duplicate, in th^ form prescribed 
by the Secretary of the Treasury, setting forth the sanitary 
history and condition of said vessel, and that it has in all re- 
spects complied with the rules and regulations in such cases 
prescribed for securing the best sanitary condition of the said 
vessel, its cargo, passengers, and crew ; and 

5. Said consular or medical officer is required, before granting* 
such duplicate bill of health, to be satisfied that the matters 
and things therein stated are true ; and 

6. For his services in that behalf he shall be entitled to demand 
and receive such fees as shall by lawful regulation be allowed, 
to be accounted for as is required in other cases. 

7. The President, in his discretion, is authorized to detail. any 
medical officer of the Government to serve, in the office of the 
consul at any foreign port for the purpose of furnishing infor- 
mation and making the inspection and giving the bills of 
health hereinbefore mentioned. 

8. Any vessel clearing and sailing from any such port without 
such bill of health, and entering any port of the United States, 
shall forfeit to the United States not more than five thousand 
dollars, the amount to be determined by the G)urt, which shall' 
be a lien on the same, to be recdvered by proceedings in the 
proper District Court of the United States. 

9. In all such proceedings the United States district attorney for 
such district shall appear on behalf of the United States ; and 

10. All such proceedings shall be conducted in accordance with 
the rules and laws governing cases of seizure of vessels for- 
violation of the revenue laws of the United States. 
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Section j. Be it further enacted, etc., 

11. That the Supervising Surgeon-General of the Marine-Hospi- 
tal Service shall, immediately after this act takes effect, exam- 
ine the quarantine regulations of all State and municipal 
boards of health, and shall, under the direction of the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury, co-operate with and aid State and muni- 
cipal boards of health in the execution and enforcement of the 
rules and regulations of such boards and in the execution and 
enforcement of the rules and regulations made by the Secretary 
of the Treasury to prevent the introduction of contagious or 
infectious diseases into the United States from foreign coun- 
tries, and into one Stat^or Territory or the District of Colum- 
bia from another State or Territory or the Distrct of Co- 
lumbia ; and 

12. All rules and regulations made by the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury shall operate uniformly and in no manner discriminate 
against any port or place ; and 

13. At such ports and places within the United States as have no 
quarantine regulations under State or municipal authority, 
where such regulations are, in the opinion of the Secretary of 
the Treasury, necessary to prevent the introduction of con- 
tagious or infectious diseases into the United States from for- 
eign countries, or into one State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia from another State or Territory or the District of 
Columbia, and 

14. At such ports and places within the United States where quar- 
antine regulations exist under the authority of the State or 
municipality which, in the opinion of the Secretary of the 
Treasury, are not sufficient to prevent the introduction of such 
diseases into the United States, or into one State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia from another State or Territory 
or the District of Columbia, 

15. The Secretary of the Treasury shall, if in his judgment it is 
necessary and proper, make such additional rules and regula- 
tions as are nece^ary to prevent the introduction of such dis- 
eases into the United States from foreign countries, or into one 
State or Territory or the District of Colunil>ia from another 
State or Territory or the District of Columbia, and 

16. When said rules and regulations have been made they shall be 
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promulgated by the Secretary of the Treasury and enforced by 
the sanitary authorities of the States and municipahties, vvhere 
the State or municipal health authorities will undertake to ex- 
ecute and enforce them ; but 

17. If the State or municipal authorities shall fail or refuse to en- 
force said rules and regulations the President shall execute

228- "Tessels of the First Class to be subjected to necessary- mari- 
time sanitation without detention of either vessH or persons 
longer than may be necessary- to place such vessels in good 
sanitary- condition. 

229. "Tessels of the Seeond Class to undergo the same treatment 
as those of the First Class until May ist, 1899. on and after 
which date vessels of the Seccwid Class shall be subjected to 
full sanitation at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, to- 
gether with detention of vessels and persons for such l^igths 
of time as the Board of Health may determine. 

230. **resse!s of the Third Class to be subjected to full sanitation 
at the Mississippi River Quarantine Station, without detention 
of either vessels or persons after disinfection, until May ist, 
1899, <^ ^"^ after which date vessels of this class shall be de- 
tained for observation, together with their crews, cargoes and 
passengers, for such length of time after completion of disin- 
fection as the Board of Health may determine. 

231. Vessels of the Fourth Class arriving at Port Eads w4th sick- 
ness on fxard shall proceed to the Mississippi River Quaran- 
tine Station, there to undergo thorough disinfection. 

232. The sick with contagious diseases to be thence conveyed to 
the Lazaretto. 

233. All vessels of the Fourth Class, after completion of disinfec- 
tion, shall be detaineil for such length of time as the Board of 
Health may determine. 

234. "All vessels arriving from ports known or suspected to be in- 
i^cxtd with cholera shall be subjected to maritime sanitation 
and such detention as the Board of Health may determine. 

235- **\'essds arriving from ports and places belonging to the sec- 
ond, tliird and fourth classes, as set forth in the above sched- 
ule, shall not be allowed to pass the Rigolets. the .\tchafalaya 
or Lake Charles Quarantine Stations, or other quarantine sta- 
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tions which may be hereafter established, without having un- 
dergone proper maritime sanitation at the Mississippi River 
Quarantine Station. 

236. **\'essels engaged in the tropical fruit trade, whose sanitary 
condition and health record are satisfactory, may be allowed 
to pass the Mississippi River Quarantine Station after inspec- 
tion, subject, however, to such regulations and sanitary treat- 
ment as the Board of Health may prescribe. 

237. "Quarantine officers at the several stations in thi§ State are 
specially charged and required to strictly enforce the execu- 
tion of this proclamation, and the State Board of Health is 
requested to prosecute vigorously all violators of the same, as 
well as of the quarantine laws and regulations of this State. ^'

239. Hereafter full quarantine restrictions will be imposed on all

240. Such detention will be imposed thereafter on every vessel on 
which any officer who has previously attempted to practice 
deception is found in any official capacity. 

Special Instructions to Owners, Agents, Masters of Ves- 
sels and Passengers. 

241. The Louisiana State Board of Health recommends the follow- 
ing suggestions to agents, owners, masters of vessels and pas- 

• sengers for the purpose of facilitating the work of quarantine 
officers and reducing the period of detention to a minimum : 

242. That vessels should be stripped during the quarantine seasons 
of all woolen hangings, carpets, curtains, and such like 
materials, and upholstered furniture as far as practicable. 
Hair or moss mattresses to be replaced by wire or wicker beds. 
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243- That, as far as possible, vessels trading with tropical ports 
should be manned with acclimated crews. 

244. Masters of vessels, ship and consular agents are earnestly 
requested to instruct passengers from quarantinable ports to 
dispense, as far as possible, with baggage which may be 
injured by wetting or heat (230 degrees F.) while imder- 
going disinfection. Such passengers are specially warned 
against bringing furs, silks, skins, laces, velvets and other 
fabrics of delicate texture, as they will be compelled to assimie 
all risks of injury. 

245. While in ports infected with yellow fever, vessels should be 
anchored out in the harbor, when this is possible, and the crew 
prohibited from going ashore, especially at night. 

246. When practicable, cargoes should be loaded in such a manner 
as to allow access to the pirnips, and also to enable the quaran- 
tine oflScers to pump out and wash the biljge. 

247. For the purpose of avoiding delay and expense at quarantine, 
owing to the necessity of shifting of cargo for the object of 
disinfection, it is recommended that there be constructed in all 
vessels from quarantined ports, an open frame-work shaft, 
fifteen inches in diameter, from the center of each hatch, 
through which the fumigating pipe may be introduced down 
to the dunnage of the vessel. 

248. Special attetition should be gi\'en to cleanliness of vessels and 
persons, and provisions should be made for all possible 
ventilation of the entire vessel. 

249. The best disinfectants, and instructions for using sasne, can 
be obtained by application, to the Board of Health or any of 
its oflBcers. 

250. Masters should, before arrival, see that the bilge is thoroughly 
pumped out and cleansed, and that the entire vessel be put 
in such good sanitary- condition as to permit of the least pos- 
sible detention. 

251. Fruit vessels, particularly, should be kept thoroughly cleansed 
for the purpose of avoiding delay at the Quarantine Station. 

252. Vessels observing the above recommendations will receive 
special consideration at the Quarantine Station, detention and 
cost of cleaning, disinfecting, etc., being nia*^erially lessened 
therebv.

272. They shall l>e required to make a full disclosure when arriv- 
ing at Quarantine .Station of all ports and places they have 
visited on their voyage. 

272^, They may take on board a crew of lalx)rers after inspection 
by the medical officer and disinfection of clothing of such crew 
for such healthy point where they permanently reside and re- 
main, the crew being as nearly as possible composed of the 
same men. 

274. The captain or other officer may go ashore only for the pur- 
pose of entering or clearing vessels.

The following amendments to the Quarantine Regulations, to 

be observed at ports and on the frontiers of the United States, are 

hereby promulgated : 

331. Article II, paragraph 2, exception i, is amended to read as fol- 
lows: Vessels arriving during certain seasons of the year, 
to-wit, November 15 to April i, may be admitted to entry. 

332. Article II, paragraph 2, exception 2, is amended by striking 
out the words "November i" and inserting the words 
"November 15,^*^ in lieu thereof.

333. THE QUARANTINE SYSTEM OF LOUISIANA. 

In order that the quarantine system of this State may be fully 
comprehended by our home people as well as those of our sister 
States, it is deemed advisable to give a full description of the entire 
system, taking each station, together with the rules and regulations 
applying to each, and the part they serve in the general system, 
seriatim. 

The quarantine system of Lx)uisiana consists of four separate 
stations, viz : The Mississippi River station, located 90 miles below 
the City of New Orleans on the Mississippi River and 18 miles 
from the outlet of that river into the Gulf ; the Rigolets station, lo- 
cated 30 miles from the City of New Orleans on the Rigolets or 
outlet of Lake Pontchartrain into the Mississippi Sound ; the At- 
chafalaya station, 80 miles from the City of New Orleans and 3 
miles east of Morgan City on the Atchafalaya river; the Lake 
Charles station on the Calcasieu river, about 40 miles below Lake 
Charles. 
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334- '^^^ ^^^ Charles Station. 

This station was established in 1890, it having come to the 
knowledge of the Board of Health, that vessels arriving from 
Vera Cruz and other infected or suspected ports in Mexico and 
Central America, did occasionally call at Lake Charles for cargoes 
of lumber, thus making this port a possible point for the introduc- 
tion of contagious or infectious disease. As only a few of this 
class of vessels arrive at this port during quarantine season, it was 
not advisable to establish a fully equipped station and hence only a 
"Quarantine Guard" is employed here, who reports by wire or 
otherwise to the Resident Physician at the Atchafalaya Station. 
Thus this station may be considered as auxiliary to the Atchafa- 
laya Station, both being under the control of the same Quarantine 
Physician. 

335. The Atchafalaya Station. 

This station, as noted above, is situated 80 miles from New 
Orleans in a westerly direction, and 3 miles below Morgan City, on 
the Atchafalaya river. It is operated by a Resident Physician 
and one boatman. It serves as a protection to Morgan City and 
surrounding country, which section is traversed by railroads and is 
in daily connection with New Orleans and other portions of the 
State. 

336. The Rigolets Station. 

This station guards the entrance to Lake Pontchartrain and 
that approach to the City of New Orleans. It is manned by a 
Resident Physician, two boatmen and a watchman. The shipping 
passing this station consists almost exclusively of vessels engaged 
in the coastwise trade, such as lumber and charcoal schooners, 
fishing smacks, etc. Vessels from foreign or infected ports rarely 
attempt to come to New Orleans through this channel, on account 
of the quarantine regulations there enforced. 

All the stations above described might be termed "inspection 
stations^' for the reason that only vessels in a clean condition, free 
from disease and coming from non-quarantined ports are given 
pratique at these stations. Should a vessel liable to quarantine. 
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arrive at any of the forgoing stations, she would be given the oi>- 
tion of submitting to a detention of forty days with such disinfec- 
tion as is available, or of going to the Mississippi River Station, 
there to be disinfected, in accordance with our improved method 
and undergoing a detention of only three days. It goes without 
8a3ring that all vessels avail themsdves of the ahemative of re- 
pairing to the Mississippi River Station for treatment. In fact, 
these regulations are so well understood by parties interested in 
the shipping of this port that it is a rare occurrence for a^quaran- 
tinable vessel to present itself at any of these minor stations. 

337. The Mississippi River Station. 

This, the principal point where our quarantine operations are 
centred, is situated 90 miles below the city of New Orleans, on 
the east bank of the Mississippi rver, in a non-inhabited marshy 
country. The quarantine reservation embraces two miles front on 
the river bank. With control of this extent of territory there is 
no probability of any settlements near the quarantine station. In 
other words we claim complete isolation. 

This station consists of three branches, all under the manage- 
ment and supervision of the Resident Quarantine Physician, viz : 
The main station above described, the lazaretto and an outpost in- 
spection station at Port Eads. The force employed at these differ- 
ent branches consists of a Resident Physician, an Assistant Resi- 
dent Physician, a Superintendent of Disinfection, nine assistants 
to superintendent, one engineer in charge of heat disinfecting ap- 
paratus, one carpenter, four boatmen and a coxswain, one watch- 
man, one laborer, a matron for the supervision of the disinfection 
of ladies' apparel, a cook, a waiter, a telegraph operator, engineer, 
captain, fireman and deckhand of tugboat; all these at the main 
station. At the lazaretto there is a physician, one boatman, one 
nurse and a cook, and should necessity arise, on account of there 
being many cases of sickness in hospital, additional help is em- 
ployed. At Port Eads there is a physician and two boatmen. The 
location of these several branches of this station can be better un- 
derstood by reference to the map. 

Port Eads is directly on the Gulf of Mexico, at the outlet of 
"South Pass" of the Mississippi river, the only pass navigable for 
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th^ larger class of vessels, the jetties extending about 2 miles into' 
the gulf, below the station. The lazaretto is located in Pass a 
L'Outre, an unused outlet of the Mississippi river, about 14 miles 
above Port Eads and 6 miles from the main station in a southwest- 
erly direction. It is about three miles from the highway of com- 
merce and a case of sickness taken there for treatment is as well 
isolated as if it had been removed to a place in mid-ocean. 

Infection from this station need not be feared any more than 
from the U. S. Marine Hospital Station on Chandeleur Islands, in 
the Gulf of Mexico. The main station is above all navigable out- 
lets of the Mississippi river. 

A vessel entering the river is boarded at Port Eads by the 
Resident Physician, and if found in good sanitary condition, with 
a deafi'li'talth record or voyage and from a non^uarantinable port, 
is g^ven pratique to the city of New Orleans. A vessel from a 
quarantinable port, though perhaps in good sanitary condition and 
having a clean health record, is ordered to the main station for 
treatment according to the improved plan of Maritime Sanitation 
and detention thereafter in accordance with quarantine proclama- 
tion. (Formerly 5 days from the time of entering the river, but 
reduced in 1891 to 3 days after disinfection.) A vessel found with 
contagious or infectious disease on board or having had same on 
voyage, is at once remanded to the lazaretto, where the sick, if any, 
are removed to the hospital. The Resident Physician at the main 
station is notified and at once repairs to the lazaretto with steam 
tug having fumigating furnace on board, and thoroughly disin- 
fects the ship with a bichloride of mercury solution of i to 1000, 
and fumigates the hold with sulphurous acid gas. The vessel, af- 
ter fumigation and disinfection, is detained at the station such time 
as the Board of Health may determine. 

If no case of sickness occurs after fumigation and disinfection 
and such detention as had been ordered, the vessel is then allowed 
to go to the main station, for a thorough redisinfection and a 
short detention, and is then given pratique. A vessel which has 
undergone this thorough treatment is regarded as a clean vessel 
(no matter how badly infected previously) free from all danger, 
and allowed to come to our wharves and enjoy all the privil^es of 
a vessel that never had even the suspicion of infectious disease oa 
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board. Thus far, experience has justified such a course, as in no 
instance has infectious disease reappeared on board of any ves- 
sel which had undergone this treatment. 

Details of the improved method of disinfection and fumiga- 
tion as practised at the Mississippi River quarantine station. 

Heat efficiently applied is universally recognized as the disin- 
fectant par excellence. 

It is to this agent that we have recourse in treating the cloth- 
ing and bedding, etc., from vessels that come within the scope of 
the questions under discussion. 

The articles to be disinfected are hung on racks suspended 
inside large iron cylinders, through which run numerous coils of 
pipes which convey from a steel boiler the heat necessary to raise 
the temperature in the cylinders to 210 degrees F. of dry heat, 
when steam is allowed to rush direct into the cylinders, rapidly 
raising the temperature to 230 degrees F. of moist heat, at which 
figure it is kept for at least half an hour with pressure on the 
cylinders of about seven pounds to the square inch. 

The articles are thus subjected to a heat of from 210 degrees 
to 230 degrees Fahrenheit for a total period of nearly one hour, 
and it is found by actual experiment that under this pressure 
thermometers imbedded in the centre of pillows and mattresses 
indicate the same temperature as that of the cylinders, proving 
conclusively that the heat penetrates thoroughly all articles 
exposed to its action. 

At the same time that this heat disinfection is being applied a 
force of men is engaged with mercuric chloride solution in wash- 
ing down decks and cabins, and sprinkling all articles that would 
be damaged by heat disinfection. This solution is made of a 
strength of i to 1000. There is no special skill required in its 
application, care as to thoroughness being the main point to be 
considered. This solution is contained in a tank of about 8000 
gallons capacity, placed at an elevation of about forty-five feet. 
The tank is connected with pipes leading along the wharf. By 
means of a rubber hose with nozzle and spray attachments, a 
stream of the solution can be conducted and thoroughly applied to 
any and all parts of a ship.

In addition to the labors devolving 
the written statute, there are those just a 
law involving an estimate of human n 
human practices. 

Every sick sailor desires to escape t 
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dangers of a quarantine hospital. Every shipmaster desires to 
avoid every and all detention of vessel and freight. When the 
Quarantine Officer climbs over the side of a ship and looks upon a 
mustered crew ready for inspection he finds himself facing a 
crowd every man of which is his natural enemy : and to many of 
whom truth is a stranger even in name. 

There follows a personal inspection of every man on board ; an 
examination of the sanitary condition of vessel, cargo and ballast, 
then of her record from statements of master, and entries in ship's 
log, if necessary ; then into the sanitary condition of the ports from 
whence she sailed, as exhibited by the U. S. Consular bills of 
health. From, all these data the Quarantine Officer draws his 
conclusion as to the foulness or purity of persons, vessel and port, 
involving often grave questions as to unnecessary delay and im- 
pediment to commerce or insufficient consideration of danger to 
the public health. 

The supervision of the administration of measures of disin- 
fection : removal and treatment of the sick ; location of anchorage 
of the vessel; communication therewith in any manner, and the 
host of little details, not only of vessels in transit and in quarantine 
but the maintenance of good order and discipline among the men 
at the station ; their employment and occupation ; the condition and 
repair of the very large plant, grounds and buildings are matters 
devolving upon the Resident Physician. 

The duties of all other officers in the river Quarantine Service 
are, and of right ought to be, under the absolute direction of the 
Chief. 

The Board of Health established some years ago an Inspec- 
tion Station at Port Eads, and placed an officer in charge. This 
officer is annually elected by the Board of Health, and his duties, 
in so far as the Board of Health can direct, are to prevent any com- 
munication between vessels entering the mouth of the river and 
j)ersons from shore, before such vessel had been passed upon by the 
Resident Physician. 

This is a very important and absolutely necessary station, and 
has been of immense service in the successful conduct of Quaran- 
tine. 

Gradually, as the needs of commerce invited, additional inspec- 
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tion duties were given to him by the Resident Physician : and at the 
present time he is practically acting as an assistant to the Chief, 
being invested by the latter with the same authority as that assist- 
ant, directed by statute, at the main station. 

The Lazaretto, or hospital, is situated some miles away from 
the main station, in Pass a V Outre, and being removed so far away 
requires the presence during the summer months of a physician irt 
charge, whose duties are solely to attend such sick as may be taken 
off ship and sent to hospital. 

The procedure of the Louisiana Quarantine service secures 
control of every vessel approaching the mouth of the Mississippi 
river before any possible communication from vessel to shore until 
she has passed through the hands of the Quarantine Officers. 

The first person to approach a ship off shore is the pilot. 
Under the laws of Louisiana this pilot is practically a deputy quar- 
antine officer. He is directed by law to put into the hands of the 
master of every vessel he boards a copy of such extracts of the 
quarantine law as the Board of Health may direct; he is made 
responsible for allowing any communication with that vessel and 
any unauthorized person. 

He proceeds with the vessel to the Quarantine Station at Port 
Eads and delivers her into the control of the Inspector at that 
point, and receives orders from him whether to proceed in prac- 
tique to her destination or to proceed in quarantine to the main 
station for disinfection or detention of such course as the chief 
officer may direct. 

Arriving, in quarantine we will say, at the main station the 
sick, if any, are taken off and carried to the hospital and placed in 
charge of the hospntal physician ; in case of recovery they are care- 
fully disinfecteil and sent to the city or sometimes returned to 
vessel ; and in case of death buried in the Lazaretto cemetery. 

The vessel in the meantime is disinfected and detained in 
accordance with those rules directed by the Board of Health ; and 
at the expiration of that period, if after careful examination all are 
found well on board, she is permitted to proceed about her busi- 
ness. 

The annual proclamation of quarantine issued by the Gov- 
ernor of the State on the recommendation of the Board of Health, 
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is a general order to all the Quarantine Officers directing the rules 
that must be applied to such and such class of vessels from such 
and such class and location of ports and can not be so specific in 
i detail as to cover all points, consequently each year there occur a 

number of cases calling for more or less divergence from the 
general rule. In this case it is the duty of the Resident Physician 
to communicate all the facts ascertainable promptly to the Presi- 
dent of the Board. Not infrequently these cases occasion a vast 
f deal of responsibility and care upon all concerned ; for, while our 

f first duty is to guard the public health, unjust detriment to the 

I proper pursuits of our people is a grievous wrong. 

Duties of the Siiippins: Inspector in the City. 

I 339. The Shipping Inspector is the Special Sanitary Inspector 

r for the Shipping in the City of New Orleans. His duties are 

as follows: 
'f 40. During the entire year he exercises general supervision over 

all watercraft arriving and departing. 

341. He is specially charged with the sanitary su|>ervision of ves- 
sels engaged in the fruit trade. This supervision, while extend- 
ing over the whole year, is particularly minute and searching 
during the quarantine season, as indicated in the following 
schedule of duties prescribed for the Shipping Inspector : 

(a) — To supervise, daily, the sanitary condition of all fruit ves- 
sels. 
(b) — To supervise the cleansing and fumigation of any vessel on 

which cases of contagious disease may have occurred during 

the voyage. 
(c) — To enforce observance of any order emanating from the 

Board of Health regarding observance of quarantine laws or 

sanitary regulations. 
(d) — To visit, daily, any vessel where suspicious cases of sickness 

may occur. 
(e) — To receive a list of crew and passengers each trip during the 

quarantine season. 

342. When any vessel on which suspicious sickness has occurred, 
on the voyage or in quarantine, is released from detention, the 
Shipping Inspector is notified to meet such vessel on her ar- 
rival at her wharf, and keep said vessel under surveillance 
from the time of her arrival in the city.

347a INTERSTATE QUARANTINE RE(;UL\TIONS.

3476 To Medical OfUcers of the Marine Hospital Sennce, 

State and Local Health Authorities, and others Concerned: 

In accordance with section 3 of the Act of February 15, 
1893, the following regulations are hereby promulgated to pre- 
vent the introduction of contagious diseases into one State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia, from another State or 
Territory or the District of Columbia. Additional regulations 
will be promulgated from time to time, as circumstances demand. 

The regulations of the Department issued August 12, 1893, ^^ 
prevent the spread of yellow fever are hereby rescinded.

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Article I. 

QUARANTINABLE DISEASES. 

347i: (i) For the purposes' of these regulations the quarantinabb 
diseases are cholera (cholerine), yellow fever, smallpox, 
typhus fever, leprosy, and plague. 

Article II. 

NOTIFICATION. 

348 (i) State and municipal health officers should immediately 
notify the Supervising Surgeon General of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service, by telegraph or by letter, of the 
existence of any of the above-mentioned quarantinable dis- 
eases in their respective States or localities. 

Article III. 

GENERAL REGULATIONS. 

349 ( I ) Persons suffering from a quarantinable disease shall be 
isolated until no longer capable of transmitting the disease to 
others. Persons exposed to the infection of quarantinable 
diseases shall be isolated, under observation, for such a period 
of time as may be necessary to demonstrate their freedom 
from the disease. 

All articles pertaining to such persons, liable to convey infec- 
tion, shall be disinfected as hereinafter provided. 

(2) The apartments occupied by persons suffering from quaran- 
tinable diseases, and adjoining apartments when deemed in- 
fected, together with articles therein, shall l>e disinfected upon 
the termination of the disease. 

(3) Communication shall not be held with the above-named per- 
sons and apartments, except under the direction of a duly 
qualified officer. 

(4) All cases of quarantinable disease, and all cases suspected of 
belonging to this class, shall be at once reported by the physi- 
cian in attendance to the proper authorities. 

(5) No comriion carrier shall accept for transportation any person 
suffering with a quarantinable disease, nor any infected article 
of clothing, bedding, or personal property. 
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(4) So far as possible, the sick should be removed to a central 
location for treatment. 

(5) Building^s in which yellow fever has occurred, and localities 
believed to be infected with said disease, must be disinfected 
as thoroughly as possible. 

(6) As soon as the disease becomes epidemic the railroad trains, 
carrying persons allowed to depart from a city or place 
infected with yellow fever, shall be under medical super- 
vision.

(g) They may require Health Certificate as per Atlanta Regula- 
tions from all persons entering their territory to make sure that 
they do not come from infected locations. 

(A) According to the Atlanta Regulations, persons will not be ad 
mitted into places in Louisiana outside of quarantined locali- 
ties, unless they hold a certificate from a disinfecting and de- 
tention camp of the United States Marine Hospital Service, or 
unless they hold a certificate signed by a proper health officer, 
according to Atlanta Regulations, showing that they have 
remained ten days in a northern non-infectable locality, and 
have had their clothing and baggage disinfected on the day 
of arrival (and not of departure). 

♦356. The different railroad companies, steamboats, or other com- 
mon carriers, traversing the State of I-^uisiana, or any por- 
tion thereof, are prohibited from selling tickets for passage 
from quarantined places or districts within the State of Louis- 
iana, to any point or place in the unquarantined portions of 
the State, and that this regulation shall apply to all agents or 
employees of said companies and common carriers during 
periods of quarantine. (Adopted December 6, 1898.) 

357 • Regulations Concerning Passenger Inspectors.

*3586. Persons when coming from quarantined localities will be 
permitted to enter the Slate of Lx)uisiana on a certificate from 
the Health Officer of the United States Marine Hospital from a 
Detention Camp, or on a certificate as per form given above, 
signed by the Health Officer of a non-infected Northern 
locality. 

*359- If they have baggage, the certificate must als3 state that the 
same has been properly disinfected at least ten days prior to 
their departure for Louisiana. 

^360. Persons coming from points where there are no authorized 
Health ( )fficers will be permitted to enter the State of Louis- 
iana on presentation of a statement, duly sworn to before an 
officer authorized to administer oaths, that they have not been 
in affected localities within ten days prior to the issue of sudi 
certificate, and if coming from these localities prior to ten days, 
that their baggage has been properly disinfected at least ten 
days prior to their departure for Louisiana. 

•361a. Persons violating the Quarantine Regulations of the 
Louisiana State Board of Health will be promptly arrested 
and dealt with according to law. 

•361^. Instructions to Train Inspectors. 

(a) No persons (save those known to be immune to the Health 
Officer of place of destination, and presenting his certificate) 
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will be allowed on the train frc«n any place in the territory 
quarantined by the State Board of Health to go into non-* 
quarantined territory. The clothing and baggage to be dis- 
infected before boarding train, certificate to that effect being 
issued. 
(&) Persons boarding the train at points in the territory not quaran- 
tined must show health certificate (certificate of residence) 
signed by a Health Officer, or Physician, whose certificate is 
acceptable to the train inspector and the health authority of 
the place of destination. 

(c) This certificate must show ten (lo) days' residence in a place 
not quarantined, and give such a personal description that the 
holder can be identified. 

(d) It must be of such recent date, or so stamped by the United 
States Postmaster, or endorsed by the tram inspector, or 
Health Officer, from day to day, as to show the whereabouts 
of the holder since it was issued. 

(^) The mere holding of a health certificate is not proof of the right 
to hold it, and if the train inspector is rfcot satisfied, or is in 
grave doubt that the person presenting the certificate has 
been in quarantined territory, or otherwise exposed to infec- 
tion within the ten ( lo) days next preceding, he will mark the 
certificate "Fraudulent,'' and act as if there was none. Simi- 
larly in cases in which the certificate is not in proper form, yet 
if the train inspector knows of his own knowledge that the 
passenger is entitled to one, he may issue such certificate. 

(/) People aboard trains not giving the evidence required above 
will be returned to the station at which they boarded the train, 
and the Health Officer notified. 

(g) The conductor and ticket agents will assist train inspectors ini 
carrying out the above order. 

(A) The train inspector will not alk)w any express, prohibited by 
the Atlanta Regulations, to pass the relay station.

362 Recommendations to Housekeepers. 

(o) The greatest danger of recurrence of disease He 
houses, and especially in the bedding, clothing, 
trunks, boxes, etc. 
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(b) Hence the utmost importance for people in whose houses 
fet'er of any kind has occurred to apply most rigorously, in 
spirit and in letter, the following recommendations : 

(c) All bedding, upholstered furniture, and especially packed 
clothing, should be taken out of doors and spread in the sun 
and wind. 

(d) This should be done in bright, clear, cold weather. 
(^) A single airing is not generally sufficient. 

(f) The house should, at the same time, be thrown open as far as 
possible. 

(g) It is better to be without fires, but it is better to have fires and 
keep the house open, than to be without fires and shut up the 
house. 

(A) When practicable, leave bedding, etc., out during cold nights, 

but this is not essential, 
(i) Pay special attention to clothing, bedding, etc., packed away 

in trunks and boxes. 
(;) The armoirs, bureaus, boxes, trunks, etc., should be opened, 

and contents spread out as above indicated. 
(k) This should all be do!>e six or seven times, in succession, if 

possible. 
(/) The yards, alleys, etc.. must l>e kept thoroughly clean and 

drained. 

«363 Resolutions Adopted at New Orleans, La., 
December 8, 1898. 

(a) Quarantine shall be and is declared to exist against all places 
infected with yellow fever or other quarantinable diseases, 
and whenever reliable information shall reach the President 
of the State Board that such disease exists in a locality, the 
President shall take the proper steps to so declare against the 
particular locality infected, and to prevent ingress or ^^ss to 
and from such localities into the State, or uninfected portions 
of tlie State, and the President shall call a meeting of the 
entire Board within forty-eight hours thereafter for further 
action thereon. 
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(b) In the event that the Local Boards of Health should fail to 
comply with SJection 8 of Act No. 192 of 1898, by isolating 
and reporting any case of contagious or infectious disease 
within twenty-four hours after the same has been diagnosed 
as such, or become known as such, the President of the State 
Board shall, on reasonable and reliable information, by him 
deemed to be such, act in pursuance of the foregoing section, 
in the manner therein provided. 

(c) No Local Board will establish or enforce any quarantine until 
the facts and reasons therefor shall be first submitted to the 
State Board, and said quarantine be thereafter approved, sanc- 
tioned and authorized by the State Board. 

(d) No quarantine, when once established, shall be raised or dis- 
continued except by action and vote of the State Board at a 
meeting called for that purpose. 

(e) A Medical Inspector shall be appointed by the President on 
the recommendation of the members of the State Board resid- 
ing outside of New Orleans, which inspector shall remain in 
the city of New Orleans, when necessary, in order to ascer- 
tain and report cases of contagious or infectious diseases, or 
cases suspicious thereof, to the President of the State Board, 
who shall, thereupon, refer the same to the Local Board, who 
shall immediately investigate the same and report the result 
to the President of the State Board, and in the event that the 
Local Board shall fail to act thereon, promptly, the President 
of the State Board shall take charge of the same and proceed 
as authorized by the statute. Said inspector shall be paid a 
monthly salary at the rate of $200, by the State Board, while 
actually employed and until discharged by the State Board. 

(/) The Board shall meet every three months at 12:30 P. M., on 
the first Tuesday of the month, beginning with the first Tues- 
day of February, 1899. 

(g) The Boards of Health of the States of Alabama, Mississippi, 
Texas, Florida and other neighboring States, are invited and 
earnestly requested to station in the city of New Orleans 
during the summer months medical inspectors to investigate, 
examine iirto and report to their respective boards the exist- 
ence or non-existence of contagious or infectious diseases in 
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said city, and the Louisiana State Board of Health pledges to 
said inspectors, when so appointed, all necessary aid and 
assistance in its power in the performance of their duties. 

364 When yellow fever is announced in a locality, that locality 
alone shall be quarantined, and not the whole parish or 
county, unless otherwise ordered by the State Bpard (Reso- 
lution adopted February 15, 1899). 

365 During the existence of the quarantine of a locality, adjoining 
localities may hold aMnmunication with the quarantined 
locality, but in that case quarantine shall be proclaimed against 
them (Resolution adopted February 15, 1899). 

366 Pass Christian, Bay St. Louis and Waveland (all of Missis- 
sippi) may hold communication with New Orleans if yellow 
fever exists here, but if yellow fever appears on the coast the 
State of Louisiana will at once impose quarantine (Resolution 
adopted February 15, 1899). 

367a. Resolutions Adopted April 21, 1899. 

*The Reinsed Atlanta Regulations are adopted by this 
Board and recommended to the people, with the exception of 
No. 174, relating to quarantining of first cases, for which the 
following is a substitute : 

*' Resolved, That it is the sense of the Louisiana Board, as it 
is of the Mississippi Board, that a case, or localized case of yel- 
low fever in a city, said case or cases being in complete isolation 
and in charge of the Health Authorities, would not be sufficient 
cause for alarm or quarantining the city, but that the health 
and lives of the people may be protected they must have, 
through their constituted health authorities, prompt and full 
information relative to the health of that city, and with this in- 
formation, this Board will be prepared to act in such way as to 
protect the State, and at the same time not unnecessarily ob- 
struct commerce." 

♦3676. Resolution adopted May 15th, 1899: Should a case or cases 
of Yellow Fever be reported to the President in the city of New 
Orleans, or any other locality in Louisiana, and the case or 
cases are properly isolated, he shall not proclaim quarantine, 
but he shall announce it to the other State Boards and State 
Health Officers, and to the members of the Louisiana State 
Board ; and he shall at once call a meeting of the State Board. 
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367<r. Resolution adopted May 15th, 1899: In the event that Ycl- 
* low Fever xxxurs in any locality beyond the limits of the State 
of Louisiana^ the President is empowered at his discretion, to 
impose quarantine and refer his action to the Board for ap- 
proval. 
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CHAPTER IV. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE REPORTING 
OF CASES OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 



N. B. The Regulations of the State Board of Health marked by a star 

are Obligatory. 



368 The phrase "contagious disease" shall be held to include all 
persons sick, affected, or attacked by or of a disease of an in- 
fectious, contagious, or pestilential nature (more especially, 
however, referring to cholera, yellow fever, smallpox, diph- 
theria [induding membranous croup], ship or typhus, and 
scarlet fevers, and also including any new disease of an infec- 
tious, contagious, or pestilential nature), and also any other 
disease publicly declared by this Board dangerous to the pub- 
lic health. 

♦369 Every physician in said city shall, at all times, cause his or her 
name, office and residence, and also his or her kind and class 
of practice, to be registered within the Board of Health, and in 
a manner according to the regulations prescribed by this 
Board. 

*37o Every physician shall report to the Board of Health, in writ- 
ing, every person having a contagious disease (and the state 
of his or her disease, and his or her place of dwelling, and 
name if known), which such physician has prescribed for or 
attended for the first time since having such a contagious dis- 
ease, during any part of the preceding twenty-four hours. 
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371 Not more than two reports shall be required ir 
cerning the same person. 

*372 Every attending or practising physician ther< 
peril, see that such report is or has been made 
ing physician. 

*373 It shall be the duty of each and every practisi 
report, in writing, to the Board of Health, the

*377 No person shall interfere with or obstruct the e 
tion and examination of any building or houst 
tors and officers of this Board when there ha;

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*379 The keq)ers, lessees, tenants, and owners of every boarding- 
house and lodging-house shall, within six hours after the fact 
shall come to his or her or their knowledge, notify the Board 
of Health, in writing, of the fact of any seafaring man or per- 

, son lately from any vessel being taken sick at such house, and 
shall in such notice state where such sick person may be 
found, and from what vessd, and when he came, to the best 
of the knowledge of the person or persons giving such notice. 

♦380 Every master and chief officer of any vessel, and every physi- 
cian of, or who practised on, any vessd which shall arrive in 
the port from any other port, shall at once report to the Board 
of Health any facts connected with any person or thing on said 
vessel, or that came thereon, which he has reason to think may 
endanger the public health of this city; and he shall report 
the facts as to any person being or having been sick on said 
vessel of a contagious disease, and as to there being or having 
been, during the voyage or since her arrival, any infected per- 
son or articles thereon. 

*38i Every master, charterer, owner, part owner, and consignee of 
any vessel or of the cargo thereof which shall be in the waters 
of said city, unless detained in quarantine, shall at once give, 
or cause to be given, to the Board of Health, written notice 
of any infected article or person, and every person sick of a 
contagious disease, being or having within ten days been 
on board said vessel ; and also of each and every fact and thing 
relative to said vessel, sick person or cargo, or to the crew of 
such vessel, which any of the first-mentioned persons shall 
have reason to think may be useful for this Board to know, 
or to be or become dangerous or prejudicial to life or health in 
said city. 

♦382 It shall be the duty of every undertaker having notice of the 
death of any person of smallpox, diphtheria, membraneous 
croup, scarlet fever, yellow fever, typhus fever, Asiatic 
clKJeiia. or any other contagious disease dangerous to the 
general health of the community, or of the bringing of the 
dead body of any person who has died of any such disease 
into such citv, to give immediate notice thereof to this Board 
of Health. 
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♦383 N6 undertaker shall retain or expose, or assist in the retention 
or exposure of the dead body of any such person except in a 
coflSn or casket properly sealed. 

^384 Nor shall he allow any such body to be placed in any coflSn 
or casket unless the body has been thoroughly disinfected and 
wrapped in a sheet saturated with a proper disinfecting solu- 
tion, and the coffin or casket be immediately and pemKuiently 
sealed. 

^385 Nor shall he assist in the public or church funeral of any such 
person. * 

*386a Any person or persons failing to report as above specified 
shall be punished by fine or imprisonment. 

*3,86b. When a Local Board or the State Board suspects the 
presence of a cdhtagious disease in a house or place, and the 
physician or the head of the family refuses to permit a Medical 
Inspector of the Board, or an Expert of the Board to examine 
the case, the Board shall quarantine the premises and prevent 
egress and ingress until the request of the Board is complied 
with, and until the Board has practised disinfection and deten- 
tion to its satisfaction; and it shall immediately apply to the 
courts for an order that the proper writ be issued to gain admit- 
tance to the infected or suspected premises and access to the 
patient, all upon the plea that a contagious disease is a nuisance. 

*387 Upon receiving the report of the first Suspicious or Positive 
case or cases of Contagious Disease, the Local Health Officer 
shall at once visit the case, with or without the Attending Phy- 
sician, and, if necessary, appoint one or more experts, chosen 
among the reputable and experienced physicians of the locality, 
to examine the case or cases and establish the diagnosis. 

♦388 In any consultation a majority shall rule. 

♦389 If two declare the case suspicious, it must so be reported. 

♦390 If one decides it suspicious and the other decides it not suspic- 
ious, a third reputable physician must be appointed as expert. 

*39i If one decides it suspicious and the other two decide it not 
suspicious, it shall not be reported. 

♦392 If two declare it suspicious and one declares it non-suspicious, 
it shall be so reported as suspicious. 

*393 The same rules decide whether or not a case is a genuine case 
or not. 
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*394 The f eport shall be in writing, and signed by all the physicians 
who participated in the investigation. 

*395 ^^ case of quarantinable disease reported to the President of 
the State Board of Health shall be accepted by him unless cor- 
roborated by one or two experts of the State Board of Health. 
(Resolution adopted August 31, 1898.) 

396 The State Board of Health has provided for the city of New 
Orleans a Commission of Medical Experts for the diagnosis of 
the first cases of cholera or ydlow fever. 

397 The idea was to form a tribunal composed of gentlemen 
chosen from the highest rank in the medical profession, inde- 
pendent of the Board of Health. 

398 Any two or more members of this Commission being called 
upon in consultaition are competent, with the attending physi- 
cian, to render a diagnosis, which must be accepted. 

399 It is not to be critically traversed by the Board. 

400 The Commission is a Court of highest appeal whose decisions 
are final. 

401 If there is unity of affirmation of a case as cholera or yellow 
fever, it must be so reported. 

402 If there is one dissenting voice and two affirming, believing, 
or suspecting a case as cholera or yellow fever, the case must 
be accepted by the Board of Health as suspicious. 

♦403 All cases reported to the Board of Health as Suspicious or 
Positive, must be reported at once to the various State Boards 
of Health, or State Health Officers. 

*404 The foUozving Groups of Symptoms shall be considered to 
indicate Yelloiu Pezzer. 

405 Group J — A person after a sudden attack has fever of one 
paroxysm, attended with marked congestion or blood stasis of 
capillaries of surface, conjunctivae and gimis, with a history 
of probable exposure to infection, and no histor}' of a previous 
attack of yellow fever. 

406 Group 2 — A person after a sudden attack has a fever of one 
paroxysm, followed by usual prostration, albuminous urine, 
yellowness of conjunctivae or skin, and having no positively 
authenticated history of previous attack* of yellow fever. 

4a7 Group J— A person has a fever of one paroxysm, albuminous 
urine, black vomit, suppression of urine, general hemorrhagic 
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tendency under circumstances where exposure to infection is 
a possibility. 

4c8 Sitspicious Cases of Yellow Fez'er — The following symptom^ 
associated with fever of one paroxysm in a patient who has 
been apparently exposed to infection, and has never had 
yellow fever shall be held to justify in either of the six follow- 
ing cases a suspicion of this disease, viz.: i. Suddenness of 
attack either with violent pain in the head and back, injected 
eyes and face, or with marked congestion of the superficial 
capillaries. 2. Want of that correlation between pulse and 
temperature usual to other forms of fever. 3. Albuminous 
urine. 4. Black vomit. 5. General hemorrhagic tendency. 
6. Yellowness of skin. 

409 7 he folloiving eases shall also be snspiciotis: 7. Any casQ 
respecting which reputable and experienced physicians disa- 
gree as to whether the disease is or is not yellou' fever. 
8. Any case respecting which eflForts are made to conceal its 
existence, full history and true nature. 

410 In the event of death of a suspicious case a post-mortem ex- 
amination should be made, when practicable. Both before 
and after death, yellow fever is specially and pre-eminently 
characterized by the fact that it is par excellence a hemorrha- 
gic fever, marked by capillary congestion and its sequelae, 
hence post-mortem evidence of a general hemorrhagic ten- 
dency in internal organs, especially in the digestive, in prefer- 
ence to the urinal tract, shall be held to confirm the suspicion. 

411 Extracts from the proceedwgs of the National Conference of 
State Boards of HeaLh, at the Third Annual Meeting, held at 
Toronto, Canada, October 4, 1886: 

412 Whereas, It is necessary for the protection and preservation 
of the public health that prompt information should be given 
of the existence of cholera, yellow fever and smallpox ; be it 
(a) Resolved, that it is the sense of the National Conference 
of State Boards of Health that it is the duty of each State, 
provincial and local Board of Health in any locality in which 
said diseases may at any time occur to furnish immediately 
information of the existence of such diseases to Boards of 
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Health of neighboring provincial States, and to the Local 
Board in such States as have no State Board. 

(b) Resolved, That upon rumor or report of the existence 
of pestilential disease, and positive, definite information 
thereon tiot being obtainable, from the proper health authori- 
ties, this Conference recommends that the health oflficials of 
one State shall be privil^ed and justified to go into another 
State for the purpose of investigating and establishing the 
truth or falsity of such reports. 

(c) Resolved, That whenever practicable the investigations 
made under the preceding section shall be done with the 
co-operation of the State or local authority. 

(d) Resolved, That any case which presents symptoms seri- 
ously suspicious of one of the aforesaid diseases, shall be 
treated as suspicious, and reported as provided for in cases' 
announced as actual. 

(e) Resolved, That any case respecting which reputable 
and experienced physicians disagree as to whether the disease 
is or is not pestilential, shall be reported as suspicious. 

(f) Reserved, That any case respecting which efforts are 
made to conceal its existence, full history and true nature, 
shall be deemed suspicious and so acted upon. 

(g) Resolved, That in accordance with the provisions of the 
foregoing resdutions, the Boards of Health of the United 
States and Canada represented at this Conference do pledge 
themselves to an interchange of information as herein 
provided. 

413 The object and the advantage of the Board itself reporting the 
cases reported is to tdl the truth, to forestall the lies, the false, 
exaggerated and damaging rumors that would follow should 
the case be reported by irresponsible and disreputable parties 
who have access to the record book of the Board of Health, 
which is a public institution, and as such must hold its records 
accessible to all who call to inspect them. 

414 For the same reasons it is best to use the telegraph instead of 
the mail in reporting the cases to the other Boards of Health. 

♦415 In case of Suspicious or of Positive diagnosis, the Local 
Health Authorities shall at once isolate the case, as per Regu- 
lations contained in '^Instructions to Medical Inspectors.'^ 
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4i6 The Local Health Authorities hiay call on the President to 
send an Expert of the State Board. 

*4I7 The Local Health Authorities shall communicate the facts by 
the most expeditious means at hand to the State Board of 
Health, together with the information as to what steps have 
been taken by the Local Board to isolate and care for the 
same. 

418 On receipt of such information by the said Board of Health, 
the President of said Board shall, if he deems the emergency 
sufficient and necessary, send one or more expert physicians to 
be selected by him, and corroborate the diagnosis of the disease. 

*4I9 The State Board, or its President, shall at all times keep in 
readiness one or more Medical Inspectors, and nurses, together 
with medicine, clothing, bedding, appliances, tents and other 
necessary paraphernalia, so as to repair to any locality in the 
State that applies to rt for assistance upon the outbreak of a 
contagious disease. 

*420 The Local Authorities shall keep up the work at their own 
expense after it has been started. 

*42i The Towns or Parishes where the disease occurred shall re- 
imburse the State Board for all expenses incurred for that 
purpose. 

*422 The Local Board shall from time to time communicate the 
progress of the disease or cases to the State Board.

♦424 All such cases shall be recorded by the Secretary in a special 
book. 
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CHAPTER V. 



lAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING THE 
MANAGEMENT OF CONTAGIOUS DISEASES. 



J^T. B, The Regulations of the United StcUes Treasury and the Acta of 
the State of LouiHana are obligatory. The RegulcUions of the 
State Board marked by a star are aUo obligatory. The others are 
recommendatory and educational. Each Local Board will adopt 
those which it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



ACT No. 85, 1892. 

An Act to prevent the Spread of Leprosy, and to provide for the 
Treatment of same, and for Isolation of persons afflicted with 
said disease, and penalties for non-compliance with the pro- 
visions of this act. 

425. Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the State 
of Louisiana. That whereas, the disease known as leprosy, 
which is contaminating and dangerous to the public health and 
welfare, exists in this State, and that persons afflicted with said 
disease are permitted to be at large, thus endangering public 
health. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc., 

426. That all persons afflicted or suffering with said disease of lep^ 
rosy shall be confined in an institution isolated and used for 
the treatment of said disease, and 

427. It shall l>e a misdemeanor for any one to harbor a leper or 
lepers, and 

428. The penalty to be imposed upon any one liarboring said leper 
or lepers and refusing to commit them to the care of said insti- 
tution, shall, on conviction before any committing magistrate iit 
this State, be subject to a fine of not less than five dollars nof 
more than twenty-five dollars, or imprisonment for a term not 
exceeding thirty days ; 
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420. Sai<l fine shall go lo the support of said institution, 
430 Said party sc found to be a leper shall be committed

43 T. That whenever it shall be made known to the Ju

432. It shall be the duty of said Judge to issue a warra

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the buil

ACT No. 80 OF 1894. 

To Provide for the Appointment of a Board of Contr 
Leper Home, and to Provide for the Care and Tre 
Persons so Afflicted with Leprosy. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assent 
State of Louisiana, 

436b That a Board of Control for the Leper Home, cor 
seven members, to be appointed by the Governor of 
by and with the advice and consent of the Senate, 
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437- Whose duty it shall be to provide for the proper care, treat- 
ment and maintenance of all persons in the State of Louisiana 
who are now or may hereafter be afflicted with leprosy, and 

438. For that purpose they shall be authorized to arrange for a 
contract with any responsible physician, skilled in care and 
treatment of such disease, for the care, treatment and mainten- 
ance of all such persons so afflicted ; that 

439a Said board shall have power to remove for cause said con- 
tracting physician, and annul his contract, and to enter into a 
new contract with any other physician, in accordance with Act 
No. 85 of the Session of 1892. 
Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc, 

4396 That the sum of five thousand dollars be and the same is here- 
by set apart for the purposes of repairing or constructing and 
improving such buildings as may be necessary for the purposes 
of said institute. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That the sum of ten 
thousand dollars per annum be and the same is hereby appro- 
priated for the purpose aforesaid, and 

440. The Auditor is hereby authorized to warrant monthly for the 
said amounts on the order of the President of said board, coun- 
tersigned by the Secretary of same. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That as soon as practicable 
after the appointment of said board they shall meet and organ- 
ize by selecting a President and Secretary, 

441. Whose duties shall be prescribed by said board. 

442. All vacancies, whether by death, resignation or otherwise, on 
said board, shall be filled by the Governor. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc.. That the amount of ap- 
propriation provided for herein shall take effect and be avail- 
able from and after the organization and appointment of said 
board, and 

443. Whose salaries shall be fixed by said board, and after the elec- 
tion of said physician having been certified to by the Secretary 
of State.' 

Sec. 6. Be it further en<icted, etc, That all laws or parts of 
laws in conflict herewith be and the same are hereby repealed. 
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444^* '^^^ following are Regulations Adopted by the State 
Board: 

444b. Cases of G>ntagious Diseases should be managed according 
to the Regulations laid down under the title of '* Instructions to 
Medical Inspectors and to Health Officers for the Manage- 
ment of Cases of Yellow Fever, etc/' 

445. The Local Health Authorities should conform thereto as much 
as possible and put the same in operation. 

♦446. The State Board of Health or its President, if necessary, shall 
instruct the Local Authorities as to what additional steps, i£ 
any, shall be taken to further isolate the case and prevent the 
spread of the contagion or infection therefrom. 

*447. It shall require that the Local Health Authorities shall im- 
mediately conform thereto and put the same in operation. 

♦448. In the event that such Local Health Authorities shall fail or 
neglect to so act within a reasonable time, or in so acting, shall 
fail to do so in a manner satisfactory to the State Board or its 
President, the State Board or its President shall take charge of 
the case and manage the same through its own officers and em- 
ployees. 

*449. All expenses, costs and charges incurred in the management, 
control and supervision in such cases shall be borne and paid by 
the parish, town or city in which the cases may be. 

*450. On the failure of a parish or municipality to reimburse the 
State Board the amount of its expenditure, incurred in such 
cases, the State Board shall have the right to proceed by writ of 
mandamus in any Court of competent jurisdiction to compel the 
payment of the same. 

*45i. In case that any parish, town or city or any portion thereof 
shall become infected with any contagious or infectious dis- 
ease to such an extent as to threaten the spread of such disease 
to the other porticms of the State, the State Board of Health, or 
its President, shall issue its proclamation declaring the fact and 
ordering it in quarantine. 

*452. It shall order the Local Boards of Health in other parishes, 
cities and towns to quarantine against said locality. 

*453. Intercourse 'with such localities shall be permitted under the 
Atlanta Regulations. 
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454- Localities, adjacent and remote, shall require Health Certifi- 
cates as per the Atlanta Regulations from all persons wishing to 
enter their territory. 

*455. If any other of the non-infected portion of the State desires to 
add to the regulations, rules, terms and conditions already en- 
forced by the State Board, they may do so on approval of the 
State Board of Health or its President. 

*456. When a locality is considered rid of a contagious disease, the 
State Board or its President shall send there an expert to es- 
tablish the fact before ordering the quarantine raised. 

457. All suspicious cases shall be investigated by the Expert. 

458. Any case of sickness in the locality which the Expert wishes 
to examine shall be shown to him by the Attending Physician or 
the head of the family, and he shall have the right of examining 
the same. 

459. If any practising physician called upon fails to report to tho 
Expert or to make a sworn statement, the quarantine shall not 
be raised. 

460. If the Expert is refused to examine any case in any house 
Which he requests, the quarantine shall not be raised. 

461. If after thorough investigation the Expert reports the locality 
free from disease the quarantine shall be raised. 

462a. Xo investigation shall be undertaken until eight days have 
elapsed since the recovery or death of the last case of the con- 
tagious disease. 

462^. In every public hospital and dispensary in a city, there shall 
be provided and maintained a suitable room or rooms and place 
for the temporary isolation of persons infected with contagious 
diseases, who shall immediately be separated from the other 
persons and other patients at such dispensary or hospital. 

463. It shall be the duty of the physician or physicians, of the offi- 
cers, managers and of every one in charge of a hosptial or dis- 
pensary, and of every one who has any duty or office in respect 
to patients in the course of treatment, or persons who apply foi* 
treatment or care at a dispensary or hospital, to see that a report 
is immediately made to the Board of Health of every person in- 
fected with a contagious disease who comes to their knowledge, 
and that such person or persons so infected are properly isolated 
and kept separate from other persons and other patients. 
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464a. INSTRUCTIONS TO MEDICAL INSPECTORS AND 
TO HEALTH OFFICERS FOR THE MANAGEMENT 
OF YELLOW FEVER. 

Also for the Management of Cholera, Smallpox, Diph- 
theria, Typhoid Fever, Scarlet Fever and Measles. 

464^. Items Which Must be Ready in Advance. 

465. Have few nurses ready at a moment's notice. 

466. Have ready, body clothes for patients, towels, bedding, tubs, 
germicides, as will be needed by the nurses, in suitable quanti- 
ties for a dozen cases. . 

467. Have a special conveyance ready to instantly answer summons 
to take a case to a special place. 

468. Secure in advance vacant houses for patients and for suspects. 

469. Act at once. 

470. Act quickly, but determinedly and quietly. 

471. Take with you to each house for the inmates to be disinfected: 
12 bath robes of thick white smooth cotton of assorted sizes. 
12 night shirts with collars, ditto of assorted sizes. 

12 pairs of pants, ditto. 

12 skirts, ditto. 

12 skirts, ditto, for children, of assorted sizes. 

12 bath robes, ditto. 

12 night shirts, ditto. 

1 stretcher. 

Bring a formaldehyde generator. 

Also I gallon wood alcohol. 

Also 5 gallons kerosene oil. 

Also I gallon to measure materials. 

Also card of instructions to manage the apparatus. 

2 spray pumps. 

2 spray cans 2 J gallons capacity each. 
I pint measure. 

472. Bring paper, paste, etc. 

473. Also screw hooks and rope to stretch in the room where the 
inmates' clothing is to be disinfected. 

474. Also 2 brooms, 2 hoes, 2 rakes, 2 shovels, i wheelbarrow. 

475. Have ready 30 large officers army tents with flies and with all 
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their equipments, in case the patients or the suspects are per- 
suaded to go to a camp, which is the best protection for all con- 
cerned. 

476. Immunes should always be selected for sanitary work and fort 
removing, when possible. 

477. Management of Cases that can be Transported* with 
a View of Stamping out the Disease. 

478. When possible, transport the patient to a special isolated place. 

479. The earlier the cases are transported, the less injurious. 

480. There^is no special risk in moving him during the first two or 
two and one-half days, before the period of calm. 

481. The patient must be transported on a stretcher, laid, if possible, 
on a wire netting covered with canvas or rubber cloth, and in a 
soft spring conveyance. 

*482. Mattresses and quilts may be used, but should be burned after 
use. 

^483. Blankets, sheets and coverlets of cotton should be used in pre- 
ference, to be disinfected later in bichloride. 

484. If the weather is cool, a light blanket should be used, to be dis- 
infected later in bichloride. 

485. The patient must be carried, and must be kept lying down, 
with his head low, from his bed to the conveyance and from tlie 
conveyance to the bed in the special place. 

486. He must not be allowed to make any exertion to help himsdf . 

487. The patient must under no circumstances be allowed to walk 
or to stand, nor even to sit in the conveyance, especially if mark- 
edly sick. 

*488. The suspects comprise the inmates of the house, the people 
who have entered and left the house since the patient was taken 
sick, the inmates of the neighboring houses, especially those to 
the leeward. 

*489. The laundress who washes the clothes for the inmates and also 
the other people whose clothes she washes. These last clothes 
must be located and disinfected. 

*490. You will do all in your power to trace and find out all the sus- 
pects and make a list of them. 
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*49i. Disinfect their clothing. 

492. They should be prevailed upon to go to some suitable non-in-» 

fected place, preferably to some non-infected region. 
*493- These people must be kept under observation until the period 

of incubation of ten days is past, so that if one sickens it may be 

immediately known and provided against. 
*494. The house in which the patient has been taken sick and the 

yards, drains and gutters must be thoroughly disinfected as de- 
scribed further. 
*495. Place a cordon around the town or around the group or 

blocks of houses liable to be infected. 
*496. Make daily a house-to-house inspection to find out if other 

cases have developed. Keep a list of the occupants of each 

house and check each in person. 

497. Management of the First Cases that can not or will 
not be Transported, with a View of Stamping Out the 
Disease. 

498. When the patient can not or will not be transported, insist alt 
the more to induce the suspects to leave the house. 

*499. Place a Sanitary Inspector within the premises. 

*500. He will prevent egress and ingress of all persons. 

'•'SOI. The inmates of the house will be subjected to the rules men- 
tioned above. 

■^502. Place special card on the front part of the house as a warning. 

♦503. During the time of preparation of the room for the patient, 
keep the other inmates in the other apartments of the house. 

*504. Give them disinfected clothing in place of theirs. 

♦505. Disinfect their own clothing in one of the smaller rooms with 
formaldehyde gas from a generator, according to instructions on 
the card that accompanies each generator, or with sulphur, as 
described further. 

*5o6. Place ropes across the room and spread clothing, bedding, 
etc. ; anything folded and damp will not be thoroughly disin- 
fected. 

•507. The Sanitary Inspector will see that the inmates which must 
go in and out remove their clothes when they come in, and leave 
• their clothes in a room remote from the sick room. 
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*5o8. Expose these clothes to the air as much as possible, all the 
time, until needed to go out the next day, or, better disinfect 
them with sulphur each time. 

509. If needs be, provide them with cheap clothes to wear in the 
house while the street clothes are being aired, or vice versa. 

510. Items Necessary for the Sick Room. 

511. Provide a nurse. 

512. The nurse must have at least two changes of underclothing 
and four changes of overclothes. 

513. The nurse must wear no woolen fabrics. 

^514. The nurse must be provided with the following articles: 

515. Articles from a Drug Store — 
2 nail brushes, soft, cheap. 

1 nail scraper. 

2 cakes carbolic acid soap. 
i pound carbolic acid. 

I pound bichloride of mercury. 

I pound ammonium chloride. 

I glass measure for carbolic acid. 

I fountain syringe of one-half gallon, new soft vulcanized 

rubber. 
I soft red rubber catheter, No. 8. 

1 registering thermometer. 

2 pints alcohol. 

2 pounds muriatic acid. 
10 pounds chlorinated lime. 
10 pounds copperas. 

2 ounces concentrated solution of Indigo Carmine to color the 
bichloride solution in order to avoid mistakes. 

516. Articles from a Grocery Store — 
10 pounds soft soap. 

1 scrubbing brush, for floor. 

2 wooden tubs, about 24 inches in diameter and 10 or 12 inches 
deep. 

2 larger wooden tubs, about 30 inches in diameter by 12 or 14 

inches deep. 
2 pails ; one pail contains two and a half gallons of water. 
2 mops, one for dirty soilings and one for light soilings. 
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517- Articles from Special Stores — 

1 mattress. 

2 bars, bobinet. 

4 pairs of sheets, white cotton. 
6 pillow cases, white cotton. 
2 pillows, moss, good quality. 
2 coverlets, white cotton. 

1 light woolen blanket. 
24 towels, white, soft. 

6 shirts for patient, white cotton, sm(

12 handkerchiefs, white, soft.

518. Articles from a Crockery Store —

519. Articles from a Furniture Store- 
2 small tables, 2 by 3. 

*52o. Instructions to the Nurse Regai 
of the Room for Preventing Contc 

521. The room is the true battlefield; the 
won in it. The success depends upo 
emanating from the patient's excretioi 
clothing, bedding, bedpan, etc., before 1 
dust will then infect the air of the ro 
house, 

522. Until the air of the room is infected 
tagion. 

523. No detail, ever so small, must be ov< 

524. A professional trained nurse is usually 
willing, intelligent and active person ir 
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an immune, can quickly and efficiently train for this special 
work. 

525. The nurse should be provided with a copy of these instructions 
and be made to study and understand the spirit and letter of 
these instructions. 

526. It is by following these instructions stricdy that during the ep- 
idemic of 1897 in the city of New Orleans the inmates of the 

1 Yellow Fever Hospital, Touro Infirmary and Hotel Dieu were 
not aflfected by the fever, although many were non-immune. 

I When cases of fever occur under these circumstances, they are 
exceptional and are due to some disregard of some instruction. 

527. Select the most favorable room in the house. 

528. Remove from it all unnecessary furniture, rugs and the orna- 
ments. 

529. Have it scrubbed with bichloride and cleaned generally and 
promptly. 

530. If the bedding is not clean, or has been used for some previous 
disease, burn it, and use new mattress, bar, sheets, etc. 

531. Change the patient's shirt. 

532. Then place the patient in the bed. 

533- Quaratttine the room and impose silence in and around the 
room. 

534. One or other meml:>er of the family shall be admitted into the 
room at the time. 

535. He shall wear clean cotton or linen overclothes. 

536. He shall remain in the room as little as possible if the patient 
is very sick. 

537. The minister may visit the patient daily for ten minutes. 

538. Have ahvays ready 2l gallon of carbolic acid solution, 2 per 
cent. ; this is prepared by adding 2^ ounces carbolic acid to i 
gallon of water. 

539. Have always ready one gallon of solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury, i-iooo. 

540. This is prepared by adding i drachm of bichloride of mercury 
to a gallon of water, and adding also i drachm of muriatic acid. 
Mix the two ingredients in a cup of hot water, dissolve well, 
throw in the gallon of water and stir thoroughly. Add five 
drops of Indigo Carmine to prevent mistake. Mark the cup 
and use it for no other purpose. 
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541- Have ready a large tub, one-third full of solution of bichloride 
of mercury, i-iooo. When pouring in the water count the 
number of gallons and add bichloride of mercury and muriatic 
acid, as indicated above to each gallon. 

542. To prepare a solution of i to 500, add 2 drachms of each to the 
gallon of water, instead of one. 

543. Have pails and pitchers always full of clear water. 

544. No heavy woolen articles must be used for any purpose ; use 
no quilts ; but coverlets of cotton. 

545. Should the weather be cool, a light blanket and woolen socka^ 
may be used. 

546. Mattresses, quilts, heavy woolen articles, etc., which have been 
used, must be burned at once. 

547. All clothing and bedding and light blankets which has come in 
contact with the patient must at once be placed in an acid solu- 
tion of bichloride of mercury, i to 1000. 

548. This applies also to handkerchiefs, towels, rags used for 
cleaning and sponging the patient, and for any other purpose. 

549. The clothing and bedding shall at once be placed in the germi- 
cide solution upon being taken from the patient or the bed. 

550. Clothes with colors should not be put in any solution of acid 
bichloride, because it will cause the colors to run. 

551. They must be placed in a solution of i drachm of bichloride to 
a gallon of water, to which is added one drachm of ammonium 
chloride. 

552. To place them in a 2 per cent, solution of carbolic acid is best ; 
the odor will gradually wear off. 

553. When the tub is full of clothes, let the contents stand sub- 
merged for five hours. 

554. Then wring the clothes slightly, enough to prevent dripping, 
and put aside for the laundry. 

555. The water from this tub of soiled linen can be emptied into the 
gutters. 

556. Wash the tub with a bichloride solution, inside and outside. 

557. Fill the tub again one-third full with bichloride solution as 
above. 

558. Bulky articles (blankets, quilts, mattresses), when partially 
soiled, must be washed where soiled with bichloride, sponged 
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and kept saturated with a bichloride of mercury solution of i 
to 500. 

559. If extensively soiled, they must be burned at once. 

560. Walls, bedsteads, furniture, floors, etc., where contaminated, 
must be scrubbed, and the soiled places soaked with a strong 
gennicide solution. 

561. The clothing, bedding, etc., must never be shaken; they must 
be gently handled and with care. 

562. The room must not be swept, but sprinkled and mopped with a 
solution of bichloride of mercury, i to 1000. 

563. The water used to sponge or wash the patient, or to rinse hii 
mouth, must be treated at once with an equal amount of a 
bichloride solution, i to 500. 

564. Let it stand for five hours and then throw in gutter. 

565. Also the water from the washings and moppings. 

566. The patient's clothing and bedding must be changed at least 
once daily ; twice daily is better ; place them at once in the ger- 
micide solution. 

567. Change rubber cloth over mattress with each change of bed- 
ding. Wash out with bichloride solution. Hang it out in the 
sun. 

56S. Clothing and bedding must be changed at once if soiled by 
feces, urine, or vomiting ; but with great care and without rais- 
ing the patient, especially if he is markedly sick. 

569. The sputum on handkerchiefs, rags, etc., must be disinfected 
with special care. Use no spittoons, but a cup or a plate. Treat 
sputum with an acid solution of bichloride of mercury, i to 500, 
prepared as explained above. Let it stand eight hours before 
throwing it in the closet or into the gutters. Better use rage 
and burn them. 

570. The urine must be treated with an equal amount of a 1 to 500 
acid solution of bichloride, and allowed to stand for five hours. 
Then it can be emptied into the closet. 

571. The chamber or urinal must be washed with a bichloride solu- 
tion, inside and outside. 

572. It shall be kept at all times full of the same solution. 

573. The feces must be treated in a like manner if very liquid. 

574. The chamber or bedpan must be treated as described above. 
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575- Soft or solid feces had better be burned. Build a small wood 
fire in the yard, and when in full blaze throw the feces on it in 
small quantities at the time. 

576. All vomited matter shall be disinfected by adding to it an equal 
volume of a I to 500 acid solution of bichloride of mercury; 
allow to stand for five hours and empty. Clean vessel inside and 
outside with a solution of bichloride of mercury. 

577. Keep vessel filled with this solution. 

578. The water used in washing anything about the room must be 
treated as indicated above. 

579. The mops must be wrung out in a solution of bichloride, i tQ 
1000. 

580. The glasses, plates, spoons, etc., used about the room must b^ 
disinfected by boiling. 

581. The nurses' clothing must be also changed twice daily; the 
underclothes once daily ; all these clothes must be placed also in 
the germicide solution. 

582. The nurse must keep her hands aseptic all the time by wash- 
ing them^in carbolic acid, 3 per cent., or bichloride of mercury, I 
to 3000, every time she touches the patient or soiled things. 

583. Instructions to Nurses Attending Yellow Fever 
Patients, Subject to the Orders of the Attending Phy- 
sician. 

5&^. Patients must not try to resist or fight yellow fever. As soon 
as they feel sick they must lie down at once and stop taking any 
food of any kind, liquid or solid, except pure ice water. 
Patients who disregard this important rule aggravate their cas^ 
very much. 

585. Give the patient no medicine of any kind. 

586. Give an enema of plain cold water. Use a fountain syringe. 
Stop the flow as soon as the patient complains of fullness or un- 
easiness or when the patient has taken a quart of water. 

587. Keep the room well ventilated. 

588. But in the early fall look out for cold evenings, cold nights, 
cold mornings; guard against sudden changes; they are dis- 
astrous to the patient. 
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589. Keq> the patient always lying down. Do not allow him to sit 
in bed, much less to get out of bed, to stand, to walk. He must 
use the urinal and bedpan lying in bed. The more sick, the 
more rigorously this rule must be enforced. Many lives have 
been lost by the disr^ard of this rule. 

590. L^t the patient drink all the pure water he wants, provided it 
does not lay on his stomach. Be sure the water is pure. Give 
him from two to four ounces every half hour. Moderately iced 
water is beneficial. 

591. Vichy water is best. 

592. No lemonade, no other kinds of drinks must be allowed. 

593. Give the patient no food of any kind, neither liquid nor solid, 
no milk, no broth, no Ducro, no elixirs, no tonics. 

59 {.. For headache, bathe head and face with cold water, adding ictf 
if necessary. 

595. If che lips and teeth are dry, smear them with fresh white vase- 
line or fresh cold cream. 

596. If the eyelashes and lids are dry, treat them likewise. 

597. The lay nurse must familiarize herself w4th the use of the ther- 
mometer by studying the printed instructions that accompany 
each thermometer when sold. 

598. Do not place thermometer in the mouth after the patient has 
been drinking. Wait ten minutes. 

599. If the patient is nauseated, place the thermometer in the axilla; 
place it well in the bottom of the hollow. Leave it there five 
minutes. Add one degree to obtain the temperature that would 
have been obtained in the mouth. 

600. Apply thermometer every two hours. 

601. // the temperature exceeds 103 degrees, sponge the whole sur^ 
fa€e of the body with water, 

602. Use a towel well saturated with water, but not dripping. 

603. Sponge first the head, face and neck. Pass the towel slowly all 
over ten times. Then sponge the upper limbs in like manner 
in front and behind. Then the whole back, from head to anus, 
in like manner. The back is most important. Then the chest 
and stomach. Then the lower limbs in front and behind. 

604. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not gone 
down to 102 deg. or loi deg., sponge the whole body over again 
as above indicated. 
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605. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not gone 
down to 102 deg. or loi deg., place a chunk of ice in the water 
and sponge the whole body over again. 

606. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not fallen 
to 102 deg. or loi deg., keep up the sponging, applying the 
thermometer every twenty minutes. 

607. // the fever is not reduced, give an enema of ice zvater, about a 
tumblerful, or as much as the patient can retain. 

608. Repeat every twenty minutes until the temperature yields, or 
until the patient has taken six enemata. 

609. // ihe fezer is not reduced, place the patient in a bath of ordi- 
nary cold water. It is preferable not to use the bath tub, but^ 
instead, place a large piece of oil or rubber cloth 6 by 8 under 
the patient; get assistants to raise the edges and corners so as 
to m^ke a deep hollow. A proper frame to support the edges 
can be readily built. Pieces of tape secured to the cloth and tied 
to the frame will do away with one-half, at least, of the assist- 
ants. Pour in water gradually so as to cover the surface of the 
body, and proceed as indicated below. 

610. He must be lifted in the bath ; he must not help himself in any 
way, nor sit straight. 

611. Keep the head wet. 

612. At the end of fifteen minutes apply the thermometer. 

613. If the thermometer has fallen to 102 or loi deg., remove the 
patient from the bath. He must be lifted out ; he must not help 
himself in any way. 

614. If the temperature has not decreased, leave the patient in the 
bath for fifteen minutes longer, and if the temperature has then 
decreased, remove him out of the bath. 

615. // the temperature has not decreased, place two pounds of ice in 
the bath. 

616. Keep the patient in the bath until the temperature has de- 
creased to .102 or loi deg. 

617. Whenever the thermometer rises at any time and under any 
circumstances to 165 or 105.4 deg., there is danger. Place the 
patient at once in a bath with three pounds of ice, and keep him 
in the bath until the temperature has^gone down to 103 or 102 
deg., then remove him. 
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6i8. IVItcn the temperature rises to 104^ 105, or 106 deg., the patient 
must be put again in the bath, cirn if his skin feels cold. 

619. When the sponging or bathing are over, and the patient is re- 
placed in his bed, the temperature must be taken every hour; it 
it rises again, the sponging and bathing must be resorted to as 
described above. 

620. Write down the temperature whenever it is taken, noting the 
hour at which it is taken, on a sheet of paper, one sheet for each 
day. Number and date the sheets and preserve them. 

621. Count the pulse and respiration at the same moment and write 
them down on the sheet. 

622. In cases where no thermometer is available, a fair idea can b6 
had of the temperature of the patient by laying the palm of the 
hand on the patient's stomach and holding it there for thirty 
seconds. Restlessness of the patient and headache are also 
signs of increasing fever and call for sponging. 

623. Should the fever turn out to be of another kind than yellow 
fever, this sponging and bathing is also most beneficial. 

62 4. In case the stomach shores intolerance or irritability, nausea or 
vomiting, stop giving anything by the mouth except small 
pieces of crushed ice to cool the mouth. Place a mustard poul- 
tice on the pit of the stomach, use half fresh mustard and half 
corn meal. Let it stay on several hours. Place a chunk of ice 
in a thick-folded towel and place it under the nape of the neck 
Be careful to wrap the ice in a thickly -folded towel lest it may 
cause gangrene of the skin. 

625. If (he mustard poultice seems to do no good replace it by a 
chunk of ice wrapped up in the middle of a thickly-folded towel. 

626. Give patient an enema of one-half tumblerful of ice water every 
hour, to be retained, to make up for the suppression of liquids 
of all sorts by the mouth. 

627. Give the patient an enema of plain cold zvater once daily during 
his sickness to secure a passage or cleanse the bowel. Use a 
fountain syringe. Stop the flow as soon as patient complains of 
fullness or uneasiness, or when he has taken in a quart of water. 

628. rianas^emeiit of Convalescence. 

629. When the fever has left the patient, but not until then, feeding 
must be begim, but with the utmost care. 
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630. After grave cases specially, great caution must be observed ; 
many patients have had relapses and many have died from tod 
early and too full feeding. Patients are clamorous for food. 
Resist them. Beware of solid food specially. 

631. The first day following the disappearance of the fever give 
them one tablespoonful of pure milk every two hours. 

632. .On the second day, two tablespoonfuls every two hours. 

633. On third day, two tablespoonfuls every hour. 

634. On fourth day, four tablespoonfuls with a teaspoonful of good 
whiskey in the milk every two hours. 

635. On fifth day, half glass of milk or half a cup of broth every 
two hours. Whiskey in milk or in water and sugar every two 
or three hours. 

636. On sixth day, same, add an egg boiled very soft. 

637. On seventh day add a small piece of st^k or chicken twice 
daily. 

63S. On eighth day add Irish potatoes or light vegetables to food. 

639. On ninth day, gradually return to normal diet. 

640. Be slow and careful. Do not give too much at each time, but 
give oftener. 

641. Should the patient complain of heaviness or burning at the 
stomach, or nausea generally, give one-half the quantity or less. 

642. Light cases may be fed more freely after the second day after 
the fever has left, especially on liquid food. 

643. If stomach shows intolerance and irritability or nausea or vom- 
iting, proceed as explained above in such cases. 

644. Disinfection of Patient After Recovery. 

645. The disinfection of the patient after recovery must be done by 
washing him all over the body with a solution (tepid) of 
bichloride of mercury, i to 1000, followed by a wash with alco- 
hol or bay rum or cologne water. 

*646. Preparation of Corpse for Burial— Funeral. 

647. The corpse for burial shall be wrapped up in a sheet, saturated 
with a scJution of bichloride of mercury, i to 500. 

648. All should be done as simply and quickly as possible. 

649. No funeral sermon shall be held in the house, but at the cem- 
etery. 
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650. One or two members only of the family may accompany the 
remains to the cemeterj'. 

651. No clergyman, no friends or acquaintances shall be allowed to 
do so. 

652. The draperies from the hearse shall be removed. 

653. After the removal of the body the room shall be disinfected. 

*654. Disinfection of the Room in Which the Patient Has 
Been Sick. 

655. The disinfection of the room after recovery or death, must be 
thorough. 

656. Burn mattresses and quilts. 

657. Immerse in bichloride all fabrics that have not been already 
immersed. 

658. Wash floors and furniture with bichloride or 5 per cent, car- 
bolic solution. 

659. Be sure that no bedding, no clothes, etc., from the sick room is 
used in any other room until they have been thoroughly disin- 
fected. 

660. Toys, books, etc., used by the patient must be burned. 

66 f . When a steam chamber is obtainable it is the best means of 
sterilizing fabrics. 

662. Treat the room with formaldehyde gas or sulphur. 

663. Disinfection of the Room with Sulphur. 

664. All drawers and doors of furniture should be opened, and all 
fabrics that do not admit of other treatment should be opened 
out as much as possible and suspended in the room. 

665. The room should l)e closed and made as tight as possible by 
stopping all openings in floor, walls, chimney and cracks near 
windows and doors. 

666. Crevices can be closed by pasting strips of paper (old news- 
paper) over them with a paste made of flour. 

667. Stretch ropes across the room and hang and spread clothing, 
bedding. Anything folded or packed or damp will not be dis- 
infected. 

C)(^S>. After the room has been thus prepared, roll sulphur should be 
burned in the room, three ix)uiids to togo cubic feet of air space, 
or about nine pounds to an ordinary room. 
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669. The sulphur should be placed in an iron pot, and this placed on 
bricks in a tub with about one inch of water in the bottom. 

670. This precaution is taken to g^^^rd against accidents, as the sul- 
phur is liable to boil over and set fire to the house. 

671. The sulphur is easily ignited by sprinkling alcohol over it, and 
then lighting it, or by placing kindling pine in the (wt crosswisa 

' and piling the sulphur on the lighted pine. 
'672. The apartment should be kept closed fifteen hours, and then 
opened up and well ventilated. 

673. After this ventilation the walls, floor, ceiling and furniture 
should be well sprinkled 'with mercuric chloride solution, I to 
1000, and afterward washed down with warm water. 

674. If the walls are papered the paper should be torn off and 
burned ; if the walls are plastered they should be given a coating 
of whitewash made with lime and the bichloride solution. 

675. Disinfectins^ the Room with Formaldehyde Qas. 

676. A disinfecting crew is composed of four men, one of whom is 
designated as the captain. 

6rjT. A wagon shall convey to the infected hoilse the disinfecting 
crew and the following materials : 
One formaldehyde generator in good working order and prop- 
erly equipped. 
I T gals, formaldehyde and calcium chloride solution, prepared 
as follows : 

\2\ lbs. calcium chloride. 
3 gals, water. 

8 gals, formalin sol., 40 per cent. 
I gal. kerosene oil for use in generator lamp. 
I pint wood alcohol. 
I lot flour paste. 

1 lot paper for pasting. 

2 paste brushes. 

I doz. packages containing each : 

i^ oz. mercuric chloride. 

i\ oz. ammonium chloride. 
I doz. packages containing each : 

3 oz. mercuric chloride. 

3 oz. ammonium chloride. 
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Chlorinated lime, 50 lbs. 
5 gals, coal oil. 
3 doz. brads. 

3 doz. screw hooks. 
I coil stout wire. 

1 coil manila rc^. 

2 rakes. 
2 hoes. 

2 shovels. 
2 brooms. 

1 wheelbarrow, 

2 mops. 

2 spray pumps. 

2 spray cans, 2J gals. capacit>' each. 

I gal. measure. 

1 pint measure. 

4 wooden pails, 2^ gals, capacity each. 
4 caps of cotton. 

4 suits of overalls of cotton duck. 
4 pairs rubbeV boots. 

678. On arriving at the infected house the captain of the crew will 
announce their arrival to the inmates of the house. 

679. On the captain devolves the dut\' of explaining the contem- 
plated work to the head of the household. 

680. The captain will do all the talking necessary for the disinfect- 
ing crew. 

681. The men of the crew must not hold any conversation with the 
inmates of the house. The work must be done quietly and care- 
fully. 

682. On gaining admittance, the captain and his men will proceed to 
an outbuilding or in the rear yard where they will divest them' 
selves of their street attire and don their disinfecting clothing. 

683. A man thus dressed will have on a cloth cap, overalls and rub" 
her boots. 

684. The captain will then enter the house and locate the infected 
and other rooms that are likely to have been infected. 

685. The men will prepare the germicidal solutions ; the formal(te" 
hyde generator, the paper, paste, etc. 
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686. The patient will be invested with non-infected doth 
moved to a non-infected room. 

687. Tlie other occupants, including the nurse, will be tn 
same manner. 

688. All the garments that have been doffed by the pati 
and inmates of the house must remain in the infected 
disinfection has been completed. 

689. In the event that no such room is available on the 
rear room or shed is disinfected with a spray of for 
tion, 40 per cent., and when thoroughly dry. the pat 
and inmates of the house are removed to this prej 
or shed. 

690. The captain will then calculate the air space of 
rooms to be disinfected. 

691. The generator is then properly charged. 

692. One gallon of the formalin-calcium chloride solutioi 
4 per cent, saturation of 25,000 cubic feet of air. 

693. The captain can give orders to charge the generatoi 
than this ratio so as to allow for leakage through thi 
ceilings. ^ 

694. Whenever the mattress, carpet, rugs and mattings, c 
goods, are soiled from fecal matter, urine, vomit or 
blood, the soiled goods are wrapped in a sheet satur 
mercuric chloride solution, i to 1000, and carried ir 
or street and burned. 

695. One package each of i^ ounces mercuric chlori 
ounces ammonium chloride to 12 J gallons water app 
I to 1000 solution. 

696. The sheet need not be bunied, but must be returi 
containing the mercuric bichloride solution, i to 100 

697. The burning of these goods must be done under 1 
supervision of one of the men. 

698. These goods must be thoroughly saturated with 
burned from the top. 

699. If the carpets, rugs, matting; etc., are not soiled, tl 
saturated with the mercuric chloride solution and 
yard to dry. 

700. All the openings are then tightened. 
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701 . All crevices are then pasted, over with paper, and paste made ot 
flour. 

702. This paste must be made with cold water, as it is easier to re- 
move when so made. 

703. Any dejecta of the patient that may have reached the floor of 
walls must be mopped with a i to 500 solution of mercuric 
chloride. 

704. Three ounces mercuric chloride to 12J gallons water approxi- 
mate a I to 500 solution. 

705. The draperies of the bed and room, white blankets, quilts, pil- 
low slips, and the washable clothing of the patient, nurse and 
inmates of the house must be placed in tubs of mercuric chloride 
solution, I to 1000. The colored blankets, quilts and bedding 
must be placed in separate tubs of the same solution. These 
goods, still in the tubs, must be removed to the yard and remain 
in the solution for six hours. 

706. If there are two mattresses, one end of the top one is thrown 
over the footboard of the bed and the other end supported on 
chairs. The other is permitted to remain in position. The pil- 
lows and bolsters are set up loosely on chairs. 

707. The brads and screw hooks are advantageously placed for 
stretching the wire and ropes as required. 

708. All the goods of the room are then taken from the armoirs, 
trunks, etc., and placed loosely on these wires and ropes. 

709. The door of the room is finally closed and the cracks pasted 
over with ihe pasting material. 

710. The nozzle of the generator is then inserted in the keyhole of 
the room. 

711. When the generator shows forty pounds pressure on the gauge, 
the valves are opened and the room charged with the steam of 
the formaldehyde calcium chloride solution until all that has 
been calculated to be used has been converted into steam and 
thrown into the room. 

712. Efforts should not cease until a 4 per cent, saturation of the 
room is approximated. 

713. Other rooms decided on as- likely to have been infected are 
treated in the same manner. 

714. The captain will then paste the keyholes and keep the various 
rooms thus treated closed for six hours. 
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*7i5* Disinfecting of Yards, etc. 

716. The captain will then order his men to proceed to the yard^ 
where disinfection will now be practised. 

717. Under the house will demand special attention. 

718. If any foul or offensive material of any kind be found, it i^ . 
raked out with hoes, rakes and shovels, and immediately re- 
moved to the yard or street and burned. Pour coal oil on it in 
moderation and light with care. 

719. Mould and mildew must be removed everywhere, also rotten 
wood. 

720. If stagnant water is found, same should be disinfected with 
chlorinated lime and drained away. 

721. The foundation of house should be sprayed with mercuric bi- 
chloride solution, I to 500. 

722. The ground under the house should then be dusted with chlor- 
inated lime. 

723. The vault is then disinfected with a 10 per cent, solution chlor- 
inated lime (2 pounds to a bucketful of water will give a 10 per 
cent, solution). 

724. One bucketful to a small vault, 2 bucketfuls to a large vauli 
are used. 

725. If the vault is full or defective, proper notices are given at once. 

726. The yard is raked thoroughly behind outbuildings, privies, 
sheds, etc. 

y2,7. All chips, debris of wood, paper trash, garbage, etc., are heaped 
in a pile and burnt. What is not combustible must be thor- 
oughly saturated with mercuric chloride solution, i to 500. 

728. Plants in the yard must not be sprayed with the mercuric chlo- 
ride solution, but the ground from which they grow must be 
sprayed with solution, i to 500. 

729. The drains are cleaned and examined for defects. 

730. The yard is then sprayed with a solution of bichloride of mer- 
cury, I to 500, and the drains with a 10 per cent, solution 
chlorinated lime. 

731. The sidewalks are treated in the same way. 

732. The gutters around the square are cleaned and flushed freely 
with water, and chlorinated lime dusted in them. 

733. The adjoining premises are disinfected in the same way ex- 
cept that the houses are not entered. 
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734- Th^ implefnents that have been used in the work are now 
washed with a merctiric chloride scrfution, i to looo, and re- 
turned to the wagon. 

735. The men then retire to the outbuilding and remove their disin- 
fecting clothes and saturate them with merciuic solution, i to 
1000. 

736. They then invest themselves in their street attire, wrap theiil 
disinfecting clothing in bundles and take their departure. 

737. The captain must return six hours later and open up the disin- 
fected rooms. 

•738. Management of Cases of Yellow Fever When the Dis- 
ease can not be Stamped Out. 

739. If the disease can not be stamped out, then the Sanitary In- 
spector must be removed and sanitation restricted to quarantin- 
ing of the room, house and neighborhood ; to the maintenance 
of disinfection and iletention camps, relay camps, etc. 

740. Recommendations to Physicians Inexperienced in the 
Treatment of Yellow Fever With Regard to the Use 
of Medicine* 

741. Beware of the use of strong medicines. 

742. At the outset administer a mild purgative : calomel, salts, castor 
oil. 

743. Be sure it is mild ; do not repeat it. 

744. W hen the headache or backache is unbearable and resists cold 
sponging, give five grains of phenacetine. 

745. Do not repeat it more than once and if absolutely necessary. 

746. When the fever goes down and the patient shows weakness, 
use digitalis str>'chnine hvpodermatically, but with caution. 

747. Use no other medicines. 

748. X. B. — AW the foregoing recommendations are approved by 
Professors John B. Elliott and L. F. Reynaud, of Tulane Medi- 
cal College, and Dr. Henr>' R. Carter, of the United States Ma- 
rine Hospital Service. 

749. Management of Camps for Patients and Suspects 
(Disinfection and Detention), for Guards, Relay 
Camps for Railroad and Steamboat Traffic. 

750. When Patients and Suspects can be prevailed upon to go to a 
Camp, this is the best for all concerned. 
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75^- There must then be established : 

752. A Fever Camp, with two or more Patients' Teni 
equipments ; one or two Nurses^ Tents ; one Doctors' 

753. A Suspect Camp — or Probation Camp, distant fron 
and not in the direction of the wind, with a sufficient 
tents, cots, kitchen, etc. 

754. A Disinfecting Tent, with all the necessary clothes, 
etc. 

755. A Detention Camp, with a sufficient number of tents 
modate the people wishing to leave an infected place. 

756. A Camp for the Guards, of the Camp and of the Lo 

757. Relay Camps for the Railroad and Steamboat Tra 
Locality. 

758. In each: Storage Tent; Reception Tent. 

759. Situation and Arrangement of Camps.* 

760. A high shady green plot of ground should be select 
location of a detention camp. 

761. It should be freely supplied with water, and drainage 
made efficient if nature has not provided for it. 

762. The sanitary arrangements should be completed Ik 
pects" are taken into camp. 

763. These arrangements apply particularly to the diggini 
in convenient places for the collection and disposal of j 

764. Food, bedding, etc., should also be provided before 
pects" are received. 

765. Everything should be provided to make the camp cc 

766. The camp must be placed in absolute charge of a phy 

767. He must always reside in the camp. 

768. He must be empowered to hire and discliarge the 
help, and there must not be any appeal from his decisi 
matters. 

769. The tents or cabins should as far as practicable be a 
rows or streets 20 to 30 feet wide. 

770. Tents or cabins should be 15 to 20 feet apart. Tl 
tent or cabin should be located so as to command a fi 
the camp.

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Jji, Kitchen and dining tents or cabins must also be provided . 

772. Also a tent or cabin for storing provisions and other neces- 
saries. 

773. Also a tent or cabin for the washervvcmian. 

774. A rope or barbed wire should be drawn all around ten or fif- 
teen feet outside of this collection of tents or cabins so as to 
have them in one enclosure. 

775. The tents or cabins for the guards should be placed 20 or 30 
feet outside of this rope. 

776. Two reception tents or cabins (for males and females) should 
be placed about 100 feet from the camp proper. 

TJJ. Two tents properly equipped with bathing facilities should be 
adjoining above tents. 

778. A sterilizing room which must be air-tight and about ioxtoxS. 

779. A tent will not do. 

780. This room should be about 30 feet from the reception or any 
other tents or cabins. 

781. The hospital tents of the camp should be 500 or 1500 yards dis- 
tant. 

782. If cabins are to be used in the detention camp, 12x10x8 feet 
high will be large enough to accommodate four persons. 

783. If tents are used, 9x9 walled tents, with fly, will hold two per- 
sons. 

784. Tents should be floored with pine resting on 2x6 sills. 

785. Each tent should be supplied with chair, wash-stand and bowl, 
pitcher, water bucket, slop jar, soap and glass, or tin cup fo^ 
drinking. 

786. For each **suspect,^' there should be one cot with spring, one 
mattress, one pillow, two pillow cases, two sheets, two coverlets 
of cotton, two mosquito bars. 

787. In addition to above the doctor's tent should be supplied with 
simple remedies and dressing for minor surgical cases, hypo- 
dermic syringe, urinary analysis, thermometer, etc. 

788. The laundry, dining and kitchen tent or cabin should be equip- 
ped to meet their several requirements. 

789. Cheap crockery for the dining-room is more sightly even if less 
durable than tin plates. 

790. All meals should be served in dining tent, unless physician 
directs otherwise.

791- Meals should be varied as much as possible. 

792. Supplies for camp mjist enter at one designated place. 

793. No visitors or tradesmen must be permitted to enter the camp. 

794. Hospital tents should be provided for white and black male and 
female patients, for nurse and physician. 

795. Meals could be provided from camp. 

796. Any utensils used at hospital quarters should be boiled or disin- 
fected with the mercuric chloride solution. 

797. Duties of Physician in Charge of the Camp. 

798. All his efforts must be directed to keep the camp from becom- 
ing an infected place. 

799. To that end he must not permit any fomites to enter the camp 
until after thorough disinfection. 

800. Also he must have any case presenting the slightest suspicion 
of yellow fever promptly removed to hospital tent. 

801. The effects of any such case or cases must at once be returned 
to sterilizing room for disinfection. 

802. Contents of tent occupied must be disinfected. 

803. Any "suspects*^ coming to camp with such a case should be 
made to begin over again their period of detention. 

804. He shall be responsible for the care of the persons coriimitted 
to the camp as well as for the property in his charge. 

805. He shall keep a detailed record showing the name, age, sex^ 
nationality and color of thie "suspects f^ the date of their admis- 
sion and of their discharge. 

806. He shall enforce all orders issued by the Board of Health and 
its Sanitary Inspectors. 

807. He shall expel all guards guilty of insulx)r(Hnation or intem- 
perance. 

808. He shall not permit any one to enter the camp except the prop- 
erly commissioned officers of the Board of Health. 

809. He shall detain any such persons or guards violating rule 6, 
as "Suspects." 

810. He shall call the roll of guards, employees and suspects at 6 A. 
M. and 6 p. m. 

811. He shall furnish daily reports to the Board of Health. 

812. He shall keep separated the "Suspects," especially during the 
first three days.

813. He sliall keep a vigilant eye on the diflFcrent departments of 
the camp. 

814. He shall keep a time-lxx)k for the employees of the camp. 

815. Duties of Nurse. 

8i6. The nurse shall faithfully fulfil all the duties pertaining to the 
nursing of the sick. 

817. This refers to sickness other than yellow fever in camp proper. 

818. Must supervise the bathing of women and children entering 
the camp. 

819. Duties of Guard. 

820. Guards must properly report for duty at guard mount at 6 a. 
M. and 6 p. m. 

821. Guards must always be neat and clean in person and careful in 
speech. 

822. Guards must not hold any unnecessary conversation with the 
inmates of the camp. 

823. Guards must not enter the camp proper. 

824. Guards must always see that good order and discipline shall 
prevail in the camp. 

825. Loud, boisterous or immoral conduct on the part of " Suspects*' 
must be immediately stopped and a report of same be at once 
made to the physician. ' 

826. Guards must not indulge in intoxicating drinks. 

827. All guards must sleep at the camp. 

828. Guards must comply with instructions from the physician. 

829. Duties of Waiter, 

830. Waiter must at all times be polite and courteous to the ** Sus- 
pects.'' He must perform all the duties appertaining to dining- 
room service. He must comply with all orders from the phy- 
sician. 

831. Duties of Cook. 

832. Cook must always be neat and clean and comply with orders 
received from physician. He must be competent to attend to 
all the details of preparing meals. 
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833. DuTiKs OF Washwoman.

950. Have few nurses ready at a moment^s notice. 

951. Have ready, body clothes for patients, towels, bedding, tubs, 
germicides, as will be needed by the nurses, in suitable quanti- 
ties for a dozen cases. 

952. Have a special conveyance ready to instantly answer summon:* 
to take a case to a special place. 

953. Secure in advance vacant houses for patients and for suspects. 

954. Act at once. 

955. Act quickly, but determinedly and quietly. 

956. Take with you to each house for the inmates to be disinfected : 
12 bath robes of thick white smooth cotton of assorted sizes. 
12 night shirts with collars, ditto assorted sizes. 

12 pairs of pants, ditto. 

12 skirts, ditto. 

12 skirts, ditto, for children, of assorted sizes. 

12 bath robes, ditto.

957. Bring paper, paste, etc. 
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958. Also screw hooks and rope to stretch in the room when the 
inmates' clothing is to be disinfected.

1 06 1. Give the patient no medicine of any kind. 

1062. Give an enema of plain cold water. Use a fountain syringe. 
Stop the flow as soon as the patient complains of fullness or 
uneasiness or when the patient has taken a quart of water. 

1063. Keep the room well ventilated. 

1064. But in the early fall look out for cold evenings, cold aights, 
cold mornings ; guard against sudden changes ; they are disas- 
trous to the patient. 

1065. Keep the patient always lying down. Do not allow him to sit 
in bed, much less to get out of bed, to stand, to walk. He must 
use the urinal and bedpan lying in bed.

Moderately iced 
water is beneficial. 

1067. Vichy water is best. 

1068. No lemonade, no other kinds of drinks must be allowed. 

1069. Give the patient no food of any kind, neither liquid nor solid, 
no milk, no broth, no Ducro, no elixirs, no tonics. 

J 070. For headache, bathe head and face with cold water, adding 
ice if necessary. 

107 1. If the lips and teeth are dry, smear them with fresh white 
vaseline or fresh cold cream. 

1072. If the eyelashes and lids are dry, treat them likewise. 

1073. The lay nurse must familiarize herself with the use of the 
thermometer by studying the printed instructions that accom- 
pany each thermometer when sold. 

X074. Do not place thermometer in the mouth after the patient has 
been drinking. Wait ten minutes. 
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1075- If the patient is nauseated, place the thermometer in the 
axilla; place it well in the bottom of the hollow. Leave it thera 
five minutes. Add one degree to obtain the temperature that 
would have been obtained in the mouth. 

1076. Apply thermometer every two hours. 

1077. // the temperature exceeds 103 deg., sponge the whole surface 
of the body with water. 

1078. Use a towel well saturated with water, but not dripping. 

1079. Sponge first the head, face and neck. Pass the towel slowly 
all over ten times. Then sponge the upper limbs in like manner 
in front and behind. Then the whole hack^ from head to anus, 

, in like manner. The back is most important. Then the diest 
and stomach. Then the lower limbs in front and behind. 

1080. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not goM 
down to 102 deg. or loi deg., sponge the whole body over again 
as above indicated. 

1 08 1. Apply the thennometer, and if the temperature has not gond 
down to 102 deg. or loi deg., place a chunk of ice in the water 
and sponge the whole body over again. 

1082. Apply the thermometer, and if the temperature has not fallen 
to 102 deg. or loi deg., keep up the sponging, applying thfl 
thermometer every twenty minutes. 

1083. // the fever is not reduced, give an enema of ice water, about 
a tumblerful, or as much as the patient can retain. 

1084. Repeat every twenty minutes until the temperature yields, or 
until the patient has taken six enemata. 

1085. // the fez'cr is not reduced, place the patient in bath of^ 
ordinary cold water. It is preferable not to use the bath tub, 
but, instead, place a large piece of oil or rubber cloth 6 by 8 
under the patient ; get assistants to raise the edges and comers 
so as to make a deep hollow ; pour in water gradually so as to 
cover the surface of the body, and proceed as indicated below. 

1086. He must be lifted in the bath ; he must not help himself in any 
way, nor sit straight. 

1087. Keep the head wet in the bath. 

1088. At the end of fifteen minutes apply the thermometer. 

1089. If the thermometer has fallen to 102 or loi d^., remove the 
patient from the bath. He must be lifted out ; he must not hdp 
himself in any way. 
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J 090. If the temperature has not decreased, leave the patient in the 
bath for fifteen minutes longer, and if the temperature has thca 
decreased, remove him out of the bath. 

1091. // the temperature has not decreased, place two pounds of ice 
in the bath, 

1092. Keep the patient in the bath until the temperature has 
decreased to 102 or loi deg. 

1093. Whenever the thermometer runs at any time and undei any 
circumstances to 105 or 105,4 ^^S* ^^^^^ ^ danger. Place the 
patient at once in a bath ivith three pounds of ice, and keep him 
in the bath until the temperature has gone down to 103 or 102 
deg., then remove him. 

1094. IVhen the temperature rises to 104, 105, or 106 deg,, the 
patient must be put again in the bath, even if his skin feels cold, 

1095. When the sponging or bathing are ozfer, and the patient i^ 
replaced in his bed, the temperature must be taken every hour ; 
if it ris^s again, the sponging and bathing must be resorted to 
as described above. 

1096. Write down the temperature whenever it is taken, noting the 
hour at which it is taken on a sheet of paper, one sheet for each 
day. Number and date the sheets and preserve them. 

1097. Count the pulse and respiration at the same moment and 
write them down on the sheet. 

1098. In cases where no thermometer is available, a fair idea can be 
had of the temperature of the patient by laying the palm of thd 
hand on the, patient's stomach and holding it there for thirty 
seconds. Restlessness of the patient and headache are also signs 
of increasing fever and call for sponging. 

1099. Should the fever turn out to be of another kind than yello>M 
fever, this sponging and bathing is also most beneficial. 

1 100. In case the stomach shows intolerance or irritability, nausea! 
. or vomiting, stop giving anything by the mouth except smaU 

pieces of crushed ice to cool the mouth. Place a mustard poul- 
tice on the pit of the stomach, use half fresh mustard and half 
corn meal. Let it stay on several hours. Place a chunk of ice 
• in a thick-folded towel and place it under the nape of the neck. 
Be careful to wrap the ice in a thickly- folded towel lest it may^ 
cause gangrene of the skin. 
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iioi. If the mustard poultice seems to do no good replace it by a 
chunk of ice wrapped up in the middle of a thickly-folded 
towel. 

1 102. Give patient an enema of one-half tumblerful of jce water 
every hour, to be retained, to make up for the suppression of 
liquids of all sorts by the mouth. 

1 103. Give the patient an enenta of plain cold water once daHy 
during his sickness to secure a passage or cleanse the bowel. 
Use a fountain syringe. Stop the flow as soon as patient com- 
plains of fullness or uneasiness, or when he has taken in a quart 
of water. 

1 104. Manas^ement of Convalescence. 

1 105. When the fever has left the patient, but not until then, feeding 
must be begim, but with the utmost care. 

J 106. After grave cases specially, great cautior must be observed; 
many patients have had relapses and many have died from too 
early and too full feeding. Patients are clamorous for food. 
Resist them. Beware of solid food specially. 

1 107. The first day following the disappearance of the fever give 
them one tablespoonful of pure milk every two hours. 

1 108. On second day. two tablespoonfuls every two hours. 

1 109. On third day, two tablespoonfuls every hour. 

1 1 10. On fourth day, four tablespoonfuls w4th a tablespoonful of 
good whiskey in the milk every two hours. 

11 1 1. On fifth day, half glass of milk or half a cup of broth every 
tw^o hours. Whiskey in milk or in water and sugar every two or 
three hours. 

1 1 12. On sixth day, same, add an egg boiled very soft. 

1 1 13. On seventh day add a small piece of steak or chicken twice 
daily. 

1 1 14. On eighth day add Irish potatoes or light v^etables to food- 

1 1 15. On ninth day, gradually return to normal diet. 

1 1 16. Be slow and careful. Do not give too much at each time, b^t 
give oftener. 

1 1 17. Should the patient complain of heaviness or burning at the 
stomach, or nausea generally, give one-half the quantity or less- 

1 1 18. Light cases may be fed more freely after the second day a^^ 
the fever has left, especially on liquid food. 
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II 19. If stomach shows intolerance and irri 
vomiting, proceed as explained above in si

1 122. Be particularly certain that no bedding, 
the room is used in any other room unl< 
fected thoroughly. 

1 123. Toys, books, etc., used by the patient s\ 

1 124. Bum sulphur in the room, as indicated t 

^1125. Preparation of tlie Corpse for Bu 

1 126. The corpse for burial shall be wrapped u 
with a solution of bichloride of mercury, i 

1 127. All this should be done as simply and qi3 

1 1 28. Kg funeral sermon shall be held in t 
cemetery. 

1 129. One or two members only of the famih 
remains to the cemetery. 

1 1 30. No clerg}^man, no friends or acquainta 
to do so. 

1 131. The draperies from the hearse shall be r 

1 132. After the removal of the body sulphur s 
room and house for twelve hours. 

•1133. Disinfection of tlie Room in Wlii 

Been Siclc. 

1 134. Sulphur shall be burned in the sick room 

1 135. All drawers and doors of furniture shot 
fabrics that do not admit of other treatm< 
out as much as possible and suspended in tl 

1 1 36. The room should be closed and made a 
stopping all openings in floor, walls, chin 
windows and doors. 

1 137. Crevices can be closed by pasting strips 
paper) over them with a paste made of flot 
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1 138. After the room has been thus prepared, roll sulphur should be 
burned in the room, three pounds to 1000 cubic feet of air 
space, or about nine pounds to an ordinary room. 

1 1 39. The sulphur should be placed in an iron pot, and this placed 
on bricks in a tub with about one inch of water in the bottom. 

1 140. This precaution is taken to guard against accidents, as the 
sulphur is liable to boil over and set fire to the house. 

1 141. The sulphur is easily ignited by sprinkling alcohol over it, 
and then lighting it, or by placing kindling pine in the pot cross- 
wise and piling the sulphur on the lighted pine. 

1142. The apartment should be kept closed fifteen hours, and that 
opened up and well ventilated. 

1 143. After this ventilation the walls, floor, ceiling and furniture 
should be well sprinkled with mercuric chloride solution, i to 
1000, and afterward washed down with warm water. 

1 144. If the walls are papered the paper should be torn off and 
burned ; if the walls are plastered they should be given a coating 
of whitewash made with lime and the bichloride solution. 

1 145. Recommendations to Physicians Inexperienced in 
the Treatment of Yellow Fever with Reg^ard to the 
Use of Medicines. 

1 146. Beware of the use of strong medicines. 

1 147. At the onset administer a tnild purgative: calomel, salts, 
castor oil. 

1 148. Be sure it is mild : do not repeat it. 

1 149. When the headache or backache is unbearable and resists the 
cold sponging, give five grains of phenacetine. 

1 1 50. Do not repeat it more than once if absolutely necessary. 

1 151. When the fever goes down and the patient shows weakness, 
use digitalis strychnine h\T>odermatically. but with caution. 

1 152. Use no other medicines. 

1 153. N. B. — All the foregoing recommendations are approved by 
Professors John B. Elliott and L. 'F. Reynaud, of Tnlane 
Medical College, and Dr. Henry R. Carter, of the United States 
Marine Hospital Service. 
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H54«. ADDITIONAL INFORMATION. 

1154^. Exposure of Infected Persons or Things. 

1 154c. No person shall, unless by a permit of the Board of Health, 
carry or remove from one building to another any patient 
affected with any contagious or infectious disease. 

1 1 55. Nor shall any person, by any exposure of any individual so 
affected, or of the body of such individual ; 

1 156. Or of any article capable of conveying contagion or infection ; 

1 157. Or by any negligent act connected with the care or custody 
thereof ; 

1 158. Or by a needless exposure of himself or herself, cause or con- 
tribute to the spread of disease from any such individual or dead 
body. 

1159a. Importation of Infectious Substances, Persons or 

Things. 

1 159^. No person or article, liable to propagate a dangerous disease, 
shall be brought within the limits of this municipality, unless by 
the special permit and direction of the Board of Health. 

1 160. Any one having knowledge that such person or article has 
been brought within such limits shall immediately notify the 
said board thereof. 

1 161. Any violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offending party to a penalty. 

1 162. No principal or superintendent of any school, and no parent, 
master or custodian of any child or minor (having the power 
and authority to prevent) shall permit any child or minor having 
scarlet fever, diphtheria, small-pox or any dangerous, infectious, 
or contagious disease, or any child in any family in which any 
such disease exists or has recently existed, to attend any public 
or private school until the Board of Health shall have given it* 
permission therefor, nor in any manner to be unnecessarily 
exposed, or to needlessly expose any other person to the taking 
or to the infection of any contagious disease. 

1 163. No person shall, without a permit from the Board of Health, 
carry, remove, or cause or permit to be carried or removed, any 
person sick with infectious or contagious disease, or remove of 
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cause to be removed any such person from any building or ves- 
sel to any other building or vessel or to the shore, or to or from 
any vehicle in any part of the city. 
1 164. Nor shall any person, by any exposure of any individual sick 
of any contagious disease, or of the body of such person, or by 
any negligent act connected therewith, or in respect of the care 
or custody thereof, or by a needless exposure of himself, cause 
or contribute to, or promote the spread of disease from any such 
person, or from any dead body. 

1165a. Prevention and Control of Small-Pox, Scarlet Fever, 
Diphtheria and Measles. 

1 1656. The following are the requisites for suppression of conta- 
gious diseases : small-pox, scarlet fever, diphtheria and measles 
are contagious diseases. 

J 166. (a) An individual to contract either of them must come in 
contact with the germs of the disease in one of the following 
ways: 

1 167. (b) Exposure to one ill of the malady. 

1 168. (c) Exposure to fabrics, bedding, clothing, stuffed furniture, 
carpets, toys, books, etc., containing the germs of the disease. 

1169. (d) Entering a room infected with the germs of the affecti<Mi. 

1 170. (e) Neither of these diseases is disseminated by the atmos- 
phere outside of the infected domicile. 

To prevent the spread of these diseases in households or com- 
munities, the following measures are indispensable : 

1 171. Isolation. 

Every person known to have contracted either of these maladies 
should be promptly isolated from all members of the household, 
and 

1 172. Only such persons as are actually necessary to care for the 
patient should be allowed to enter the room. 

Preparation of the room : 

1 1 73. As soon as the disease is discovered, the patient should be 
confined to one room. 

1 174. All doors opening from the sick room into other apartments 
should be locked and a sheet enveloping the entire door frame 
down to the floor should be closely tacked over every door lead- 
ingf into another room. 
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1 175. Promptly remove the carpet or matting and all stuffed furni- 
ture, books, etc., from the room. 

1 176. Next remove from the wardrobe, bureau and washstand, 
every article not necessary for the care of the patient while Ul. 

1 177. The danger of such articles being affected is practically nil if 
removed immediately that the disease has shown itself upon the 
patient. 

1 178. It is well to thoroughly "air'' such articles as are prcMnptly 
removed from the sick room. 

1 179. It is unsafe to remove articles which have remained in the 
room twenty-four hours after the disease has manifested itself 
in the patient. 

ii8oa (/) If possible, the patient should be placed in a room on 
the upper floor of the dwelling, and one into which the sun can 
shine directly. 

I i8ofc. (g) Sunlight and fresh air are nature^s great germicides. 

1181. (A) The room should constantly receive a liberal supply of 
fresh air. 

1 182. (1) The bed being so located as to protect the patient from 
currents of air or drafts blowing upon him. 

1 183. (;) In cold weather the temperature of the room must be con- 
stantly maintained at or near 70 degrees F., and this tempera- 
ture ascertained by a thermometer kept in the room. 

The bed should be specially prepared. 

If a feather bed is in the room it should be removed at once and 

substituted by a cotton mattress. 

Over the mattress a rubber sheet should be fastened to protect 

the entire upper surface and sides of the mattress. If this be 

done the mattress can be maintained in a cleanly condition and 

will obviate the necessity of destroying it after the patient's 

recovery. 

1184a. Nurses 

The germs of either of these diseases readily attach themselves 
to the clothing of persons nursing the sick. 
For this reason those nursing such sick can not safely mingle 
with the other members of the household, nor visit rooms into 
which susceptible people enter. 
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Woolen clothing is more readily and dangerously infected than 
washable goods. It is safest for female nurses to wear calico or 
gingham dresses and males to wear linen suits or cover the outer 
clothing with a closely buttoned duster. 
1 1846. Nurses should keep themselves and patient in a clean condi- 
tion, frequently changing their clothing and linen. 

1 185. The nurses' hands should be frequently washed in disinfectant 
solution. 

1 186. (k) The hair of nurses becomes dangerously infected, and for 
this reason they should constantly wear a cap in the sick room. 

1 187. (/) Patients should not be allowed to spit upon the floor, but 
1 188. (m) If it be done, the nurse should at once wash that part o£ 
the floor with a germicide. 
' 1 189. (n) It is generally agreed among sanitarians that scarlet fever 
and measles are conveyed from one person to another by means 
of the epithelium or thin superficial covering which extends 
over the whole body under the name of epidermis, cuticle or 
scarf skin, and which 

1 190. (o) Also lines the inner jmssages of the body. 

1 191. (/>) In small-pox, by the vesicles or pustules. 

1 192. (q) The exhalations from the outer and inner surfaces of the 
various parts of the body, and the excretions also, in all these 
maladies, are capable of transmitting the disease. 

J 193- ('') Upon whatever the contagious matter depends for its 
dangerous character, it is capable of retaining, under favorable 
conditions, its power to carry the disease for a long time, cer- 
tainly many months, and possibly for a year or more, unless de- 
stroyed. 

1 194. (s) In small-pox, scarlet fever and measles, as well as diph- 
theria, the discharge from the mouth, throat and nose are ex- 
tremely liable to communicate the disease, and should invariably 
be received into vessels containing disinfectant solutions. 

1 195. (t) A better method of treatment is to have the patient or 
nurse use bits of cloth to receive these discharges, and bum these 
cloths immediately they become soiled. 

1 196. (u) The disinfectant should be placed in the vessels to re- 
ceive excreta, urine, foul matter of the patient prior to being* 
used, one quart of the disinfectant solution to every liquid dis- 
charge. For a fecal discharge, two quarts. 
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1 197. (v) The contents of the vessel should be thorouglily agitated 
'hcfore leaving the sick room or being poured into the water- 
closet. 

J ic^. {tv) Where infected articles are put in boiling water for one 
hour, all disease germs are certainly destroyed, even though no 
disinfectant be placed in the w^ater. 

I ICJ9. (.r) To be effectual, disinfection of every single infected ar- 
licic must be practised. 

1200. (c) One infected handkerchief, towel, toy, or other article 
sent out of the sick room without previous germicidal treat- 
ment, may scatter the infection of either one of this class of dis- 
seases, even though all other articles are thoroughly disinfected. 

1:201 . Neglect of these rules is the invariable source of cases said to 
have occurred in families, notwithstanding every possible pre- 
caution was taken as to isolation and disinfection. 

1202. Patients recovering from either Sniall-f'ox, Scarlet Fever, 
Measles or Diphtheria, can infect other individuals for a limited 
period after all evidences of the disease have apparently disap-- 
jxared. 

1 203. Indii'idnals recovering from Small-pox should not be allowed 
to leave the sick room until ten dayb shall have elapsed since 
complete desquamation. 

1204. If a small-pox patient be removed from isolation and have 
but one crust of the eruption on the skin, he is almost certain 
to spread the disease. 

1205. The scalp is always infected and the covering of hair pro- 
tects tlie crusts and renders their detection difficult. 

1 206. Before the small-pox patient is discharged from quarantine, 
the scalp should be thoroughly searched for adherent crusts, and 
under no circumstances should he leave the room s<3 long as 
one crust or open sore exists. 

1 207. The pustules of small-pox are fully matured by the end of 
the eighth day. 

1208. They then undergo retrogade changes. Between the eighth 
and eleventh days of eniption the pustules either break and dis- 
charge their contents and dry so as to form a yellowish brown 
scab, or the pustules shrivel and dry without rupturing. 

1209. By the fourteenth day these scabs begin to fall from the skin. 
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1210. Pustules oil tlie palms of the hands, soles of the feet, and 
beneath the nails, where the epidermis has been shed, and this 
not infrequently requires ten or more days after the eruption has 
been cast off from all other portions of the skin. 

121 1. After the pustules fall from the face and body, generally a 
fine, scaly desquamation occurs. 

1212. Persons recovering from Diphtheria are dangerous at least 
two weeks after the exudate in the throat and nose has totally 
disappeared. 

1213. In repeated instances microscopists have detected the bacillus 
diphtheria in the throat of diphtheria patients ten days or two 
weeks after all evidences of the malady had totally vanished. 

1214. Therefore, patients having had diphtheria should remain 
isolated for at least thirty days from the day the disease was 
first discovered. 

1215. The throat and nose of every diphtheric individual should, 
when possible, be sprayed daily with a germicidal solution foi^ 
two weeks after apparent discovery. 

12 16. Patients haznng had Measles should be isolated for twenty 
days after first evidence of infection. 

12 17. The infection of scarlet fever lingers in the patient even* 
after desquamation has entirely ceased. 

12 18. So long as a particle of desquamation can be found it is 
criminal negligence to allow the scarlatinal patient to mingle 
with other members of the family, or go to school, or appear 
upon the streets. 

1 2 19. The safe rule is to continue isolation of the patient until teri 
days subsequent to total disappearance of desquamation. 

1220. The body of an individual dead of either small-pox or diph- 
theria, scarlet fever or measles, should be promptly bathed in a 
solution of bichloride of mercury, i to 1000, or Labarraque's 
solution of French chloride of soda, i to 20, or carbolic acid, i 
to 20, and then closely wrapped in a sheet w^t with one of the 
above mentioned disinfectant solutions, and promptly buried. 

1 22 1. No public funeral should be held at the house in which the- 
patient died, nor should the funeral be permitted from a church.- 

1222. Children should not be allowed to attend the funeral. 
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1223* Disinfection of Apartments, Clothlns:, Beddi 
After Recovery or Death of Patient. 

1224. Because of the innumerable ways in which the conta 
be scattered about the house and premises where then 
for some little time a case, it is all-important that — 

1225. Every room reasonably suspected, as w^ell as those 
be infected, together with the bath-room, water-closet 
face privy, should be disinfected. 

1226. A room to be disinfected must be vacated. It is u 
possible to disinfect an occupied room by gaseous disi 
for the reason that any disinfectant agent which wi 
germ of disease will kill the inhabitants of the room 

1227. Germs penetrate the mattresses, pillows and car 
stuffed furniture, and are protected when thus hidden ; 
in clothing or bundles and folds. 

1228. Inasmuch as the fumes of sulphur can not fully 
these substances, sulphur fumigation of such infected 
not sufficient germicidal treatment. Sulphur fumigatic 
substances is an important preliminary step in thorou^ 
cidal treatment of the contents of an infected room, 
cess kills the disease germs in exposed situations, but ii 
ficient for destruction of germs in protected situations. 

1229. The process of disinfection must go beyond sulphui 
tion. 

1230. Liquid germicidal solutions of unbounded potenc 
abundant quantity must be made to penetrate every p 
infected substances in order to secure death of all dise< 
therein. 

1231. There can be no such thing as a partial disinfection 

1232. Every disease germ in an infected house must be k 
failing in this, the place has not been disinfected. 

1233. After the apartment and contents have been thoroug 
gated, all stuffed furniture should be dismantled and tl 
fabrics, together with the mattresses, should be cove 
sheets, taken into the yard, saturated with oil, and burn 

1234. Pillows, bolsters, etc., can be safely treated by boil 
in a large pot for one hour. 
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1235- An infected carpet should be saturated with a solution of 
bichloride of mercury, i to looo, and then swept and then again 
saturated ; it is safer, however, to destroy it by fire. 

1236. Cotton goods, linen, flannels, blankets, etc., should be treated 
with the boiling-hot carbolic acid, or bichloride of mercury 
solutions, introducing them piece by piece, securing thorough 
wetting and boiling for at least one hour. 

1237. Heavy woolen clothing, silks, furs, stuffed bed covers, and 
other like articles which can not be treated with solution, should, 
after being hung in the room during fumigation, pockets of 
clothing being turned inside out, and the whole garment bein^ 
thoroughly exposed, be hung in the open air and sun, then 
beaten and shaken, and then again exposed. 

1238. Carpets are best fumigated and washed in germicides while 
on the floor, but should afterward be removed to the open air, 
thoroughly beaten and sunned. 

1239. In populous sections of the city, such articles can be only 
safely sunned outside of the city limits. 

1240. In no case should thorough disinfection of every article in 
an infected room be omitted. 

1 241. Infected bedding, clothing, books, toys, etc., have, in innum- 
erable instances, been known to communicate the above named 
diseases many months after the infected individilal who had 
used them had recovered or died. 

1242. Numerous well attested cases are on record in. which dolls 
and toys had infected children who came in contact with them 
months and even years after they had been handled by patients 
ill of scarlet fever. 

1243. Disinfection of Patients Before Leaving Room. 

1244. The patient having recovered from small-pox, scarlet fever, 
diphtheria or measles, and having remained isolated for ten days 
after all evidence of the disease has disappeared, must be thor- 
oughly disinfected before leaving the sick room. 

1245. This can only be done by bathing every part of the patient's 
body in a germicidal solution. 

1246. ^ Method of Disinfection of Patient. 

1247a. Sweep the floor perfectly clean so as to insure removal of 
^erms scattered over the flexor. 
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f24Sb. To six gallons of water in a tub, add one bottle 

raque^s solution of French chloride of soda and stir 

ute. or bichloride of mercury, i to 2000. 
I240r- Spread a clean sheet on the floor under the tub ii 

patient is to be bathed. 
l25od. Now place on a chair an entire suit of clothing j 

into the room. 
1251^. Then place patient in the tub, give him a thor 

bath, using soap in addition to the disinfectant in the 
1252/. The hair must be thoroughly washed with the 

solution with which the body is beings bathed.

1257. How to Avoid and Prevent the Extensioi 

tagious Diseases. 

1258(a) Avoid the special contagium of the disease. 
1259(6) This is especially important to be observed by c 

all those whose throats are sore from any cause. 
1260(c) Children under ten years of age are in much g 

ger of contracting these diseases, and dying from 

adults. 
1261(d) Adults, however, not infrequently contract the 

and die. 
1262 (^) An extremely mild case of small-pox, scarlet 

theria or measles, may cause a malignant case in an< 
1263 C/) Never let a child go near another who has r 

either of these diseases, unless the latter's body, as v 

icile, has been thoroughly disinfected by a competen 
1264 (^) Adults who have not had these diseases shoul 

like precaution. If adults are compelled to visit c 
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class, they must bathe themselves, disinfect their clothing and 
put on a fresh suit before coming in contact with children. 

1265 (A) Never purchase second-hand school books for children. 
Innumerable instances are on record in which scarlet fever, 
diphtheria and measles have been contracted from books com- 
ing from houses in which these diseases had existed months 
previous. 

I266(i) Immediately that a child complains of sore throat or has an 
eruption on its body, promptly isolate the patient and summon 
your family physician. 

1267. Prevention of Scarlet Fever. 

1268. Conditions on which it depends, 

1269. Scarlet Fever is a disease of early life. 

1270. Less than five per cent, of cases occur after the age of fifteen, 
and two-thirds of all the deaths from it occur in the first five 
years of childhood. 

1271. Especial care should, therefore, be taken to protect children' 
from exposure to it. 

1272. The spread of the disease is not infrequently increased by fail- 
ure to detect these mild cases. 

1273. During the prevalence of an epidemic, cases of sore throat 
among school children from an infected house should be 
regarded with suspicion. 

1274. Severe cases may originate from a mild one, and mild cases 
may be followed by the dangerous after-results of more severe 
cases unless they are properly cared for. 

1275. It is infectious from the beginning throughout the course of 
the illness, and until all traces of the disease have disappeared 
from the throat and skin. 

1276. It is taken by contact with the sick, or with articles that have 
become infected by pioximity to them, or from the room whicli 
they have occupied. 

1277. It may probably be communicated also by milk into which the 
germs of the disease have found their way through proximity to 
the sick or their surroundings. 

1278. Scarlet fever probably always originates from a special poison, 
which develops in the person sick with it. 
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1279. This poison is given off in the breath, the discharges from the 
body and the scales from the skin. 

1280. The virus is very long-lived, so that infected articles may 
communicate the disease months after they become infected. 

1 28 1. General Precautions. 

1282. All should avoid sources of contagion. 

1283. It should be borne in mind that adults, although but slightly, 
susceptible to the disease themselves, may carry it away tp 
others, after but a momentary exposure. 

1284. Those who remain in the house where there are cases of the 
disease, even if they, never enter the sick room, should carefully 
avoid contact with others and should not go to school, church or 
any general gathering, nor to any house where there are young 
persons. 

1285. If the disease has secured a foothold in a locality, every case 
of sore throat, or presenting other symptoms found in scarlet 
fever, should be regarded as suspicious and excluded from 
schools and from contact with other children until its character 
is determined. 

1286. It would be well to make sure that milk is not taken from a 
dairy where disease exists. 

1287. Prevention off 5mall-Pox. 

1288. Small-pox is a preventable disease. 

1289. It is contracted only by exposure to emanations from the 
body of the sick, or from articles used by them or exposed in 
their vicinity. 

1290. It is taken only by those who are unprotected by vaccination, 
and is liable to appear in any place where there are un vaccinated 
persons. 

1 39 1. Its spread is prevented by separating the sick entirely fronn 
all but necessary attendants and by vaccinating all in their 
vicinity. 

1292. Prevention off Diphtheria. 

1293. Diphtheria is spread from one person to another by means of 
a special poison which develops in the person sick with it. 
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1294- J^J^Js special poison is given off in the discharges from the 
mouth, throat and nose. 

1295. Alighting upon articles about the sick person, this poisoa 
clings to them so that soon the sick room, its floor, walls, furni- 
ture and all its contents become infected with the disease. 

1296. The person and clothing of those in attendance on the sick, 
the bedding, eating utensils, food, toys, books and other things 
used by the patient are especially certain to be thus infected, but 
nothing in the apartment is likely to escape it. 

1297. The virus is long-lived ; 

1298. Articles and premises infected with it may communicate the 
disease for at least several weeks ; 

1299. It may be transported by them with great facility, and to an 
indefinite distance. 

1300. In this way new epidemics are very often started. 

1301. The virus thrives best in places that are damp, foul and ill 
ventilated, and is most likely to lose its vitality when exposed to 
abundance of sunlight and fresh air. 

1302. Diphtheria is contracted by inhalation of air containingf 
the disease-germ coming directly from the sick, or from the 
persons and clothing of those in attendance upon them, or from 
any articles infected by being in the sick room. 

1303. It is communicated by articles passing frc«n mouth to mouth, 
such as cups, spoons and toys that have been used by the patient 
and upon which bits of their discharge remain. 

1304. The articles by which it is communicated may have become 
infected weeks before, and possibly at some locality quite remote. 

1305. By handling any of these things the hands may become in* 
fected and convey the disease-germs directly to the mouth. 

1306. Children contract diphtheria much more readily than adults^ 
and persons whose throats are not healthy are especially exposed 
to the disease. 

1307. Suppression off Diphtheria. 

1308. Every locality is liable to have diphtheria brought into it- 

1309. It will not continue long if the principal conditions on whicn 
its existence mainly depends are removed ; 
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1310. If the sick are strictly secluded, the disease-gei 
and all unsanitary conditions which favor their c( 
ence removed. 

131 1. The attendants should remember that they ca 
the poison of the disease, and they must keep entii 
others, especially from children, who take di 
readily. 

13 1 2. They should avoid for their own protection pj 
by the patient and observe constant cleanliness, ej 
hands and face; their outer clothing becoming ] 
not to be worn outside of the sick room. 

1313. No article should leave the sick room without 
disinfecting. 

1314. Utensils used by the sick should be well cleanse 
used by others. 

13 1 5. Food left by them should be destroyed. 

1316. Bed and body clothing should, before being t 
room, be placed in a disinfectant solution, preferal 
solution No. 3 being best for the purpose. 

1 3 17. Cats and dogs should be excluded. 

13 18. The discharges from the mouth and nose must

13 19. Vessels for receiving the discharges should c(

1320. The patient must not mingle with the well uni 
the disease have left the throat and nose.

1322. The only certain test of their disappearance is 
ical examination. 

1323. Nurses must observe the same final precautior 
gargles should be used by them since they may tl 
disease-germs in the mouth and throat. 

1^24. General Precautions. 

1325. All should avoid sources of contagion. 
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1326. Well children had better be removed entirely from the house, 
but should be kept under obser\'ation, and 

1327. If diphtheria de\'elops, brought home again so as not to estab- 
lish a new centre. 

1328. Persons remaining in the house should not go to school, 
church or any general gathering, nor to any house where there 
are young persons. 

1329. If the disease has secured a foothold in a locality, every case of 
sore throat should be regarded as suspicious and excluded from 
schools and from contact with other children. 

1330. It would be well to make sure that the milk is not taken from 
a dairy where the disease exists. 

1 33 1. The use of anti-toxin, from which it is believed much has 
been effected both to prevent and cure the disease, requires the 
care of a competent physician. 

1332. Disinfection. 

1333. The woodwork should also be thoroughly washed, especially 
the floor, door-knobs, and the tops of doors and windows, and I 
disinfectant solution applied. 

1334. Ceilings should be whitewashed, and 

1335. Wall paper had better be removed and burned ; and 

1336. The walls washed with one of tlie disinfectant solutions. 

1337. The clothing and bedding should be soaked in a disinfectant 
solution and then rinsed and boiled for three hours. 

1338. The mattress should be well aired, sunned, and made over. 
L339. The Board of Health shall have authority to remove to 

hospital or other place, for treatment, any person or persons 
suffering from sntall-pox, or any other contagious jdisease, 
whenever such removal shall, in the discretion of said board, b6 
deemed necessary for the proper treatment of such person or 
persons, or for the prevention of the spread of said disease. 
1340. The Board of Health shall liave authority, at its discretion, 
to prevent access to or ^^ess from, or cause to be vacated, any 
infected building, place or locality, and to fumigate or otherwise 
disinfect such building, place or locality, whenever in the dis- 
cretion of said lx)ard such action shall be deemed necessary to 
prevent the spread of said disease. 
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1341. The Board of Health shall have authority to disinfect or de- 
stroy, by burning or otherwise, any infected clothing, bedding, 
or any substance or material, whenever in the discretion of said 
board such action shall be deemed necessary to prevent the 
spread of said disease. 

1342. The expenses incurred in the necessary performanc 
of the duties named in this ordinance shall, after their 
by the Board of Health, be borne by the locality ; provi 
no contract fixing the price for the future keeping, mai 
and attendance upon cases shall be valid without the 
approval of the Board of Health. 

1343. Parents shall inform principals of schools attended 
children of any contagious disease occurring in their fa: 

1344. Any parent, guardian, tutor, or other person havin| 
or control of any child or children, who shall allow o 
any such child or children to go from any house or 
infected with typhoid, yellow fever or scarlet fever, dij 
cholera, small-pox, or other contagious or infectious di 
attend any public or private school or any place of ami 
or to travel in any street car or public vdiicle, shall be i 
by a fine of fivt dollars, or in default of payment thereo 
days' imprisonment in the Parish Prison, on convictior 
before any Recorder or public magistrate. 

1345. No parent, tutor or custodian of any child or minor 
power and authority to prevent ) shall permit any such 
minor to be unnecessarily exposed, or to needlessly ex| 
such minor or child to the taking or to the infection of ; 
tagious disease. 

1346. No householder, whether the owner of the premise* 
part thereof, or possessor or occupant thereof by lease c 
wise, shall allow or permit, contrary to the order of th 
of Health of the State of Louisiana, any person or pe 
visit any person who may be sick or confined on said j 
with any infectious or contagious disease, saving and e: 
such person or persons as may be actually necessary an 
tial to the proper care and attention of said sick pe 
persons. 

1347. Every householder occupying premises or any portion 
either as owner or possessor, or occupant, under lease o 
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wise, shall obey and ccmfonn to all instructions and orders of the 
Board of Health of the State of Louisiana, relative to the dis- 
positions of the clothing, linen, expectorations or defecations 06 
persons confined on said premises with infectious or contagious 
diseases, as wdl as those relating to the treatment of the sick 
room or the sick room utensils, in which said persons may 
have been confined with contagious or infectious diseases ; and it 
shall be the dut>' of the attending physician in each and every 
case to notify the said householder or person having charge of 
said rocttn of said rules and regulations. 

1348. There shall not be a public or church funeral of any person 
who has died of any contagious or infectious disease, but the 
funeral of such person shall be private ; and it shall not be lawful 
to invite, or permit at the funeral of any person wlio has died of 
any infectious or contagious or pestilential disease, or at any 
services connected therewith, any person whose presence is not 
absolutely and essentially necessar\% or to whom there is danger 
of contagion thereby. 

J349. No owner, driver, agent or other person having, owning, of 
being in charge of any carriage, cab, hack, cart, wagon, or other 
conveyance or vehicle, shall permit or allow the placing therein, 
or the carriage thereby, of the corpse or dead body of any person 
or persons who have died of contagious, infectious or pestilen- 
tial diseases; provided, that this section shall not apply to 
hearses. 

1350. Every principal, teacher or assistant teacher of any and every 
private or public school, on observing that any child or children, 
pupils of said school, present symptoms of any contagious, infec- 
tious or pestilential disease, shall send said child or pupil to said 
pupil's or child's domicile and residence, with instructions to 
the parent or parents, tutor, guardian or other person in charge 
of said pupil, child or children, to have the said pupil or child, or 
pupils or children, examined by the family physician, and said 
instructions shall be in writing, and in no case shall said child or 
children, pupil or pupils, so sent home, be allowed to attend 
said school thereafter until there shall be produced and filed with 
said principal teacher, or assistant teacher, a certificate from a 
licensed physician that said child or children, pupil or pupils, arc 
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not suffering froni any contagious, infectious or pestilential 
diseases. 

135 1. No principal, teacher or assistant teacher shall permit or allow 
any child, children, pupil or pupils, to attend school from any 
house in which contagious, infectious or pestilential diseases 
may prevail at the time, or may have prevailed antecedent 
thereto, until such time as all danger of infection shall have 
passed. 

1352. The phrase and words "infectious, contagious or pestilential 
diseases" used shall be held and construed to include and mean 
all such sickness, affections or diseases or phases thereof, of an 
infectious, contagious or pestilential nature (more especially re- 
ferring to <:holera, yellow fever, small-pox, diphtheria, ship or 
typhus, spotted, relapsing and scarlet fevers), and also including 
any new disease of any infectious, contagious or pestilential na-* 
ture, and also any other disease publicly declared by the Board 
of Health of the State of Louisiana dangerous to the public 
health, and of a contagious, infectious or pestilential nature 01? 
character. 

1353. No person shall retain, expose, or allow to be retained or ex- 
posed, the dead body of any human being to the peril or preju-- 
dice of the life or health of any person. 

1354. All dead bodies shall be interred within twenty-four houra 
after death during the summer, and thirty-six hours after death 
during the winter months, unless permission is obtained in 
special cases from the Board of Health to withhold them fronx 
burial for a longer period. In the case of death from a con- 
tagious or infectious disease the Board of Health shall be em- 
powered to require and enforce the earlier burial of the corpse. 

1355. Any person or persons violating any provision of this ordi- 
nance, or failing to comply with any provision thereof, shall bo 
fined a penalty of not more than twenty-five dollars for each and 
every offence, or in default of payment thereof shall be impris- 
oned in the Parish Prison not exceeding ten days, at the dis- 
cretion of the Recorder before whom such case may be tried. 

1356. Every person undertaking preparations for the burial of a 
body dead from contagious or infectious disease, as hereinbefore 
enumerated, shall adopt such precautions as the Board of Health 
may prescribe to prevent the spread of such disease. 
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1357- -^"y violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offending party to a penalty 

1358. Information Concerning the Measures Adopted by the State 
Boards of Health for the Prevention of Tuberculosis. 

1359. The communicability of Pulmonary Tuberculosis has been sa 
thorough^ established and is now so generally recognized by 
the medical profession throughout the world. 

1360. The Board of Health has determined to take such active 
measures as may be consistent and possible for the prevention of 
the disease in this State. 

1361. Local health officers register the name, address, sex, and age 
of every person suffering from tuberculosis within their respec- 
tive jurisdictions so far as such information can be obtained. 

1362. This board specially respectfully requests that hereafter all 
physicians will forward such information to the health officials 

' in the respective jurisdictions in which such cases may occur. 
1363^ The information will be solely for the use of health officers, 
and 

1364. In no case will visits be made to such persons by public 
officials, 

1365. Nor will any public sanitary surv^eillance of such patients b<* 
assumed, unless the patient resides in a tenement-liouse, board- 
ing-house or hotel, or unless the attending physician requests 
that an inspection be made of the premises, and 

1366. In no case where the person resides in a tenement-house, 
boarding-house or hotel, if the physician requests that no visits^ 
be made by inspectors, and is willing himself to deliver circulars 
of information or furnish such equivalent information as is re- 
quired to prevent the extension of the disease to others. 

1367. When a local health officer obtains knowledge of the existence 
of cases of pulmonary tuberculosis residing in tenement-houses, 
boarding-houses or hotels, unless the case has been reported by 
a physician and the latter requests that no visits be made, in- 
spectors will visit the premises and family, will leave circulars 
of information and instruct the person suffering from consump- 
tion and the family concerning the measures which should be 
taken to guard against the spread of the disease ; and 
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1368. If it is considered necessary, will make such recommenda- 
tions for the cleaning or renovation of the apartment as may 
be required to render it free from infection. 

1369. In all cases where it comes to the knowledge of a local health 
officer that premises which have been occupied by con- 
sumptives have been vacated by death or removal, an inspector 
will visit the premises and direct the removal of infected articles, 
such as carpets, rugs, bedding, etc., for disinfection, and will 
make such written recommendations to his immediate superior 
concerning the cleaning and renovation of the apartment as may 
be rec[uired. 

1370. An order embodying these recommendations will then be 
issued to the owner of the premises and compliance with this 
order will be enforced for sanitary reasons. 

1371. No other persons than those there residing at the time will bef 
allowed to occupy such apartments until the order of the health 
officer has been complied with. 

1372. The authorities of all public institutions under the j 

tion of the State Board of Health, such as hospitals, dispensa- 
ries, prisons, homes, etc., shquld be required to furnish to the 
Board of Health of the State the names and last address of 
every consumptive coming under observation, within seven days 
of such time. 

1373. It is the earnest wish and hope of the State Board of Health' 
that all practising physicians throughout the State will co- 
operate with the State Board and with the local health officers 
in an earnest endeavor and determined effort to restrict the rav- 
ages of the most prevalent and formidable disease with which 
modefn civilization has to deal. 

1374. The following circular, which is respectfully suggested for 
distribution among consumptives and persons living with them, 
and for general distribution : 

1375. Consumption is a disease which can be taken from others, and 
is not simply caused by colds. 

1376. A cold may make it easier to take the disease. 

1377. It is usually caused by germs which enter the body with the 
air breathed. 

1378. The matter which consumptives cough or spit up contains 
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these germs in great numbers; frequently millions are dis- 
charged in a single day. 

1379. This matter spit upon the floor, wall or elsewhere, is apt to 
dry, become pulverized, and float in the air as dust. 

1380. The dust contains the germs, and thus they enter the body 
with the air breathed. 

1 38 1. The breath of a consumptive does not contain .the germs and 
will not produce the disease. 

1382. A well person catches the disease from a consiunptive only by 
in some way taking in the matter coughed up by the con- 
sumptive. 

1383. O^nsumption can often be cured if its nature is recognized 
early and proper means are taken for its treatment. 

1384. In a majority of cases it is not a fatal disease, 

1385. It is not dangerous for other persons to live with a consump- 
tive, if the matter coughed up by the consimiptive is at once 
destroyed. 

1386. This matter should not be spit upon the floor, carpet, stove, 
wall, or street, or anywhere except into a cup kept for that 
purpose. 

1387. This cup should contain water, so that the matter may not 
dry, and should be emptied into the closet at least twice a day, 
and carefully washed with hot water. 

1388. Great care should be taken by a consumptive that his hands, 
face, and clothing do not become soiled with the matter coughed 
up. 

1389. If they do become soiled, they should at once be washed with 
hot soap and water. 

1390. When consumptives are away from home, the matter coughed 
up may be received on cloths, which should be at once burned 
on returning home. 

1 39 1. If handkerchiefs are used (worthless cloths which can be 
burned are far better) , they should be boiled in water alone be- 
fore being washed. 

1392. It is better for a consumptive to sleep alone, and 

^393- His bedclothing and personal effects should be boiled and 

washed separately from the clothing belonging to other people. 
^394- Whenever a person is thought to be suffering from consump- 
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tion, the name and address should be sent at once to the local 
health officer in whose jurisdiction the case occurs, with a state- 
ment of this fact. 

1395. An inspector will then call and examine the person to see if 
he has consumption, providing he has no physician, and 

1396. If necessary, will give proper directions to prevent others 
from catching the disease. 

1397. A person suffering from consumption may often only do his 
usual work without giving the disease to others, but may also get 
well, if the matter coughed up is only properly destroyed. 

1398. Rooms that have been occupied by consumptives should be 
thoroughly cleansed, scrubbed, whitewashed, painted, or papered 
before they are again occupied. 

1399. Carpets, rugs, bedding, etc., from rooms which have been oc- 
cupied by consumptives, should be destroyed. 

1400. Every local Board of Health shall guard against the intro- 
duction of contagious and infectious diseases by the exercise oil 
proper and vigilant medical inspection and control of all per- 
sons and things arriving in the municipality from infected 
places, or which from any cause are liable to communicate con- 
tagion. 

1401. It shall require the isolation of all persons and things infected 
with or exposed to such diseases, and provide suitable places for 
the treatment and care of sick persons who can not otherwise be 
provided for. 

1402. It shall prohibit and prevent all intercourse and communica- 
tion with or use of infected premises, places and things, and 
require, and, if necessary, provide the means for the thorough 
purificatibn and cleansing of the same before general inter- 
course with the same or use thereof shall be allowed. 

1403. It shall report to the State Board of Health, promptly, the 
facts relating to infectious or contagious diseases, and every 
case of small-pox or varioloid within the municipality. 

1404. Health Officers of Villages and Towns shall report in writing 
once a month to the State Board of Health all cases of such in- 
fectious and contagious diseases as may be required by the State 
Board of Health, and 
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1405. If a pestilential, infectious or contagious disease exists in any* 
locality almshouse or its vicinity, and the physician thereof shall 
certify that such disease is likely to endanger the health of the 
inmates, the locality superintendent of the poor may cause such 
inmates or any of them to be removed to such other suitable 
place in the locality as the local Board of Health of the mu- 
nicipality where the almshouse is situated may desig^te, 

1406a. There to be maintained and provided for at the expense of 
the parish, with all necessar>' medical care and attendance until 
they shall be safely returned to such almshouse or otherwise 
discharged. 

1406&. Local Health Boards have the legal right to isolate cases of 
contagious diseases on the premises where found 

i4o6r. The owner thereof had no legal right to prevent the Board 
from so doing. 

1406^/. Of course no other cases could be brought the'c, without the 
permission of the owners of the premises. 

1406c'. In case of the development of other cases at other places 
than those first discovered, the Board can establish a general 
isolation hospital, and remove all the cases thereto. 

1406/. The expenses of establishing the liospital, maintaining the 
guards and the removal of the cases, etc. thereto, must be borne 
by the municipality or parish, as the Case may be. 

1406^. In the event of the Council of the municipality, or the Police 
Jury of a parish failing to make the necessar\' appropriation 
after due notice and demand, and not paying the same, the 
Ixyal Board, under the law, can mandamus those authorities 
and compel them so to do. 

1407. Recommendations to Housekeepers. 

1408. (a) The greatest danger of recurrence of disease lies in thei 
houses, and especially in the bedding, clothing, bureaus, trunks, 
boxes, etc. 

1409. {h) Hence the utmost importance for people in whose houses 
fetter of any kind has occurred to apply most rigorously, in spirit 
and in letter, the following recommendations : 

1410. (c) All bedding, upholstered furniture, and especially packed 
clothing, should be taken out of doors and spread in the sun and 
wind. 
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141 1, (d) This should be done in bright, clear, cold weather. 

14x2. (^) A single airing is not generally sufficient. 

1413. (/) The house should at the same time be thrown open as faf 

as possible. 
J414. (g) It is better to be without fires, but it is better to have fires 

and keep the house open than to be without fires and shut up the 

house. 

141 5. (h) When practicable, leave bedding, etc., out during cold 
nights, but this is not essential. 

1416. (0 Pay special attention to clothing, bedding, etc., packed 
away in trunks and boxes. 

1417. (/) The armoirs, bureaus, boxes, trunks, etc., should be 
opened, and contents spread out as above indicated. 

1418. (k) This should all be done six or seven times, in succession, 
if possible. 

J419. (/) The yards, alleys, etc., must be kept thoroughly clean and 
drained. 

1420. Disinfection of Rooms, Public, Institutions, Hospitals, etc., by 

the Qas of Formaldehyde. 

1421. The Kny-Scheerer Co., 17 Park Place, New York. 

1422. Formaldehyde, as is well known, is a gaseous body generated 
by oxidizing Methyl Alcohol (wood alcohol). 

1423. It is readily absorbed by water or Methyl Alcohol ; and in the 
former state is placed on the market in a concentration up to 40 
per cent. ; while Methyl Alcohol absorbs up to 60 per cent, of 
Formaldehyde. 

1424. It has been discovered that the best results are obtainable from 
the gas under a pressure of about 45 lbs. to the square inch. 

1425. The combination of Formaldehyde with Chloride of Calcium 
prevents polymerization, which would be the result of heat, 
applied to the Formaldehyde, without this admixture. 

1426. Having carried our experiments to a successful issue, produc- 
ing the compound, our attention was next given to devising 
means for its convenient, safe and reliable manipulation in the 
work of disinfection ; for since the thoroughly efficient bacteri- 
cidal power of F'ormaldehyde Gas has become a recognized fact, 
there comes an urgent and justified demand for apparatus, by 
means of which large volumes of this gas may be generated, free 
from the admixture of combustion gases and Acetone.

1452. The capacity of this size Generator is for the Disinfection of 
rooms or apartments aggregating 30,000 cubic feet of space.

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CHAPTER VII. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING INTERMENTS, 

CEMETERIES, SEXTONS AND DEAD 

BODIES. 



N, B. The Regulatx€m$ marked by a star are obligatory. The other 
Regulations are recommendatory and educational. Ekich Local 
Board will adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local 
conditions. 



*I497. Every sexton or other person having charge of any cemetery, 
graveyard or burying ground shall, on Monday of each week, 
before the hour of 9 a. m., make a written report and hand the 
same into the office of the Board of Health ; which said report 
shall contain the full name of each and every person buried in 
such cemeterjs yard or ground, during the seven days next 
preceding 6 o'clock p. m. of the last Sunday before making such 
report, together with a statement of the color, sex, age, nativity^ 
the cause of death of such person, occupation, place of death,, 
social condition and birthplace of parents ; also what interments 
were made in the ground, and what interments in vaults or 
tombs, together with the numbers and owners of said vaults or 
tombs, and such other information as the Board of Health may 
from time to time require. 

1498. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
regulation shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 
recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed, or, in default of payment of the fine 
imprisonment not exceeding thirty days for each and every 
offence. 

* 1499a. The sextons of the various cemeteries in the parishes have 
authority, upon application of the proper owners or heirs of 
tombs, vaults and graves, to open same, 
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♦i499^- But no tombs, vaults and graves shall be opened 
before one (i) year for an adult and six months 
for a child, where human bodies were interred, unless 
by a special permission from the Board of Health; pro- 
vided, that no tomb, vault or grave shall be opened by any 
sexton, where death has resulted from any contagious disease, 
until two (2) years shall have dapsed from the date of such 
death and burial. And no human body or remains shall be 
disinterred, or disentombed, or removed or brought within the 
city without permission, in writing, from the proper officers of 
the Board of Health. 

♦1500. At the expiration of every month it shall be the duty of 
keepers of burial grotmds, within the to deliver to the 

Recorder of Births and Deaths of this parish all the original 
certificates required by the ordinances, by virtue of which the 
said keepers have received bodies for interment. 

1500 (2) And the said Recorder of Births and Deaths shall careftdly 
file and preserve such original certificates, and keep indexes of 
the same, so that they may be easily found and referred to, and 
shall give copies of the same, dtily certified, whenever 
thereunto required by the persons interested. 

♦1501a. All tombs must be built of the best kind of brick or stqpe, 
laid in mortar, with the proper proportion of the best cement 
and sharp sand, and covered with bitumen on the ground floor 
of each tomb, with walls not less than nine inches in thickness, 
and plastered. 

* 1 5016. All the tombs must be kept in good order, and 
to have them repaired, otherwise it shall be done by the locality 
at the expense of the owners, who shall be fined in a sum not 
exceeding fifty dollars. 

♦1502a. It shall be the duty of every person at whose domicile any 
person shall have died to cause the same to be buried within 
forty-eight hours after his death, and 

IS02&. Any person offending against this section of this ordinance 
shall pay a fine not exceeding one hundred dollars for each of- 
fence. 

♦1503a. AH sextons shall enter, within the shortest possible delay, all 
deceased persons who may he conveyed to their respective ceme- 
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teries, iA graves to be dug not less than three feet in depth, to be 
at a distance of at least two feet from each other, according to 
such limitations as shall be described by the Surveyor, and 

^15036. In pursuance of such directions as they may receive. 

^ 1 503c. And it shall be the duty of each of said sextons to keep a 
book in which they shall insert, according to their dates, the 
names, sex, age, business and place of birth of each and every 
person they shall bury in the ground or deposit in tombs ; 

*I503(/. To take care that no damage be done to the tombs .and 
fences, 

1503^. To prevent cattle and beasts from going into said cemeteries ; 

*I503/. To deliver daily a certified copy of the burials set forth on 
their books, whenever required by the Mayor or GduuciI, and 

* 1503^. To deliver over to their successors said books. 

1503/1. And in default, refusal or neglect on the part of any sexton 
to comply with any or all the foregoing provisions he shall be 

fined by the Recorder having jurisdiction, from 

for each and every oflfence, and m default of payment td 

imprisonment from days in the Parish Prison 01; 

Police Jail, at the discretion of said Recorder. 
^1504. It shall be unlawful hereafter for any person or corporation 
to bury any human body within the limits of a city or town 
anywhere outside of a duly authorized public cemetery. 

1505. That any person violating this ordinance shall be punished by 

a fine not exceeding , or imprisonment not 

exceeding. .... .days in default of payment of the fine, and 

that all ordinances contrary to this ordinance be repealed. 

* 1 506a. No interment of the dead body of any human being, or dis- 

position thereof in any tomb, vault or cemetery, shall be made 
without a permit therefor granted by the Board of Health, nor 
otherwise than in accordance therewith, and 

1506&. No sexton or other person shall assist in, or assent to. or 
allow any such interment, or aid or assist about preparing any 
grs.ve or place of deposit for any such body, for which such per- 
mit has not been given authorizing the same. And 

"^ 1 506c. It shall be the duty of every person who shall receive any 
such permit, to preserve and to- return the same to the Board 
of Health, as its regulations may require. 
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*I507. Xo new buning-ground, cemetery, tomb, or vault for dead 
human bodies shall be established, nor shall the remains of any 
dead body be placed in any existing burying-ground, vault, 
tomb, or cemetery, nor any of said receptacles be opened, 
exposed, or disturbed, except according to the terms of a permit 
therefor g^ven by the Board of Health ; and every body buried 
in any such place shall be buried to the depth of six feet below 
the surface of the ground, and four feet below any closely 
adjacent street. 

♦1508. Ever>' person who acts as a sexton or undertaker, or has 
charge or care of any vault, tCMnb, biuying-ground, or cemetery 
for the reception of the dead, or where the bodies of any human 
beings are deposited, shall cause his or her name and residence, 
and the nature of his or her charge and duties, to be r^;istered 
with the Board of Health. 

♦1509. No captain, agent, or person having charge of or attached to 
any ferry-boat, sailing, or other vessel, nor any person in charge 
of any car, stage, or other vehicle, or public or private convey- 
ance, shall convey or allow to be conveyed thereon or by any 
means aforesaid, nor shall any person convey or allow to be 
carried or conveyed, in any manner, the dead body of any 
human being, or any part thereof, without a permit therefor 
from the Board of Health. And the prc^r coupon for that 
purpose attached to any such permit, when issued, shall be 
preserved and returned to the Board of Health, as its regula- 
tions may require, by the proper officer or person on 
train of cars or vehicle on which any such body may be carried 
from said city. Provided, however, that the same effect shall be 
given, under this section, to transit permits issued severally by 
Boards of Health of cities, towns or villages in the State, or by 
Boards of Health that may be hereafter organized. 

♦15 10. Every person who acts as a sexton, or undertaker, or ceme- 
tery keeper, or has charge or care of any tcwnb, vault, burying* 
ground or other place for the reception of the dead, or wliere 
the bodies of any human beings are deposited, shall conduct 
his business and so care for any such place above named as to 
avoid detriment or danger to public health. 

♦1511. It shall be the duty of every person who has discovered or 
seen the body of a dead human being, or any part thereof (if 
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there is reason for such person to think that the fact of the 
death, or the place of such body, or part thereof, is not publicly 
known), to immediately communicate to the Board of Health 
the fact of such discovery of such body, the place where, and 
time when, the same was discovered or seen, and where the 
same is or may be found, and any facts known by which said 
body may be identified, or the cause of death ascertained. 
*I5I2. No person shall allow to be retained unburied the dead body 
of any human being for a longer time than . . . .days, or where 
death has been caused by a contagious disease, for a longer 
a permit from the Local Board of Health, which permit shall 
specify the length of time during which such body may be re- 
tained unburied. This regulation shall not apply to bodies re- 
tained in any public morgue.

1 5 13. Extract from Act 80 of 1877, Relative to the Removal 
from the State of Dead Bodies. 

Section 10. 

*ISI4. No body shall be removed froni the * * * * until a 
permit has been obtained from the President of the Board of 
Health, under his official seal, and showing that the require- 
ments of this section ♦ * * ♦ (requiring the recording 
of the death) have been complied with. 

1 515. ReM>lut ions Adopted by the National Conference of 
State Boards of Health, Nashville. Tenn., August 19, 
1897, and Adopted by the Louisiana State Board of 
Health May, 1899. 

♦1516. (i) The transportation of bodies dead from small-pox, 
Asiatic cholera, yellow fever, typhus or bubonic plague, is 
absolutely forbidden. 

♦1517. (2) The bodies of those who have died of diphtheria (mem- 
branous croup), scarlet fever (scarlatina, scarlet rash), gland- 
ers, anthrax or leprosy, shall not be accepted for transportation, 
unless prepared for shipment 

♦1518. By being thoroughly disinfected by arterial and cavity injec- 
tion with approved disinfecting fluid ; 

*I5I9. By disinfecting and stopping of all orifices with abscH'bent 
cotton, and washing the body with disinfectant ; 

*I520. All of which must be done by an embalmer, holding a certifi- 
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cate as such, approved by the State Board of Health, or some 
other Health Authority. 

♦1521. After being disinfected as above, such body shall be envel- 
oped in a layer of cotton, not less than one inch thick, com- 
pletely wrapped in a sheet and bandaged, and 

♦1522. Encased in air-tight zinc, tin, copper or lead-lined coflSn, or 
iron casket, all joints and seams hermetically sddered, and alt 
enclosed in a strong, tight wooden box. 

*IS23. Or, the body being prepared for shipment by disinfecting and 
wrapping as above, may be placed in a strong coffin or casket, 
and said coffin or casket encased in an air-tight zinc, copper or 
tin case, all joints hermetically soldered, and all enclosed in a 
strong outside wooden box. 

*IS24. (3) The bodies or those dead frcrni typhoid fever, puerperal 
fever, erysipelas, tuberculosis, measles or other dangerous com-* 
munkable disease, other than those specified in rules i and 2, 
may be received for shipment when prepared — 

*I52S. By filling cavities with an approved disinfectant, washing the 
exterior of the body with the same, stopping all orifices with 
absorbent cotton iand enveloping the entire body with a layer of 
cotton not less than one inch thick, and all wrapped in a sheet 
and bandaged and encased in an air-tight coffin or casket; 
provided, that this shall apply only to bodies which can reach 
their destination within forty-eight hours from time of death. 

♦1526a. In all other cases such bodies shall be prepared for trans- 
portation in conformity with rule 2. But 

* 1526b, When the body has been prepared for shipment by being 
thorougWy disinfected by an embalmer holding a certificate as 
in rule 2, issued by the State Health Officer or other Authority, 
the air-tight sealing may be dispensed with. 

♦1527. (4) The bodies of those dead of diseases that are not conta- 
gious, infectious or communicable, may be received for transr 
portation when encased in a sound coffin or casket, and enclosed 
in a strong outside wooden box ; 

*I528. Provided, they reach their destination within thirty hours 
from time of death. 

♦1529. If the body can not reach its destination within thirty hours 
from time of death, it must be prepared for shipment* by filling 
the cavities with an approved disinfectant, washing the exterioi* 
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of the body with the same, stopping all orifices with absorbent 
cotton and envdoping the entire body with a layer of cotton not 
less than one inch thick, and all wrapped in a sheet and band- 
aged, and encased in an air-tight ccrffin or casket But 

*i53^- ^^'hen the body has been prepared for shipment by being 
thoroughly disinfected by an^ embalmer holding a certificate as 
in rule 2, issued by the State Board of Health, the air-tight 
sealing may be dispensed with. 

*'53i- (S) ^^ cases of contagious, infectious or communicable 
diseases, the body must not be accompanied by perscms or 
articles which have been exposed to the infection of the 
deceased, unless certified by the health officer as having been 
properly disinfected, and 

*IS32. Before selling passage tickets, agents shall carefully examine 
the transit permit, and note the name of the passenger in diai^^ 
and of any others proposing to accompany the body, and see 
that all necessar>' precautions have been taken to prevent the 
spread of disease. 

♦1533. The transit permit in such cases shall specifically state who is 
authorized, by the health authorities, to accompany the remains. 

♦1534. In all cases where bodies are forwarded under rule No. 2, 
notice must be sent by tel^^ph to the health officer at destina- 
tion, advising the date and train on which the body may be 
expected. 

*^535* ^^Js notice must be sent by or in the name of the officer at 
the initial point, and to enable the health officer at destination 
to take all necessar>' precautions at that point. 

♦1536 (6) Ever}' dead body must be accompanied by a person in 
charge, who must be provided with a passage ticket and also 
present a full first-class ticket marked "corpse^' for the trans- 
portation of the body, and a transit permit showing the physi-

1774. Regulations Concerning the Sale of Poisonous Drugs, 

Medicines* etc.» and also Patent fledicines. 

1775. Patent medicines, household remedies, etc., compounds for 
the destruction of rats, insects, bugs, of a poisonous character, 
may be sold without a physician's prescription to persons of full 
age and sound mind, and personally known to the vendor. These 
articles shall always be labeled "Poison." 

1776. All druggists, peddlers, hawkers, and all other persons deal- 
ing in or selling poisonous substances, shall keep a special book, 
opened at all times to the proper authorities, in which they shaB' 
register the name, age. residence and profession of the person 
to whom any poisonous substance is sold ; also the date of sale, 
the quantity sold, the use it is intended for, whether sold upon 
a personal acquaintance with the buyer or upon a physician's 
prescription. The latter shall always be carefully preserved. 

1777. No person shall sell, or oflFer for sale, any poisonous drugs, 
medicines or chemicals, except on the prescription or written 
order of a physician ; nor unless the receptacle or package con- 
taining such poisonous drug, medicine or chemical be marked 
"Poison" in plain and conspicuous characters. 

1778. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 

ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding dollars, 

recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the of- 
fence was committed ; or, in default of payment of the fine, inn 
prisonment not exceeding . . . . days for each and every 

' offence. 
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1779- ^<> person shall adulterate or cause to be adulterated any sub- 
stance intended for food or any liquor intended for drink, or any 
drug or medicine ; or shall oflFer for sale any such adulterated 
article. 

1780. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to sell, 
barter or exchange the drug known as <5pium, except on the pre- 
scription of an accredited physician, and any person or person^ 
who shall sell, barter or exchange said drug without such pre- 
scription shall, on conviction before any of the Recorders, be 
fined not more than twenty-five dollars, or suffer imprisonment 
for a period not exceeding thirty days. 

1781. That it shall be unlawful for any person or persons to keep 
such an establishment as is commonly designated as "a joint" 
•where opium is smoked or otherwise used. Any person or per- 
sons keeping such an establishment, as well as all those found 
therein, either as visitors through curiosity or in the act of using 
or smoking opium, shall be arrested, and, on conviction before 
any of the Recorders, be fined not less than ten dollars or 
imprisonment for not more than thirty days, or both. 

1782. No pharmacist, druggist, aix>thecary or other person shall 
refill more than once prescriptions containing opium or mor- 
phine, or preparations of either of them, or cocaine or chloral, 
in which the dose of opium shall exceed one-quarter grain, or 
of morphine one-twentieth of a grain, or of cocaine one-half of 
a grain, or of chloral ten grains, except upon the written order 
of a physician. 

1783. No doctor, druggist or other person shall make, sell, put up, 
prepare or administer any prescription, decoction or medicine 
under any deceptive or fraudulent name, direction or pretence ; 
nor shall any false or deceptive representation be made by any 
person to any other, as to the kind, quality, purpose or effect of 
any such or other drug, medicine, decoction, drink or other arti- 
cle offered or intended to be taken as food or medicine. 

1784. No poisonous medicine, decoction or substance shall be held 
for sale, or sold, except for lawful purposes and with proper 
motives, and by persons competent to give the proper direc- 
tions and precautions as to the use thereof ; nor shall any bottle, 
box, parcel or receptacle thereof be (delivered to any person 
unless the same is marked ^'Poison/' nor to any person who the 
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party ddivering the same has reason to think intends it for any 
illegal or imiwoper use or purpose. 

1785. No person shall make, oflFer or have for sale, or keep at any 
place of sale any "poisonous, unwholesome, deleterious, or adul- 
terated drugs, medicines, or food." or in respect thereto omit 
any act or thing required, or do any act forbidden by any law 
or health r^^ulation of this State applicable in any part of said 
city. 

1786. No preparation of diphtheria antitoxine shall be offered or 
exposed for sale in this city unless the receptacle containing 
such preparation bear a label on which is placed the name and 
the address of the producer, and upon such label, or upon a 
circular accompanying such receptacle and enclosed with it in ^ 
sealed package, shall be printed or written the date of produc- 
tion aiid the value of the contents in antitoxine, as measured 
by some generally recc^^nized standard. 

Resrolations Coneeminsr Cadavers. 

1787. The person having lawful control and management of any 
hospital, prison, morgue, asylum or other receptacle for corpses 
not interred, and every undertaker or other person having in his 
lawful possession any such corpse for keeping or burial, may 
deliver, and he is required to deliver, under the conditions spec- 
ified in this section, every such corpse in their or his possession, 
charge, custody or control, not placed therein by relatives or 
friends, in the usual manner for keepirsg or burial, to the medi- 
cal colleges of the State authorized by law to confer the degree 
of doctor of medicine, and to any university of the State having 
a medical preparatory course of instructions, and the professori 
and teachers in every such college or university may receive 
any such corpse, and use it for the purpose of medical study. 

1788. No corpse shall be so delivered or received if liesired for in- 
terment by relatives or friends within forty-eight hours after 
death, or if known to have relatives or friends, without the 
assent of such relatives or friends ; or of a person who shall have 
expressed a desire in his last illness that his body be interred, 
but the same shall be buried in the usual manner. 

1789. If the remains of any person so delivered or received shall be 
subsequently claimed by any relative or friend, they shall bo 
given up to such relative or friend for interment. 
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I790- Any person claiming any corpse or remains for interment, as 
provided in this section, may be required by the persons, col- 
lies, university, or officer or agent thereof, in whose posses- 
si<Mi, charge or custody the same may be found, to present an 
affidavit stating that he is such relative or friend, and the facta 
and circumstances upon whi<;h the claim that he is such relative 
or friend is based, the expense of which affidavit shall be paid 
by the persons requiring it. 

1791. If such person shall refuse to make such affidavit, such corpse 
or remains shall not be delivered to him, but he shall forfeit his 
claim and right to the same. 

1792. Any such Medical College or University desiring to avail 
itself of the provisions of this regulation shall notify such per- 
sons having the control and management of the institutions and 
places heretofore specified, and such undertakers and other per- 
sons having any such corpse in their possession, custody or 
control in the county where such College or University is situ- 
ated, and in any adjoining coimty in which no Medical College 
is situated, of such desire, and thereafter all such persons shall 
notify the proper officers of such College or University when- 
ever there is any corpse in their possession, custody or control, 
which may be delivered to a Medical College or University un- 
der this section, and shall deliver the same to such College or 
University. 

1793. If two or more medical colleges located in one county are 
entitled to receive corpses from the same county or adjo'ning 
counties, they shall receive the same in proportion to the number 
of matriculated students in each college. 

1794. The professors and teachers in every college or university 
receiving any corpse under this section shall dispose ot the 
remains thereof, after they have served the purposes of medical 
science and study, in accordance with the regulations of the 
local Board of Health where the college or university is situ- 
ated. 

1795. Every person neglecting to comply with or violating any pro- 
vision of this section shall forfeit to the Local Board of Health 
where such non-compliance or violation occurred, the sum of 
twenty-five dollars for every such non-compliance or violation, 
to be sued for by the health officer of such place, and when 
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recovered to be paid over, less the costs and expenses ot the 
action, to such board for its use and benefit. 

1796. The governors, keepers, wardens, managers or persons hav-» 
ing lawful control and management of any hospital, prison, 
almshouse, asylum, morgue or receptacle for corpses not 
interred in the counties. 

1797. Every undertaker or other person having in his lawful pos- 
session any such corpses for keeping or burial, may deliver, 
under the conditions specified in this regulation, every such 
corpse in their or his possession, charge, custody or control, not 
placed therein by relatives or friends in the usual manner for 
keeping or burial, to the medical colleges or schools authorized 
by law to confer either the degree of doctor of medicine, or the 
degree of doctor of dental surgery, and to all other colleges or 
schools incorporated under the laws of the State in said counties 
for the purpose of teaching medicine, anatomy or surgery, and 
to any university in either of said counties having a medical pre- 
paratory course of instruction, and the professors and teachers? 
in every such college, school or university, may receive such 
corpses and use the same for the purpose* of medical, anatom-* 
ical or surgical science and study.

dogs or otherwise, at or before the same was slaughtered, or 
which died from disease, accident, casualty or other means than 
the usual manner of slaughtering animals for food ; nor shall 
any person sell or expose or offer for sale in any of the markets 
any putrid, rancid or unsound meat, fish, eggs, poultry, vegeta- 
bles and fruits, or any unwholesome or adulterated articles of 
food ; nor shall any person sell or expose, or offer for sale, the 
flesh of any dog, cat or any unclean anmial, or the flesh of any 
calf, pig or lamb which was slaughtered under the age of four 
weeks. 

1829. No person shall sell, or offer or expose for sale in public or 
private, any blown, stifle, decaying, putrid, rotten or unwhole- 
some provisions, vegetables, fruits or tainted meats or fish, or 
any impure or unsound food, or any drink liable to be injurious 
to health, or the flesh of any animal that has died of disease, or 
which was diseased when killed. 

1830. No person shall sell or offer for sale in the city limits any 
article of food and sustenance knowing the same to be adulter-* 
ated. tainted, stale, or in a comlition of decomposition, or unfit 
for human food. 

183 1. No calf, pig or lamb, or the meat thereof, shall be bou^t, 
held or offered for sale, as such food, in said city, which (being 
a calf), when killed and dressed, weighs less than forty-five 
(45) pounds ; or (being a pig) was. when killed, not more than 
five weeks old ; or (being a lamb) was, when killed, not more 
than eight weeks old. Nor shall anv meagre, sickly or unwhole- 
some fish, birds or fowl be brought, held, sold or offered for 
sale, as such food, in said city. 

1832. iVo meat or dead animal above the size of a rabbit sliall be 
taken to any public or private market for food until the same

some conditicMi ; and every person having charge, or interested 
or engaged, whether as principal or agent, in the care or in 
respect to the custody or sale of any meat, fish, fruit, birds, fowl 
or vegetables, designed for human food, shall put and preserve 
the same in a cleanly and wholesome condition, and shall not 
allow the same, or any part thereof, to be poisoned, infected or 
rendered unsafe or unwholesome for human food. 

1834. No person, being the manager or keeper of any saloon, board- 
ing-house or lodging-house, or being employed as a clerk, ser- 
vant or agent thereat, shall therein or thereat, offer or have, 
for food or drink, or to be eaten or drank, any poisonous dele- 
terious or unwholesome substance, nor allow anything therein 
to be done or to occur, dangerous to life or prejudicial to health. 

1835. In the sale of, or keeping for sale, any beverage or drink, not 
person shall keep or use any tap, faucet, tank, fountain or ves- 
sel, or any pipe or conduit in connection therewith, which shall 
be composed of or made with brass, lead, copper or other metal, 
or metallic substances, that are or will be affected by liquids, so 
that dangerous, unwholesome or deleterious compounds are 
formed therein, or thereby, or such that beer, soda water, syr-* 
ups or other liquids, or any beverage, drink or flavoring mate- 
rial drawn tlierefrom shall be unwholesome, dangerous or detri- 
mental to health. 

1836. No cased, blown, plaited, raised, stuffed, putrid, impure or 
unhealthy, or unwholesome meat, or fish, birds or fowl shall 
be held, bought or sold or offered for sale, for human food, or 
held or kept in any market, public or private, or any public place 
in said city. 

1837. No butcher or dealer shall keep in any market any refriger- 
ator or ice-lx)x, unless the same shall be lined with lead or some 
proper metallic substance, so as to be water-tight, nor unless 
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the same be provided with a pipe of lead, zinc or copper leading 
therefrom to the nearest gutter or proper waste pipe. 

1838. It shall be the duty of every person knowing of any fish, meat, 
fowl, birds, fruit or vegetables being bought, sold or offered, 
or held for sale as food for human beings, or being in any mar- 
ket, public or private, in said city, and not being sound, healthy 
or wholesome for such food, to forthwith report such facts, and 
the particulars relating thereto, to this department, or to one 
of its officers or inspectors. 

No persc«i shall, without consent of this department, bring 
into said city for Use as a drink for human beings, or offer or 
have for sale in said city, as such drink, any poisonous or dele- 
terious liquid. 

1840. Upon any cattle, milk, meat, birds, fowl fish or vegetables 
being found by any inspector or other officer of this department, 
in a condition which is, in his opinic«i, unwholesome and unfit 
for use as human food, or in a condition or of a weight or qual- 
ity in this code condemned or forbidden, he is empowered, 
authorized and directed to immediately condemn tlie same and 
cause it to be removed to the offal or garbage dock for destruc- 
tion, and report his action to the department without delay 

1841. No person shall sell or give to any other person, or penniti 
such other persons to get (having the right and ability to pre- 
vent the same) any drink, when such first-named person may 
have reason to think or believe that such drink may cause dan- 
ger or detriment to life. 

1842. No distiller or brewer, or other person, shall manufacture, 
or have or keep for sale, any liquid designed as a drink or bev- 
erage for human beings which would be, if used, needlessly dan- 
gerous or detrimental to life or health. 

INSPECTION OF MEATS.

To prevent the Slaughtering of Cattle, etc., for food when in an 
unhealthy condition, and to prevent the landing of diseased 
animals within certain prescribed limits. 

1844. Section i. ***** * 

1845. Sec. 2. ***** * 
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1846. Sec. 3 It shall be unlawful for any perscm or persons to 
slaughter for fcxxl and offer for sale any cattle, hogs or sheep, 
the same being in an unhealthy condition. 

1847. Sec. 4. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, rail- 
ways, steamships, steamboats, water or other craft to discharge 
at any of the depots, wharves or landings within the city of 
New Orleans, or any city within the State of Louisiana, or less 
than two (2) miles distant therefrom, cattle, swine or sheep for- 
warded through them or shipped on their own account, whetl 
the same is known to be in a diseased condition. 

1848. Sec. 5. Any pierson violating any of the provisions ot this 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, and for the first 
offence shall be punished by a fine of twenty-five ($25) dollars

To furnish a certificate stating the fact to the owner of the 
animals so inspected, and 

1853. Without said certificate no animals can be slaughtered in the 
aforesaid slaughterhouses; provided, 

1854. No certificate shajl be given to authorize the killing of cows 
heavy in caJf, also of cows, sheep or other animals in like con- 
dition ; and 

1855. It shall be the duty of said inspectors, in addition to the duties 
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above mentioned, to require that said slaughterhouses be kept 
clean and in a proper sanitary condition, and 

1856. To enforce the sanitary reg^ulations of the Board of Health, 
and aU existing- laws and ordinances on that subject, under thcJ 
penalty of dismissal, on the petition of twenty-five citizens, 
property owners, addressed to the Governor, and upon due 
ascertainment of the correctness of the complaint. That 

1857. The owner of said animals so inspected shall pay the said 
inspector or inspectors ten (10) cents for each and every beef, 
yearling and cow, and five (5) cents for each and every suck- 
ling calf, sheep or hog — 

1858. One-third of which fee the said inspector shall retain for his 
services, and the other two-thirds of said fee the said insp<*ctoi< 
shall pay over to the Treasurer of the Charity Hospital, City 
of New Orleans; provided that 

1859. The said inspector shall pay out of their own one-third share 
of the fees as aforesaid all the expenses connected with said 
inspection. Tliat 

i860. Said inspector shall give a good and sufficient bond to the 
State, in the sum of five thousand dollars, with sureties, subject 
to the approval of the Governor of the State of Louisiana for 
the faithful performance of his duties. 

1 86 1. Said inspector shall be fined for derdiction of duty fifty 
($50) dollars for each neglect. That 

1862. Said inspector may appoint as many deputies as may be 
necessary. 

1863. The word 'meat," whenever herein used, includes every part 
of any land animal and eggs (whether mixed or not with any 
other substance) ; and the word **fish'' includes every part of 
any animal that lives in water, or the flesh of which is not meat ; 
and the word "vegetable" includes every article of human con- 
sumption as food, which (not being meat, or fish, or milk) is 
held, or offered, or intended for sale or consumption as food 
for human beings, at any place in said city ; and all fish and 
meat found therein shall be deemed to be therein, and held iot 
such sale or consumption as such food, unless the contrary be 
distinctly proved. 

1864. It shall not be lawful for any person, firm or oorporatk)a,

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iQooa LAW CONCERNING MOLASSES, SYRUPS. 

19006. Act No. 34 of 1882. 

An Act making it a misdemeanor to sell or offer for sale, to ship or 
place upon the market for sale any sugar or molasses adulter- 
ated with glucose or any foreign substances, without branding 
or stamping it as such. 

1901. Section i. That whoever shall knowingly sell or offer for 
sale, ship or place upon the market for sale, either by sample, 
hogshead, barrel, package or otherwise, any sugar or molasses 
adulterated with glucose or any foreign substance, without 
branding or stamping it as such in clear and legible letters, shall 
be guilty of a misdemeanor, and 

On conviction thereof, shall be punished by imprisonment, 
not exceeding six months, and by a fine not exceeding one 
thousand dollars, nor less than two hundred dollars, for each 
and every offence. 
Approved June 26, 1882. • 

1902. It shall be unlawful for any perscMi or persons to adulterate, 
or cause to be adulterated, any molasses, syrup, or other liquid 
or saccharine matter with zinc, tin, or any other chemical injuri- 
ous or deleterious to public health. 

1903. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to engage, 
employ, or hire any one to adulterate any molasses, synip, or 
other liquid or saccharine matter, with zinc, tin or other chemi- 
cal deleterious and injurious to public health. 

1904. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to sell, cause 
to be sold, buy or cause to be bought, to dispose of, or cause to 
be disposed of in any way or manner, any molasses, syrup, or 
any liquid, or saccharine matter, adulterated with zinc, tin, of 
any other chemical injurious or deleterious to public health. 

1905. Any party or parties arresting, or causing to be arrested, any 
person or persons violating this ordinance, or any section there- 
of, shall receive one-half of the fine imposed by the Recorder. 

1906. Any person or persons violating any section of this ordinance

1922. Fourth — Milk drawn from animals within fifteen days before 
or five days after parturition. 
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1923. Fifth — Milk drawn from animals fed on distillery waste, or 
any substance in a state of fermentation or putrefaction, or on 
any unhealthy food. 

1924. Sixth — Milk drawn from cows kept in a crowded or un- 
healthy condition. 

1925. Seventh — Milk from which any part of the cream has beert 
removed. 

1926. Eighth — Milk which has been adulterated with water or any 
other fluid, or to which has been added, or into which has been 
introduced, any foreign substance whatever. 

I9i?7. Any milk found to be adulterated, either by the addition of 
water, or other substance or by the removal of cream, or which 
has been brought into, or is held or offered for sale, in the city 
of , rnay be seized and destroyed by any inspec- 
tor, or other officer of this department authorized to inspect- 
milk. 

1928. No condensed milk which is adulterated shall be brought into, 
held, kept, or offered for sale at any place in ^he city of 



-, nor shall any one have, keep, or offer for sale in said 
city any such condensed milk. The words "condensed milk*' 
mean pure milk from which any part of the water has been 
removed, or pure milk from which any part of the water has 
been removed and to which sugars have been added. The term

milk in which the amount of fat is less than tw^enty-five per cent, 
of the milk solids contained therein, or to which any foreign 
substance whatever has been added, excepting sugars, as in 
preserved milks.

1955. No person or persons, without the consent of the Board of 
Health, shall build or use any slaughterhouse within the limits 
of this municipality. 

1956. The keeping and slaughtering of all cattle, sheep and swine; 
and 

1957. The preparation of and keeping of all meats, fish, birds, or 
other animal food, shall be in the manner bjest adapted to secure 
and continue their wholesomeness as food ; 

1958. Every butcher or other persoh ow^ning, leasing or occupying* 
any place, room or building wherein any cattle, sheep or swine 
have been killed or dressed, and every person owning or being 
the owner, lessee or occupant of any room or stable wherein any 
animals are kept, or of any market, public or private, shall cause 
such place, room, building, stable or market, and their >'ards 
and appurtenances, to be thoroughly cleansed and purified, and 
all oflfaJ, blood, fat, garbage, refuse, and unwholesome and 
offensive matter to be removed therefrom at least once in every 
twenty- four hours after the use thereof for any of the purposes 
herein referred to, and 

1959. Shall also at all times keep all woodwork, save floors and 
counters, in any building, place or premises aforesaid thor- 
oughly whitewashed and painted. 

i960. The floors of such buildings or premises shall be so con- 
structed as to prevent blood or foul liquids or washings from 
settling in the earth beneath. 
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1961 . Any vic^ation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 
subject the offender to a penalty of for each day's con- 
tinuance or repetition of the offence. 

1962. The Board shall appoint one or more veterinary surgeons or 
other persons skilled in knowledge of the diseases of cattle, in-

19S8. Also, an abundant supply of water, cold and warm, for flush- 
ing and daily washing, and keeping clean and healthy such 
places ; 

1989. Also, vWth large closed pipes leading into the river below low 
water mark, amply sufficient for carrying off into deep water 
all the washings and water used in washing and flushing. 

1990. It shall, moreover, be provided with a nuisance boat, or barge 
or barges, and amply sufficient to hold and contain and carry 
off all offal, filth and waste of such slaughterhouses or abattoirs. 

1991. No such offal or filth shall be emptied into the river within 
the Hmits of the parish, but the same '>ball be daily emptied mtd 
a nMisance boat or barges and daily towed and emptied m the 
middle of the river below the line of th« parish. 

1992. Such places shall be subject to such fuithei sanitary regula- 
tions as may hereafter be prescribed 0/ the municipal author- 
ities 

1993. Any person who shall slaughter any cow, bull, steer, beef. 
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calf, sheep, lamb, hog, goat, kid, or other animal, within tha 
parish, above or outside of the limits designated, or 

1994. Outside of slaughterhouses or abattoirs provided with the 
cleansing apparatus, and lx)ats or barges required in section 
second, or 

1995. Who shall fail to tow away or emp« v daily all the offal and 
filth in the middle of the river below the parish, 

1996. Shall be fined, on conviction before any Recorder or Police 
Magistrate, not more than twenty-five dollars and imprisonment 
not more than thirty days, or both, at the discretion of the Re- 
corder. 

^1997. The keeping and slaughtering of all cattle, and the prepara-* 
tion and keeping of all meat and fish, birds and fowl, shall be 
in that manner which is, or is generally reputed or known to 
be, best adapted to secure and continue their safety and whole- 
someness as food. I'he slaughtering shall not be permitted or 
conducted at any place without a special written permit from the 
Board of Health ; nor unless the same shall be done in buildings 
located upon the water front. 

1998. The business of slaughtering animals shall be in buildings 
so constructed as to receive all stock deliverable thereat fr<Mn 
boats, cars or transports : and to secure the proper care and dis- 
position of all parts of the slaughtered animals upon the prem- 
ises or the immediate removal thereof by means of boats ; and 
no cattle, sheep, pigs, swine or calves shall be -driven in the 
streets of such city ; nor shall any fat, hides, hoofs or entraib, 
or other refuse parts, of slaughtered animals be transported in 
said streets : nor shall any buildings be crecte*:! or converted into 
or used as a slaughterhouse or facton' or place for fat-render- 
ing, or for any offensive business whatsoever, such as fat-melt- 
ing, hide-curing, gut-cleaning, bone-boiling, fish-boiling, glue- 
making, and manufacturing of fertilizer, until the plans thereof 
have been duly submitted to the Board of Health, and approved 
in writing by the said board. 

1999. Every butcher and every person owning, leasing or occupy- 
ing any place, room or building where any cattle have been 
or are killed or dressed, and every person being the owner, 
lessee or occupant of any room or stable where any cattle may 
be kept, or market, public or private, and having power and 
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authority so to do, shall cause such place, room, building, stall 
(and market being private) , and their yards and appurtenances, 
to be thoroughly cleansed and purified, aiid all offal, blooJ, fat, 
garbage, refuse and unwholesome or offensive matter to be' 
therefrom removed, at least once in overy »\venty-four hours 
after the use thereof for anv of the purposes herein referred to, 
and shall also, at all times (unless some public authority pre- 
vents), keep all woodwork, save floors and counters, in any 
building, place or premises aforesaid, thoroughly painted or 
whitewashed. 

2000. No cattle shall be slaughtered, dressed or hung, or the meat 
of any part thereof, within said city, wholly or partly within 
any street, avenue or sidewalk, or public alley or place ; nor shall 
any blood or dirty water, or other substance from such cattle, 
meat or place of killing, or the'appurtenances thereof, be al- 
lowed to run, fall or to be in any such street, avenue, sidewalk, 
alley or place. 

2001. No building, occupied wholly or partly as a* slaughterhouse, 
or any part thereof, or any building on the same lot, shall, with- 
out a special permit from this department, be occupied for a 
dwelling or lodging-place ; that every such building shall at alf 
times be kept adequately and thoroughly ventilated ; that no 
blood shall be allowed to remain therein over night ; that ade- 
quate underground connections shall be made from every such 
building with a public sewer, and the floor of such building ori 
which such slaughtering is done, and the yard shall be cemented 
and paved so as not to absorb blood, and so as to carry all liquid 
into the sewers. 

2002. Neither the business of slaughtering cattle, nor the keeping 
of any slaughterhouse, nor the yarding of cattle, shall be bigun 
or undertaken at any new or additional place, except pursuant 
to a permit from this Department ; nor shall any person or cor- 
poration keep any slaughter-house or yard, or any cattle therein 
hereafter, without a permit from the Board of Health, and the 
slaughtering of horses for food is prohibited, and no horses shall 
be slaughtered in the locality without a permit in writing from 
the Board of Health. 

2CX)3. No person shall kill or dress any animal or meat in any mar- 
ket, nor have, or permit to escape therein, or within one hun- 
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dred feet thereof, any poisonous, noxious, nauseous or oflFensive 
substance. 

2004. Every butcher or milk dealer, and their agents, shall allow the 
parties authorized by this department to freely and fully inspect 
their cattle and meats, fish and v^etables, held, offered or in- 
tended for sale, and will be expected to answer all reasonable 
and proper questions asked by such persons relative to the coo- 
dition thereof, and of the places where bnch articles may be 

2005. No offal or butcher's refuse shall le conveyed through any 
street or avenue of the City of New York betweeii the hours of 
10 o'clock A. M., and 10 o'clock p. m. ; and that no offal, fat or 
refuse shall at any time be brought into th^ city, or conveyed 
over any ferry except in accordance with the terms of a written 
permit first obtained therefor from this Board of Health ; nor 
shall any such substance* be conveyed through any street or 
avenue, unless the same be in tight boxes, barrels or vessek, and 
covered over so that no odor therefrom shall escape. 

2006. Any catde, meat, birds, fowl, fish, fruit or vegetables found 
by any inspector or officer of the Board of Health in a condi- 
tion which is, in his opinion, unwholesome or unfit for use as 
human food, shall, upon the order o^ the Sanitary Superin- 
tendent, be removed from any market, street or public place, 
and the owner or person in charge thereof, when so directed by 
the said inspector, or by such order of the Sanitary Superin- 
tendent, shall remove, or cause the same to be removed, to the 
place designated by the Sanitary Superintendent, or to the offal 
dock, and shall not sell, or offer to sell, or dispose of the same 
for human food. And when, in the opinion of the Sanitary

2015. Before i o'clock P. M. of each dav the stalls and stands in 
said private markets are required to be washed and cleaned, so

2016. After the said hour of i P. M. the said private markets shall 
be subject to the inspection of the police officers of this city, 
whose duty it is to inspect the same and report any violations 
of the provisions of this ordinance. 

2017. No private market shall be established within 2100 feet of any 
public market. 

2018. Any person desiring to establish a private market shall, upon 
complying with the provisions above set forth, as to location 
and construction, evidenced by a certificate to that eflFect from 

. the City Engineer, shall obtain a license therefor. 

2019. Whoever shall violate the conditions of this resolution shall 
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be subject to a fine not to exceed $25, or to imprisonment in 
the Parish Prison for a term not to exceed thirty days ;

REGULATIONS CONCERNING POTABLE 
WATERS. 



N. B, All these regulations are recommendatory » Eaeh Local Board 
will adopt those it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



2022. The Board of Health may make rules and regulations for the 
protection from cx>ntamination of any or all public supplies of 
potable waters and their sources within the State ; 

2023. Impose penalties for violation thereof or the non-compliance 
therewith, not exceeding $200 for every such violation or non- 
compliance. 

2024. Every such rule or regulation shall be published at least once 
a week for six consecutive weeks, in at least one newspaper of 
the parish where the waters to which it relates arc located. 

2025. The cost of such publication shall be paid by the corporation 
or municipality benefited by the protection of the water supply, 
to which the rule or regulation published relates. 

2026. The affidavit of the printer, publisher or proprietor of the 
newspaper in which such rule or regulation is published may be 
filed, with the rule or regulation published, in the parish clerk's 
office of such parish; such affidavit and rule and regulation 
shall be conclusive evidence of such publication, and all the facts 
therein stated in all courts and places. 

2027. The Officer of Board shall make such inspection of the sources 
of such water supply, and such Officer of Board deems it advis- 
able, to ascertain whether the rules and regulation*; of the Board 
of Health are complied with. 

2028. If any such inspection discloses a violation of any such rule 
or regulation, such Officer of the Board of Health shall cause a 
copy of the rule or regulation violated to be served upon the 
person violating the same, with a notice of such violation.

2029. H the person served does not immediately comply with the 
rule or regulation violated, such Officer of the Board of Health 
shall notify the Board of the violation, which 

2030. Shall immediately examine into such violation ; and 

2031. If such person is found by the Board to have actually violated 
such rule or regulation, the Board of Health of such localii^ 
shall convene and enforce obedience to such rule or regulation. 

2032. If the Local Board fails to enforce such order within ten da)rs 
after its receipt, the corporation furnishing such water supply, 
or the municipality deriving its water supply from the watert 
to which such rule or regulation relates, may maintain an action 
in a court of record, which shall be tried in the parish where 
the cause of action arose against such person, for the recovery 
of the penalties incurred by such violation, and for an injunc- 
tion restraining him from the continued violation of such rule 
or regulation. 

2033. It shall be the duty of every person, officer, having any 
authority and control in regard to any water designated for 
human consumption (and within the proper sphere of the duty 
of each thereof), to to take all usual and also all reasonable 
measures and precautions to secure and preserve the purity and 
wholesomeness of such water. 

2034. Water frcnn wells shall not be used for drink in any tenement 
or lodging house, hotel, manufactory or buildings in which 
persons are living or employed, or in which there are offices, 
restaurant or saloon, except under and pursuant to the condi- 
tions of a permit, in writing, from the Board of Health. 

2035. It is hereby made the duty of the owner of any premises or 
building, occupied as offices, dwelling houses, boarding houses, 
tenement houses, lodging houses, hotels or private residences, 
to provide and furnish every such premises and building with 
an adequate supply of water for drinking, coercing, washing and 
other domestic and sanitary purposes, 

2036. By the use of either suitable hydrant connection with, the 
system of water supply or waterworks in said cit>. 

2037. Or with cistern capacity for receiving, holding and storing at 
least two hundred gallons of water for each and every habitable 
room in the buildings on said premises, and 

2038. It shall be and is hereby made the duty of every owner of 
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said premises, by himself, or through his agent, to provide and 
keep on hand said quantity of water, and pay the water rates or 
charges for said quantity of water, which shall be supplied by 
hydrant connection with the water system or water-works. 

2039. In case of drought or other causes, whereby the supply of 
cistern water, to the amount hereinbefore stated, is decreased or 
prevented, then the said owners or landlords of property 
situated own the lines and within the limits of the pipes of tha 
water supply or waterworks, shall immediately supply such 
deficiency by hydrant connection and supply, so as to keep on 
hand the said two hundred gallons of water, as hereinbefore 
provided. 

2040. In all cases where the owner or owners of the property oi* 
premises referred to in this ordinance shall not reside in the 
city, or where such property shall belong to an estate, succession 
or corporation, it shall be the duty of the agent, or representa- 
tive of the owners thereof, or the persons whj shall have charge 
of said property for the owners thereof, or who shall collect the 
rent of such premises, if the same are under lease, to provide 
and furnish to such premises the adequate means and quantity 
of water by hydrant or cistern, at the expense of the owner or 
owners thereof, upon notice of any deficiency in that respect by 
the Board of Health or police authorities ; and 

2041. In case such owner, person or representative of the owner, 
shall fail or neglect to supply the same to such premises, withirf 
ten days after due notice, he shall he held responsible as owner, 
as hereinafter provided. 

2042. In all cases, when the owner or owners, lessors or their 
agents, shall furnish the cistern capacity required for the 
premises, it shall be the duty of said persons to keep the same 
and the conduits thereto in proper repair. 

2043. It shall be unlawful for any person to use water from any 
well, canal, sewer, ditch or other excavation in the ground, 
within the limits of the city, for the purpose of making bread, 
or any other article intended for human consumption or sub- 
sistence, nor shall any person use the water so procured for the 
purpose of washing of cleansing implements or utensils used in 
the preparation, manufacture or vending of any article or com- 
modity intended for, or used as human food or drink. 
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2044- Any person or persons failing to comply w ith or violating any 
of the provisions of this ordinance, after ten days' notice thereof 
by the proper officer, shall be liable to arrest and trial before 
any police magistrate. Recorder or other officer of similar juris- 
diction, within the district where such offence was committed, 
and 

2045. After due conviction thereof, shall be fined in an amount not 
to exceed twenty-five dollars, or be imprisoned for a period of 
time not to exceed ten days in the Parish Prison ; 

2046. All such fines and penalties recovered under this ordinance 
shall be paid over, when collected, to the Board of Health, 
through its proper officer. 

2047. The Board of Health, through its sanitary inspectors and 
other officers, as well as the officers and members of the police 
force, are hereby authorized and directed to take proper steps to 
secure the enforcement and observance of the provisions of this 
ordinance. 

2048. It is hereby made unlawful to excavate or sink a wdl on any 
premises as a bakery, or bake shop, within the city limits. 

2049. Upon any such premises where a well now exists, it shall be 
the duty of the owner of the property to cause same to be 
immediately filled up to the surface of the ground ; provided, 
that 

2050. Nothing herein shall be construed as prohibiting the boring 
of artesian wells. 

2051. Any violation of the provisions of this resolution shall sub- 
ject the offender to a fine of not more than twent)'-five dollars, 
or in default thereof to imprisonment in the parish prison not 
exceeding thirty days, to be imposed by the Recorder of the 
district in wiiich the offence shall be committed, and 

2052. Every day during which there shall be a failure to comply 
with the requirements of this resolution shall be considered and 
taken to be a separate offence, in the party so failing, and 
punished accordingly. 

2053. When the Board of Health shall, for the protection of 
the water supply, from contamination, make orders or regula- 
tions, the execution of which will require or make necessary 
the construction and maintenance of any system of sewerage, 
or a change thereof, in or for any village or hamlet, whether 
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incorporated or unincorporated, or the execution of which will* 
require the providing of some public medns of removal or 
purification of sewerage, the municipality or corporation 
owning the 'waterworks benefited thereby shall, at its own 
expense, conslruct and maintain such system of sewerage, or 
change thereof, and provide such means of removal and purifi- 
cation of sewage, and such works or means of sewage disposal, 
as shall be approved by the Board of Health. 

2054. When the execution of any such regulation of the Board of 
Health will occasion or require the. removal of any building or 
buildings, the municipality or corporation owning the water- 
works benefited thereby shall, at its own expense, remove such' 
buildings and pay to the owner thereof all damages occasionedl 
by such removal. 

2055. When the execution of any such removal or regulation will 
injuriously affect any manufacturing or industrial enterprise 
which is not a public nuisance, such municipality or corpora- 
tion shall pay all damages occasioned by the enforcement 
thereof. 

2056. Until such construction or change of system or systems of 
sewerage, and the providing of such means ol removal or purifi- 
cation of sewage, and such works or means of sewage disposal 
and the removal of any building, are so made by the munici- 
pality or corporation owning the waterworks, to be benefited 
thereby, at its own expense, there shall be no action or proceed- 
ing taken by such municipality or corporation against any 
person or corporation for the violation of any regulation of the 
Board of Health under this article, and no person or corporation 
shall be considered to have violated or refused to obey any such 
rule or regulation. 

2057. The owner of any building, the removal of which is occa-» 
sioned or required, or which has been removed by any rule or 
regulation of the Board of Health, made under the provision^ 
of this article, and all persons whose rights of property are 
injuriously affected by the enforcement of any such rule or 
regulation, shall have cause of action against the municipality* 
or corporation owning the waterworks benefited by the 
enforcement of such rule or regulation for 

2058. All damages occasioned or sustained by such removal or 
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enforcement, and an action therefor may be brought against 
such municipality or corporation in any court of record in the 
parish in which the premises or prc^rty affected is situated, 
and shall be tried therein ; or 

2059. Such damages may be determined by a special proceeding in 
the Supreme Court or the local courts in which the property is 
situated. Such special proceeding shall be commended by 
petition and notice to be served by such owne.* upon the munici- 
pality or corporation in the same manner as for the commence- 
ment of condemnation proceedings. 

2060. Such tnunicipality or corporation may make and ser\'e an 
answer to such petition as in condemnation proceedings. 

2061. The petition and answer shall set forth the claims of the 
respective parties, and the provisions of the condemnation law 
shall be applicable to the subsequent proceedings upon the peti- 
tion and answer, if any. 

2062. Either party may, before the service of the petition, or 
answer; respectively, offer to take or pay a certain sum, and no 
costs shall be awarded against either party, unless the judgment 
is more unfavorable to him than his offer. 



2063. Pure water can be obtained by using Lemle/s rain water cut- 
off ; this invention relates to cut-off attachments to rain water

2064. It offers the following advantages, which will be readily

sive device; (5) During the summer months it removes, 
together with deposits, the hot or first fall of water on the roof, 
rendering the water, when received by the cistern, clear and of 
a cool nature; (6) Water may be retained in receiver for wash- 
ing yards, etc., thereby not wasting, but utilizing deposit water; 
(7) It prevents stagnant or poisonous waters, which very ofteni 
lies in gutters by the settling of buildings, from entering your 
cisterns. 



2065. Jewell Gas Distillers. 

2066. It shows how the still appears when connected up in the 
house. Three connections are necessary, viz. : Gas, water and 
waste. The operation consists simply in adjusting the water 
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supply so that only enough water will be used to condense the 
vapor of steam to an equal temperature ol the water supply, 
then turning on the gas. The burner is of the well-known 
Bunscm tv-pe, which does not deposit carboi. on the retort, and 
each burner is provided with a gas cock. 1 he gas connection 
shotdd be made of iron jMpe, though in the lab<xatory, and 
when in use among persons familiar generally with physical 
apparatus, a small rubber hose will answer as wdl. The waste, 
which in the cut should to run down at the comer of the sink 
can, in all cases, be rubber tubing, and held in position by 
stafdes or any other convenient way. 

2067. The shdf shown, is to contain whatever vessel the purchaser 
might wish to use to catch the distilled water as it drips fr<Mn 
the tube at the bottom of the Still. For a further detail in 
description of how to put on the water connection, see Fig. 13. 

2068. These stills do not require to be cleaned out, except dtuing* 
several months' interval of use, when lime is accumulated, as hi 
a tea-kettle ; and then it can be cleaned out in a sinular way. 

2069. The distilled water, when cold, is palatable, and does not 
taste flat like boiled waters. 

2070. It is more economical to use this apparatus than to buy 
various kinds of mineral or peddled distilled waters, and take 
the chances of some contamination getting into the water at a^ 
bottling establishment.

2071. An oil lamp may be adopted to take the place of the gas 
burner.

207 ic. Extracts From Act No. 87 of 1877. 

Relative to gauging and inspecting oal oils and illuminating 
oils. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2072. It is hereby made the duty of gangers and inspectors 
appointed under this act, upon notice received in writing from' 
parties* interested, to ascertain, first, the correct number of 
gallons of oil or fluid each barrel or vessel contains ; 

2073. Secondly, to inspect all coal oils or illuminating fluids, or oils 
derived wholly or in part from coal or petroleum, and to ascer- 
tain by Tagliabuco's pyrometer, or by any other proper instru- 
ment, approved by the Board of Health, the flashing point of 
such oils or fluids in degrees of Fahrenheit's thermometer, and 
to mark upon each barrel or vessel containing such oils or 
fluids, in plain and distinct letters, characters or figures, by 
stencil plate or otherwise, as the Board of Health may direct, 
the name of the ganger and inspector making such inspection J 
the place and date of such inspection ; the number of gallons 
and the flashing point, in d^rees, as aforesaid, of the oils or 
fluids contained in said barrels or vessels. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

2074. L/pon such inspection Ixing completed, the ganger and 
inspector shall furnish to the parties requiring such gauging 
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and inspection a certificate of the same, made in duplicate, one 
copy of which shall be delivered to the Board of Health. 

2075. That in the pansh of Orleans said board Jiall collect a fee of 
one quarter of one cent per gallon of fluid gauged or inspected, 
other than in barrels, and twelve and one-half cents per barrel 
for gauging, inspecting oil, and replacing bung ; 

2076. Provided, that the provisions of this act shall not apply to any 
oils destined f<M* sale or consumption beyond the limits of the 
State, and tliat all such oils be branded by the seller, "For 
export beyond the limits of the State " 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

2077. It is hereby declared unlawful for any person, firm, company 
or corporation, to sell or expose for sale, or dispose of, except as 
a common carrier, any coal oil or illuminating oil or fluid, 
derived wholly or in part from coal or petroleum, until the same 
shall have b^^en gauged and inspected, and marked as pro- 
vided in section 3 of this act ; and 

2078. Any person, firm, company or corporation, violating any of 
the provisions of this section shall be liable to a penalty not to 
exceed the sum of two hundred dollars tor each and every 
offence, and shall be debarred from any suit at law to recover 
the price of such oils o4- fluids from the purchaser thereof. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, etc, That hereafter 

2079. It shall not be lawful for any person, firm, company or cor- 
poration, to sell, give or deliver, except as a common carrier, or 
offer or expose for sale any coal oil or illuminating oil or fluid 
derived wholly or in part from coal or petro:eum, whose flash- 
ins^ point shr\ll i)e at less than the temperature of one hundred 
and tA\'enty-five degrees, to be ascertained as provided in sec- 
tion third of this act, unless the barrels or vessels containing 
the same shall have been stamped with stencil, or otherwise, in 
large letters, and in a conspicuous place "Explosive and danger- 
ous,^^ at the time of its inspection. 

r?o8o. Any person, firm, company or corporation, violating any of 
the provisions of this section, shall be liable to a penalty not 
exceeding the sum of two hundred dollars for each and every 
offence. 

2081. It is further provided that in the event of any injury or 
damage to person or property resulting from or caused by such 
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oil or fluid not so stamped, the party thus siifFering shall have 
a right of action in damages against the person, firm, company 
or corporation selling, giving or delivering such oil or fluid, for 
the full amount of such injuiy or damage together with all 
costs of court ; provided, 

2082. This shall not apply to common carriers ; provided, further, 
that such injury or damage shall not have been the result of 
gross negligence or carelessness. , 

Sec. 7. Be it further enacted, etc. That from and after 
this date, 

2083. It shall not be lawful for any person, firm company or corp9- 
ration, to sell, give or deliver, except as a common carrier, any 
illuminating oil or fluid, derived wholly or in part, from coal 
or petroleum, and known commonly in commerce as naphtha, 
deodorized naphtha, gasoline or benzine, or by any other similar 
name, unless the same shall have been inspected in the manner 
provided for illuminating oils or fluids in section third, and 

2084. It shall, further, be the duty of all gaugers and inspectors, 
besides gauging and inspecting such oils or fluids, to stamp the 
same with stencil or otherwise in conspicuous letters, with the 
words "Explosive and dangerous," and 

^085. Any person, firm, company or corporation, violating this sec- 
tion or any part thereof, shall be liable to a penalty of five hun- 
dred dollars for each and every offence. 

2086. They shall also be liable for injury or damages as provided in 
section sixth of this act. 

Sec. 8. Be it further enacted, etc, That 

2087. In all parishes, except the parish of Orleans, it is hereby 
made the duty of the district attorney, or his assistant, of the 
parish in which any violation of this act shall have been com- 
mitted, to bring suit, in the name of the S*^ate of Louisiana, in 
any court of competent jurndiction, against the offender for the 
recovery of penalties incurred under this act.

Sec. 9. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2091. In order to more effectually cany- out the provisions of this 
act. and to prevent violations of sections five, six and seven, 

2092. The P»oard of Health in the parish of Orleans and the dis- 
trict attx>mcys or their assistants in the other parishes may, at 
the time of filing any suit, or durins^ its progress, obtain a writ 
of injunction forbidding and restrainmg the defendant in sticb 
action from rloing or suffering to be done any of the acts on 
account of which such action was brought, and 

2093. Said district attorney and Board of Health shall be dispensed 
with, furnishing the bond required by law for issuing such 
writ. 

Sec. 10. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2094. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with this act. or incon* 
sistent therewith, are hereby repealed, and that this act shall 
take effect from and after its passage.

2123. To this end insert the torch into the opening in the glass 
' cover, passing it in at such an angle as to well clear the cover, 

and to a distance about half way between the oil and the cover. 

2124. The motion should be steady and luiiform,. rapid and without 
any pause. 

2125. This should be repeated at evv^'y two d^rees rise of the 
thermometer until the temperature has reached 95 d^;rees, 
wher. the lamp should be removed and the testings should be 
made for each degree of temperature until 100 degrees is 
reached. 

2126. After this the lamp may be replaced if necessary, and the test- 
ings continued for each two degrees. 

2127. The appearance of a slight bluish flame, as seen through the 
glass, shows the flashing point has been reached. 

2128. In every case note the temperature of the oil before introduc- 
ing the torch. The flame of the toich must not come in contact 
with the oil. 

2129. The ^\1ate^-bath should be filled with cold water for each 
separate test, and the oil from a previous test carefully wiped 
from the oil cup. 

2130. This oil c ip holds the usual amount of oil burnt in lamps — ■ 
ten ounces. Price of Tester complete (including thermometer 
and lamp,) is $7.50. Price of hydrometer for testing g^vity, 
50 cents. 

21 31. ^-oods will be securely packt<l ready for shipment by express, 
at our expense. Goods payable bv sight draft on New York, 
or postoffice order. 

2132. Gravity is tested by simply putting the Uydrometer into the 
oil, and see by the instrument the degree of depth it sinks to, 
then take the temperature of the oil by the thermometer, and for 
each ten degrees above or warmer than sixty, take off one 
degree of gravity as first shown, ind for each ten points below 
sixty, or colder, add on one de.crree, which v. ill h- 1 
gravity. 

2133. The great value of these oil testers is their simplicity and ex- 
actness. For the inexperienced can test accurately by it on first! 
trial. So that every town, however small, should provide them- 
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selves with one for public use, or several citizens club tc^ether 
and get one for protection, not only against corrupt inspectors, 
but against manufacturers of oil ; and when not up to the test 
and gravity purchased, refuse to pay for same, and save your 
money, as you have the proof in your hands to »ettle it. 

2134. Ten degrees difference in test is equal to one per cent, per 

gallon in valuation, and one degree difference in gravity is equal 

to another cent. 
*2I35. The following is a short description of the method used 

by the inspector in New Orleans in testing illuminating oils, and 

the names of apparatus employed: 

*2i36. Samples from all tanks received in New Orleans are taken 
before same are opened ; then the specific gravity of the oil is 
found by means of the thermometer-densimeter. This is suffi- 
cient for gasoline. 

*2i37. When the specific gravity is found, the flashing point and 
fire test is taken with a special apparatus called **Tagliabuco 
Pyrometer." 

*2I38. The oil to be tested is put in a brass cup; that brass cup is 
placed into another cup filled with water, which water is slowly 
heated by a lamp. The cup containing the oil is covered with a 
little top, which top has an opening especially made for the gas 
to escape. A Fahrenheit thermometer belonging to the ap-* 
paratus is placed in the oil. 

♦2139. I then wait until the oil begins to heat, watching the ther- 
mometer, and at the same time, with a match placed always at 
the opening of the top, I wait until the gas produces a flash, 
which I see when the light of the match is blown out. The 
degree of flashing point, as required by the law is 125 ; except 
for one or two special oils, and sometimes for one called ''300 
Mineral Seal Oil," for which I am obliged to use a Fahrenheit 
thermometer graduated to 300 degrees. 

'•'2140. When the flashing point is determined, I remove the top and 
proceed to ascertain the fire test, still applying heat and using a 
lighted match ; I then wait until the oil ignites. The degree atf 
which this occurs is given to me by the themv meter. 

*2I4I. Every test requires from 20 to 30 minutes.

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CHAPTER XV. 



LAWS AMD REGULATIONS CONCERNING 
PREMISES, BUILDINGS, ETC. 



N. B. The Acts of the l^ate of Louisiana are obligatory. The Regu' 
lations of the State Board marked by a Uar are aUo obligatory. 
The others are recommendatory and educaHowil, Each Local 
Board will adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local con- 
ditions. 



2155. A ''tenement-house'' shall be taken to mean and include every 
house, building^, or portion thereof, which is rented, leased, let 
or hired out to be occupied, or is occupied, as the house, home, 
or residence of three or more families living independently of 
one another, and doing their cooking upon the premises, or by 
more than two families upon a floor, so living and cookhig. but 
having a common right in the halls, stairways, yards, water- 
closets, or privies, or some of them. A "lodging-house'^ shall 
be ♦^aken to mean and include any house or building, or portion 
thereof, in which persons are harbored or received, or lodged 
for hire for a single night, or for less than one week at a time, 
or any part of which is let for any persons to sleep in for any 
lerm less than a week. A * 'cellar ' shall be taken to mean and 
include ever\' basement and lower stor\' of any build- 
ing or house of which one-half or more of tlie heighf 
from the floor to tlie ceiling is below the levd 
of the street adjoining. The phrase '*boarding- 
house ' shall be held to include every building, and every story 
and portion thereof, which is at any time or usually used, leased, 
or occupied, or intended so to be. by any number of persons 
exceeding ten, as boarders thereat. The word "manufactory'^ 
shall be held to include every building, and every story and 
portion thei»x)f, in which any sort of labor or work is done. 
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which calls for the continual or usual presence of several 
persons during several hours of tlie day or night, engaged about 
said work or labor; and the word "saloon'^ shall be held to 
indlude every portion of any building in which the business of 
selling meals, liquors, drinks, or refreshments of any kind, shall 
be conducted, and includes "concert-saloons/' 

2156. The term "theatre" shall be held to include the building, 
rooms, and place where any play, concert, opera, circus, trick 
or jugglery show,» gymnastic or other exhibition, masquerade, 
public dance, drill, lecture, address, or other public or frequent 
gathering or amusement, are, is, or may be held, given, per- 
formed, or take place, and the approach or appr- aches thereto,, 
and appurtenances thereof. 

2157. Nuisances Defined. 

2158. Whatever is dangerous to human life or health. Whatever 
building, or pai^ )or cellar thereof is overcrowded. 

2159. Or not provided with adequate means of ingress and egress. 

2160. Or is not sufficiently supported, ventilated, sewered, drained, 
lighted or cleaned. 

2161. Whatever renders soil, air, water or food impure or un- 
wholesome, are declared to be nuisances, and to be illegal. 

2162. Every person having aided in creating or contributing to the 
same. 

2163. Or who may support, continue or retain any of them. 

2164. Shall be deemed guilty of a violation of this ordinance. 

2165. And shall also be liable for the expense of the abatement or 
remedy required. 

*2i66. The owner, lessee, tenant, or occupant of any building or 
premises, or any part thereof, where there shall be a nuisance, 
or a violation of any ordinace or section of the Sanitary Code, 
shall be jointly and severally liable therefor, anci each of them 
may be required to abate the nuisance, or comply with the order 
of the Board of Health in respect to the premises, or the part 
thereof, of which such person is ovNTier, lessee, tenant or oc- 
cupant. 

2167. No person shall hereafter erect, or cause to be 'erected, or 
converted to a new purix)se by alteration, any building or 
structure, or change the construction of any part of any build- 
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ing by addition or otherwise, so that it, or any parr thereof, shall 
be inadequate or defective in respect to strength, ventilation, 
light, sewerage, or any other usual, proper, or necessary pro- 
vision or precaution for the security of life and health. 

2168. No person shall make or use a smoke house or roc«n, or ap- 
paratus for smoking meat, in any tenement or lodging-house, 
without a permit in writing from the Board of Health, and 
subject to tlie conditions thereof. 

2169. Nor shall the builder, lessee, tenant or occupant of any such, 
or of any other building or structure, cause or allow any matter 
or thing to be or to be done in or about any such building or 
structure dangerous or prejudicial to life or health. 

2170. Neither the contents of any tub, or of any receptacle, cess- 
pool, privy, vault, sink, or water-closet, cistern, or anything in 
any room, excavation, vat, building, premises or place, shall be 
allowed to become a nuisance, or offensive, so as to be dan- 
gerous or prejudicial to life or health. 

2 171. Every tub or other receptacle in any necessar>' house, sink, 
or privy (or placed, or allowed to rtand therein by any owner, 
tenant, or occupant of any building or premises), and used to 
contain any liquid or partially liquid substance, shall be suffi- 
ciently strong, perfectly tight, and adequately provided with 
strong hoops and cover. 

2172. No person having the right and power to prevent, shall 
knowingly cause or permit any person to sleep or remain in 
any cellar, or in any bathroom, or in any roorn where. there is 
a water-closet, or in any place dangerous or prejudicial to life 
or health, by reason of a want of ventilation or drainage, or by 
reason of the presence of any poisonous, noxious, or offensive 
substance, or otherwise. 

2173. No large or church bell shall be rung or tolled at any funeral 
in said city, without a permit therefor from the Board of 
Health, nor shall such bell be rung or tolled at any other time 
therein to the prejudice or peril of the life or health of any 
human being. 

2174. Regulations Concerning: Lots. 

2175. No person shall suffer stagnant water to remain on his prem- 
ises, or in any lot owned by him ; and any person who shall fail.

after sixty days' notice given to him by the Street Commis- 
sioner, to fill up his said lot or premises so as to cause the water 
to run off into the streets, and not on the adjacent lots, shall be 
fined in the sums hereinafter mentioned. 

2176. It shall be unlawful to fill up, or partly fill up aiiy lot with 
manure or other offensive or deleterious matter. 

2177. Any person or persons committing any offences, or violatmgf 
any of the provisions hereinbefore named, shall be fined not less 
than ten nor more than fifty dollars, and 

2178. In default of the payment of the penalty he shall be impris- 
oned not exceeding thirty days. 

2179. It shall be the duty of every owner, lessee, or tenant of any 

vacant, sunken, or excavated lot in the city of — — to 

keep the same at all times clean and inoffensive, and to provide 
around the same a proper fence, so as to effectually prevent the 
throwing or depositing therein or thereupon any garbage or of- 
fensive thing whatsoever, and also to prevent persons passing 
from falling into such excavation. 

2180. No animal or vegetable substance, nor street-sweepings, 
muck, or silt, nor dirt gathered in cleaning yards, building- 
docks, or slips, or waste of mills or factories, nor any materiaW 
which are offensive, or tend by decay to become putrid, or to 
render the atmosphere impure or unwholesome, shall be depos* 
ited or used to fill up or raise the surface or level of any lot, 
grounds, dock, wharf, or pier in or adjacent to the built-up por^ 
tions of said city, or any ground filled for the puipose of build- 
ing thereon, unless pursuant to a special permit from the Board 
of Health. 

2181. No ground or material filled with offensive matter or 
substance, or that will emit or allow to arise through or from the 
same, any offensive smell or deleterious exhalation, shall (ad- 
jacent to or within the built-up portion of said city) be opened 
or turned up or the surface thereof removed, between the first 
day of May and the first day of October of any year, except 
according to a permit first therefor obtained from the Board of 
Health.

2185. And ascertain whether such premises, and the grounds, 
alleys, yards and enclosures on said premises arc kept cleanly, 
and free from filth, garbage, putrid or fermentable matter and 
noxious growth, and matter tending to injure or impair the 
health of the occupants, or those residing in the vicinity, and 

2186. Also to ascertain and determine whether such premises have, 
or possess, sufficient or adequate water supply, or means of 
water supply necessary for health and cleanliness, as provided 
in this act, and 

2187. For that purpose, and to that end, any fnember of the Board 
of Health, or any person or persons designated or authorized 
by the Board of Health, shall have tlie right to ^nter upon and 
inspect such premises, between the hours of 9 A. M. to 4 P. M., 
on any day, 

2188. And as frequently as said Board of Health shall deem neces- 
sary, to enforce and carry out the provisions of this act. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc. That 

2189. It shall be and is hereby made the duty of the owner of any 
premises or building, situated within the limits of the city of 
New Orieans, described or referred to in section 1 of this act, 
to provide and furnish every such premises and building with 
adequate water supply, 
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2190. By means of either suitable hydrant connection with the 
system of public water supply, or waterworks in said city, 

^2191. Or with cistern capacity for receiving, holding and storing at 
least 200 gallons of water for each and every habitable room in 
the buildings on said premises, 

2192. Excluding in such estimate all rooms not in the main build- 
ing, or buildings, on said premises, 

2193. Unless such room, situated in a wing or outhouse, shall be 
used as a sleeping 100m or for lodgers. 

2194. And in case there shall be any stable, or place for stabling 
animals, on said premises, in actual use for said purposes. 

Sec. 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

2195. In all cases where the owner or owners of the property and 
premises, referred to in this act, shall not reside in the city of 
New Orleans, or where such property shall belong to an estate, 
succetssion or corporation, it shall be the duty of the agent or 
representative of the owners thereof, or the person who shall 
have charge of said property for the owner thereof, or who 
shall collect the rent of such premises, if the same are under 
lease, to provide and furnish to such premises the adequate 
means of water supply by hydrant of 'cistern at the expense of 
the true owner or owners thereof, upon notice of any deficiency

In case such person, or representative of the owner, shall 
fail or neglect to supply the same to such premises after due 
notice thereof, as provided in this act, such person shall be liable 
to all the fines and penalties prescribed in this act.

Regulations Concerning Construction of Buildings. 

2213. No building shall be erected, or its erection commenced, or 
any alteration made in any building already erected, or here- 
after to be erected, when such buildmg or alteralions shall co&t 
more than thirty-five hundred dollars ($3500). unless plans and 
specifications, or a copy thereof, together with the contract cost 
of such building or alteration, shall have first been submitted to 
the Local Engineer, and 

2214. A certificate of approval and a permit granted by him there- 
for. 

2215. It shall be the duty of the Local Engineer, without unreason- 
able delay, to issue such certificate, when such plans and speci- 
fications conform to this ordinance. 
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22x6. All plans submitted for approval, whether for alterations or 
new buildings, must L^ drawn to a proper scaK- in a legible! 
manner and show foundations, front and side elevation, and all 
upper walls and all such piers, chimneys, flues, columns, gird- 
ers and supports, as are intended to be used, and such other sec- 
tions and elevations as may be required to clearly mdicatc'and 
represent the construction of the proposed work. 

2217. No plans will be considered unless accompanied by the speci- 
fications, and such specifications must be written in a legible 
manner, and must conform strictly with law, and with the plans 
accompanyirig them, and must have the names and residence of 
the owner, or owners, architect and builder or contractor, and 
must set forth clearly and fully the location of the building to 
be erected or the building whereon alterations or repairs are to 
be made. 

2218. Whenever a permit shall have been granted by the Local En- 
gineer for the erection of any new building, or the alteration of 
any existin:!^ building, he shall make a record of such permit, 
describing the exact location and cost of each building or alter- 
ation. 

2219. If such building or alteration cost less than thirty-five hun- 
dred dollars ($3500), a permit must be first obtained from the 
Local Engineer, as provided in paragraph 3 of this section. 

The following rates shall be charged by the ixKal Engineer 
for permits for all buildings, repairs, etc. 

2220. For the erection of any building costing less than $750, $0.50. 

2221. For the repairs or erection of any building costing from $750 
to $1250, $T. 

2222. For .the repairs or erection of any building costing from 
$1250 to $1750, $1.50. 

2223. For the repairs or erection of any building costing from 
$1750 to $2250, $2. 

2224. For the repairs or erection of any building costing from 
$2250 to $2750, $2.50. 

2225. For the repairs or erection of any building costing from 
$2750 to $3250, $3. 

2226. The rate to be one-tenth of one per cent, on the certified cost, 
the rate of charge to vary at fifty cents, according to the prox- 
imity to said rate of one-tenth of one per cent. 
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222/. The certified cost shall be the whole of the contemplated re- 
pair or improvement, including all foundations, piles, concrete, 
plumbing, gas-fitting, paving, interior and exterior finish, 
painting, ^etc, all complete, which cost shall be sworn to by the 
owner, or his authorized agent, or builder or architect, before a 
competent c^cer. 

2228. No charge shall be made for the alteration, repair or enlarge- 
ment of any building already erected when the cost of such 
alteration, repair or enlargement shall be less than seven hun- 
dred and fifty dollars ($750). 

2229. It shall not be lawful to erect and all persons are forbidden to 
erect or cause to be erected within the fire limits of this city any 
building, except the same be constructed entirely of brick, ston^ 
or other non-combustible materials, and roofed with slate, com- 
position or non-combustible materials ; provided, that wood cov- 
ered with metal shall not be consideied non-combustible, except 
for roofs. 

2230. All buildings of four or more stories in height, within the fire 
limits, shall have flat roof covered with composition, metal ot 
other fire-proof metal. 

2231. No building shall be erected within the fire limits with 
wooden studding, faced and packed with brick. ^ 

2232. No alteratiofn, extension or addition shall be made, nor shall 
any person cause the same to be made to the exterior of any 
building within the fire limits unless such alteration or addi- 
tion be of bnck, stone or other non-combustible material, except 
on piers extending into the river, or on the levee, where the 
same may be sheds or frame buildings, plans of which shall be 
approved by the Local Authorities. 

2233. "He who first builds in this city in a place which is not sur- 
rounded by walls, may rest one-half of his wcall on the land of 
his neighbor ; provided, he build with stone or bricks, at least as 
high as the first story, and not in frame or otherwise ; and pro- 
vided, the whole thickness of this wall does not exceed eighteen 
(18) inches, not including the plastering, which must not be 
more than three (3) inches. But he can not compel his neigh- 
bor to contribute to the raising of this wall.'' C. C. 675. 

2234. All walls hereafter built in the city shall be so constructed 
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that the centre of the walls shall l>e directly over the centre of 
the foundation. 

2235. All mortar used in the construction of brick or stonework 
shall be made of good lime or cement and sand properiy manip- 
ulated and in proper prc^x>rtions. No loam or nver sand shall 
be used. 

2236. All brick walls hereafter erected in the city shall be so con- 
structed as to conform to the following table of stories, mini-' 
mum thickness and maximum heights, to-wit :

2237. These heights not to include the fire wall. 

2238. All stone Avails shall be four (4) inches thicker than as above 
provided for brick walls. 

2239. All buildings of six or more stories in height shall be of mill 
or fire-proof construction. 

2240. The height and thickness of walls of buildings more than 
eight (8) stories high shall be subject to the special approval of 
the Local Engineer. 

2241. All stone walls less than t%venty-four (24) inches thick shall 
have at least one header extending through the walls in every 
three (3) feet in height from the bottom of the wall and in 
every four (4) feet in length; and if over twenty- four {24) 
inches thick, shall have one header for every six 16) superficial 
feet on both sides of the wall, and running into the wall at least 
twx) (2) feet;' all headers shall be at least eighteen (18) inches 
in width and eight (8) inches in thickness. 

2242. In every brick wall every fourth course of brick shall be a 
heading course, excq)t where walls are faced with different 
brick, in which case every fifth course shall be bonded into the 
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backing by eytting the corner of the face brick and putting in 
diagonal headers behind the same, or by splitting the face brick 
in half and backing the same by a continuous row of headers. 
^243. In all walls which are faced with thin ashlar anchored to the 
backing, or in which the asWar has not either alt«imate headers 
and stretchers in each course, alternate heading and stretching 
courses, the backing shall be of hard burnt brick, and shall be 
laid up in cement and sharp sand. 

2244. All heading courses shall be good, hard, perfect brick. 

2245. In afll buildings where the walls are built hollow, each wall 
shall be nim* (9) inches thick for two-story buildings, thirteen 
(13) inches thick for fir^t two stones of three, four and five- 
story buildings, balance nine (9) inches thick; seventeen (17) 
inches thick for first two stories of six and seven-story build- 
ings; thirteen inches (13) for next story, and nine (9) inches 
for balance of wall. 

2246. No hollow walls shall be built unless the two walls forming 
the same shall be connected by continuous vertk:al ties of the 
same material as the wall, and not over twenty-four (24) inches 
apart. 

3247. The height of all walls shall be computed from the grade 
level. 

2248. No swelled or refuse brick shall be allowed in any wall or 
pier ; and aJl brick used in the construction, alteration or repair 
of any building or any part thereof shall be good; hard, well- 
burned brick ; shall be well wet at the time they are laid, except 
in freezing weather, when they shall be laid dry. 

2249. In no case shall the side, end or party walls of any building 
be carried up more than tAo stories in advance of the front anrf 
rear walls. 

2250. The front, rear, side or party walls of any building hereafter 
to be erected shall be anchored to each other everv six (6) iedt 
in their height by tie anchors, made of one an<? a quarter by 
three-eighths (ijxf) inches wtt)ught iron. 

2251. The said anchors shall be built into the side of the party walls, 
not less than twenty-four (24) inches, and into the front and! 
rear walls at least one-half the thickness of the front or rear 
w%|ls, so as to secure the front and rear walls to the side wall, 
and all stone used for the facing of any building, except where 
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built with alternate headers and stretchers, as h'^reinbefore set 
forth, shall be strongly anchored with iron anchors in each 
stone, and all such anchors shall be let into the sti-Tie at least one 
(i) inch. 

2252. The side or party wall shall be anchored at every tier of 
beams to evcr\- fifth beam, by wrought iron not less than three- 
eighths by one and three-quarter (fxi J) inches, and with a lip 
on end of anchor notched in tlie wood, and the aachor spiked to 
the beam by not less than two (2) spikes. 

2253. The portion of anchor going into the wall to be split, and the 
split portion to be eight (8) inches long. 

2254. ^^'here the floor ibeams are supported by girders in such man- 
ner that the Poor beams rest on the t<^ of grders, they shall ex- 
tend full width of girder and be spiked together. 

2255. \\^ere it is impractical to rest beams on top of the girder, 
they will butt against the girder, and be thoroughly secured 
thereto by wrought-iron straps, in such manner as may be ap- 
proved^ by the Local Engineer, and every fifth beam will have a 
strap placed on top of beams connecting same together and- 
spiked thereto. 

2256. All joists or timbers shall be splayed so as to have the upper 
edge flush with the inside face of the wall. 

2257. All plate irons shall be built into the side or party walls, and 
the iron anchors used to secure the plate pieces siiall be at least! 
two (2) inches wide and one-half (i) inch thick: and the an- 
chors at the end of ever>' plate piece shall be worked or buUt 
into the side or party wall of the buildir^, and the said anchors 
shall turn down at least four (4) inches. 

2258. No stone or iron cornice shall project more than the thickness^ 
of the wall on which it rests, unless made of sh'^et metal, and 
the stone shall run through said wall. 

2259. Brick cornice shall be carried on stone or iron similarly ex- 
tended through the wall. And in any case the greater weight 
of stone or iron, or other metal, shall be on the inside of saidf 
line of said wall or walls. 

2260. All discharging or arched pieces used in the chimney of any 
building hereafter erected or built shall recede from any flue in 
the chimney at least six (6) inches, and all chimney flues shall 
be lined with terra cotta lining from top to bottom. In no build- 
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ing shall any wooden girder, beam or timber, resting on the 
walls, be placed nearer than eight (8) inches of any flue, 
whether the same be smoke, air or any other flue. 

2261. No chimney shall be built against any piece of timber, nor 
shall any timber be used in the construction of any chimney 
tiiie. 

2262. No plank or other combustible material shall be laid on chim- 
ney tops. 

2263. No oven, furnace or forge shall be constructed against a par- 
tition wall, unless a counter wall of masonry l)e made ; provided, 
that if a partition wall be made of brick or stone, a space of one 
( i) foot shall be left between, and if of pales or plank a spaca 
of four (4) feet ; and if any one shall find anv chimney, oven, 
furnace, forge or apparatus so defective as to be dangerous, he 

. shall make a report of same to the proper authorities, who shall 
cause same to be examined, and satisfying himself of the dan- 
gerous condition of said chimney, oven, furnace, forge or ap- 
paratus, shall, in writing, direct the owner or his agent to repair 
or remove the cause of such danger within such time as he shall 
deem reasonable. 
3264. xAll buildings more than thirty-two (^2) feet in width shall 
be built in such a manner that all the floors and roof thereof 
throughout their whole extent shall be supported by and rest 
upon one or inore partition walls, or walls of brick or stone, and 
not less than twelve (12) inches thick, running from front to 
rear, or upon proper and sufficient posts, girders sustained by 
proper and sufficient pillars or columns of wood, iron, brick or 
stone, and so that through the whole extent of such floor or 
roof, and each of them, the said walls ^shall not be distant from 
each other 01 from such immediate support or supports of brick, 
stone or iron, or wood, more than thirty-two (32) feet, except 
when the joints are supported by trusses or truss rods; pro- 
vided, such immediate support or supports may be wooden posts 
or pillars ; provided, further, that this section shall not apply tq 
churches, libraries, armories, theatres and other public build- 
ings. 

2365. Floors of all residences to be calculated to carry a dead load 
of eighty (80) pounds per square foot, and floors of all office 
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buildings to be calculated to carry a dead load of one hundred 
and twenty-five (125) pounds per square foot. 

2266. FIcwrs of all stores and warehouses to be calculated to carry 
a dead load of two hundred and fifty (250) pounds per square 
foot. 

2267. All calculations of the strength of floors and of material for 
the construction of buildings to be with a factor of five. 

2268. It shall be unlawful for occupants of stores or warehouses to 
load the floors in excess of that which is calculated to be a safir 
load for the floors to carry, as provided in this section. 

2269. All scuttle frames or scuttle doors on every building required 
by law to have a fire-proof roof, hereafter to be erected, shall be 
made or covered with coppper, zinz, tin or iron, and every 
window and entrance above the first story in the rear of every 
storehouse over thirty (30) feet in height to the peak or highest 
part thereof from the level of the sidewalk, shall have shutters 
and doors thereon, made of copper or iron, or other fire-proof 
materials. 

2270. All buildings having iron shutters on front of same shall have 
one or n:K>re of them provided with such -arrangements for 
opening same from the outside as shall be approved by the Chief 
of the Fire Department and Local Engineer. 

2271. The planking or sheathing of the roof of every brick or stone 
dwelling, store, storehouse, or other building in the fire limits, 
so erected or built as aforesaid, shall in no case be extended 
across the party or side walls thereof, and every such dwelling, 
store, storehouse or other building, and the top and sides of the 
dormer windows thereon shall be roofed and covered with slate, 
iron, copper, tin, zinc or other fire-proof material. 

2272. All beams or other timber in the party or other walls of any 
dwelling, store, storehouse or other buildii^, hereafter built or 
erected of brick or stone in this city, shall be sepaiated from the 
beams or timi^er entering into the opposite side of such walls by 
the distance of at least eight (8) inches between the nearest 
points of such beams or timbers, and, when necessary, said walls 
shall be corbelled out to receive such beams. 

2273. All side, rear or party walls of such buildings shall be built up 
and extended at least four (4) feet above the planking or roof- 
ing, and shall not be less than thirteen (13) inches thick, if 
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brick; and seventeen (17) inches thick, if stone; which said! 
fire wall shall be laid in and covered with hydraulic cement and 
sharp sand; provided, no Mansard or French roofs shall bo 
bttik within the fire limits of this city. 

2274. «Nb front, rear or other wall of any such dwelling, store, 
storehouse or other building now erected, or hereafter to be 
erected as aforesaid, within the city, or any brick or stone build- 
ing or buildings in the city, shall be cut off or altered below to 
be supported in any manner, in whole or in part by wood, but 

• shall be whc^ly supported by brick, stone or iron ; and no wood 
or timbers shall be used between such wall and such supporters, 
nor shall any wood or timbers be used or bedded in any wall. 

2275. The gutters to all buildings whereon fire-proof roofs are re- 
quired shall be made of tin, copper, zinc or other non-combus- 
tible materials, and they shall be firmly secured to the building 
by irons. 

2276. No steeple, cupola, spire or tower shall be erected on the top 
of any building in the fire limits, unless the same be covered 
with non-combustible materials. 

2277. All rooms to be built for sleeping apartments shall have at 
least five hundred (500) feet cubic contents for each person 
therein, and must communicate with the open air by a glazed 
and movable opening of at least ten (10) square feet area. 

2278. The occupant or occupants of any store, storehouse, manu- 
factory, or other buildings, in which hatchways or hoistways, 
or openings of any kind except the usual stairways, are used 
throughout any or either floor thereof, or in case the said build- 
ing or buildings are unoccupied and not leased, the owner or 
owners thereof, and in case they are leased, the lessee or lessees 
thereof, shall cause the said hatch, hoistways or other openings 
to remain closed or protected by a railing at least three (3) feef 
high, and to be opened only when needed for the passage of 
merchandise, and the said owner, lessee or agent shall cause thfl 
same to be securely shut, closed and fastened t^t the close of 
each day. 

2279. The City Engineer shall examine, or cause to be examined> 
all buildings in the course of erection, alteration or repair, and 
inquire into any and all violations of the laws r^ulating the 
erection, alteration or repair of buildings, and shall forthwith 
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report in writing to the pr(^)er authorities any violation of the 
laws he may discover, toother with the street and number of 
the building upon which the violations are found, and the names 
of the owners, agents, lessees or occupants, and the builders and 
architect, or the artisan or tradesman who may be guilty of such 
violations ; and further, he shall report the nature of the vi<rfa- 
tion of law and all matters relating thereto, and the proper 
authorities shall immediately take action to enforce the observ- 
ance of these ordinances and the law thus violated, and to pro- 
ceed also to recover any and all fines imposed for such violatioQ. 

2280. Whenever any wall, buildings staging or other structure in 
this city shall be so unsafe as to be dangerous to human life or 
limb or property, the proper authorities shall be authorized to 
instantly demolish and remove the same, after having first given 
the owner of such building, or his agent, notice to remove said 
danger within three (3) days, and on his failing to do so. 

2281. Any expense incurred in the enforcement of the foregoing 
section shall be borne by the party owning the said unsafe wall 
or structure, which sum or sums expended in such demolition cm: 
removal above provided for, together with attome/s fees, shall 
be recoverable before any court of competent jurisdiction, and 
the judgment of said court to constitute a first lien and privilege 
upon the proi^erty. 

2282. No superstructure shall be erected until the lot is raised 
higher than the sidewalk, according to the lines and levels to be 
obtained from the Local Engineer or his deputy. 

2283. No person shall build upon any lot or portion of gfrotmd 
without first obtaining from the Local Engineer a permit show- 
ing that the lot has been filled to the grade required as estab- 
lished by law. 

2284. The grade shall be from an established curb, sloping upward 
one-)ia]f (J) inch for every foot in v/idth of banquette; front 
edi^c or portion of lot of ground to be two (2) inches higher 
than inner edge of banquette, and surface of lot or portion o£ 
ground gradually ascending in grade one (i) inch to every tert 
(to) feet to the rear. 

2285. Should it be represented that it is impossible to obtain the fill- 
in«: for the proper grading of lot according to above section, 
owing to hif h river or other cause, a permit will be issued on

^ force and effect, and are not to be considered as repealed by this 
ordinance. 

2288. All frame dwellings hereafter erected, or whose superstruct- 
ures or frames are hereafter repaired, shall not have the upper 
portions of their joists less than three (3) feet from the surface 
of the ground. 

2289. All buildings hereafter erected within the city shall be pro- 
vided with a healthy supply of water, not less than five hundred 
(500) gallons for each room in said building; provided, the 
aggregate capacity of cistern capacity shall not be less than 

.. twenty-five hundred (2500) gallons. 

2290. All cisterns, the water of which is used for drinking or cul- 
inary purposes, shall be provided by the owner thereof with 
suitable covers. 

2291. The chimneys of all forges and furnaces connected with 
• steam engines, used in factories of every description, and other 

establishments, shall be carried up at least twenty (20) feet 
above the highest peak or portion of any building within a 
radius of one himdred (100) feet from said factory or estab- 
lishment, and all such chimneys shall liave caps on them so con- 
structed as to prevent cinders and soot from falling upon neigh- 
boring houses. 
2;iC}2. Where any debris remains in any lot or on the banquette 
contigfuous in this city, resulting from a fire or in the demolition 
or partial demolition of any building on such lot, it is hereby 
. made the duty of the owner, or his agent, of the property to 
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remove, or cause to be removed from the sidewalk and street, 
all such debris within six (6) days after a notire served upon 
him by the proper authorities, and to place such debris in suA 
manner on his lot as not to be dangerous. 

2293. Builders in the repairing, construction and erection of build- 
ings in the city limits shall use one-half of the banquette and 
one-third of the street, for the piling of material to be used in 
the construction of such building. During the construction of 
such building the contractor shall maintain free and clear one- 
half of the width of banquette, and shall protect pedestrians by 
placing a wooden awning over the whole banquette. 

2294. No person shall set up or use a stove, any portion of which 
shall be within two (2) feet of any part of the woodwork or 
walls, partitions or floors of any buildings within the limits of 
the city without protecting such woodwork with metalis cover- 
ing so as to effectually protect the same from fire. 

2295. In all cases where a stovepipe projects or passes through the 
roof, partition or wall of any building, a part or the whole of 
which may be wood, the pip)e shall be supported from such roof 
or woodwork at least six (6) inches by sheet iron or other non- 
combnstible materials, and shall project above or beyond the 
roof or wall of the building, as the case may be, at least three 
(3) feet. 

2296. No stovepipe shall be allowed to project over any sidewalk 
or into any street. 

2297. It is made the duty of the owner or his agent of any building 
having a balcony extending over any portion of the banquette 
to provide such balcony with a metal gutter attached to the 
outer edge, and leaning into a metal down pipe leading across 
the banquette into the street gutter; provided, when said bal- 
conies are entirely covered by roof, the gutter shall be attached 
to said roof in the manner above described. 

2298. It is further made the duty of the owner or his agent to keep 
the gutters in such repair as to prevent leakage and dripping on. 
the sidewalks. 

2299. All gutters across the banquette shall be of covered gutters 
approved by the Local Engineer, or of proper size drain pipe. 
No awning or balcony shall drain direct into the street, and all 
buildings now having balconies or awnings draining direct into 
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the street shall be required, within ten days from the passage of 
this ordinance, to provide the necessary gutters to cover the-' 
water, as provided in this section. 

2300. If the owner or owners of any lot or portion of ground 
whereon any building is to be constructed or ererted, or of any 
building already erected whereon any repairs, alterations or 
additions are to be made, shall begin such construction or 
alteration, etc., without having first obtained the certificate 
required in section i of this ordinance, he shall be deemed 
guilty of a misdemeanor and he shall be subject to a fine of not 
less than five ($5) dollars or more than twenty-five ($25)^ 
dollars, and for each day he persists in such violation shall con- 
stitute a new offence, and on his failing to pay said fine he shall 
be imprisoned in the Parish Prison one ( i ) day tor each dollar 
of the fine imposed. 

2301. If after obtaining permit therefor, any owner of lot or por- 
tion of ground on which a building is to be erected, or owners 
of any building which is to be Repaired, in accordance with thifr 
ordinance^ or whosoever shall violate any of the provisions of 
this ordinance, shall^be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
said owner shall be subject to a fine of not less than five ($5) 
nor more than twenty-five ($25) for each and every violation* 
of these laws, and each day's persistence in said violation shalE 
constitute a new offence, and the owner or owners or his or 
their agent shall be notified by the proper authot ities to correct 
said faulty construction to conform to the provisions of this 
ordinance; on his or their failure to do so, in addition to the 
^bove penalties, proper action will be taken to prevent his per- 
sistence in such faulty construction, and such fault shall be 
repaired or the work demolished at the owner's expense. 

2302. On his failing to pay said fine or fines he shall be imprisoned 
in the Parish Prison one ( i ) day for each dollar of the fine 
imposed. 

2303. The powers or duties herein imposed or conferred on the 
Local Engineer can be delegated by him to such assistants as are 
hereinafter provided for. 

2304. The Local Engineer shall, by and with the advice and con- 
sent of the City Council, appoint one or more assistant Local 
Engineers, who shall also be practical and theoretical architects. 
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whose exclusive duties shall be to properly enforce the pro- 
visions of this ordinance, 

2305. The Local Engineer shall have general supervision of this 
department, which is hereby made part of his office, and he shall 
have power to remove his assistants for incompetency, malfeas- 
ance in office, or their failure to do and carry out the duties 
devolving upon them by virtue of this ordinana 

2306. The salaries of such assistants is hereby fixed at one hundred 
and fifty ($150) dollars per month. 

2307. 'It is further made the duty of the Local Engineer and his 
deputies to see to the proper enforcement of this ordinance, and 
to make affidavit for any violation of it, and to notify the 
Mayor of same. 

2308. In case th^ violation is such as to give rise to civil action, the 
Superintendent of Police and the Local Engineer and his depu- 
ties, as provided above, shall report the facts to the Mayor. 

2309. Any owner or other party interested who shall feel aggrieved 
by or dissent from the rulings of the Local Engineer shall have 
the right to appeal to the proper authorities for relief. 

2310. All laws or parts of laws in conflict with the foregoing 
ordinance are hereby repealed. 

2311. It shall not be lawful to qr^ct or establish within the city 
limits any forge, foundry or steam engine without special per- 
mission of the proper authorities. 

2312. All buildings for forges and foundries must be constructed 
of brick or other incombustible materials within the fire limits. 

2313. All petitions for permission to erect any blacksmith shc^, 
forge or steam engine shall be accompanied with the written 
consent of a majority of the property owners by the foot front- 
age within a radius of 300 feet of the place where permission is 
asked to erect such blacksmith shop, forge or steam engine. 

2314. Whoever shall violate the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be subject to a fine not to exceed twenty-five dollars, or im- 
prisoned in the Parish Prison for a term not to exceed thirty 
days, or both, or imprisoned in the said Parish Prison for a 
term not to exceed thirty days in default of the payment of the 
fine, to be imposed by the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence is committed ; providetl, that the fine sliall not exceed 
twenty-five dollars for each offence, nor the imprisonment more 
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than thirty da\s; provided, further, that each day any black- 
smith sh<^, forge, foundry or steam engine shall be operated 
in contravention of this ordinance it shall be deemed a separate 
offence. 

2315. All chimneys of dwellings, offices, stores, churches, furnaces, 
forges, ovens or apparatus, having an area not exceeding 25a 
square inches, must be lined with fire clay or terra cotta lining 
at least five-eighths of an inch thick, and from top to bottom. 
Such clay or terra cotta lining shall be immersed in water at 
least ten minutes and no more than one hour before being laid 
in the chimney, and all bricks used in such chimney shall be 
immersed in water in the same manner; spra>ing from hose 
or dashing of water from buckets will not be regarded as 
sufficient for bricks to enter into the construction of chimneys. 

2316. All chimneys of an area larger than 18x18 inches shall be 
lined with fire brick laid in fire clay from top to bottom. All 
joints to be thoroughly filled, struck and smooth. 

2317. For the furtherance of the benefits contemplated in this sec- 
tion, the inspector may enter premises, may remove bricks from 
any part of the chimney for the purpose of ascertaining 
whether the lining has been placed in propei manner; the 
bricks removed to be replaced by the owner of the premises. 

2318. The owner or builder will furnish every facility to the inspec- 
tor for the clear and unequivocal examination of any chimney. 

2319. Should it be discovered on examination that no lining has 
been put in any chimney which has been built subsequent to the 
passage of this amendment, said chimney shall be torn down 
and rebuilt with the proper flue lining, and at the expense of 
the owner of the premises. 

2320. The Local Engineer is obliged to keep m a proper book a 
cdmplete record of all chimneys built in compliance with this 
ordinance, and shall, on the request of any parties, be obligated 
to furnish a certificate to that effect. 

2321. Parties not complying with this amendment shall be subject 
to penalties. 

2322. That all chimneys in low buildings shall be extended to the 
height of three feet above the gutters of adjoining buildings 
which are located within a radius of fifty feet. 

2323. No stovepipe shall extend through the side of any building. 
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nor extend through the roof of any building, unless provided 
with a metal plate or earthenware protector, or a double metal 
thimble with two-inch air space, leaving an air ppace one inch 
wide between the protector and the pipe, and no woodwork 
shall be within a distance of eight inches of the stovepipe when 
a metal plate protector is used : but the earthenware or metal 
thimble with two-inch air space may be set tight in woodwork. 

2324. When earthenware, clay or terra cotta are used, the ware 
pipe shall not be less tliaii three-quarters of an inch thidc, and 
shall be two inches larger in inside diameter than the outside of 
the stovepipe, and shall extend outward two inches beyond any 
woodwork on cither side, and may be set tight in such wood- 
work, and opening between stovepipe and ware pipe may be 
closed with any incombustible material, and where through 
floors between two rooms, or where througn partitions between 
two txxtfns, it shall in all instances be so closed. 

2325. This ordinance shall go into effect from and after its passage. 
^2326. All ordinances or parts of ordinances in conflict with the 

provisions of the foregoing ordinance be and the same arc 
hereby repealed. 

2327. All public buildings and every building hereafter erected, the 
height of which exceeds seventy feet, shall be built of fire-proof, 
.that is to say, shall be constructed with walls of brick, stone, 
iron or other hard incombustible materials, in which timber 
lintels or bond timbers shall not be placed, and in which the 
floors and roofs shall be of materials similar to the walls. 

2328. The stairs and staircase landings shall be built entirely of 
brick, stone, iron or other hard incombustible materials. 

2329. No woodwork or other inflammable material shall be used in 
any of the partitions, furrings or ceilings, in any :>uch fire-proof 
buildings, excepting, however, the doors and windows, and their 
frames, the trims, casings, interior finish and the floor boards 
and sleepers directly thereunder may be of wood. 

2330. In all fire-proof buildings hereafter constructed the following 
rules must b'j observed : 

2331. RuLK I. All iron columns shall be made true and smooth at 
both ends, and shall rest on cast-iron bed plates, and have cast- 
iron caps, which shall also be made true. 

2332. AH XX h-on trimmer beams, headers and tail beams shaH be 
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suitably framed aiid connected together, and iron girders, 
columns, beams, trusses, and all other ironwork of all floors and 
roofs shall be strapped, bolted, anchored and connected 
together, and to the walls, in a strong and substantial manner. 

2333. Rule 2. Under the ends of all iron beams, where they rest 
on the walls, a stone or cast-iron template must be built into tbe 
walls, said templates to be eight inches wide in twelve-inch 
walls, and in all walls of greater thickness to be twelve inches 
wide, and such templates, if of stone, shall not in any case be 
less than twelve inches long. 

^334. All brick or stone arches placed between iron floor beams 
shall be /It least four inches thick, and have a rise of at least one 
and a quarter inches to each foot of span between the beams. 
Arches over five feet span shall be properly increased in thick- 
ness, as required by the inspector of buildings, or the space 
between the beams may be filled in with sectional hoUow brick 
or burnt cla}, or some equally good fire-proof material, having 
a depth of not -ess than one and a quarter inches to each foot 
of span, a variable distance being allowed of not over six inches 
in the span between the beams. 

S335. The said brick or burned clay arches shall be laid to a line on 
the centres, with close joints filled with cement mortar, in pro- 
portions of not more than three of sand to one of cement by 
measure. The arches shall be well grouted. 

ADDITIONAL BUILDING REGULATIONS. 

3336. No wall, structure, building, part or parts thereof shall here- 
after be built, constructed, altered or repaired in said fire district, 
except in conformity with the proviswns of this ordinance. 

2337. Corrugated buildings shall not be built within the fire limits 
unless by permission of two-thirds of City Council. 

^338. All buildings hereafter erected within said fire district shall 
have all walls constructed of stone, brick, iron or other hard, in- 
combustible material, properly bonded and solidly put together 
with close joints; and the several component parts of such 
buildings shall be built and constructed in such manner as is 
herein provided. 

^339. All foundation walls shall be laid not less than two feet below 
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the surface of the earth, on good, solid bottom, and in case die 
nature of the earth should require it, piles shall be driven or 
timbers laid of sufficient size and thickness to prevent the walls 
from settling. The top of such pile or timber bottom must bo 
driven or laid below the water liile. 

2340. Where piles are driven for a foundation they shall not be less 
than five inches in diameter at the smaller end, and shall be 
driven to a firm and solid bearing. All pifers, columns or posts 
resting on the earth shall be set upon a bottom in the same 
manner as the foundation walls. 

2341. All excavatiorls upon the front or side of any lot adjoining a 
street shall be properly guarded and protected by the person or 
persons having charge of same, so as to prevent the same f toot 
being dangerous to life or limb. 

2342. Each fifteen (15) feet in height to be considered one story, 
except the grade line story, which may be twenly feet in height. 
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2343. All footings to be twice the width of the basement walls, 
and the depth of the footings shall be one-half of their width. 

2344. Dwelling houses may be built with walls 4^ inches or one- 
half brick less in thickness than the above table shows, but no 
wall shall be less than 13 inches or i^ bricks in thickness. 

2345. The footings and foundation walls shall be laid in cement 
mortar to at least 12 inches above the grade line. 
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2346. All floor joist shall rest on the 4i-inch projections as pro- 
vided for by the law governing the thickness of walls. 

2347. All brick shall be laid with joints broken and well filled with 
niortar, and every fifth course shall be laid with headers. 

2348. All party walls shall have 4^inch projection, corbeled out 
on one or both sides, as may be necessary, to carry floor joists. 

2349. Front, rear and side walls shall be built up at the same time. 

2350. Whenever the space between side walls shall exceed 25 feet 
and not supported with partition walls or girder^ supported on 
iron, stone, hard wood or brick pilasters, the thickness of the , 
walls shall be increased 4-J inches for every five feet or fraction 
thereof in width, except as hereinafter provided. 

2351. Aiv elevators shall be automatically trapped at each floor, 
4nd hoistways shall have close trapped doors. 

2352. No cornice shall be built on any building except of fireproof 
material. 

2353.' Parapet walls must extend above the roofs at least 3 feet, 
and shall be at least 13 inches thick. The last four courses shall 
be laid in good Portland cement mortar and covered with same 
mortar i inch thick. 

2354. Stone or terra cotta coping may be used instead of the fore- 
going, in which case the stone or terra cotta shall extend at 
least I inch over each side of the wall and all joints shall be well 
filled with Portland cement mortar. 

2355. External and party walls alx)ve the ground floor shall be se- 
curely anchored at least every twelve feet to each tier of joists 
with approved appliances, which shall allow the joists to fall out 
without injuring the wall. 

^356. When joists are supported by girders the anchorage of the 
joists must be made continuous by approved anchors of proper 
proportions. 

"^TtSV' ^ ^ic brick used in all buildings shall be good, hard, well- 
burned brick ; no swelled, refuse or soft brick shall be used, and 
in all brick walls every fifth course shall be a heading course, 
except, however, where walls are faced with brick in running 
bond, in which case every fifth course shall be bonded into the 
backing by cutting the course of the face brick and putting 
in diagonal headers behind the same, or by splitting the face 
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brick in half and backing the same with a continuous row of 
headers. 

2358. All brick laic! in non-freezing weather shall be well wet im- 
mediately before being laid. 

2359. All lime mortar shall be thoroughly mixed in the proportion 
of one part of fresh, unslacked lime and three parts of clean, 
sharp sand, free from loam. 

2360. .All lime mortar shall be at least two days old before using. 

2361. All Louisville cement mortar shall be mixed in the proportion 
of one (i) part of fresh Louisville cement and two (2) parts 
of clean, sharp sand, free from loam. All Louisville cement 
mortar must be used within twenty (20) minutes after mixing. 

2362. All Portland cement mortar shall be mixed in the p» ^portioa 
of one part of fresh Portland cement to four part/^of clean, 
sharp sand, free from loam. 

2363. All Portland cement mortal shall not have been mixed more 
than thirty minutes before using. 

2364. Iron posts in front of party walls shall be filled up solid with 
masonry, and made perfectly tight between the posts and w^alls 
to effectually prevent the passage of smoke and fire. 

23^5- Cast iron columns or posts which are to be used fur the 
support of wooden or iron girders or brick walls, not cast w*ith 
one open side or back, before being set up in place, shall have 
a three-eighth of an inch hole drilled in the shaft of each post or 
column by the martufacturer or contractor furnishing the same, 
to exhibit the thickness of the castings, and any other similar- 
sized hole or holes which the inspector of buildings or his duly 
authorized representatives may require, shall be drilled in the 
said posts or columns by the said manufacturer or contractor 
at his own expense, and at any time prior to the setting of the 
said posts or columns. Iron posts of columns shall have solid 
iron plates on top of each to prevent the passage of smoke or 
fire through them from one story to another, and the bottoms 
and tops of all iron posts and columns, caps and bases shall be 
made true. 

2366. No post or column shall be used in any building of less aver- 
age thickness of shaft than three-quarters of an inch. 

2367. In all buildings every floor shall be of sufficient strength in 
all its parts to bear safely upon every superficial foot of its sur- 
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face, seventy-five pouhds ; and if used as a store, factory, ware- 
house, or for any manufacturing or commercial purpose from 
150 pounds or upward ; and in every building used as a place 
of public assembly, the floors shall be of sufficient strength to 
bear safely upon each superficial foot of its surface at least 120 
pounds ; and every floor shall be of sufficient strength to bear ' 
the weights aforesaid,, in addition to the weights of the material 
used in its construction, and every column, post or other verti- 
cal support shall be of sufficient strength to bear safely the 
weights of the portion of each and every floor depending upon 
it for support, in addition to the weight required as aobve to be 
supported safely upon said portions of said floors. 

2368. No building already erected or hereafter to be built in the 
fire district of the city of Shreveport, La., shall be raised, 
altered or built upon in such manner that where such buildings 
wholly built or constructed after the passage of this act, it 
would be in violation of the provisions of this title. 

^5369. Before any building shall be enlarged, raised, altered or built 
upon, the same shall be first examined by the inspector of 
buildings to ascertain if the building or buildings are in good, 
safe condition to be enlarged, raised, altered or built up; and 
the decision of said inspector shall be made without delay. 

2370. The inspector of buildings shall have full power (except as 
herein otherwise provided for) in passing upon any question 
relative to the mode, manner of construction or materials to be 
used in the erection or alteration of any building, or other 
structure provided for in this title, in any part of the fire dis- 
trict of the city of Shreveport to make the same conform to the 
true intent and meaning of the several provisions hereof. He 
shall also have power to vary and modify the provisions of this 
title upon application therefor in writing, only in case of old 
buildings or the use of party walls belonging to different own- 
ers, where the same cannot be taken down and where there are 
practical difficulties in the way of carrying out the strict letter 
of this law, so that the spirit of this l^w is observed, the public 
safety secured and substantial justice done ; but no such devia- 
tion shall be permitted except a record of the same shall be kept 
by the inspector of buildings, and a certificate be first issued to 
the party applying for the same. 
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2371- The owner or owners of any building or part thereof upon 
which any violation of this title may be placed, or shall exist, 
and any architect, builder, carpenter or mason, who may be 
employed or assist in the commission of any such violation, and 
any and all persons who shall violate any of the provisions of 
this title, or fail to comply therewith, or any requirement there- 
of, or who shall violate or fail to comply with any order or anv 
r^^ulation made thereunder, of any certificate or permit issued 
thereunder, shall severally, for each and every such vic^tion 
and non-compliance, respectively forfeit and pay a penalty in 
the simi of fifty dollars for the first offence, and for the second 
offence any Guilder, architect or contractor shall forfeit his li- 
cense. But if said violation shall be removed, or be in process 
of removal, within ten days after service of a notice as herein- 
after prescribed, the liability for such penalty shall cease, and 
said department shall discontinue any action pending to recover 
the same, upon such removal, or the completion thereof within 
a reasonable time. 

2Z72. RPXULATIONS CONCERNING THE ERECTION 
OF BUILDINGS. 

2373. No building shall be erected or its erection commenced, or 
any alteration made in any building already erected, or hereafter 
to be erected, when such building or alteration shall cost more 
than $249, unless plans and specifications, with estimated cost 
of such building or alteration, shall have first been submitted 
to the city engineer and his approval indorsed or granted 
thereon : the plans and specification must be accompanied with 
the name and residence of the owner, architect and builder or 
contractor, and must set forth clearly the location of the build- 
ing. 

2374. After approval of tl\e city engineer is obtained and attached 
to the plans and specifications, etc., they shall be handed to the 
city controller, who shall make a record or minute of the loca- 
tion of said building, name of owner, builder or architect, esti- 
mated cost and character of building, and shall issue a permit 
to the party applying. 

2375. For each permit so issued the controller shall charge a fol- 
lows : 
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2376. For erection or repairs of any building costing less than $250, 
50 cents. 

2377. For erection or repairs of any building costing from $250 
to $1,000, $1. 

2378. For erection or repairs of any building costing from $1,000 
to $2,000, $2. 

2379. For erection or repairs of any building costing from $2,000 
to $3,000, $3. 

2380. For erection or repairs of any building costing from $3,000 
to $5,000, $5. 

2381. For erectioft or repairs of any building costing from $5,000 
and upwards, $10. 

2382. No charge shall be made for the alteration, repair or enlarge- 
ment of any building already erected, when the cost of said 
alteration, repair or enlargement shall be less than $250. 

2383. Whenever the city engineer refuses to grant his approval, 
the applicant may appeal to the council. 

2384. Any person violating this ordinance, and any owner or 
premises whereon the erection or alterations are planned to be 
made, by erecting or altering, or permitting the erection or 
alteration of buildings, without having first obtained a permit, 
or without a permit having been obtained for said erection, re- 
pairs or alterations, as herein provided, shall, for each and every 
oflfence, be fined not exceeding $25, at the discretion of the 
mayor, and on failure to pay said fine, to be worked out on the 
streets in accordance with city charter; each daj in which 
owner, or builder or other person persists in the work (after 
being notified to desist by street commissioner), there being no 
permit outstanding for said work, shall be considered a separate 
offence. 

2385. The inspector of buildings shall have full power (except as 
herein otherwise provided for) in passing upon any question 
relative to the mode, manner of construction or materials to be 
used in the erection or alteration of any building or other struc- 
ture profvided for in this title, in any part of the fire district of 
the city of Shreveport to make the same conform to the true in- 
tent and meaning of the several provisions hereof. He shall 
also have the power to vary and modify the provisions of this 
title upon application therefor in writing, only in case of old 
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I buildings or the use of party walls belonging to different own- 

b ers. where the same cannot be taken down and where there are

and non-compliance, respectively forfeit and pay a penalty in the 
sum of fifty dollars for the first oflfence, and for the second of- 
fence any builder, architect or contractor shall forfeit his li- 
cense.

2387. ADDITiOXAL REGULATIONS FOR THE GOV- 

ERNMENT OF PLUMBERS. 

2388. House drains within and to a distance of three feet outside 
the exterior wall of a building shall be of standard cast iron pipe 
not less than four inches in diameter laid in trenches of floor 
grade, and where above ground shall be suspended to flow by 
strong iron hangers or fastened to wall by strong iron hooks. 
They shall have a fall of not less than and fifty toward outlet. 
All changes in line of pipe, shall be made with regular fittings, 
and connecting with horizontal pipes shall be made with Y and 
sanitary T's. 

2389. All solid pipes in building must be standard cast iron extend- 
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ing at least two feet above roof, the joints packed with picked 
oakum or hemp, be run with molten lead, thoroughly caulked 
and made tight. 

2390. All vent pipes must extend at least two feet above roof or 
may in case of no independent vent pipe, connect into soil pipe 
at not less than five feet above highest fixture, and In no case 
shall any vent pipe terminate in or be led through a chimney 
flue, but wherever practicable must be carried up inside house. 
They shall be run as direct as possible and 45 degree L's used 
at all times when practicable. 

2391. Connection of lead to iron pipes shall be made by brass or 
combination ferrules caulked to the iron pipes and wiped to the 
lead pipe. 

2392. All traps or bends, when placed between ceiling and floor, 
must be made of not less than six (6) pound lead per square 
foot for five inches, not less than five pound lead per square foot 
for smaller sizes. 

^393. All traps for water closets shall be back vented with not less 
than 2-inch pipes for twenty feet or less and 3-inch pipe beyond 
twenty feet. Group of three to five water closets must not have 
less than a 3-inch vent, and above five must be the same size as 
soil pipes. 

2394. \''ent pipes from all fixtures except water closets shall not 
be of less size than i^ inch and where more tlian one fixture 
connects in same vent it shall not be less than U-inch and the 
connection must be made at least^one foot above top of said 
fixtures. 

J2395. All connections to vent pipes must be made with lead or brass 
joined as in rule 4, and each vent shall have a trap screw wiped 
into it not more than six inches above connection with trap, 
unless back vent is connected with trap by a brass union. 

2396. Vent pipes mus.t in all cases be of cast iron or lead, except 
local vent of water closet, which may be galvanized sheet iron 
of approved construction. 

2397. Wrought iron shall not be used as a waste pipe for any fix- 
ture. 

2398. Xo soil, drain or vent pipe shall be covered or concealed 
from view until after the work has been tested, examined and 
approved by the inspector appointed for that purpose. The 
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plumber shall notify the inspector in wrfting when work is^ 
ready for inspection, and the whole system of plumbing shall 
be prepared for the inspector or his assistant to make proper 
and thorough inspection of same by the plumber filling said 
pipes with water to the highest point, or by air pressure of not 
less than five pounds per square inch. 

2399. Every water closet shall be supplied with water from a sep- 
arate tank or cistern, and no flush for same shall be less than 
one-quarter inch pipe. 

2400. Water closets shall be glazed with earthenware or enameled 
iron in one piece all exposed ; the woodwork to consist of seat 
and back only. In no case shall any wood casing be allowed. 

2401. Hereafter only tank closets shall be used. Pan, phmger^ 
long hopper direct supplies of any kind, or closet having any 
unventilated space, or whose walls are not flushed at each dis- 
charge, sliall not be used. 

2402. Waste pipes from all fixtures shall be of lead or cast iron 
and not less than the following sizes, viz : For l»oth tubs, laun- 
dr\' tubs and urinals, 2 inches ; wash basin, i^ inches ; slop hc^ 
pers and water closets. 4 inches. 

2403. Drip or overflow pipes from safes under water closets or 
other fixtures or from tanks or cisterns, shall in no case be con- 
nected directly to the drainage system, but shall be run to some 
open place in plain sight. If run to outside of building they 
must have safe waste valves. 

2404. All urinals must have' lead, slate, tile or marble safes. 

2405. Waste pipes for refrigerators or other receptacles in which 
provisions are stored shall not be connected directly with 3ie 
drainage system, but shall be arranged to waste in an open 
tray in plain sight below the refrigerator. This tray must be 
connected with drainage pipes upon being properly tapped and 
vented like any other fixture. 

2406. No sediment from boilers or drain tubes from stop and 
waste cocks shall be connected directly with any waste water 
or sewer, and no rain water pipes shall be connected with the 
sewer or house drainage system. 

2407. Soil or waste pipes placed in any building for future use shall 
be ventilated, te.sted and subjected to the same rules in every 
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respect as if intended for immediate use, and all openings closed 
by screw plugs or caulked or soldered. 

2408. .Each sewer connected with laterals must have one cast iron 
pipe for ventilation not less than four inches in diameter, carried 
not less than two feet above roof or building, dwelling or out- 
house, except when outhouse is less than twenty feet from main 
building, in which case ventilating pipe must be attached to 
main building and carried above roof. 

2409. Lead pipes for supply must not be lighter than extra strong. 

2410. All waste pipes and other pipes passing through lead safes 
must be of lead and wiped into the safe. 

241 1. A stop and waste cock must be placed at the bottom of each 
riser and all pipes connected therewith so arranged that they 
will empty themselves when water is shut off. Each water 
closet must have a separate regulating cock and al! pipes in con- 
nection with the plumbing be so arranged that they can easily 
be examined and repaired. When they are necessarily carried 
into walls or partitions, they must be covered «vith woodwork 
and fastened with brass screws so as to give ready access to 
them. 

2412. No steam exhaust will be allowed to connect to any drain or 
soil pipe. 

2413. Each fixture must have separate trap of prescribed size 
placed as near fixtures as possible. 

2414. All joints on le^d or between lead and brass must be wiped, 
except of brass in cock couplings which may be cupped. 

2415. .The local vent of all water closets must be entirely independ- 
ent of any other pipe and extend not less than two feet above 
the roof. 

2416. After all the plumbing in any building is completed accord- 
ing to the foregoing rules and to the satisfaction of the inspec- 
tor, a certificate to this effect shall be issued to the plumber do- 
ing the work. 

24x7. These rules for plumbing shall apply to all extensions, alter- 
ations or other work to be done in connection with plumbing or 
house drains in old buildings (except minor repairs) the same 
as in new buildings, and minor repairs shall be construed as 
meaning repairs of leaks in pipes, traps or cocks, opening up 
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waste or supply pipes, traps and drains, and repairing broken 
fixtures and frozen pipes. * 
;24i8. A lead drum trap to be placed for each bath tub, four inches 
in diameter with trap screw. 

2419. A lead grease trap properly ventilated to be placed under 
each sink. 

2420. All sewer pipe less than two feet in ground to be cast iron 
with brass trap screw not over twenty feet apart. 

2421. Every person desiring to follow the occupation of plumber 
either as master or journeyman shall be required to pass an ex- 
amination as to his ability before an examining board consisting 
of one master and one journeyman plumber with plumbing in- 
spector and president Board of Health, chairman of sanitary 
committee of city council. For each examination a fee of $5 
shall be charged and funds for such examination shall go to the 
treasury of city, one half to be returned to applicant in case of 
failure. 

2422. Any master plumber employing any person, and sending hini 
on a job in the capacity of plumber without such person having 
received certificate as such, shall be fined not less than $25 nor 
more than $50, at the discretion of thje mayor. 

2423. Any plumber, master or journeyman, violating any article in 
this ordinance shall be subjected to a fine of not less than $50 
nor more than $100, at the discretion of the mayor. 

2424. Any architect, owner, superintendent plumber or plumbing 
inspector who shall design or put in iiny work contrary to these 
regulations shall be guilty of a misdemeanor and fined not less 
than $50 or sixty days in jail, at the discretion of the mayor. 

2425. There shall be three tests or inspections by the inspector, 
who shall be notified by the plumber in writing when work is 
ready, as follows: 

2426. First — The sewer after it is laid and joined, and l>efore it is 
covered up. 

2427. Second — The soil and vent pipes as per rule governing same. 

2428. Third — After the completion of the work, when the water 
has been turned on and the traps filled, the plumber must make 
a peppermint test in the presence of the plumbing inspector and 
so directed by him. 

2429. All plumbing work in the city that it now in a sanitary con- 
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dition will not be disturbed by the operation of these rules and 
regulations. * • 

2430. The fees for inspection of plumbing shall be as follows : 

2431. From $15 and all sums under, 10 per cent. ; from $15 to $25, 
9 per cent. ; from $25 to $50, 8 per cent. ; from $50 to $75, 7 per 
cent. ; from $75 to $100, 6 per cent. ; from $100 to $150, 5 per 
cent. ; from $150 to $200, and all sums over, 4 per cent. For 
all extra inspections after the third the fees shall be $1. Also 
where old street pipes are removed by lead pipes extending to 
sidewalk, $1. 

2432. These rules and regulations shall take effect from and after 
their passage. 

2433. Law Concerning: Fire Escapes. 

Act No. 97 of 1888. 

For the better protection and security to life, and providing for 
fire escapes on all buildings four stories high and over, private 
residences excepted. 

Section i. Be it ettacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That 

2434. All buildings, except such as are used for private residences 
exclusively, in the city of New Orleans, of four stories in 
height, shall be provided with one or more metallic ladders or 
metallic fire escapes including from the first stor}' to the upper 
stories of such buildings, and above the roof anrl on the ojiter 
walls thereof, m such location and number* and of such 
material and consti uction as the Mayor, Chief Engineer of the 
Fire Department of their respective districts, the City Surveyor 
and Chairman of the Fire Committee of the City Council and 
Commissioner of Public Buildings, or a majoritv of them, may 
froin time to time determine; after such determination shall 
have been made as aforesaid, the Chief Engineer of the Fire 
Department of said city may at any time, by a notice in writing 
served upon the owner or agent of any such building, by leav- 
ing with such owner or agent, or at his residence or place of 
business, a copy of such notice, require such owner or agent 
to cause such metallic ladder or fire escape to be placed upon 
such building, within thirty days after the service of such notice. 
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2435. Provided, however, that all buildings more than two stories 
in height, used for manufacturing purposes, shall have one 
metallic ladder for every twenty-five persons, or less, employed 
above the second story. 

2436. Sec. 2. Incase such owner or agent, so served with notice 
as aforesaid, shall not, within thirty days after the service of 
such notice upon him, place, or cause to be placed, such metallic 
ladder or fire escape upon such building, as required by this 
article and the terms of such notice, he shall be s^j'bject to a fine 
of not less than twenty-five nor more than two hundred and 
fifty dollars, and to a further fine of twenty-five dollars for 
each week of such neglect to comply with such notice after the 
service of the same. That the fines imposed for violation of 
this act shall be collected by any court of competent jurisdic- 
tion. 

2437. Shx. 3. That it is hereby made the duty of the parties herein 
designated to execute thq provisions of this act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., Tliat 

2438. All laws or parts of laws inconsistent, contrary to or in con- 
flict with the present act be and the same are repealed. 

2439. ^^^ business buildings now erected or to be erected, being 
more than fifty feet high, covering an area of 4=;oo superficial 
feet, shall have a 2j-inch or larger metallic stand-pipe within or 
near the front wall, extending above the roof, w^ith suitable 
valves at each story, and arranged so that engine hose can be 
attached from the street. All hose couplings shall conform to 
the size and pattern adopted by the Fire Department. 

2440. All buildings, except such as are used for private residences 
exclusively in this city, of four or more stories in height, shall be 
provided with one or more metallic ladders or metallic fire 
escapes, with stand-pipe attached, including from the first story 
to the upper stories of such buildings, and above the roof and 
on the outer walls thereof, in such location and numbers and 
of such materials and construction as the Mayor, Chief 
Engineer of the Fire Department, the City Engineer and 
Chairman of the Fire Committee of the Council and Commis- 
sioner of Public Buildings, or a majority of th<^m, may from 
time to time determine ; 

2441. After such determination shall have been made as aforesaid 
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the Chief P2ngineer of the Fire Department at any time, by 
notice in w ritinpf served upon the owner or agent at his resi- 
dence or place of business, requiring such owner or agent of 
any such building, by leaving with such owner or agent, or at 
his residence or place of business, a copy of such notice, 
requiring such owner or agait to cause such biiilding, within 
thirty days after the service of such notice, to cause a metallic 
ladder or fire escape to be placed upon such building within 
thirty days after the seivice of such notice: provided, however, 
that all buildings more than two stories in height, used for 
manufacturing purposes, shall have one metallic ladder for 
every twenty-five persons, or less, employed above the second 
stor}. 
24^x2, In case such owner or agent so served with notice as afore- 
said shall not. within thirty days after the service of such notice 
upon him, place or cause to be placed such metalMc ladder with 
stand-pipe or fire escape upon such building as required by 
this ordinance, and the term? of such notice, he shall be subject 
to a fine of not less than twenty-five nor more than two hundred 
and filfty dollars, and to a further fine of twenty-five dollars for 
each week he or others fail to comply with said notice. 

2443. The fines imposed for violation of this ordinance shall be col- 
lected by any court of competent jurisdiction. 

2444. It is hereby made the duty of the parties herein designated 
to execute the provisions of this ordinance. 

2445. The Beard of Health may, in its discretion, for the protect- 
tion of life and Jvealth, declare any place or structure unhealthy, 

2446. And may order such structure or place forthwith to be 
vacated and closed : 

2447. And the same shall not again be occupied until it shall appear 
to halve l>een so cleansed or rqjaired as to be fit for human 
habitation, ind permission shall have been granted accordingly 
by the Board of Health. 

2448. All owners of premises and cistern builders, in the erection of 
cisterns for drinking and culinary purposes, shall provide 
suitable covers for said cisterns, so as to exclude dust and other 
matters suspended in the atmosphere. 

2449. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
regulation siiall be a fine not exceeding twentv-five dollars. 
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recoverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed, 

2450. Or in defauh of pa>TTient of the fine imprisonment not 
exceeding^ thirty days for each and every offence. 

2451. Regrulations Coneemingr Hatchways and Staircases. 

2452. The proprietor or proprietors of every store, warehouse or 
other building, wherein there shall be hatchways staircases or 
other exposed openings in the floor, unprovi'led with trap 
doors, shall construct a strong and durable railing around said 
openings, the same to be movable, if so desired , said railings , 
or trap-doors to be suitably adjusted each evening upon the 
closing of tl»e building 

2453. For any violation of the foregoing provisions »the occupant 
or occupants of the building shall be subjected to a fine not 
exceeding one hundred dollars, to be recovered before any 
court of competent jurisdiction ; and for further protection to 
firemen while in the discharge of their duties, and to prevait 
the deplorable accidents resulting from staircases and hatch- 
ways left unprotected as aforesaid, the police of the city are 

' hereby authorized and required to inspect, at suitable hours, 
all warehouses, etc., upon their respective beats, and to report 
all violations of this ordinance through the Superintendent of 
the Police to the Mayor, in order that the proper fines may be 
inflicted, and that this ordinance may be effectually enforced. 

Regrulations Concerning^ Dangferous Buildings. 

2454. It shall be the duty of the Surveyor, Street Commissic«ier, 
and of the police officers, to inquire concerning* all houses or 
other buildings that may be in a ruinous condition, as also 
about whatever might, by falling, impair the security of 
passage through the public way, or give occasion to any acci- 
dent, and to report the same to the Mayor ; and 

2455. On the same report the Mayor shall order the owner of the 
house, or 

2456. In his absence his attorney in fact or agent, to cause the 
danger to cease within such time as he may think proper to 
prescribe to him for that purpose ; 

2457. Provided, always, that the said owner, or his attorney in 
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fact or agent, shall have a right to contest the statement made 
in said report, by having the premises examined by a person of 
acknowledged skill, to be chosen by the owner of the house or 
other building, or his attorney in fact or agent, which person 
shall previously be sworn by the Mayor ; 

2458. But if, after said examination, it shall appear to the Mayor 
that the danger has been duly ascertained, the owner, or his 
attorney in fact or agent, as aforesaid, shall cause the danger tp 
be removed within the delay assigned by the Mayor, under 
penalty to be imposed by the Recorder of the district in which 
the offence was committed, of not more than twenty-five dollars 
for each day that the owner, or his attorney in fact or agent, as 
aforesaid, shall fail to comply with the order of the Mayor, and 
default of payment of the fine to imprisonment in the Parish 
Prison for a term not exceeding thirty days ; and 

2459. Should the danger be imminent the Mayor may cause the 
building to i^e demolished at the expense of the owner. 

2460. The owners, lessees and occupants of any building in which 
hatchways 01 well-holes exist or shall hereafter be constructed^ 
shall cause the same to be effectually barred or enclosed by 
railing, gates or by other contrivances approved by the Board 
of Health, for the prevention of accidents therefrom. 

2461 . Laws Concerning^ Cleaning^ of Privies. 

Act No. 84 of 1877. 
To authorize and regulate the cleaning of \''aults and Privies ; pro- 
viding fo» the use of odorless apparatus ; to fix the limits of 
rates and charges : to establish penalties, and to repeal all laws! 
in conflict herewith, and to repeal and to revoke all exclusive 
privileges heretofore granted, and the exclusive privileged 
granted to the New Orleans Sanitary and Excavating Com- 
. pany. 

SixTioN T. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House 
of Representatives of the State of Louisiana in General 
Assembly convened, Tluit 

2462. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons to engage in 
the cleaning of vaults or privies and remove all fecal and 
stercoraceous matter in the city of New Orleans; provided^ 
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application 1 e made and permission obtamed from the City 
Council and Board of Health of said cit}', 

2463. Who sliall require of the applicant or applicants good and 
solvent security in the sum of five hundred dollars for the faith- 
ful performance of his or their duties, and the faithful observ- 
ance of the laws and city ordinances in reference to the subject 

Sec. 2. Be it further enaeted, etc., That 

2464. It shall not be lawful for any person or persons to clean and 
remove from any privy or vault the fecal and stercoraceous 
matter deposited therein when in a liquid state, <.>therwi^ than 
by some odorless apparatus. 

Sec . 3. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2465. The City Council and Board of Health shall designate the 
odorless apparatus to be used, selecting such as is best adapted 
to secure the objects contemplated by this act. 

Sec. 4. Be it further enacted, etc., That 

2466. The person or persons engaged in the cleaning of privies, 
vaults, etc.. shall be entitled to charge for the cleaning for every 
privy, vault, etc.. in the city of New Orleans, not to exceed the 
following rates : 

2467. For vaults of houses inhabited by two or four persons, viz. — 
seven dollars. 

2468. For vaults of houses inhabited by five or ten persons, viz. — 
ten dollars. 

2469. For vaults erf houses inhabited by twelve or more persons, 
viz. — twelve dollars. 

2470. For vaults of houses inhabited by keepers of furnished rooms 
where three or ten roomers are accommodated, ten dollars. 
Tor same class of houses where more than ten roomers are 
accommo<latc(l, fifteen dollars. For vaults of boarding-houses 
where more than five persons are accommodated, ten dollars. 

2471. For vaults of boarding-houses where more than ten persons 
are accommodated, fifteen dollars. 

2472. For vaults of boarding-houses where more than twenty-five 
persons are accommodated, twenty-five dollars. 

2473. For vaults of hotels of more than twenty-five rooms shall be 
charged at the rate of one dollar for each and ev^r}' room. 

2474. For vaults of public or charitable institutions, fifty dollars. 

2475. J***'" vaults of houses u.sed tor stores or any mercantile busi- 
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ness, twelve dollars ; provided, that this section shall apply only 
to corporations. 

Sec. 5. Be it further enacted, etc, That 

2476. No person or persons engaged in the cleaning and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., fecal matter and stercoraceous mat- 
ter shall dispose of or dump the fecal and stercoraceous matter 

• taken from them, except in such manner and places as the 
Board of Health and City Council, or any law of the State, may 
direct, and 

2477. Any violation of this law shall be considered a misdemeanor, 
and 

2478. Shall subject the person or persons so offending to a fine not 
more than five hundred dollars, and imprisonment not to 
exceed thirty days in the Parish Prison, at the dscretion of the 
court. 

Sec. 6. Be it further enacted, etc.. That 

2479. This act shall take effect from and after the passage thereof, 
and that 

2480. All laws or parts of laws in conflict therewith, and all exclu- 
sive privileges granted to the New Orleans Sanitary and Ex- 
cavating Company, heretofore granted, are hereby repealed and 
revoked. 

2481. Regulations Concerning Privies, Disposition of Fecal 

Matter, Nuisance Wharves. 

2482. Any privy constructed shall be not to exceed two feet below 
the surface of the ground, and be walled with brick or stone, 
laid in cement with sharp sand, its whole length, with water- 
tight bottom, and said wall shall be raised at least one foot 
above the surface of the ground, and 

2483. Shall be so constructed as not to have any issue or opening 
on any street, way, yard or place ; 

2484. Nor shall it be within three feet of any street or way, 

2485. And shall, if built adjacent to any wall, whether a party wall 
or otherwise, be separated therefrom by solid masonry of not 
less than two feet in thickness, laid in cement, and thoroughly 
water-proof ; 

2486. And shall have a flue or ventilator sufficient for ventilation, 
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extending above the surrounding windows or communicating 
with a chimney. 

2487. Any person building, or causing any privy to be built in con- 
travention of this section, or any part of it. shall be liable to a 
fine not to exceed twenty dollars. And 

2488. The court before which suit may be brought for violation of 
this section, or any part of it, shall, in rendering its judgment, 
order such privy to l)e reconstructed in accordance with the 
provisions of this section, within a reasonable time, and 

2489. In default of such compliance with such order, the party so 
failing to comply shall be subjected to like penalty and pun- 
ished as in he first instance ; and 

2490. The Board of Health may cause such order to be complied 
with at the expense of the person ordered as aforesaid, said 
expense to he recovered in any court of competent jurisdiction 
at the suit of said board. 

2491. Whenever, in the opinion of the proper officer or officers of 
the Board of Health any privy or privy vault shall be in a con- 
dition such as to require the same to be deodorized or disin- 
fected, he or they shall cause notice thereof to-be given to the 
owner or tenant of ^Jie premises, where sucli privy or privy 
vaults may be, to deodorize or disinfect such privy or privy 
vault within a delay of thirty-six hours ; 

2492. For any refusal or neglect to ol)ey such notice, within said 
time, such offender shall be liable to a fine not exceeding the 
sum of ten dollars. 

2493. Ko person or persons engaged in the cleaning and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., of fecal matter, shall dispose of or 
dump the same except from the nuisance wharves established 
at the head of ; 

2494. Provided, that parties engaged in the manufacture of com- 
mercial fertilizers may receive and use such fecal matter by 
special permit, and under the regulations prescribed by the 
Board of Health. 

2495. In all cases of permits or orders issued for the abatement of 
nuisances, tlie Board of Health will cause reinspection to be 
made after ^he expiration of the time allowed for compliance, 
and no party concerned will be acquitted of the order until sat- 
isfactory compliance shall have been made. 
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2496. Whenever any privy vault shall be found defective or leaky, 
the Board of Health, through its proper officers, may order the 
same to be emptied and repaired, or to be rebuilt. 

2497. The emptying of privy vaults shall be made between the 
hours of 5 A. M. and 8 P. M. 

2498. At least twenty-four hours previous to such emptying, the 
contents of the vault shall be thoroughly deodorized by means 
of copperas and carbolic acid, or other agents approved by the 
Board of Health, and immediately afterward the vault shall be 
again deodorized with lime and carbolic acid. 

2499. No privy shall be emptied otherwise than by some odorless 
apparatus approved by the Board of Health. 

2500. The solid matter shall be placed in air-tight barrels, under a 
tent, with the aid of such disinfecting measuies as may be 
approved by the Board of Health. 

2501. Whenver, in the opinion of the proper officers of the Board 
of Health, any privy vault may require disinfecting or deodor- 
izing, the same shall be done by the owner or tenant of the 
premises, upon an order therefor, within thirty-six hours. 

2502. No person or persons engaged in the cleansing and removing 
from privies, vaults, etc., of fecal matter, shall dispose of or 
dump the same, "except by dq>ositing the barrels unopened, 
containing such matter, in barges or other craft moored at the 
wharves provided for such purposes, same to be towed to a 
point below the city limits and there emptied in mid-stream, 
barrels to be thoroughly deodorized before being returned to 
the point of departure ;" 

2503. Provided, that parties engaged in the manufacture of com- 
mercial fertilizers may use such fecal matter by special permit^ 
and under regulations prescribed by the Board of Health. 

2504. In all cases of permits or orders issued for the abatement of 
nuisances, the Board of Health will cause reinspections to be 
made after the expiration of the time allowed for compliance; 
and 

2505. No persons concerned will be acquitted of the order until 
satisfactory compliance shall have been made. 

2506. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 
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recoverable l>efore the Recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed ; 

2507. Or, in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days for each and every offence. 

2508. Any vidangeur, agent or employee of a vidangeur, or any 
other person who shall convey through any street or public 
way, any excrement not thoroughly deodorized, shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and 

2509. In default of paying such finej such offender shall suffer 
imprisonment in the parish prison not exceeding thirty days. 

2510. Any person who shall convey through said street or public 
way other ordure, foul and (or) offensive matter, except in 
air-tight barrels, so as not to be offensive to smell or injurious 
to healtli, shall be subject to a like penal t\, and suffer in the 
same manner as prescribed above. 

2511. In cases where a system of one or more **vats^* or "receiving 
tanks" connecting with privies shall be constructed oit 
premises, such as factories, foundries, mills, refineries, large 
mercantile <*r>tablishments or offices, exchanges, banks, schools, 
colleges, asylums, hospitals, prisons, courts, halls, barracks or 
other places requiring the presence of considerable numbers of 
workmen, employees, officers, residents or other persons, then 
in such caises, and by previous consent of the Board of Health 
had and obtained, as by plans submitted to said board, such 
"vats^' or "receiving tanks" may be constructed, but they shall 
not severally exceed in inside depth eight feet be!ow the street 
level surface of the ground, nor have a superficial area to each 
*'vat^' or **taiik'^ exceeding sixty-four square feet, nor a greater 
containing capacity than 4000 gallons. 

2512. In all other essential particulars they must, in the interest of 
the public health as to locality, seclusion and facility of empty- 
ing, be conformed to such regulations as may be made regard- 
ing same, 

2513. Provided, that no *'vat'' or "receiving tanks" in use shall be 
allowed to remain unclean for a longer period than six (6) 
months, and shall be cleaned oftener when considered necessary 
by the Board of Health according to law. 

2514. Pipes emptying into vats or tanks to be placed according to 
grades given by the Local Surveyor. 
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^S'S- Whenever and wherever it can be conclusively shown to the 
satisfaction of the Board of Health that said "vats" or "receiv- 
ing tanks" are to contain only urine and the overflow from 
privy vaults, permission may be granted by the Board of 
Health to construct them of wood, the sides and bottoms to be 
three (3) inch cypress boards free from all defeats and laid so 
as to be wa^^er-tight, the construction of whicli, when com- 
pleted, shall be inspected and approved by tht said board, 
through its mspectors. 

2516. All "vats /' "receiving tanks," or other receptacles for human 
or animal excrement, shall contain a square or circular opening, 
or manhole, at least sixteen (16) inches in diameter, which 
shall be coveted by a close-fitting and adjuistable cap of iron or 
wood, which opening or manhole shall be adjusted and placed 
so as to admit of a thorough inspection of said vats, tanks or 
receptacles, by the sanitary officers of the Board of Health, and 
that 

2517. Said manholes or openings shall be so placed within sixty 
(60) days from and after the passage and official promulgation 
of this ordinance ; and 

2518. This regulation and the amendments therein contained shall 
apply to "vats" used for the collection of excrement of animals 
in stables. 

2519. All proprietors, owners, or agents failing to comply with the 
provisions of this ordinance within the delay hereinbefore fixed, 
shall be liable to the pains and penalties already fixed. 

2520. No person shall empty or attempt to empty any vault, sink, 
privy, or cesspool pursuant to a permit therefor first received 
from the Board of Health. 

2521. No person shall throw into or deposit in any vault, sink, 
privy, or cesspool, any oflfal, ashes, meat, fish, garbage, or other 
substance, except that of which any such place is the appropri- 
ate receptacle. 

2522. Privy vaults shall be ventilated and shall be constructed or 
repaired; ancl manure vaults shall be covered, provided with 
drains, and built or repaired in accordance with directions from, 
and orders made therefor by the Board of Health. 

2523. No privy, vault, or cesspool, shall be allowed to remain on 
any premises, or shall be built, unless when uiiavoidable and 
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in accordance with the terms of a permit issued by the Board 
of Health. 

2524. The sides and bottoms of every priv>\ vault, cesspool, or 
school- sink must l)e impermeable, and secure against any 
saturation ot tlie walls or the ground above the same. 

0525. No person shall draw off. or allow to run off into any 
ground, street or place of said city, the contents (or any part 
thereof) of any vault, privy, cistern, cesspool, or sink ; nor shall 
any owner, tenant, or occupant of any building to which any 
vault, sink, privy, or cesspool shall appertain, or be attached, 
permit I lie contents or any part thereof, to flow therefrom, or to 
rise within two feet of any part of the top. or permit said con- 
tents to become offensive ; nor shall any privy or other erection 
in this section mentioned be filled with or covered with dirt till 
its filthy condition shall be emptied. 

2526. No part of the contents of any privy, vault, sink, cesspool, 
except substances other than excrements, insoluble in water, or 
any accumulation of any offensive fluid, liquid, or semi-liqtiid 
substance or material, being in any excavation, ^ellar or {^oe, 
shall be removed therefrom, nor shall the s?me be transported 
through any of the streets or avenues of said city, unless and 
except the same shall be removed and transported by means of 
an air-tight apparatus, or in any such manner as shall prevent 
entirely the < scape oi any noxious or offensive odors therefrom, 
and by a permit from the Board of Health. 

2527. All privy vaults built within ten feet of any house shall be 
supplied with an adequate flue for ventilation, said flue to 
extend afx)ve adjacent windows. 

2528. Whenever any privy vaults shall be filled within one foot of 
the surface thereof, or whenever the Board of Health, througH 
its proper officers, shall so order, such privy shall be emptied 
by the owner, agent or tenant, within forty-eight lK)urs after 
notice, under a penalty not exceeding twenty-five dollars, and 
in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not exceeding 
thirty days ni the parish prison; 

2529. Provided, that in all cases when the tenant or lessee shall 
have assumed in writing the obligations of emptying said privy 
vaults, the penalty shall be inflicted upon the tenant or lessee, 
and not upon the own^r, lessor or his agent. 
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2530- No privies shall be emptied without a permit from the Board 
of Health, directed tp the owner, agent or tenant of the 
premises, under a penalty not exceeding $25. 

2531. Regulations Concemingr Hotels and Boarding Houses 

2532. Any proprietor of any hotel or boarding-house kept in this 
city, and capable of accommodating more than seventy-five 
boarders or lodgers, shall keep a cart well covered and so 
constructed as to be capable of carrying off all the slops and 
offals from ?aid hotels, as well as the sewerage from their 
water-closets and privies, without emitting any offensive odors, 
at the hour hereinafter designated. 

2533. It shall be the duty of the proprietor of every such hotel or 
boarding-house to cause all such slops, offals and sewerage 
from their respective establishments to be removed in a cart, 
constructed as aforesaid, and emptied into the river at the 
nuisance wharves of the city, ever)^ night, between the hour^ 
of 1 1 o^clock p. m., and 3 o'clock a. m. ; and on 

2534. Failure to do so every night, as above ordained, each and 
every proprietor so offending shall be liable to pay a fine of 
one hundred dollars, recoverable before any court of competent 
jurisdiction, for the use of the city. 

2535. It shall be unlawful for the proprietors of any hotel or 
boarding-house to empty, or cause to be emptied, the slops or 
offals of their respective establishments in the streets, 

2536. Or to establish and maintain, or to maintain and carry on, 
if already established, any sewer from their water-closets or 
privies into <he gutters of the streets of the city ; 

2537. Every proprietor of any hotel or boarding-house violating 
this section of the above-named ordinance shall be liable to a 
fine of one hundred dollars, recoverable before any court of 
competent jurisdiction, for the use of the city, 

2538. For each offence and for every day that such sewer may 
exist. 

2539. No owner, lessee, or keeper of any tenement-house, lodging- 
house, boarding-house, or manufactory, shall cause or allow 
the same to be overcrowded or cause or allo\\ so great a 
number of ptrsons to dwell, or sleep in any such house, or any 
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portion thereof, as thereby to cause any danger or detriment 
to life or health. 

2540. Every person who shall be the owner, lessee, or keeper or 
manager of any tenement-house, boarding-house, lodgii^- 
house, or manufactory, shall provide, or cause to be provided, 
for the accommodation thereof and for the use of the tenafits, 
lodgers, boa-ders and workers thereat, adequate privies, or 
water-closets, and the same shall be so adequately ventilated^ 
and shall at all times be kept in such cleanly and wholesome 
condition, as not to be offensive, or be dangerous or detrimental 
to life or health. And no oflfensive smell or gases, from or 
through any outlet or sewer, or through any such privy or 
water- closet, shall be allowed by any person aforesaid to pass 
into such house or any part thereof, or into any other house or 
building. 

2541. For all lodging-houses a permit in writing from the Board of 
Health shall be required, and no person shall have, lease, let, or 
keep any such lodging-house or the lodgings therein, or assist 
in the keeping, hire, or assist in hiring, or conduct the business 
of any such lodging-house, or the lodgings therein, except 
pursuant to the terms and conditions of a permit in writing 
previously obtained therefor from the Board of Health, an appli- 
cation for which shall be made in accordance with the rules and 
regulations of the Board of Health by the person or persons 
who propose to use the same. The beds in all lodging-houses 
and in every room 

2542. No owner or lessee of any building, or any part thereof, shall 
lease or let, or hire out the same or any portion thereof, to be 
occupied by any person, or allow the same to be occupied, as a 
place in which, or for any one, to dwell or lodge, except when 
said buildino^s or such parts thereof are sufficiently lighted, 
ventilated, provided and accommodated, and are m all respects 
in that condUion of cleanliness and wholesomew.*ss, for which 
they or either of them require any such premises to be kept. 

2543. Nor shall any such person rent, let, hire put, or allow, having 
power to prevent the same to be used as or for a place of 
sleeping or ri*sidence, any portion or apartment of any building, 
which apartment or portion has not at least iwo feet of its 
height and ipace above the level of every part of the sidewalk 
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and curbstone of any adjacent street, nor ot which the floor is 
damp by reison of water from the gfround, or which is impreg- 
nated or penetrated by any offensive ^^as, smell, or exhalation 
prejudicial to health. 

2544. But this section shall not prevent the leasing, renting, or 
occupancy oi cellars or rooms less uevated than aforesaid, and 
as a part of an> biiilding lented or iet, when they are not let or 
intended to be occupied or used by any p' rson as a sleeping 
apartment, or as a principal or sole dwelling apartment. 

2545. Every owner, lessee, and tenant and manager of any 
boarding-hc.ise or manufactory, shall cause everv part thereof 
and its appurtenances to be put, and shall thereafter cause the 
same to be kept in a cleanly and wholesome cordition, and shall 
speedily cause every department thereof in which .nny person 
may sleep, dwell, or work, to be adequately lighted and ventil- 
ated; and, if the same l>e a manufactory, shall cause every part 
thereof in v.hich any person may work, to be maintained at 
such temperiture, and be provided with such accommodations 
ajid safeguards, as not, by reason of the want thereof, or of 
anything about the condition of such manufactory or its appur- 
tenances, to cause any unnecessary danger or detriment to the 
life or health of any person being properly therein or thereat. 

2546. The walls and ceilings throughout any tenement or lodging 
house shall be thoroughly whitewashed as required by the 
Board of H'^alth, and not less than once in each year. 

2547. Every keeper or proprietor of a hotel or boarding house, and 
every other person having for use a bathing-house upon any 
beach or shore of the ocean, for the accommo'lation of his 
guests, or of other persons for pay, shall provide for the safety 
of such bathers two lines of sound, serviceable and strong 
manila or hemp rope, not less than one inch in diameter, 
anchored at some point above high water, ^t the same distance 
apan as the line of bathing-houses, or space fronting on such 
beach occupied by him is in width ; and from the two points 
at which such life lines arc so anchored, such line shall be made 
to extend as far into the surf as bathing is ordinarily safe and 
free from .langer of drowning to persons not expert in 
swimming, and at such points of safety such lines shall be 
anchored and buoyed. From the two points of such lines so 
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extehded, anchored and buoyed, a third line shall be extended, 
connecting the two extremities, and buoyed at such points as 
to be principally above the surface of the water, thereby enclos- 
ing a space within such lines and the beach within which 
bathing is believed to be safe. Ever}' such keeper or proprietor 
or other such person shall cause to be painted and put up in 
some prominent place upon the beach, near such bathing 
houses, the following words: "Bathing beyond the lines 
dangerous." Such lines so placed, anchored and buoyed, and 
5uch notice :o put up, shall continue and be so maintained by 
every such keeper, proprietor or other person during the entire 
season of surf bathing. The owner of a bathing-house shall 
not be subject to the provisions of this section where it is used, 
occupied or maintained by a lessee for hire, but such lessee shall 
be deemed the keeper or proprietor thereof. 

2548. No person owning, occupying, or having charge of any stable 
or other premises, shall keep or allow thereon or therein any 
dog or other animal which shall bv noise aisturb the quiet or 
repose of any person therein or in the vicinity, to the detriment 
of the life or health of any human being. 

2549. Every owner, lessee, tenant, and occupant of any stall, stable, 
or apartrneni in the built-up portions of the city in which any 
horse, cattle, or other animal shall be kept, or of any place in 
which manure, stable refuse, or any liquid discharge of such 
animals shall collect or accumulate, shall cause such manure, 
stable refuse or liquid to be promptly and properly removed 
therefrom, nnd shall at all times keep or cause to be kept such 
stalls, stal)les or apartments, and the drains, yar:ls, and appur- 
tenances thereof, in a clean and sanitary condition, so that no 
offensive odors shall be allowed to escape therefrom. 

2550. It shall be the duty of every such owner, lessee, tenant or 
occupant, to cause all manure and stable refuse to be removed 
daily from such stable or stable premises, unless the same are 
pressed in bales, barrels or boxes, as hereinafter provided. It 
shall not be lawful to remove manure and stable refuse in carts 
or wagons, or to cart the same withm the city limits without a 
permit from the Board of Health, and such cart.i and wagons 
shall be of a construction approved by said Bo ird, and every 
such cart or wagon must have a permit from the Board in 
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writing, and be used in accordance with the terms of such 
permit and not otherwise. 

2551. Manure carts and wagons shall be loaded within the stable 
premises and -not upon the street or sidewalk, and shall be 
removed from such premises in a manner not in any way 
offensive or to cause any nuisance. 

2552. All manure and stable refuse when transported through the 
streets must be so covered and secured that no part of the 
same will fall upon the street, and so as to prevent the escape 
of offensive odors, and the same shall not br unloaded or 
deposited within the city limits, except upor the conditions of 
a permit in writing from the Board of Health, and at such 
docks and places as shall be approved by the Board, and to 
which a permit in writing for such ase shall have previously 
been granted by said Board. No manure or stable refuse shall 
be allowed to be thrown upon or fall and remain upon any 
street or sidewalk or upon any ground near any stable, and no 
manure and stable refuse shall be allowed to remain for more 
than twenty-four hours in any place within any stable, unless 
it is pressed in bales, barrels or boxes. 

2553. No manure vault or receptacle shall be built or used on any 
premises within the built-up portions of the city, nor in any 
other part of the city, except pursuant to the terms of a permit 
granted therefor by the Board of Health. 

^2554. Every owner, lessee, tenant or occupant of any stall, stable 
or apartment, in the built-up portions of the city, in which any 
horse, cattle or other animals shall be kept, and from which the 
manure and stable refuse is not removed daily as hereinbefore 
provided, shall cause the same to be pressed in bales, barrels or 
boxes, at least once each day, and so pressed as to reduce the 
same to not more than one-third of the original bulk. 

2555. Manure and stable refuse pressed in bales, barrels or boxes, 
shall be removed to such docks or places as shall be appioved 
by the Board of Health, and to which a permit in writing for 
such use shall have previously been granted bv said Board, 
and such bales, barrels and boxes shall not be opened until 
delivered at such docks or places. 
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255^* Regrulations Concerning: Drains and Sewers. 

2557. All house-sewers or drains for the conveyance of deleterious 
or offensive matters shall he water-tight ; 

2558. The plans and methods of their construction shall be subject 
to the approval of the Board of Health. 

2559. In streets or avenues where public sewers are or shall be 
constructed, the Board of Health may order house-connections 
to be made therewith. 

2560. It shall be the duty of every person using, making, or having 
any drain, soil-pipe, passage or connection betw.^:en any sewer 
and any ground, building, erection, or place of business, and 
in like manner the duty of the owner and tenant of all grounds, 
buildings arid ere-ctions, and of the parties intcicsted in such 
place of business or the business thereat, «ind ir. like manner 
the duty of all boards, department?, offices, and persons (to 
the extent of the right and authority of '^ach), to cause and 
require that such drain, soil-pipe, passage and connection shall 
at all times be adequate for its purpose, and shall convey and 
allow, freely and entirely, to pass whatever enters, or should 
enter the same, and no change of the drainage, sewerage, or the 
sewer connection of any house or premises, involving changes 
in the drainage, sewerage, or sewer connection of any other 
house or premises, unless notice of at least thirty days in writing 
thereof shall have been previously given to this Department 

2561. It shall be the duty of all boards, departments, officers, and 
persons having power and authority so to dc or require (and to 
the extent thereof) to cause to be used sufficient water, and 
other adequate means to be taken, so that whatever substances 
may enter any sewer shall pass speedily along and from the 
same, and sufficiently far into some water or proper reservoir, 
so that no accumulations shall take place, and no exhalations 
from thence proceed, dangerous or prejudicial to life or health. 

2562. The proper officers and authorities shall, to the extent of 
their power and ability, cause the sewers and drainage to be 
so well located and constructed, so adequate in size and to be 
so kept in repair and cleaned, and so adequately supplied with 
water, and with such proper arrangements and construction^ 
in every particular, that life and health shall not be needlessly 
exposed, or suffer unnecessary peril or detriment by their 
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neglect, or by reason of the defects or deficiencies of any 
sewers or drainage, or the want thereof. 

2563. The house drain of every dwelling, manufactory, theatre, 
store or building used or occupied, or intended (to be used or 
occupied by human beings, must be of iron with a fall of at 
least one-quarter inch to the foot, and where, water-closets 
discharge into it the drain must be not less than four inches in 
diameter. 

2564. No brick, sheet metal, earthenware or chimney flue shall be 
used as a sewer ventilator, or to ventilate any trap, drain, soil or 
waste pipe. 

2565. The soil, waste and vent pipes in an extension to any buliding 
must be extended above the roof of the main buildin^ if within 
thirty feet of the windows of the main building or of an adjoin- 
ing building, or when so located as to cause a nuisance. The 

, diameter of any soil pipe shall not be less thaiL four inches. 

2566. A waste pipe into which a line of kitchen sinks discharge 
must be not less than three inches in diameter, and when 
receiving the waste from five sinks or when connected with five 
sinks or fixtures, the branch waste pipes shall be not less than 
one and a half inches in diameter. 

2567. All joints in iron drain pipes, soil and waste pipes, must be 
so filled with oakum and lead and hand-caulked as to make 
them gas-tight. 

2568. All connections of lead with iron pipes must be made with a 
brass sleeve or fer«-ule of the same size as rhe lead pipe, but in 
the hub of the branch of the iron oipe, and caulked with lead. 
The lead pipe must be attached to the ferrule bv a wiped or 
overcast joint 

2569. All connections of lead waste and vent pipes shall be made 
by means of wiped joints. 

2570. Every water-closet, urinal, sink, basin, wash-tray, bath and 
every tub or set of tubs and hydrant waste pipe must be 
separately and effectively trapped; except where a sink and 
wash tubs immediately adjoin each other, in which case the 
waste pipe from the tubs may be connected with the inlet side 
of the sink trap. 

^571. Traps must be placed as near the fixtures as practicable, and 
in no case shall a trap be more than two feet from the fixture.

2572. In no case shall the waste from a bath tub or other fixture 
be connected with a water-closet trap. No trap vent pipe 
shall be used as a waste or soil pipe. 

2573. No drain pipe from a refrigerator shall be connected with the 
soil or waste pipe, but shall discharge into an open and water- 
supplied sink. No overflow pipe from a tank shall discharge 
into any soil or waste pipe, water-closet trap or into the drain 
or sewer, but it may discharge upon the roof or into an open 
water supplied tank. 

2574. Rain water leaders shall not be used as soil, waste or vent 
pipes, or be connected therewith : nor shall any soil, waste or 
vent pipe be used as a leader. When within tiie house, the 
leader must be of cast iron, with leaded joints ; when outside 
of the hous? and connected witli the house drain it must be 
trapped beneath the ground or just inside of the wall, the trap 
being arranged in either case so as to prevent freezing. In 
every case where a leader opens near a window or a light-shaft, 
it must be properly trapped at its base. The joint between a 
cast iron leader anJ the roof must be made gas and water tight 
by means of a brass ferrule and lead or coppei pipe properly 
connected. 

2575. The waste or soil pipe in every tenement lodging-house, or 
other dwelling shall be ventilated by extending the same by 
means of a pipe of the same size to the height of not less than 
two feet ab>ve the roof of the building, or pursuant to the 
terms of a permit in writing from the Board of Health. 

2576. All sinks, basins, and stationary tubs in every hotel, lodging, 
tenement, boarding-house, or other dwelling shall be provided 
with proper stench traps directly under eich sink, basin, or 
stationary tub, so connected with the waste or soil pipe, and 
so constructed as directed or approved by the Board of Health, 
and with the traps so adjusted as to prevent tho escape there- 
from of foul odors and gases. 

2577- No person, persons, company or corporation shall cause, 
permit or allow any sewage, drainage, factory refuse or any 
foul or offensive liquid or other material to flow, leak, escape 
or be emptied or discharged into the waters of any river, 
stream, canal, harbor, bay or estuary, or into the sea \vithm 
the city limits, excepting under low-water mark, and in such 
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manner and under such conditions that no nuisance can or shall 
be caused thereby or as a result thereof. 

2578. Regulations Concerning Distilleries^ Breweries, Work- 
shops, Manufactories, Laboratories, Warehouses, Soap 
Boiling Establishments. 

2579. No distiller, brewer, or keeper of any workshop, manufactory 
or laboratory, or warehouse keeper, or owner, or soap-boiler, 
chandler, or any other person, shall have, keep or use, produce 
or store, within the limits of the city, foul, fetid, putrid or 
offensive or injurious matters, substances, odors or vapors 
liable to injure health, 

2580. On complaint of the Board of Health, unless the evil com- 
plained of be at once discontinued, the police shall order such 
places to be forthwith closed, and such business stopped, the 
continuance of which is liable to injure health. 

2581. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, 
recoverable before the recorder of the district wherein the 
offence was committed; 

2582. Or in default of payment of the fine, imprisonment not 
exceeding thirty days for each and every offence. 

2583. It is unlawful for any person or persons to keep for sale in 
any close building, occupied in part as a dwelling place, fish, 
fruit, vegetables or fowls ; and 

2584. It shall l)e the duty of the police to cause all such articles 
to be removed to a public or private market by the owner or 
owners thereof, within twenty- four hours after notification 
served upon the keeper of any sucli establishment, through his 
proper officer. 

2585. An^^ person violating the provisions of this resolution shall, 
upon conviction, be subject to a fine of not more than twenty- 
five dollars for each and every offence, and 

2586. In default of payment, to imprisonment in the Parish Prison 
for a period of not over thirty days; 

2587. Said fine or imprisonment to be enforced by any court of 
competent jurisdiction within the corporate limits of the city. 
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2588. Regulations Concerning Hoxions Trades. 

2589. No person or company shall erect or maintain any manufac- 
tory or place of business dangerous to life or detrimental to 
health, or where unwholesome, offensive or deleterious odc«3, 
gas, smoke, deposit or exhalations are generated, without the 
permit of the Ik^ard of Health : 

2590. All such establishments shall be kept clean and wholesome 
so as not to be offensive or prejudicial to the public health; 

2591. Nor shall any offensive or deleterious waste-substances, gas- 
tar, sludge, refuse or injurious matter be allowed to acaimu- 
late upon the premises or be thrown or allowed to run into 
any public waters, streams, water-course, str«.et or public 
place ; 

2592. Every person or company conducting such manufacture 
or business shall use the best approved and all reasonable 
means to prevent the escape of smoke, gases and odors, and to 
protect the health and safety of all operatives employed 
therein. 

2593. Any violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 

subject the offending party to a penalty of not less than 

nor more than for each offence. 

2594. Regulations Concerning Offensive Odors and Liquids. 

2595. No person shall permit or have any offensive water or other 
liquid or substance on his premises or grounds, to the prejudice 
of life or health, whether for use In any trade or otherwise; 

; and no establishment or place of business for tanning, skinning, 
or scouring, or for dressing hides or leather, or for carrying on 
any offensive or noisome trade or busines ■. shall hereafter be 
opened, staned, o • established in the city without a permit 
from the Board of Health. And every such establishment 
now existing shall be kept cleanly and wholesome, and 
be so conducted in every particular as not to be offensive, or 
prejudicial to life or health. 

2596. No person or company being a manufacturer of gas, or 
engaged about the manufacture thereof, shall throw or deposit, 
or allow to run. or, having the right or power to prevent the 
same, shall pennit to be thrown or deposited mto any public 
waters, river or stream, or into any sewer therewith connected, 
or into any street, or public place, any gas, tar, or any refuse 
matter of or from any gas-house, works, manufactory, mains 
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or service pipes ; c r permit the escape of any offensive odors, 
or gas from their works, mains or pipes; nor snali any such 
person or company permit to escape from any of their works, 
mains, or pipes, any gas dangerous or prejudicial to Ufe or 
health; or manufacture illuminating gas of such ingredients 
and quality that in the process of burning, it or any substance 
which niay escape therefrom, shall be dangerous or prejudicial 
to life or health;* or fail to use the most approved or all 
reasonable means for preventing the escape of odors. 
^597- No buildings shall be erected or converted into or used as a 
place for the manufacture of illuminating gas, unless they be 
located upon the water-front, and until the plans thereof have 
been duly submitted to the Board of Health and approved in 
writing by said Board. 

2598. No water-closet, sink, tub, vat, or other structure shall 
hereafter be constructed, having connection with, or by any 
sewer or underground passage, unless th»! same is provided 
with adequate or the best generally approved constructions and! 
precautions tor preventing gases and other offensive currents, 
substances, or smells from passing up or out through such 
connection from such sewer or passage; nor shall any such 
water-closet or privy be constructed without adeciuate provision 
for the effectual and proper ventilation and cleansing thereof. 

2599. No person shall boil any offal, swill, bones, or fat in the 
built-up portions of said city, save in ordinary cooking, nor 
shall the business of bone crushing, bone boiling, bone grind- 
ing, bone burning, shell burning, fat burning, gut cleaning, 
nor the skiiming or making of glue from any dead animals or 
parts thereof, nor any other occupation that is dangerous or 
detrimental to life or health, be hereafter established within 
said city ; and no business or pursuit of the kind in this section 
named shall be carried on anywhere in said city, unless the 
same be allowed by a permit from the Board of Health. 

26cK>. No person shall boil, heat, dry, keep, store or manufacture 
any offal, swill, blood, bones, fat, tallow or lard, or any decay- 
ing animal or vegetable matter ; nor shall the business of bone 
crushing, l)one boiling, bone grinding, bone or shell burning, 
lime making, gut cleaning, skinning or making glue from any 
part of dead animals, heating, drying, storing, shipping or 
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transporting any blood, scrap, fat, grease, or offensive animal 
or vegetable matter or manufacturing materials for manure, be 
allowed or conducted in the city, or in its waters, without a 
special permit from the Board of Health, to be applied for in 
writing, specifying the nature and precise location of the pro- 
posed fat, lard, or animal matter. 
260 1. » All persons engaged in the business qi boiling or rendering 
fat, lard, or animal matter, shall cause the scrap of residuum to 
be dried or otherwise prepared as effectually to deprive such 
material of all offensive odors, and to preserve the same entirely 
inoffensive, immediately after the removal thereof from the 
receptacles ir which the rendering process may be conducted. 

2602. No fat, tallow or lard shall be melted or rendered, except 
when fresh from the slaughtered animal, and taken directly 
from the places of slaughter, and in a condition free from sour- 
ness and taint and all other causes of offence at the time of 
rendering, i^nd that all melting and rendering are to be in 
steam-tight vessels, the gases and odors therefrom to be 
destroyed by combustion or other means equally effective, and 
according to the best and most improved means and processes ; 
and everything preceding, following, and in connection with 
such melting and rendering, and the premises where the same 
shall be conducted, must be free from all offensive odor, and 
other cause of detriment to the public health. No fat, lard or 
tallow, shall be brought into the city to be rendered or melted, 
and none is lo be rendered or melted that has come from any 
place outside of said city, except as part of the living animal 

• and except such fat as is suitable for food purposes, and is 
handled in accordance with the terms of a special permit in 
writing from the Board of Health. 

2603. No person shall hereafter erect or establish in said city any 
manufactory or place of business for boiling any varnish or ofl, 
or for the distilling of any ardent or alcoholic spirits, or for 
making any lampblack, turpentine, or tar, or for conducting 
any other business that will or does generate any unwhole- 
some, offensive, or deleterious gas, smoke, deposit, or exhala- 
tion, without a permit from the Board of Healih. 
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Laws and Regulations Concerning the Protection of the 
Health of Employees in Factories. 

2604. * ACT NO. 123 OF 1890. 

To protect the Health of operatives and employees in manu- 
factories, workshops, laboratories and other places in 
which substances, materials or compounds are used, man- 
ufactured, compounded, prepared or handled, which ard 
poisonous or detrimental to their health, to authorize the 
Board of Health to enact such Regulations as will more 
perfectly protect said operatives and employees from in- 
jury to their health, and providing penalties for the viola- 
tion of such rules and regulations when established. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the General Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That 

2605. The Board of Health of the State of Louisiana be and the 
same is hereby authorized to enact from time to time all needful 
rules and regulations for the better protection ot the health of 
operatives and employees working in manufactories, work- 
shops, laboratories and other places in which substances, mate- 
rials or compounds, poisonous in their nature, or otherwise 
injurious to the health of said operatives or employees are 
used, manufactured, compounded, prepared or h?ndled. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc. That 

2606. Said rules and regulations, when so adopted by the Board of 
Health, shall be observed and complied with by the owners and 
proprietors of said manufactories, workshops, laboratories, or 
other places described in the first section of this act, as well as 
by all persons, superintendents, managers, foremen, lessees or 
sublessees in charge of such establishments, within twenty 
days (20) after being served by the Board of Health with a 
copy of said rules and regulations and a notice to comply 
therewith. 

Sec 3. Be it further enacted, etc., That 
2607. Any person failing to comply with the provisions of this act 
or the rules and regulations thereunder, or violating the pro- 
visions thereof, shall be fined twenty-five ($25) dollars, or be 
imprisoned **n the parish jail, not more than ten days for each 
and every offence. 
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2608. Examinatioii and Quarantine of Children Admitted to 
Institutions for Orphans, Destitute or Vagrant Chil- 
dren, or Juvenile Delinquents. 

2609. Every institution in this State, incorporated for the express 
purpose of receiving or caring for orphan:>, vagrant or desti- 
tute children or juvenile delinquents, except hospitals, should 
have attached thereto a regular physician of its selection, duly 
licensed under the laws of the State and in good professional 
standing, whose name and address shall be kept posted conspic- 
uously within such institution, near its main entrance. 

2610. The words "juvenile delinquents" here used, shall include 
all children whose commitment to an institution is authorized 
by the penal code. 

261 1. The officer of every such institution upon receiving a child 
therein, i)y commitment or otherwise, shall, befoie admitting it 
to contact with the other inmates, cause it to be examined by 
such physician, and 

2612. A written certificate to be given by him, stating whether the 
child has diphtheria, scarlet fever, measles, whooping cough of 
any other contagious or infectious disease, especially of the eyes 
and skin, wliich might be communicated to other inmates, and 
specifying the physical and mental condition of the child, the 
presence of any indication of hereditary or other constitutional 
disease, and any deformity or abnormal condition found upoa 
the examination to exist. 

2613. No child shall be so admitted until such certificate shall have 
been furnished, which shall be filed with the commitment or 
other paper? on record in the case by the officers of the institu- 
tion, 

2614. Who shall, on receiving such child, place it in strict quaran- 
tine thereafter from the other inmates, 

2615. Until discharged from such quarantine by such physician, 

2616. Who shall thereupon endorse upon the certificate the length 
of quarantine and the date of discharge therefrom. 

2617. Such physician shall at least once a month thoroughly exam- 
ine and inspect the entire institution, and report, in writing, in 
such form as may be approved by the Board of Health, 
to the Board of Managers or Directors of the Institution^ and 
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to the local board of the district where the institution is situated, 
its condition, especially as to its plumbing, sinks, water-closets, 
urinals, pri/ies, dormitories, the physical condition of the 
children, the existence of any contagious or infectious disease, 
particularly of the eyes or skin, their food, clothing and cleanli- 
ness, and whether the officers o^ the institution have provided 
proper and sufficient nurses, orderlies, and other attendants of 
proper capacity to* attend to such children, to secure to them 
due and proper care and attention as to their personal cleanli- 
ness and health, with stich recommendations for the improve- 
ment thereof as he may deem proper. 

2618. Boards of Health shall immediately investigate any 
complaint against the management of the institulion or of the 
existence of anythmg therein dangerous to life or health, and, 
if proven to be well founded, shall cause the evil to be remedied 
without delay. 

2619. The beds in every dormitory in such institution shall be 
separated by a passageway of not less than two feet in width, 
a,nd so arranged that under each the air shall freely circulate 
and there shall be adequate ventilation of each bed, and 

2620. Such dormitory shall be furnished with such means of ventil- 
ation as the local Board of Health shall prescribe. 

£621. In every dormitory six hundred cubic feet of air space shall 
be provided and allowed for each bed or occupant, and no more 
beds or occupants shall be permitted than are thus provided for, 
unless free and adequate means of ventilation exist, approved 
by the local Board of Health, and 

2622. A special permit in writing therefor be granted by such 
Board, specilying the number of beds or cubic air space which 
shall, under special circumstances, be allowed, which permit, 
shall be kept con^icuously posted.

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CHAPTER XVI. 

LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING 
STREETS. 



N, B, The Acta of the Btc^ of Louisiana are obligatory. The Begula' 
turns of the State Board a/re also obligatory. The others are reoom- 
mendatory and educational. Each Local Board will adopt those 
which it thinks heat suited for its local conditions. 



2630. The word "street/' when used in the Health Ordinances shall 
be held to include avenues, sidewalks, gutters, and public alleys; 
and the words "public place" shall be held to include parks, 
pi^s, docks, and wharves, and water and open spaces thereto 
adjacent, and also public yards, grounds, and areas, and all 
open spaces between buildings and streets, and in view of suchi 
streets ; the word "ashes" shall be held to include cinders, coal, 
and everything that usually remains after fiies; the word 
"rubbish" shall be heli to include all the loose and decayed 
material and dirt-like substance that attends use or decay, x>r 
which accumulates from building, storing, or cleanings the 
word "garbage" shall be held to include every accumulation of 
both, animal and vegetable matter, liquid or otherwise, that at- 
tends the preparation, decay, and dealing in, or storage of 
meats, fish, fowls, birds, or vegetables; and the word "*dirt" 
shall be held to mean natural soil, earth, and stone. 

2631. No person being owner, lessee, or tenant of any house or 
building, shall allow any water or other liquid to run from or 
out of his building or ground upon or across any sidewalk or 
curb-stone, and if such substance is allowed to pass upon any 
street, it must reach the same by a passage, to be kept at all 
times adequate and in repair by such person, under or through 
such flag-stone or curb-stone; and no such water or other 
liquid, or ice therefrom, shall be allowed to gathei or remain on 
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the upper surface of such curb, flag-stone, or pasiage ; nor shall 
such person allow any accumulation of such water or liquid, 
or the ice therefrom, upon any street or place, bat shall at aD 
times cause the same to be removed or to pass al mg the gutter 
or some proper passage to one of the rivers or into a sewer. 
2632.- Every owner, tenant, lessee and occupant of any building or 
lot (whether vacant or occupied) within or near the built-up 
portions of said city, shall keep and cause to be kept the 
sidewalk and flagging, and curb-stone in front thereof, free 
fr(Mn obstructions and nuisances of every kind, and shall not 
allow anything in the area or yard of on or about his premises 
to become a nuisance, or dangerous and prejudicial to life or 
health. 

2633. No person shall take, or allow to go or be taken (having the 
right and ability to prevent the same), any horse or other ani-i 
mal, nor any vehicle, upon any sidewalk or foot-path in front of 
any building, to the peril of any person ; nor shall any person 
block up or obstruct any street or place, or contribute thereto. 

2634. No person shall deposit upon any street or public place 
within the generally built-up portion, or upon any paved street, 
any dirt or brick, or other material, or dirt taken from any 
ground therein, in such manner as to occupy more than one 
hundred square feet of surface of *any street or place (and the 
saime shall be compact and at one side), nor allow the same to 
remain more than twelve hours, without a permit from the 
Board of Health, or unless such occupancy shall be otherwise 
duly authorized by paramount authority. Nor shall any such 
substance be so deposited or allowed to remain by any person 
as to obstruct the free flowage along any gutter. 

2635. That every person, when cleaning any street, shall clean, and 
every contractor shall cause to be cleaned, the guiteis and parts 
of the street along which the water will run, before using any 
water to wash the same ; and no substance that could be before 
scraped away shall be washed or allowed to be cs.rried or be put 
into the river, save through the proper underground sewers. 

2636. No part of the contents of or substances from any sink, 
privy, or cesspool, nor any manure, or other offensive substance, 
shall be by any person flung or allowed to run or drop into or 
remain in any street or public place, except as herein dsewhere 
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specified ; nor shall the same be thrown or aljowed to fall or run 
into th river, save through the proper underground sewers. 

2637. 'No person shall gather, collect, accumulate, store, expose, 
carry, or transport in any manner through the streets and 
public places of this city, or in or to any tenement-house, cellar, 
or house in said city, any bones, refuse, or offensive material, 
without a special permit in writing from the Board of Health, 
in accordance with the conditions and subject to limitations 
thereof, and in such manner as not to cause offensive odors or 
any nuisance whatsoever. 

2638. No swill, brine, urine of animals, or other offensive animal 
nuisance, nor any stinking, noxious liquid, or other filthy 
matter of any kind, shall by any person be aiiowed to run or fall 
from or out of any building, vehicle, or erection into or upon 
any street or public place, or be taken or put therein, save as 
herein elsewhere provided. 

2639. No blood, butcher^s offal or* garbage, nor any dead animals, 
nor any putrid or s'tinking animal or vegetable matter, shall beJ 
thrown by any person or allowed to go into any street, place, 
sewer or receiving basin, or into any river or standing or 
running water or excavation, or upon any ground or premises 
in the built-up portions of the city. 

2640. Act No. 135 of 1894. 

To prevent the tearing up of public streets, except under certain 
conditions and to promote the public Health ; also to provide 
penalties for its violation. 

Section i. Be it enacted by the Gencial Assembly of the 
State of Louisiana, That 

2641. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm contractor or cor- 
poration to tear up any street in any city for the purpose of 
laying tracks, sewer pipes, gas or water pipes, or other work 
of like character which might necessitate digging and overturn- 
ing of the earth of said streets, from May i to September i in 
each year, except under the following conditions : 

2642. Provided, that the contractor, builder or persons carrying on 
such work rhall not tear up, interrupt or obstruct more than 
three blocks of any* mile of street at one and the same time; 
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^43- Provided, that permission be first obtained from State Board 
of Health to conduct such operations during such season under 
its supervision. 

Sec. 2. Be it further enacted, etc, That 

2644. Any contractor, foreman of contractor, superintendent or 
other persons who shall violate this law shall be forthwith 
arrested, and on conviction shall be fined not less than one 
hundred dollars ($100), or imprisonment for not less than 
sixty days, at the discretion of the court, for each offence. 

2645. Regulations Concerning Excavations. 

2646. That it shall be a misdemeanor for any person or persons, 
corporation or corporations, to make any excavation in the soil, 
grade or open any street, dig out or clean out any canal, within 
the limits, from the first day of May until the fifteenth day of 
October, of each year, unless permission shall have been first 
obtained from the Board of Health for such excavation, grading 
or digging. 

2647. This shall not apply to excavations necessarily made to 
secure proper foundations for buildings to he erected ; provided, 
the contractor or owners of such building, separately or 
conjointi^y, shall cause to be used such disinfectants and in such 

; quantities over and about the excavated material as the Board 
of Health may direct. 

-2648. Any person or persons violatmg any of the provisions of 
this ordinance shall be fined a sum not less than $10, or be 
imprisoned 3 period of not less than ten d^^ys, or both, at the 
discretion of the court having competent jurisdiciion. 

2649. The Board may grant the request of making excavations 
under the following conditions : 

2650. At no rime shall you excavate in more than one block at the 
time. 

2651. At no time shall the back filling be placed in more than one 
block at the time. In other words no more than two adjoining 
blocks will be used at any one time when fresh earth will be 
either excavated or used as filling. 

2652. Perfect drainage is to be maintained on blocks refilled until 
they are paved, which paving will follow as close upon the 
refilling as is consistent with good work. 
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2653- The excavated earth shall be treated with chlorinated lime to 
the satisfaction of the Board of He:ilth and at the expense of 
the company 

2654. The earth shall be removed as fast as excavated. 

2655. It shall be removed to some point to be determined, not 
surrounded by houses. 

2656. All sanitary work shall be done to the satisfaction of the 
Board of Health. 

2657. All work to cease at any time when the Board of Health 
deems it necessary. ^ 

2658. Regulations Concerning Street Cars. 

2659. It shall not be lawful for any person afflicted by any con- 
tagious or infectious disease, or for any person who is intoxi- 
cated to enter any car within the limits of the city of 

2660. It shall not be lawful for any person to place any obstruction 
on the track of any railroad located or running in or through 

the city of or unnecessarily to interfere with or 

obstruct the free passage of any car, or to endanger the safety 
of any car or any person in any car running in or through the 
said city. « 

2661. It is understood, however, that the provisions of this section 
shall not in ^ny way conflict with the privileges and right of 
way granted to fire engines, hook and ladder trucks, wagons 
carrying Bahcock fire extinguishers, and other vehicles belong- 
ing to the fire department. 

2662. It shall be unlawful for th« parent or guardian of any minor 
child to allow such child to hang to or swing on the outside of 
any car of any railroad within the limits of the city, w^hile the 
same is in use or motion upon said roads. 

2663. It is hereby made the duty of the company owning the afore- 
said railroad, their employees and the police of the city, to use 
due diligence to secure the enforcement of the provisions of 
this ordinance. 

2664. Any person who shall be found guilty of a violation of any 
of the provisions of sections one and two of this ordinance, 
before any of the police courts of this city., shah be fined not 
less than $5, nor more than $25, and, in Jefauit of payment, 
imprisoned not more than five days nor less than one day. 
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2665: In case of any violation of the provisions of the third secrionr 
the minor child so offending shall be arrested, an«i upon convic- 
tion sentenced to :niprisonment for not less than twelve nor 
more than twenty- four hours, in default of payment by the 
parent or guardian of said minor of a fine 01 not more than $5, 
nor less than $2 for each offence. 

2666. It shall be unlawful for any person, firm or corporation to 
operate any electric, trolley or other cars or trains on the 
streets of this city without first providing in some reasonable 
manner for the abatement of the dust caused by the running of 
their cars. 

2667. The companies, firms or persons now operating in the city 
be and tHey are hereby g^nted thirty days from the promulga- 
tion of this ordinance to thoroughly comply with its provisions. 

2668. Any person, firm or corporation violating this ordinance shall 
be fined twenty-five dollars or thirty days in jail, and in default 
of payment of the fine, to an additional imprisonment of thirty, 
days. 

2669. It shall be unlawful for any street railroad company to nui 
any car on the streets of this city unless the same are provided 
with ventilators in the top or roof thereof, affording a ventila- 
tion of at least four square feet ; "and. between the first day of 
November and the ist of April each of such cars will be 
required to have sliding or swinging doors.'^ 

2670. No railroad car, or vehicle constructed for or engag^ in 
the business of carrying passengers on any ?ine of railroad, and 
which car is propelled by horse-power, and not by steam-power, 
shall be used with cushions on the seats or on the backs of the 
seats thereof. 

2671. Each and every car used upon any railroad in a city for 
the carrying or transportation of passengers shall, on each and 
every day on which it may be used for the carrying or transjxjr- 
tation of passengers, be carefully and thoroughly washed and 
cleaned, so that all filth and dirt aie removed from the mside 

, of the car. And no dirt^ sand, ashes or other sini^lar substance 
shall be deposited by any person operating a ral'road or stage 
line in the city upon the surface of any paved street in said 
city without a permit from the Board of Health. 

2672. No person shall at any time carry or convey in or upon any 
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passenger railroad car, nor shall any conductor or person in 
charge of any such railroad car allow to be carried or conveyed 
in or upon such car, except on the front platform, any soiled or 
dirty articles of clothing or bedding, in baskets or bundles. 

2673. Every car used for the transportation of passengers in a city 
shall be so constructed as at all times to provide and secure good 
ventilation. 

2674. Every company, corporation or person operating a line of 
railroad cars for the carriage of passengers for hire in the city 
shall in connection with the running and operation of cars, as 
aforesaid, have and provide closed cars to be run on said rail-- 
road ; and at all times shall have, provide and operate at least 
one closed car in every four cars so operated and run for the 
carriage of passengers as aforesaid. 

2675. No conductor, driver, gripman or motorman of any railroad 
car or other vehicle running on tracks in the city, shall allow 
or cause the same to be pulled, drawn or propelled on or around 
any curve on the surface of any public street or avenue unless 
the means and appliances by which said car is operated and 
controlled are of such character and efficiency that the move- 
ment of said car is entirely and at all times under absolute 
control, so tnat the car can be stopped at will at any point of 
said curve, and be held motionless upon it upon the surface of 
any paved street in said city without a permit from the Bpard of 
Health. 

2676. No person shall at any time carry or convey in or upon any 
passenger railroad car, nor shall any conductor or person in 
charge of anv such railroad car allow to be carried or conveyed 
in or upon such car, except on the front platform, any soiled 
or dirty articles of clothing or bedding, in baskets or bundles. 

2677. Every car used for the transportation of passengers in the 
city shall be so constructed as at all times to provide and secure 
good ventilation. 

2678. Every company, corporation or person operating a line of 
railroad cars for the carriage of passengers for hire in the city 
shall, in connection with the running and operation of cars as 
aforesaid, have and provide closed cars to be run on said rail- 
road ; and at all times shall have, provide and operate at least one 
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closed car in every four cars so operated and run for the 
carriage of passengers as aforesaid. 

2679. No conductor, driver, gripman or motorman of any railroad 
car or other vehicle running on tracks in the city shall allow of 
cause the same to be' pulled, drawn or propelled on or around 
any curve on the surface of any public street or avenue unless 
the means and appliances by which said car is operated and 
controlled are of such character and efficiency that the 
movement of said car is entirely and at all times under absolute 
control, so that the car can be stopped at will at any point of 
said curve, and be held motionless upon it or be moved upon it 
or around it at any desired rate of speed less than the maximum 
speed of operation : and no director, president, >uperinteiKient, 
or other pe**ion who is interested in or who owns or controls 
any such car or vehicle, shall permit it to be so pulled, drawn or 
propelled, or placed in service, unless properly provided with 
means and appliances as aforesaid. No conductor, driver, 
gripman or motorman of any railroad car or other vehicle 
running on tracks in the city shall allow or cause the same to 
be pulled, drawn or propelled on or around any curve on the 
surface of any public street or avenue at a rate of speed which 
is dangerous or detrimental to life ; and no director, president, 
superintendent or other person who is interested in or who 
owns or controls any such car or vehicle shall permit it to be so 
pulled, drawn or propelled. 

2680. Spitting upon the floors of public buildings and of railroad 
cars and of ferryboats is hi^reby forbidden, and officers in 
charge or control of all such buildings, cars and boats shall 
keep posted permanendy in each public building and in each 
railroad car and in each ferryboat a sufficient number of notices 
forbidding «;pitting upon the floors, and janitors of buildings, 
conductors ol cars and employees upon ferryboats shall call the 
attention of ell violators of this ordinance to such notices. 

2681. It shall be unlawful for any person to spit on the floor or 
platform of street cars in the city of 

2682. Any person violating the provisions of this ordinance, or 
any conductor, or driver of any street car who fails to rcpcMt 
such violation, shall, upon conviction before the Recorder of 
the district in which the offence has been committed, be fined

in a sum not exceeding five dollars or imprisoned in the Parish 
Prison for a term not exceeding ten days. 

2683. One-half of the fines received from the violations of this 
ordinance shall be paid by the Treasurer of the city to any 
person who shall furnish information which will lead to the 
conviction of the offender. 

2684. There shall be posted in every street car in this city, a notice 
conspicuously placed, arid sufficiently large to.be easily read by 
the passeng**rs, the sign "Do not spit upon the floor under 
penalty of ^he \a.\v" and it shall be the duty of ihe officers of 
corporations or persons operating said street cars to post said 
notice and maintain same, under the same penalty hereinbefore 
provided.

Any failure upon the part of said cabman to conform to the 
requirements of this ordinance shall subject such driver or 
cabman so offending to a fine not greater than twenty-five* 
dollars, or imprisonment not exceeding thirty days, at the 
discretion of the Recorder of the district in which the offense 
was committed. 

2688. Regulations Concerning Nuisances in Public Streets. 

2689. No person shall commit a nuisance in any public street, 
square, or other place, whereby the purity of the atmosphere 
is liable to suft'er. 

2690. Regulations Concerning Gutters and Drains. 

2691. No person shall impede or obstruct the flow of water in any 
gutter, canal, pipe or other conduct used lor diaining of the 
city. 

2692. It shall be unlawful for any person to throw into any street 
or canal, wilnin the limits of the city, any slops, or any animal, 
vegetable, fruit, scrap, refuse, trash, paper, wood, tin, iron, 
garbage, manure, dirt, offal, ashes or debris.

To provide for the disposition of Offal, Garbage, Night-Soil and 
Dead Animals within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and 
Saint Bernard, and to provide for tbe disposition of Offal, 
Droppings of Slaughterhouses and Dead Animals in said Par- 
ishes. 
Section i. Be it further enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Louisiana in General 
Assembly convened, That 
2694. From and after the passage of this act, it shall not be 
lawful for any person, firm, company or corporation, acting 
under any city or parish ordinance, or under any laws of this 
State, to cause or allow to be dropped from any wharves or 
landings within the parishes of Jefferson, Orleans and St 
Bernard, any offal, garbage, night-soil, or dead animals. Thatf 
;2695. It shall be the duty of all persons, firms, companies or corpor- 
ations engaged in removing offal, garbage, night-soil or dead 
animals to 1 rovide, or cause to be provided, suitable boats at 
each nuisance wharf or landing, designated for the purpose bjf* 
the proper authorities in the above-mentioned parishes^ in 
which boats all offal, garbage, night-soil or dead animals shall 
be dropped. That 
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2696. .!rt shall further be the duty of said persons, firms, compan- 
ies or corpoi ations to cause such boats to be towed daily to the 
lower limits of the city of New Orleans, there to be emptied in 
the Mississippi river.

2745. That no pile or deposit of manure, offal, dirt or garbage, or 
any accumulation of any offensive (ft nauseous substance, shall 
be made within the built-up portions of the city, or upon any 
open space enclosed within any portions thereof, or upon the 
piers, docks or bulkheads adjacent thereto, or upon any open. 

** grounds near (or upon any vessel or scow other than those to 
be speedily, and according to the duty of any person, removed, 
iying at) any such pier, wharf, or bulkhead, except according to 
a resolution of this Board specially authorizing tbc same, and a 
permit obtained from the Board of Health, and according to its 
regulations. And no person shall contribute to the making of 
any such accumulations. Nor shall any straw, hay, or other 

^ substance which has been used as bedding for animals, be 
placed or dried upon any street, or sidewalk, or roof of any 

' building, nor shall any straw, hay, or other substance, 
^r the contrnfs of any mattress of bed, be deposited or burnt, 

. nor shall accumulation thereof be made within two hundred 
feet of any street, without a permit from this Board. 

2746. No substance, matter or thing of any kind whatever, which 
shall be dan^^erous or detrimental to health, shall be permitted 
to exist in connection with any permitted business, or be used 
therein, or to exist in connection with, or be used in any work 
or labor, carried on or to be carried on or prosecuted in the 

city of and that no nuisance shall be permitted to 

exist in connection with any business, or in connection with any 
guch work or labor. 

2747. No pile or deposit of manure, offal, or garbage, nor any 
accumulation of any offensive or nauseous substancfl 
shall be made within three hundred feet of any church 
or place of worship, nor within the limits of said city 
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within three hundred feet of any inhabited dwelling, 
nor shall any person or corporation unload, discharge 
or put upon or along the line of any railroad, jtreet, or high- 
way, or public place within said city, any manure, offal, gar- 
bage, or other offensive or nauseous substance within three 
hundred feet of any inhabited dwelling ; nor shall cars or flats 
loaded with or having in or upon them any such substance or 
substances be allowed to remain or stand on or nlong any rail- 
road, street or highway within the limits of said city, within* 
three hundred feet of any inhabited i dwelling, and no manure, 
garbage, or other material that is liable to emit an offensive ex- 
halation, shall, in or adjacent to the built-up portions of the 
city of , be turned or stirred (except about its re- 
moval), in such way as to be liable, by reason thereof, to in- 
crease such exhalations. 

:2748. Every proprietor, lessee, tenant, and occupant of any oyster- 
house, oyster-saloon or other ,premises where any oysters 
clams, lobsters, or shell or other fish are consumed, used, or 
sold, or where any of the refuse matter, offal, or shells thereof 
accumulate, shall daily cause all such shells, offal, and refuse 
matter to be removed therefrom to some proper place, and 
shall keep his house, saloon and premises at all times free from 
any offensive smells or accumulations. 

2749. No hotel or house swill or garbage or offensive material of a 
liquid natur *, or partly liquid nature, not removed or required 
to be removed by the contractors for street-cleaning, shall be 
transported through or along any street in the city except in 
tightly-covered iron-bound casks or boxes, and none of the con- 
tents of such casks or boxes shall be allowed to fall, or leak, or 
spill therefrom. 

^750. That the owners, lessees, tenants, and managers of every 
blacksmith or other shop, forge, coal-yard, foundry, manufac- 
tory, and premises where any business is done, or in or upon 
which an engine or boilers are used, shall cause all ashes, cin- 
ders, rubbish, dirt, and refuse to be removed to some proper 
place, so that the same shall not accumulate at any of the 
above-mentioned premises, or in the appurtenances thereof, nor 
the same become filthy or offensive. Nor shall any smoke, cin- 
ders, dust, gas, steam, or offensive odor be allowed to escape 
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from any such building, place, or premises, to tht detriment or 
annoyance of any person not being therein or thereupon en- 
gaged, and that every furnace employed in the working of en- 
gines by steam or in any mill, factory, printing-house, dye-fac- 
tory, iron-foundry, glass-house, distillery, brew-house, sugar- 
refinery, bake-house, gas-works, or in any other buildings, used 
for the purposes of trade or manufacture, shall be so con- 
structed as to consume or bum the smoke arising therefrom, 
unless a permit to the contrary be obtained from the Board of 
Health. 

2751. No ship, boat or other vessel or article shall be taken or 
allowed by any person to come into or lay to, or at, or withirt 
any dock, pier, bulkhead, or slip, or be placed thereon for thd 
purpose of the shipment or removaj of any ofFal, garbage, rub- 
bish, blood or offensive animal or vegetable matter, dirt or dead 
animals, or for the use of any contractor about the removal of 
any of the /oregoing substances, without a permit from this 
board. 

2752. No boat, scow, or other receptacle used in transporting gar- 
bage to the place of disposal, shall be permitted to remain 
moored or be at any dock, wharf or place within the limits of 
the city for a longer period than twelve hours from the time 
garbage is first delivered to or placed thereon. Every boat, 
scow or other means of transporting garbage from said city 
shall be so constructed as to De capable of being tightly closed,, 
and all air outlets sealed by water seal ; and all garbage placed 
on any such boat, scow or receptacle for removal shall be 
deodorized m a manner to be approved of by the Board of 
Health. 
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CHAPTER XVIII. 

LAWS AND REGULATIONS CONCERNING 
ANIMALS. 



N, B. The Acts of the State of Louisiana are obligatory. The Regular 
tione of the State Board marked by a star are aUo obligatory. The 
others are recommendatory and edtieationaL Each Local Board 
will adopt those which it thinks best suited for its local conditions. 



2753. The word "cattle'^ shall be held to include all animals, except 
birds, fowl, and fish, of which any part of the body is used as 
food ; the word **butcher" shall be held to include whoever is 
engaged in the business of keeping, driving, or slaughtering 
arty cattle, or in selling any meat ; the words "private market'* 
shall include every store, cellar, stand, and place (not being 2 
part of a public market) at which the business is the buying, 

• selling, or keeping for sale, of meat, fisli, or vegetables for 
human food. 

2754. Act No. 147 of 1894. 

ConstitutJr^ the Police Juries of the different Parishes of the 
State, live stock sanitary commissions with authority to enact! 
and enforce ordinances and regulations for the suppression ot 
glanders, farcy and other contagious or infec^^ious diseases 
afflicting live stock. 

2755. The police juries of each and every parish in the State of 
Louisiana are hereby empowered to organize and act as Live 
Stock Sanitary Commissions with authority to enact and 
enforce ordinances and regulations for the suppression of glan- 
ders, farcy, and other contagious and infectious diseases afflict- 
ing live stock, as may seem needful and necessary, and, 

2756. It shall be the duty of said police juries acting as Live Stock 
Commissions, when in their judgment it is necessary. 
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2757- To employ a veterinary surgeon to co-operate with them 
in determining whether or not there exists contagious disease 
among the hve stock of their respective parishes, and, whenever 
in tlie opinion of said Commission and surgeon 

2758. The puWic safety demands the destruction of any animal 
or animals affected with an incurable contagious or infectious 
disease, 

2759. Then such killing shall' be d6ne under the order and direc- 
tion of said commission and veterinary surgeon, 

2760. And without compensation to the owners or owner of such 
animals. 

2761. It shall be the duty of any person who discovers or suspects, 
or has reason to believe that any domestic animal belonging td 
him or in his cliarge, or that may come under h«s observation 
belonging to others is affected with any contagious disease. 

2762. To without delay report such fact or belief to the police mem- 
ber of his ward 

2763. And to the president of the police jury, and 

2764. Any person or persons as above specified, who shall neglect 
or refuse to notify the proper authorities as above specified and 
designated, of the existence of any contagious or deadly disease 
that may have been brought to his knowledge, shall be guilty 
of a misdemeanor, and 

2765. jUpon conviction thereof, shall be fined in a sum not less 
than ten nor more than one hundred dollars, 

2766. Or be imprisoned and 

2767. Worked on the public roads not less than ten nor more than 
ninety days, or both, at the discretion of the court. 

2768. That any person, who wilfully hinders, obstructs or other- 
wise disr^ards or evades such sanitary regulations as providedl 
for in this act, or violates any of the rules and regulations that 
may be enacted in any of the parishes as herein authorized for 
the restrictions and stamping out of any disease amonj^ live 
stock as aforementioned, 

2769. Or who shall resist the orders of the parish live stock com- 
mission, 

2770. Or any officer acting under authority of same, in the dis- 
charge of their duty, 

2771. »Shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 
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277^- Upon conviction shall be punished in the same manner as 
provided in the preceding section. 

2773. Any person who knowingly shall bring into any parish of 
this State any animal affected with any contagions disease such 
as glanders, fatrcy, or any animal which has been exposed to 
any such disease, shall be guilty of a misdemeanor, and, 

2774. On conviction of same, shall be fined in a sum not less than 
one hundred nor more than five hundred dollars, with the 
addition of all damage that m^y have occurred in consequence 
of such importation. 

2775. Regulations Concerning Dogs« 

2776. No dog shall be permitted to run or be at large, upon any 
street, alley, highway, common or public square, within the 
limits of the city, 

27^7 , Provided that this section shall not apply to any dog to which 
a tag obtained from the Treasurer is attached. 

2778. Any person who shall harbor or permit any dog upon or 
about his or her premises shail be deemed to be the owner or 
keeper of such dog. 

2779. It shall be the duty of the owner or keeper of a dog to have 
such dog confined within his or her yard or enclosure, or 
secured by a chain therein. 

2780. It shail be unlawful for the owner or keeper of any dog to 
allow such a dog to be at large in any tenement building or 
yard thereof occupied by two or more families. 

2781. It shall be unlawful for any person to release or entice any 
dog secured by the owner or keeper within his or her yard, or 

by a chain, out of the premises of such keeper or owner ; 

2782. Nor shall any one molest or seize any dog upon the public 
thoroughfares, or in the public squares, when such dog has 
attached to Jiis collar the tag obtaiined from the Treasurer, as 
provided for in this ordinance. 

2783. Whoever shall keep a vicious dog, and shall permit the same 
to run at large, unmuzzled, in the streets, squares or public 
thoroughfares, shall be subject to the penalty imposed. 

2784. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police and the 
members of » he police force, to slay such vicious dog wherever 
found. 

2785. If any one shall be injured in his person or apparel, by a 
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dog on the streets, in the squares, or on the public thorough- 
fares, the owner or keeper of such dog shall suffer the penalties 
provided in section 19 of this ordinance. 

:2786. ^rhe Treasurer is directed to cause to be made, about the 
first of January of every year, metal dog tags, stamped with 
some device deemed suitable by him and numbered, and he 
shall furnish them to all persons applying for the same, at the 
rate of two ($2) dollars each, said tags to be available only fof* 
the >^r in which issued. 

J2787. Any person who counterfeits or imitates the tags made and 
delivered, as herein provided by the Treasurer, cr any person 
who shall put on a dog any such counterfeit or imitation tag 
shall suffer the penalties imposed by section 19 of this ordin- 
ance. 

2788. Any person who shall maliciously or wantonly remove or 
cause to be removed, directly or indirectly, any such tag from 
the dog of another person, shall be subject to the penalties 
provided in section 19 of this ordinance. 

2789. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police to take up 
and impound in the workhouse all dogs found running, or 
being at large, contrary to the provisions of this ordinance. 

2790. The Commissioner of Police is authorized to appoint, with 
the approval of the Council, a keeper of the dog pound, a driver 
of the dog wagon, and such number of assistant**, of age, as he 
may deem necessary. 

2791. The pound keeper shall furnish security in the sum of five 
hundred dollars ($500) for the faithful discharge of his duties, 
and shall receive a compensation of fifty dollars ($50) per 
month, and also the profits, if any, that may accrue from the 
keeping and feeding of dogs impounded under this ordinance. 

2792. The driver shall receive a salary of forty dollars ($40) per 
month. 

^793- The assistants shall be paid at the rate of one 50-100 ($1.50) 
per each day they are on duty. 

2794. The city shall furnish a police officer to the Commissioner of 
Police, whose duty it shall be to accompany said commissioner 
or his assist:.nts on the dog wagon, and to aid In the enforce- 
ment of this ordinance. 

2795. It shall be the duty of the keeper to keep a book, in which 
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he shall register daily all dogs brought to the pound, by whom 
brought and the time of their being released or slain, and the 
amount of fees and fees paid, which book shall be open, at all 
times, for public inspection under the penalty provided in 
section 19 of this ordinance. 

2796. Moreover, the keeper shall make out and furnish weekly to 
the Commissioner of Police, who shall forward to the Comp- 
troller a detailed statement of the amount of pound fees, and 
all moneys leceived, 

2797. Which pound fees, etc., shall be deposited with the said 
Commission-wr, 

2798. Who shall cover the same over into the treasury, and the 
pound keeper failing to furnish such statement, keep the book 
and make deposit, as provided herein, shall be dismissed. 

2799. Upon the production to the Commissioner of Police of the 
tag provided for, the keeper or owner of any dog impounded 
may redeem the same upon paying the following fees, viz. : 

2800. Redemption fee two ($2) dollars, and the further sum of 
five (5) cents per day for each day said dog shall have 
remained impounded, which shall reimburse the keeper for any 
expense he has incurred for food for the dog. 

2801. Any dog not redeemed within two (2) days after being 
taken up sh^.ll be slain. 

2802. It shall be the duty of the Commissioner of Police to kill any 
vicious dog found in violation of this ordinance, which can not 
be safely taktn up and impounded, 

2803. It shall not be lawful for any other person to shoot or use 
poison for the purpose of kilhng an> dog at anv other place 
than at the dog' pound. 

2804. Should any dog be found at large by the said commissioner, 
or his assistants, and escape from said commissioner or his 
assistants by entering the premises of his owner or keeper, and 
said owner or keeper refuse to deliver up such dog to the said 
commissioner or his assistants, then such owner or keeper shall 
be subject to the penalties provided for ; 

2805. Provided, that nothing herein contained shall be so construed 
as to authorize the said commissioner or his assistants to enter 
the premises or yard of said owner or keeper in pursuit of such 
dog.

2808. It shall not be lawful for any person to keep a hog, or hogs, 
within the pound limits of this city, 

2809. Nor permit the same to run at large, 

2810. Under the penalty of not less than five dollars, 

281 1. Nor more than twenty-five dollars for each and every offence. 

2812. Regulations Concerning Pigeons. 

2813. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons owning or 
harboring pigeons to allow them to go at large within the city- 
limits. 

2814. Any person or persons owning pigeons who shall suffer of 
allow them to go at large within the city limits shall be punish- 
able by a fine not exceeding twenty-five ($25). dollars; 

2815. In default of the payment thereof to ten (10) days' imprison- 
ment, 

2816. On conviction before the Police Judge having jurisdiction 
over the domicile of the person or persons £0 offending. 

2817. Regulations Concerning Animals Sick With Con- 

tagious Diseases. 

*28i8. No animal affected with any infectious or contagious disease 

shall be brought or kept within the limits of this State, parish 

or municipality, except by the permission of the Board of 

Health ; 
*28i9. The bodies of animals dead of such disease, or killed on 

account thereof, shall not be buried within five hundred feet 

of any residf ncc ; 
*282o. Nor disposed of otherwise than as the said Board or its 

health officers sliall direct. 
^282 1. Any violation of any of the provisions of this ordinance shall 

subject the offending party to a penalty of not less than 

♦2822. No person or persons shall bring into or within the limits of 

the city, any animal sick with glanders. 
*2823. It is made the duty of the officers of the police force, and also 
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of all owners or persons in charge of animals, as well as veterin- 
ary surgeons, to prc»nptly report to the Board of Health any 
cases of animals sick with glanders disease, or any cases which 
may be regarded as suspicious, or exhibiting symptoms of said 
disease ; 

♦2824. That the Boardof Health shall provide a suitable isolated 
place to which such developed or suspicious cases may be re- 
moved by the Board of Health, 

*282S. The Board of Health shall make such necessary provisions 
for the treatment and maintenance of such suspected animals 
at the expense of the owners or proprietors th< reof ; 

*2826. In case of any developed case of glanders in animals shall be 
pronounced incurable by the veterinary surgeon, designated by 
the Board of Health, they shall order the killing of the 
animal, and such disposition of the carcass as the veterinary 
surgeon designated by it may deem best. 

♦2827. The Board of Health shall supervise and order such safe- 
guards and provisions to be made m the removal of suspected 
or sick animals to the place selected for their detention as shall' 
least endanger the public health : 

♦2828. In case any sick animal shall be pronounced cured by the 
veterinary surgeon designated by the Board, it shall be deliv- 
ered to the owner or his agent on paying the co->t and charges 
of the animal's treatment, 

♦2829. On failure of payment within five days after notification, the 
animal shall be disposed of at public auction by the keeper of 
the place designated, 

2830. Out of the proceeds there shall be retained the charges and 
costs aforesaid, 

2831. The remainder thereof, if any there be, shall be paid over to 
the owner of the animal or his agent. 

♦2832. Whenever any animal is pronounced glandered by the 
\>terinary Surgeon of the Board of Health, or by any other 
graduated and reputable veterinary surgeon, the Board of 
J-Iealth shall order the killing of such animal, and the disposition 
of the carcass in such manner as said Board of Health may 
deem safest. 

♦2833.: All animals suspected of glanders shall be isolated, at 
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owner's expense, in such manner as the Board of Health may 
designate, until the true condition of the animal is established. 

*2834. Any owner of any animal having cause to suspect the same 
to be giandered, or any veterinary surgeon treating any animal 
so suspected, who shall fail to report immediately such sus- 
pected case to the Board of Health, shall, 

*2835. For each such n^lect or failure to thus report, be fined in a 
sum not exceeding twenty-five dollars, or imprisonment not ex- 
ceeding thirty days. 

*2836. Any owner not submitting any animal suspected of being* 
giandered to investigation and prefer inspection by the 
Veterinary Surgeon of the Board of Health for ascertainment 
of its condition, 

*2837. Not isolating a suspected animal as the Board of Health may 
direct, 

^2838. Removing, or Jcilling, or disposing of any giandered or 
suspected animal in a manner contrary to the directions and 
intendments of this ordinance. 

*2839. Shall, for each offence, be fined not more than twenty-five 
dollars or imprisonment not more than thirty days. 

♦2840. TUBERCULOSIS IN CATTLE. 

^284 1. The local Board of Health shall investigate concerning the 
existence and cause of tuberculosis in cattle, and the danger 
to the public health therefrom, and shall use all reasonable 
means for averting and suppressing such disease. 

*2842. State Board may cause all proper information in its posses- 
sion, respecting tuberculosis in cattle, to be sent to the Local 
Boards of Health nearest to the cattle affected. 

*2843. ^"d may add thereto such useful suggestions as to the 
removal of the sources of danger therefrom, or as to the 
destruction of such cattle, as such Board may deem proper. 

*2844. The Local Health authorities shall supply to the State Board 
of Health like information and suggestions, respecting the ex-t 
istence of tuberculosis in cattle. 

2845. Suppression of Tuberculosis. 

^2846. Whenever tuberculosis shall be found among cattle in any 
part of the State, the local Board of Health shall take measures

to prevent and suppress such disease, and prevent the spread 
thereof, and, 

^2847. May order all persons to take such precautions against the 
spread of such disease as it may deem necessary, or expedient. 

'•'2848. Such Boards may call upon any peace officer in the neic^hbor- 
hood of such disease to enforce the orders of such Boards 
respecting such disease, and to observe and carry out the rules, 
orders and instructions which he may receive therefrom. 

♦2849. Such Boards may prescribe regulations for the destruction of 
cattle affected with tuberculosis ; 

*2850. For the proper dispensation of their hides and carcasses ; 

^2851. And of all objects which might convey infection or con- 
tagion, and 

♦2852. For the disinfection of premises, buildings, boats, cars, 
stables and other objects, or places from or by which such 
mfection or contagion might be communicated. 

^2853. The Boards of Health may employ such medical aid, veterin- 
ary practitioners and other persons as it may deem necessary to 
assist in the inspection, isolation, destruction or disposition of 
cattle affected with tuberculosis, prescribe rules and regulations 
for such inspectors and employees, and fix their compensation. 

2854. Destruction of Domestic Animals Affected With Tu- 
berculosis or Glanders. 

^2855. Whenever the Boards of Health may deem it necessary for 
the prevention of the spread of tuberculosis in cattle. 

♦2856. Such Board may cause to be killed, any animal affected 
thereby, 

♦2857. Or which, by contact with diseased animals or by exposure 
or infection, or contagion therefrom, such Board may determine 
is liable to contract or communicate such disease; but 

*2858. Nio such diseased animal shall be so killed on account of 
tuberculosis, unless first examined by a veterinary practitioner 
in the employ of the Board of Health, and, if desired by the 
owner, 

♦2859. A local Board of Health shall cause to be killed, every horse 

affected with glanders, found within its jurisdiction, but. 
*286o. If the animal be killed on account of tuberculosis, the 
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veterinar}' practitioner in charge thereof shall forthwith make 
a post-mortem examination of the animal. ^ 

2861. Regulations Concerning Dead Animals, 

*2862, No person shall hereafter deposit or throw any dead animal, 
carrion or other offensive or unhealthy matter into the river, 
except at the points and in the manner designated by law, 

2863. Removing and Rendering of Dead Animals. 

2864. It shall be unlawful for any person or persons, corporation or 
corporations, to remove, for the purpose of rendering, or to 
render, the remains and carcass of any dead horse, mare, mule, 
ox, i'teer, cow, calf or ass that may be found within the limits of 
city, except such as are lawfully slain for the purpose of 
human food, unless such removal and rendering is done under 
and in accordance wnth the provisions of this ordinance. 

2865. Before any person or persons, corporation or corporations, 
shall have the privilege of removing or rendering the remains 
and carcasses of dead animals above mentioned, they shall make 
application to the Mayor of the city, 

2866. Which application shall set forth the locality to which the 
removal is to be made, where the rendering is to be done, and 
the nature of the apparatus to be used in such rendering. 

2867. If the Mayor is satisfied with the locality and the sufficiency 
of the apparatus to be used, he shall, upon the applicant's 
furnishing bond in the sum of five thousand dollars, with good 
and valid security, conditioned upon the faithlul compliance 
with all the provisions of this ordinance. 

2868. Issue to said applicant a license to remove and render dead 
animals, 

2869. Which license shall be personal and not transferable. 

2870. That all such establishments so licensed shall be and remain 
under the control and supervision of the Board of the city, 

2871. The licenses so granted shall be revoked and withdrawn at 
any time, when, in the opinion of the Board, such establish-'* 
ments become nuisances and injurious to the public health of 
the city, or the proprietors thereof fail in a strict compliance 
with all the provisions of this ordinance. 

2872. It shall be the duty of persons or companies licensed, as in 
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the foregoing section, within five hours after being notified by 
the police, or any sanitary inspector, or any authorized agent of 
the Board of Health, to remove the carcass of any of said 
animals, the same to be conveyed away in the most inoffensive 
manner possible, causing them to be covered with tarpaulins or 
otherwise. 

2873. T^he drivers of teams conveying away said carcasses shall not 
stop on the way, unless detained by some unforeseen accident, 

2874. Under a penalty of not less than $5 or more than $25 fine, 
for each offence, or imprisonment not exceeding ten days, to be 
enforced against the driver before the Recorder of the district in 
which the offence occurs. 

2875. The dead animals removed or rendered under the provisions 
of this ordinance shall be so removed and rendered without any 
cost or expense whatever to either the city or the o*\iier of such 
carcass. 

2876. It shall be the duty of the police department to notify the 
person or company, their officers or agents, the locality of 
whose licensed rendering establishments is nearest to the place 
where any such carcass may be found, of the whereabouts of 
such carcass, 

2877. If within five hours of such notification, the person or com- 
pany does not remove such carcass, they shall be liable to a fine 
of not less than $10. nor more than $25, or to imprisonment for 
ten days; 

2878. In case the person thus delinquent is an incorporated com- 
pany, the president thereof shall be the person on whom the 
penalty shall be imposed. 

2879. None of the products of rendering any carcass shall be em- 
ployed or utilized for purposes of human food. 

2880. All grease and other products, except such as are manu- 
factured as fertilizers, rendered or manufactured, or packed 
for use or transportation to or from market in the city or else- 
where, shall be branded on each and every package, with a 
burning brand, as follows: ** Product of Dead Animals." 

2881. Any violation of the provisions of this section shall ipso facto 
cancel the license granted, and operate as a forfeiture of the 
bond given as herein provided. 

2882. The amount of such bond being hereby fixed as a penalty in 
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the nature of liquidated damages to ensure compliance with the 
provisions of this section. 

2883. It shall be the duty of each and every proprietor of any of the 
above-named animals, or person having such animals in hid 
custody, or under his control, within three hours after the death 
of such animal, to cause the same to be removed to some 
licensed place of rendering, or within the same time to notify 
the nearest police sanitary oflicer of the whereabouts of said 
carcass, and permit the same to be removed by the licensed 
person notified, as provided in this ordinance, without delay of 
hindrance, on due application for that purpose by the license, 
his agents or servants. 

2884. Any person violating any of the provisionsof this ordinance 
shall l>e adjudged guilty of a misdemeanor, and on conviction 
thereof before the Recorder of the district in which the offence 
is committed shalbbe fined in a sum of not less than twenty-five 
dollars for each offence, or imprisoned not less than thirty days. 

2885. Any person or persons conveying or carrying in any manner 
any dead animal or animals through the streets of this city 
shall, and it is hereby made their duty, to convey the same in 
vehicles or wagons suitable for the purpose, and covered so as 
to shut out from view all sight of the carcass of dead animal 
or animals aforesaid ; 

2886. Any person or persons violating the provisions of this ordin- 
ance shall be punished by a fine of not less than five dollars, nor 
more than twenty-five, or imprisonment in the Parish Prison 
for a period of not less than ten days, nor more than thirty. 

2887. Regulations Concerning Hides, Peltry, Bones and 

Rags. 

2888. No person shall bring or cause to be brought into the limits 
any hides, bones, peltry, rags, or other articles whatsoever, 
which may tend to produce infection, or in any way to injure 
or endanger health. 

2889. The penalty for violation of any section or portion of this 
ordinance shall be a fine not exceeding twenty-five dollars, re- 
coverable before the Recorder of the district wherein the oflFence 
was committed; or, in default of the payment of the fine. 
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imprisonment not exceeding thirty days for each and every 
offence. 

2890. No cattle, sheep, horse, goat, goose, or mule, or any dangerous 
or offensive animal, shall be allowed by any owner, or by any 
person having charge of, or who shall have charge of the sanie^ 
to go at large in any street or public place. 

2891. And no pigs, swine or cattle shall be unloaded from any 
cars upon any street or public place, except pursuant to a 
written permit from this Board of Health. 

2892. Nor shall any cattle, pigs, swine or sheep be driven to any 
slaughterliouse, except between the hours of eight of the 
evening and one hour after sunrise of the next morning ; noi* 
shall more than twenty cattle, or more than one hundred pigs or v 
swine, or more than one hundred and fifty sheep, be driven 
together; and they shall be driven in streets and avenues 
(leading toward their destination) where they will least 
endanger the lives of human beings, as the Board of Health 
may 'designate; provided, that when the landing or transporta- 
tion of cattle shall have been delayed or prevented by ice, fog 
or unavoidable accident, the Board of Health may, at its discre- 
tion, give a permit to land and drive such cattle at other hours 
than those herein designated. 

2893. But in no case shall cattle be driven past any school or 
church. 

2894. No person shall allow any swine or goat to run at large in 
said city, and no person shall, within the built-up portions of 

said city, keep any swine or goat, without a permit so to do 
from this Board. 

2895. No cattle shall be kept in any place to which the water,, 
ventilation, and food are not sufficient and wholesome for the 
preservation of their health, safe condition, and wholesomeness 
for food. 

2896. No person shall keep or allow to be kept in any building, or 
on any premises, or on grounds of which he may be the owner^ 
lessee, tenant, or occupant, more cows or other cattle than at 
the rate of fifteen to an acre (in or near the built-up portions 
of said city), without a permit from this Board. And every 
such person shall cause every stable and place where any cows^ 
horses, or other animals may be, to be kept at all times in a 
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cleanly and wholesome condition, and shall not allow any 
animal to be therein, while infected with any disease, contagious 
or pestilential, among such animals, without a permit from this 
Board of Health. 

2897. Nd cattle, swine, or sheep, geese, goats, or horses, shall be 
yarded within or adjacent to the built-up portions of the city, 
without the permit of this Board of Health, or otherwise than 
iiccording to its regulations. 

2898. No cattle shall be placed or carried while bound or tied by 
their legs, or bound down by their necks, in any vehicle in said 
city, but shall be allowed freely to stand in such vehicle when 
transported, and while being therein. 

2899. No cattle shall be unloaded from boats or shall be driven or 
allowed in the streets, avenues, or public places in said city, 
unless distinctly and Jegibly marked with a letter, sign, or 
symbol plainly representing the ownership of such animals, 
which letter, sign or symbol shall have been previously 
registered in the office of the Board of Health, approved 
by him, and written upon the face of the permit for driving» 
cattle, issued from time to time to the owner of such cattle, 
under the rules, regulations and ordinances of this Board. 

2900. No cattle, with or without their young calves, shall be led or 
driven through or along any of the streets of the city without 
a permit, in writing, from the Board of Health, and in strict 
accordance with the routes, hours, and conditions prescribed 
thereby ; and no person shall lead, attempt to lead, or cause to 
be led, any cattle otherwise than singly,^ one person with each, 
nor upon any sidewalks ; provided, however, that sheep may be 
driven on routes prescribed for them, pursuant to the terms and 
conditions of the permits issued from time to time by the 
Board of Health. 

2901. Hereafter no Texas, Colorado, or other dangerous cattle 
shall be driven thmugh or along the public streets, except in 
those cases only where the cattle shall be landed at the foot of 
the street leading to the slaughterhouse to which such cattle 
shall be destined, and where the street shall be effectually barred 
or closed, so as to prevent the escape of such cattle during the 
transfer from the dock to such slaughterhouse, and no sudi 
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cattle shall be landed, except in accordance with the provisions 
and restrictions of this ordinance. 

2902. No permit for driving cattle in the city shall be granted to 
any person, save upon the condition that all such cattle shall be 
distinctly and legibly marked with a mark, sign, or sjonbol, 
approved by the Board of Health, so as clearly to indicate the 
ownership thereof, and it shall be the duty of every person 
applying for or using a permit to drive cattle in said city, to file 
with the Board of Health a correct statement of the mark, sign, 
or symbol employed by him under the provisions of this ordin- 
ance. 

2903. No live chickens, geese, ducks, or other fowls shall be 
brought into, or kept, or held, or offered for sale, or killed ia 
any yard, area, cellar, coop, building, premises, or part thereof, 
or in any public market, or on the sidewalk or other place 
within the built-up portions of the city, without a special permit 
in writing from Uie Board of Health and subject to the condi- 
tions thereof. 

2904. No cows shall be kept in the city, without a permit in writing 
therefor from the Board of Health. 

♦2905. Every animal which is mad or has the hydrophobia, or shows 
symptoms thereof, shall, by the persons owning the same, or 
having the possession, charge or control thereof, be at once 
killed ; and every animal that has been exposed to such disease 
shall be at once confined in some secure place for such length 
of time as to show that such exposure has not given such 
animal said disease, and so as to avoid all danger to life or 
health. And the dead body of any animal that died of such 
disease, or being suspected to have such disease, has been killed, 
shall be disposed of by the Board of Health. 

♦2906. No diseased or siddy horse, cattle, swine, sheep, dog, or cat, 
or other animals, nor any that have been exposed to any disease 
that is contagious among such animals, shall be brought into 
the city. 

♦2907. No person shall keep, retain or allow, or employ to be kept 
or retained, at any place within or adjacent to the built-up 
portions of the city, any horse, ass or colt having the disease 
known as glanders or farcy, but shall at once report the fact 
to the Board of Health of said city, and under the direction oi 
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the Sanitary Superintendent shall remove such animal in the 
manner designated by such Sanitary Superintendent. No 
animal having glanders or farcy, or any contagious disease, oif 
that shall die thereof, shall be removed, disposed of, or exposed 
in any street or public place in said city without a written 
permit from said Board of Health, and then only in accordance 
with the terms of such permit. 

2908. No person shall leave in or throw into any place or street, or 
public waler, nor offensively expose or bury, rhe body (or any. 
part thereof) of any dead or fatally sick or injured animal ; noi* 
shall any person keep any dead animal or any offensive meat, 
bird, fowl, or fish in a place where the same may be dangerous 
10 the life or detrimental. to the health of any person. 

2909. Any animal, being in any street or public place, within or 
adjacent to the built-up portion of the city, and appearing in the 
estimation of any officer or inspector of the Board of HealtB 
(and of two discreet citizens, called by such officer or inspector 
to view the same in his presence) injured or diseased past 
recovery, for any useful purpose, and not bein^ attended and 
properly cared for by the owner or some proper person to have 
charge thereof for such owner ; or not having been removed to 
some private premises, or to some place designated by such 
officer or inspector, within one hour after being found or left in 
such condition, may be deprived of life by such officer or in- 
spector, or as he may direct ; and shall thereafter, unless at once 
removed by the owner or person, be treated as any other animal 
found on a street or place. 

*29io. Any person having a dead animal or an animal past recovery, 
and not killed for and proper for use as meat or fish, or in any 
offensive condition, or sick with an infectious or contagious 
disease on his premises in said city, and every person whose 
animal or any animal in his charge or under his control in any 
street or place, may die or beccnne or be in a condition past 
recovery, shall at once remove or cause the removal of such 
anirhal, dead or alive, to some proper place, and when such 
place may be designated by the Board of Health to the place 
so designated. 

*29i I. It shall be the duty of the owner, and of the person that last 
had or then having charge of any animal, so dead or injured, or 
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diseased, and beini^ in any street or public place, to at once give 
notice thereof, and of the nearest street and avenue where it 
may be to some inspector or officer of the Board cf Health, or an 
officer of the Police Department, unless such animal is at once 
removed by some proper person. 
*29i2. No person other than the inspectors or officers of the Board 
of Health or the Police Department, or persons thereto author- 
ized, shall in any way interfere with such dead, sick or injured 
animal in any street or place, and no person shall skin or 
wound such animal in such street or public place, unless to 
terminate its life as herein authorized, except that the owner 
or person having control of such animal may terminate the life 
thereof in the presence and by the consent of a policeman or art 
inspector or officer of the Board of Health. 

2913. No person shall obstruct, delay, or interfere with the proper 
and free use, for the purposes for which they may be and 
should be set apart and devoted, of any dock, pier, or bulkhead 
set apart for the use of any contractor or person engaged in 
removing any offal, garbage, rubbish, dirt, dead animal, night- 
soil, or other like substances, or with the proper performance of 
such contracts. 

2914. It shall be the duty of every contractor and person (his agents 
and employees) who has contracted or undertaken to remove 
any diseased or dead animal, offal, rubbish, garbage, dirt, street- 
sweeping, night-soii, or other filthy, offensive, or noxious sub- 
stance, or is engaged alx)ut any such removal, or in loading or 
unloading of any such substance, to do the same with dispatch* 
and in every particular in a manner as cleanly and little 
offensive, and with as little danger and prejudice to life and 
health as possible, and no matter or material shall lay piled up, 
or partially raked together, in any street or place before the 
removal thereof, more than a reasonable time, nor more than* 
four hours in the daytime under any circumstances. 
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CHAPTER XIX. 



REGULATIONS CONCERNING VESSELS. 



N, B, The Act8 of the State of Louitiana are obligcUory. The Regu- 
latUme of the State Board of Health marked by a star are aleo 
obligatory. The others are recommendatofy and educational. 
Each Ltfcal Board wUl adopt those which it thinks best suited for 
its local conditions. 



2915. Every master, owner, charterer, part owner, or consignee of 
any vessel, that shall bring any cotton into port, and within the 
limits, between the first day of May and the first day of No- 
vember of each year, shall at once report to the Board of Health, 
or cause to be made, in writing, a report to this Department of 
the fact of any such cotton being in a dangerous, infected, or 
unsound condition, or having been exposed to any infection. 

*2gi6. No master, charterer, owner, part owner or consignee of any 
vessel, or any other person, shall bring to any dock, pier, wharf, 
or building within one thousand feet thereof, in said city, or 
unload at any dock, building, or pier therein, or have on storage 
in the built-up portions of said city, any skins, hides, rags, or 
similar articles or materials, having been brought frc»n any 
foreign country or any infected place. 

*29i7. No person shall sell, exchange, remove, or in any way make 
exposure of any straw, bedding or other articles used by immi- 
grants upon any vessel bringing immigrants to this port, until it 
has been adequately 'and properly cleansed or disinfected ; 

*29i8. All straw, bedding or other articles that have been exposed on 
any vessel to contagion or infection of any contagious disease,- 
or have been or are liable to communicate such disease, shall be 
destroyed by fire on said vessel. 

♦2919. No owner, agent, or consignee of any vessel,or cargo, and no 
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officer of any vessel (in respect of either of which vessel or 
cargo a permit, according to any law, ordinance, or regulationy 
shall or should have been obtained to pass quarantine, or to 
come up to ihe water front) shall unlade, or land, or cause to be 
unladen or landed, such cargo, or any part thereof, in said cityi 
without having first received the written permit of the Board 
of Health so to do. 

2920. No captain, officer, consignee, owner, or other person in 
charge of any vessel (having right and authority to prevent 
the same) shall remove or aid in removingfrom any vessel to the 
shore (save as legally authorized by the Health officer of the 
port, and into quarantine grounds and buildings only) any per- 
son sick of, or person that has been exposed to, and is liable 
very soon to develop any contagious disease, nor to remove or 
aid in removing any articles that may have been exposed to the 
contagion of any such disease, except in accordance with a per- 
* mit from the Board of Health, or with its special regulations. 

*292i. No master, charterer, consignee, or other person shall order, 
bring or allow (having power and authority to prevent) any 
vessel or person, or article therefrom, from any infected port, 
nor any vessel, or person or article therefrom, liable to quaran- 
tine (and whether such quarantine has been made or suffered 
or not), to come or be brought to any point nearer than tfiree 
hundred yards of any dock or pier, or to any building in said 
city without or otherwise than according to a permit from the 
Board of Health. 

♦2922. Nor shall any vessel, or person or thing therein or therefrom, 
having been in quarantine, come or be brought within the last- 
named distance of any last-named place, without the permit 
or assent of the Board of Health. 

*2923. No person shall bring into the city from any infected place, or 
land, or take therein, from any vessel lately from an infected' 
port, or from any vessel or building in which had lately been 
any person sick of a contagious disease, any article or person 
whatsover, nor shall any such person land or come into said 
city without a permit from the Board of Health ; and it shall be 
no excuse that such person or article so offending, or the occa- 
sion of offence, has passed through quarantine, or has a permit 
from any other source than the Board of Health.

♦2924. No owner, part owner, Charterer, agent, or consignee of any 
vessel, nor any officer or person having charge or control of the 
same, shall allow to be cast therefrom, and no person shall cast 
therefrom, into any public waters of a city, any straw, bedding, 
clothing, or other substance, from any incoming vessel, from 
any foreign port, without a permit from this Board, except as 
allowed by the quarantine authorities. 
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ATLANTA CONVENTION 

OF THE 

SOUTH ATLANTIC AND GULF STATES. 



1. This convention was called in pursuance of the following resolution, 
adopted by the Quarantine Conrention of the South Atlantic and Gulf States, 
held at Mobile, Ala., February 9, 1898: 

2. To Establish Uniformity of Quarantine Rules and Rei^la- 

tions In Certain States. 

3. Resolved^ That it is the sense of this Convention of the States bordering 
on the South Atlantic and Gulf Coast, viz. : Virginia, North Carolina, 
South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Alabama, Mississippi, Louisiana and 
Texas, that they should, as soon as practicable, meet in conference and 
prepare a Code of Rules and Regulations for the purpose of controlling and 
preventing the spread of Yellow Fever and other Contagious and Infectious 
Diseases; said rules and regulations to be uniformly accepted and honored 
by the several Health Boards of the States mentioned; and further to adopt 
a system of pratique and health certificates to be used in times of epidemic, 
to be likewise honored by the several Health Boards of the States named. 

4. The convention was called to order at 10 o^clock Tuesday morning in the 
ballroom of the Kimball House, by Mayor Collier. Rev. Dr. Landrum 
opened with prayer. Owing to the non-arrival of many delegates, the ses- 
sion adjourned until noon, after the appointment of a credential committee 
and a committee on permanent organization. 

-5. The report of the credential committee was received at the noon session, 
allowing all health and sanitary officers present, representing States, to vote, 
and allowing each State five votes. 

6. On roll call the States of Virginia, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi and Louisiana were found to be represented.

20. Resolutions relative to the regulation of quarantines were then introduced 
by Dr. Souchon, by Dr. Carter, the representative of the United States^ 
Marine Hospital Service, and by Dr. Wilkinson. All the resolutions were 
referred to the Committee on Plans and Resolutions, with which Dr. Wil- 
kinson and Dr. Carter were invited to sit. * 

21. The Convention then adjourned until 4 o'clock in the afternoon to await the 
report of the resolutions committee, which went into session at once to agree 
on a composite report from the resolutions introduced. 

*22. Revising Conference in New Orleans. 

*23a. On February 9, 1899, a Conference of representatives of the Gulf States was 
held in the city of New Orleans for the purpose of revising the Atlanta 
Regulations, in the light of the experience of the last year. 

*236. Dr. H. R. Carter, of the United States Marine Hospital Service, suggested or 
accepted and recommended the proposed changes, which, after adoption by 
the New Orleans Conference, makes the Atlanta Regulations now read aF 
below :

32. REGULATIONS FOR THE GOVERNMENT OF DISINFECTION 

AND DETENTION STATIONS OR CAMPS DURING THE EX- 
ISTENCE OF YELLOW FEVER AT ANY POINT WITHIN 
OUR BORDERS. 

33. General Principles. 

34. The regulations are somewhat numerous and exacting, but it is by the strict 
observance of like regulations that the art of Surgery has accomplished it8 
wonders. 

35. In case yellow fever should occur at any point of the Southern States, the 
most effective method to prevent shotgun quarantines and their disastrous 
effects upon Commerce is to establish Disinfecting and Detention Stations or 
Camps on the lines of travel by rail or boat. 

3B. It is by practical actions that the people will be reassured and not by agree- 
ments and persuasion based on words, assurances or legislation. To show 
the people that all possible care is effectually taken to prevent yellow fever 
from reaching them is the best and only argument they should yield to. 

37. Parties coming from localities infected by yellow fever should not be allowed 
to enter quarantine localities capable of being infected by yellow fever, 
unless they have had their persons, clothing, baggage, etc., disinfected as 
needed, and unless they have remained at the station ten days after such 
thorough disinfection, and places holding communication with localities 
under insufficient restrictions may themselves be held in quarantine. 

38. These Stations or Camps will be erected by the United States Marine Hos- 
pital Service. 

39. They will be operated by the United States Marine Hospital Service. 

40. The Marine Hospital Service will also be requested at an immediate date to 
prepare at least four disinfecting plants, including four cylinders for fur- 
nishing steam disinfection. 

41. Medical Inspectors from interested States and localities will be admitted to 
the Stations to witness that the regulations are thoroughly complied with. 

42. Regulations Applying to Persons, Clothing and Bags^ge. 

*43. Persons arriving at the Disinfecting Stations will have their clothing and 
effects disinfected. 
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44. The clothes and baggage will be disinfected by moist steam under pressure. 

45. All articles requiring to be subjected to moist steam shall remain in tlie 
steam chamber at a continuous temperature of 212 to 220 degrees Fahren- 
heit for thirty minutes. 

*46. Articles not amenable to this treatment shall be disinfected as hereinafter 
provided. 

47. The persons will then be placed in the Department of the Disinfected. 

48. They shall be in8i>ected daily. 

49. Upon the appeanmce of any tendency or symptoms whatever of yellow 
fever, they shall at once be placed in a suitable isolated locality. 

50. If they develop a case, they shall be placed in the Hospital of the Station, 
ol. The persons will remain at the Station ten days. 

52. Persons thus detained will be given a certificate to the effect that disinfec- 
tion has been practised and detention of ten days enforced, signed by the 
Resident Officer of the United States Marine Hospital Service. 

53. Well authenticated immunes will not be detained, but will be disinfected. 

54. Then the persons should be received everywhere and by everybody as being 
incapable of conveying infection. 

55. Reicttlations Oovernini: Frei|:ht. 

56. Articles should not be shipped from dwellings, nor from places contiguous 
to dwellings, without being disinfected. 

*57. All articles shall be new, clean and dry. 

*58a. Special Conditions of Infection. 

*bSb. (a) When fever exists in a sporiidic form. 

Merchandise under the above conditions can be shipped. 
(b) When fever is more than sporadic, but not general. 
Merchandise of the above character may be shipped from the wholesale dis- 
trict of a city, except such as from its liability to infection would be espe- 
cially apt to conserve it, such as fruit, vegetables in open crates, straw, saw- 
dust, excelsior and similar articles used for packing. 

These articles can be shipped only if they have been preserved from possible 
exposure to infection or have been disinfected. 

*59. Class I. 

llie following articles should be admitted without disinfection or restrictions of 
any sort : 

(a) All new and dry material, unpacked, such a? lumber, machinery, brick, til- 
ing, bar and sheet iron, tin, steel, agricultural implements — ^no part of idiich 
is textile; iron ties, stoves, saddlery, not upholstered; rubber belting, rub- 
ber hose, linoleum, wagons, new trunks, hardware without packing, lime, 
ice and salt in bulk, turpentine, rosin, stone, gravel, coal, coke, cement, 
grain in carloads, cooperage, oysters and fish packed in ice, and other 
articles packed in ice properly refrigerated. 

(b) Original packages in clean and smooth wooden or metallic containers not 
broken or packed in an infected locality. 

(c) Articles in such containers, put up and handled exclusively in the wholesale 
district, which from their nature or mode of packing are incapable of cany- 
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ing Infection, such as roasted coffee, refined su^r, coal oil, creosote, acids, 
beans, peas, rice, salted meats and articles of similar character. 

(d) Fruits, sound, and taken directly in good condition from clean vessels, which 
have complied with all quarantine requirements, or cars and transferred at 
wharves or railroad depots not infected and in good sanitary condition, 
immediately to the disinfected cars or vessels for shipment. 

(e) Fruit, vegetables and Western produce in barrels or boxes directly trans- 
ferred as above. 

(/) Freight in good sanitary condition, taken directly from clean vessels or cars 
to cars or vessels at a wharf or railroad siding, not infected and in good 
sanitary condition. 

(g) Live stock and poultry. 

*60. Class II. 

The following articles will require only superficial disinfection— t. «., outside of 
containers : 

(a) All goods in original wooden or metallic packages, not broken or packed in 
an infected locality, when not included in Class I, such as boots and shoes, 
dry goods, leather goods, drugs and chemicals, patent medicines, oiled and 
rubber clothing, sugar, canned fruits, canned vegetables, canned meats, 
canned oysters, canned fish, condensed milk, stone ware, tinware, tobacco, 
cigars, snuff, wines, tonics, liquors, cheese, flour, meal, grits, wooden ware, 
butter, tea, candles, soap, lard, starch, axle grease, iron roofing, saddle- 
trees, raisins, matches, salted fish, molasses; rice, coffee, beans and pe^s in 
barrels; nuts, dried fruit, pickles, vinegar, olive oil, sauces, baking oow- 
der, soda, preserves. 

(6) Articles which from their nature and mode of packing are incaple of receiv- 
ing infection, and which sterilize the inside of the container, such as roasted 
coffee, refined sugar, molasses, coal oil, creosote, acids and articles of a sim- 
ilar character, when not included in Class I. 

(c) Goods in textile material, not broken or packed in an infected locality and 
kept perfectly dry. This includes coffee, grain and spice in sacks ; cured 
hams in canvas, osnaburgs and other cotton goods in solid bales with close 
covering. 

(d) Chemicals, patent medicines, drugs and druggists' sundries, not put up in 
an infected locality, when enclosed in glass, wood or metal, also hardware, 
when these articles are packed with sterilized excelsior. 

♦61. Class III. 

Articles not in classes I and U may be shipped after disinfection. 

(a) This refers to all classes of merchandise not in classes I and II, which are 
kept in stock for distribution at wholesale stores not exposed to any recog- 
nized infection. 

(b) Articles that can be kept in excelsior In crates so as to render the excel- 
sior and contents capable of disinfection belong to this class. 

(c) Methods of disinfection are treated in a separate section of these regulations 

62. Class IV. 

Xo. bedding or household effects shall be received for shipment under any con- 
ditions. 
*63. Inspectors shall not certify to any of the above classes if not satisfied that 
the articles will not convey infection. 
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^04. Regulations Governing: the Repacking and Disinfection of 
Goods Taken from Origfinal Packages. 

a. Each establishment packing or repacking will provide a disinfecting cham- 
ber under the supervision of an inspector. 
h. The workmen, on arrival, will disinfect their hands and faces. They will 

then change their outer clothing for sterilized clothing and remain in the 

work rooms during working hours. 
€. The work rooms and all the premises shall be kept clean. 
d. The outer clothing worn by the workmen during working hours shall be 

disinfected daily. 
r. The same precautions are required of the inspectors. 
f. If the goods to be packed are taken from previously opened packages they 

must be disinfected. 
(f. Work of this kind shall be done only in the wholesale districts. 
*65. Provided that this method meets with the approval of the various State 

Boards of Health and State health officers where these goods are to be 

shipped. 

*m. Regulations Governing Workmen in Factories. 

()7. The same regulations referring to workmen and premises of wholesale 

stores shall apply to factories. 
(yS. In addition, the goods manufactured, if liable to eonvey infection, must be 

disinfected. 

iV.K Regulations Governing the Disinfecting of Freight on Cars 

and Steamboats. 

70. All freight in cars and the cars themselves, and all freight on or in boats and 
such parts of the boats themselves shall in all cases be disinfected by the 
United States Marine Hospital Service whenever and wherever that service 
may deem the same necessary. 

71. Regulations Governing Railroad Traffic from an Infected 

Town to Points South. 

72. A passenger train to an inf ectable locality shall not stop In an infected town, 
nor shall the windows or doors be allowed to be open therein, and no com- 
munication shall be allowed between the passengers or train crew and the 
town. 

73. Freight tratlic through such a town should be without stopping. 

74. In cases where stopping in town is absolutely necessary for freight traffic, 
and also when the town Is large, and the Infection general, a special crew 
shall take the train through the town. The relay stations where these 
changes are made shall be under sanitary supervision. 

75. Sanitary Inspectors should also be stationed in town. 

76. Regulations Governing^ Freigfht Traffic from an Infected 

Town to Points South. 

77. Empties must not stay in an Infected town or be parked in an infected 
locality. 

78. Flat cars to be swept clean. 

79. Box cars shall be made mechanically clean and dry, and sent open to the 
relay station, where they are to be inspected for tramps.

80. From the relay station they should be sent on ander seal. 

81. All fruit cars to be disinfected. 

82. Cars should be removed from an infected locality as soon as empty. 
88. If not, they should be disinfected when they leave. 

84a. If not disinfected, the cars should be sent with windows and doors open. 
84&. The cars must be fully inspected at the relays for tramps. 
^85. All disinfected cars must be placarded and way-bills certified to by proper 
sanitary officers.

*H7. Letter mail needB no disinfection except in a marked epidemic. 

88. Newspapers must be disinfected. 

89. Parcel mail is excluded altogether. 

IK). Regulations Governing Relays of Trains from an Infected 
Locality to Points South. 

^.1] . All train crews from an infected town must be changed and not be allowed 

to have direct communication with certainly clean territory. 
92. This should be done at a non-infected place as isolated as possible; a 

siding, rather than a station, and certainly not in a town. 
i)S, Every man, mail agent, expressman and train butcher must make that 

relay. 
1)4. If we know that he is going North, not to return to points South, in this 

case he is like a through passenger. 
95. Pullman crew to be relayed. 
1)6. None of the merchandise of the train butcher must pass the relay. 

97. Disinfected newspapers will be excepted. 

98. No possible fomites must pass the relay to the crew bound North, and as 
little communication as possible, none save such as is necessary for the run 
of the train, is allowed. 

99. The relay must be under the supervision of a sanitary officer or officers 
(two are generally required), whose position is one of great responsibility* 

100. At these stations a very careful search for tramps must be instituted. 

101. The camps for the north and south crews should be at a considerable dis- 
tance from each other. 

102. The run of trains should be arranged ^so as to have the crews in camp 
^ as little as possible. 

103. For passenger trains there need be no delay. 

104. For freight trains generally there must be, and their crews must go in 
camp. 

106. Occasions may arise where it is necessary to guard the southern relay 
camp by a number of guards, as if it were a camp of detention. 

106. It must never be allowed to become infected. 

107. If it does the camp must be moved. 

108. Regulations Governing Railroad Traffic from an Infected 

Town to Points North. 

109. Through traffic— i. e., to points incapable of receiving yellow fever infec- 
tion, to be designated hereafter as ^* points North." 

1 10. Freight in sealed cars can go without hindrance to destination. 
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111. Regulations Qoverning the Mails to Points North. 

112. Through mail not distributed South needs no restrictions, except disinfection 
of bags. < 

113. Reg^ulations Qoverning Passenger Traffic to Points North. 

114. PoBsenger Traffic to points North can be allowed by preventing all chance 
of such passengers conveying infection en route, either by themselves leav- 
ing the train en route or by returning to points Soulh, or by fomites, mainly 
their clothing. 

115. This traffic should be on special cars reserved for these passengers, and pre- 
ferably on a special train. 

116. A Sanitary Inspector must accompany them through the quarantine terri- 
tory, under whose absolute sanitary charge the train is. 

117. The coaches which carry these passengers must be disinfected before the 
return South. 

118. Laundry of Pullman cars must not be done in an infected place. 

119. Regfulations Qoverning Duties of Inspectors. 

120. Train mspectors must be properly relayed. 

121. Those running from the infected town should be immune. 

122. If they sleep in clean territory they must be immune. 

*123. Regulations Qoverning Steamboat Communications. 

They may be carried on — 

124. By supervision of the landing of freight a^d loading of the same, so as to 
prevent communication between the people ashore and the boat. 

125. Regulations Qoverning Yellow Fever Localities. 

*126. Localities infected with yellow fever, and localities contiguous thereto, may 
be depopulated as rapidly as possible, so far as the same can be safely done. 

127. Persons from non -infected localities, and who have not been exposed to 
infection, being allowed to leave without detention, and on leaving such 
place shall be provided with health certificate of the following form by the 
legally constituted health authorities of the place :

128. When deemed necessary affidavit shall be required by the Health Otiicer. 

129. The certificate shall be issued without fee. 
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130. Regulations QovernitiK Measures To Be Taken in a Town 
or Locality Which May Not Require Quarantine. 

*131. If the inepection of* a town in which yellow fever exists shows all foci of 
infection, possible fomites and persons liable to develop the disease are 
under observation, the town should not be quarantined. 

132. When practicable, the patient shall be removed to hospital, or other quar- 
ters little liable to infection, and so situated as to involve a minimum of 
danger, if infected. 

133. If the patient can not be removed, all possible precautions must be taken to 
prevent contamination of his premises. 

134. Those certainly immune to yellow fever may be given free pratique after 
disinfection of effects. 

135. Non-immunes may be permitted to go to places incapable of infection, to 
remain there during the period of incubation, requiring disinfection of 
^^gg^^i unless certain that they will remain in such territory. 

136. Non-immunes not going to such places shall, if practicable, be isolated 
under observation in non -infected quarters, so situated that if fever 
develops among them there shall be as little danger as possible of convey- 
ing infection; their effoTts being disinfected upon isolation. 

137. Such persons as are isolated under observation on account of exposure to 
yellow fever shall be isolated for a period of not less than ten days from 
the last possible time of exposure to infection. They shall be inspected— 

twice daily is advised. 

138. Premises occupied or having been occupied by a case sick with yellow fever 
shall be treated as infected and be under sanitary control. 

139. Such neighboring premises as are close enough for their inmates to receive 
infection from the above shall also, with their inmates, be under sanitary 
control. 

140. These premises shall be strictly guarded and no communication allowed 
with those outside except under such rules and supervision as will prevent 
the conveyance of the disease. 

141. All possible precautions shall be taken to prevent exposure of the guards 
and other attendants to infection. 

142. If possible, they shall be immune. 

143. They snail be under proper supervision. 

144. On the recovery, removal or death of a case of yellow fever tbe premises 
shall be immediately disinfected. 

145. Such neighboring premises as from proximity are presumably infected are 
also to be disinfected, 

146. Coincidentally with the foregoing measures a house-to-house inspection 
should be made of the whole community to determine whether other cases 

' exist. 

147. In the case of the death of a patient the body shall be disposed of under 
such sanitar5^ precautions as will prevent the conveyance of infection. 

148. Regulations Governing Measures To Be Taken When a 

Town or Locality Requires To Be Quarantined. 

149. If the inspection of a town in which yellow fever exists does not show that 
all foci of infection, possible fomites and persons liable to develop the 
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disease, are under observation (**in quarantine") or if cases occur which 
can not be traced to any known focus, such town shall be subject to 
quarantine. 

150. Those who have been exposed or who come from infected localities shall 
be required to undergo, in the camp of probation, or other designated 
place, a period of detention and observation of ten days from date of last 
exposure, before being permitted to proceed to a locality capable of being 
infected, their clothing and other effects capable of conveying infection 
being disinfected upon entrance to place of detention. 

151. For persons known to be immune to yellow fever detention is not required 
merely the disinfection of their baggage and clothing. 

*152. The evidence of immunity shall be satisfactory to the health officer of the 
place to which he is bound. 

153. Persons who have been exposed may be permitted to proceed, under propter 
sanitary supervision while passing through infectable territory, without 
detention, to localities incapable of being infected, and whose authorities 
are willing to receive them, to remain there ten days. 

154. The baggage of such persons shall be disinfected unless it is certain they 
will- not return into infectable territory. 

155. This exemption from disinfection shall not apply to baggage from an 
infected house for any point, or to baggage to points which object to 
receiving it undisinfected. 

156. Note. — On account of the extreme difficulty of the health officer determin- 
ing the ultimate destination of passengers bound for Atlanta, Charlotte. 
Nashville and similar distributing points for passengers south, the baggage 
of such passengers should be disinfected. 

157. An adjacent town which is in direct communication with an infected 
town must be considered as being neutral territory, and therefore under 
quarantine. 

158. Also such territory as from its proximity or relations to an infected town 
can not be pronounced certainly clean. 

159. Regulations Qovernins Methods of Disinfection. 

160. The following methods of disinfection are considered efficient for Yellow 
Fever. 

161. Apartments or dwellings infected with yellow fever to be disinfected by 
one or more of the following methods : 

(a) By a thorough washing of all surfaces of apartments with an efficient 

germicidal solution. 

(6) By sulphur dioxide for twenty-four hours* exposure, four pounds of 

sulphur for each 1000 cubic feet, plus due allowance made for waste. 

(c) By formaldehyde gas, in not less than a 4 per cent, volume strength, 

and not less that six hours' exposure. 

162. Note.— One litre of 40 per cent, solution of formaldehyde gas will involve 
about 170 litres (50.1 cubic feet) of gas at 20 deg. C. (68 deg. F.). 

163. Grounds, outbuildings, etc., deemed to be infected to be disinfected with a 
strong solution of crude carbolic acid (carbolic acid, crude, two parts; 
sulphuric acid, one part; water, twenty-five parts), or an acid solution of 
bichloride of mercury (1-500); disinfection of ground preferably by fire. 

164. Bedding, wearing apparel, carpets, upholstered furniture and the like to 
be disinfected by one or more of the following methods : 
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(a) By steam at a temperature of 100 to 10^ deg. C, 30 minutes' exposure, 
(d) By boiling, all parts of the article to be submerged. 

(c) By saturation in an efficient germicidal solution. 

(d) By thoroughly wetting the surface of articles with a 40 per cent, aque- 
ous solution of formaldehyde, and placing them in a closed space for not 
less than twelTe hours. 

(«) Where surface disinfection is required formaldehyde gas of not less 
than a 4 per cent, per volume strength and not less than six hours* expo- 
sure, or by sulphur dioxide for not less than twenty -four hours. 
lt>6. The dejecta from cases of yellow fever to be disinfected by an efficient 
germicidal solution. 

166. Mails to be disinfected by one of the following methods: 

(a) By formaldehyde. 

(b) By sulphur dioxide. 

(c) By steam. 

167. Newspapers must be made up in such packages as shall be penetrable to 
the disinfectant used. 

168. Articles injured by steam, such as rubber, leather and containers, to which 
disinfection by steam is inapplicable, to be disinfected : 

(a) By thoroughly wetting all surfaces with an efficient germicidal solu- 
tion, the articles being allowed to dry. 
(6) By exposure to sulphur dioxide, 
(c) By exposure to formaldehyde gas. ' 

169. The application of gaseous disinfection to these articles should be made in 
a closed space, air-tight, or as nearly so as possible. 

1 70. The following are considered efficient germicidal solutions : 

(1) Bichloride of mercury, acid, 1-1000. 

(2) Carbolic acid, pure, 5 per cent, solution. 

(3) Trikesol, 2 per cent, solution. 

(4) Solution of formaldehyde, 1-600 (which is 2 parts of a 40 per cent, 
solution of formaldehyde to 25 parts of water). 

(5) Solutions of hypochlorite of calcium (chloride of lime). 

171. Other Resolutions. 

172. Resolved^ That this convention approves the plan of having medical inspec- 
tors attached to those consulates where yellow fever and cholera are 
epidemic, with a view of securing for our protection definite information 
as to the exact sanitary condition, and the presence or absence of con- 
tagious diseases in such consular district. And that Congress be urged to 
make the necessary appropriation to carry the plan into effect. 

173. Resolved^ That this convention is of the opinion that it is a duty devolving 

on all nations to take measures to eradicate any plague centre from their 
territory, and that the existence of such plague centres is a menace to all 
other nations, and that our State Department be requested to take measures 
through proper diplomatic channels for the conveyance of this opinion to 
the governments deemed obnoxious to the opinion as herein expressed. 
^174. No locality shall be quarantined on cases of contagious diseases reported 
as suspicious or doubtful or disputed, provided the cases are properly 
isolated, the premises disinfected, the inmates and suspects thoroughly dis- 
infected, and both inmates and suspects kept under proper observation by 
the local health authorities, all under the supervision and control of the 
State Board of Health, State Health Officer or United States Marine 
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Hospital Servioe, and snch suspected case or cases shall be reported to the 

Health Officers or Boards of Health of adjacent States, and they be invited 

to send representatives to view said case or cases. 

This resolation also to apply to sanitariums, hospitals and barracks. 

The same to apply to the first case or cases of positive or genuine yellow 

fever. 
*175. That all municipal corporate communities which are exposed to yellow 

fever infection in the South Atlantic and Gulf States provide isolation 

quarters for persons who may become infected, or who may have been 
• exposed to infection. 
*176. That the foregoing amendments be adopted as a whole, including all of the 

old Atlanta Regulations which have not been amended or stricken out. 

177. Beaolved^ That a copy of these proceedings be sent to the governors of the 
States of Virginia, North Carolina, South Carolina, Georgia, Florida, Ala- 
bama, Mississippi, Louisiana, Texas, Tennessee, and Arkansas, with a 
request that they communicate the same to the different Health Officials of 
their respective States. 

178. Resolved, That the Health Officials, State, county, and municipal, of , the 
above States be requested to adopt the regulations of the Atlanta conven- 
tion as a basis of their quarantine proceedings. 

179. Resolved, That a copy of the regulations of this convention be forwarded to 
each member of Congress. 

180a. Resolved, That the chair appoint a committee of three on publication. 
1806. The Chair appointed Dr. Edmond Souchon, of New Orleans, La., Chair- 
man ; Dr. Rhett Goode, of Mobile, Ala. ; Dr. J. F. Alexander, of Atlanta,

APPENDIX. 

The regulations governing Disinfecting and Detention Stations or Camps* 
and Governing Freight, had been previously adopted and recommended, about 
as printed above, by a Conference between representatives of Southern Boards of 
Health, Railroad and Steamboat officials. 

The Conference had been called by Dr. Edmond Souchon, President of the 
State Board of Health of Louisiana; it was held in the city of New Orleans, on 
April 8, 1898.

182. GENERAL PRINCIPLES. 

183. A. Purpose Vf Quarantine. 

(<i) The purpose of quarantine restrictions is to prevent the introduction of 
infectious or conta^ous diseases. 

(b) They should be sufficient for this purpose, and none save such as are 
necessary for this purpose should be imposed. 

(c) In cases of doubt, the doubt should be thrown to the side of safety 
rather than of risk: but, in deciding on any measure, a balance should also be 
preserved between the risk which is obviated by its adoption and the loss which 
the measure entails. 

((Z) Measures, which although safe in theory, yet are so difficult of execution 
that there is serious doubt that they will be carried out efficiently, can not be 
depended on, and privileges depending on restrictions of this kind should not be 
allowed. 

1S4. B. Establishment of Foci of Yellow Fever. 

(a) A focus of infection can be established only in an infectable place. To 
places in which such foci cannot be established, whether from location (latitude, 
altitude or other conditions), time of year (after frost), or from other causes t 
yellow fever is not an infectious disease. Such places need not quarantine. 

(b) The same result may be obtained— i. e., not establishing a focus — by 
antiseptic treatment of cases of yellow fever. 

(c) It is not generally to be depended on save in hospitals or tents. 

186. C. Conveyance of Yellow Fever. 

(a) Yellow fever is usually conveyed from infected places by persons and per- 
sonal effects, the latter already infected and the former having the fever in the 
stage of incubation. The former is by far the most common medium of 
conveyance. 
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(b) Thid implies that the persons or things have been exposed to Infection, 
(e) Other things besides personal effects, such as articles of merchandise, maj 

of course, convey infection, but in point of fact seldom do.* 

186. The risl( from persons depends on three factors : 
(a) That they have been exposed to infection. 

(Jb) That they are susceptible to infection, if exposed. 
(e) That the period of incubation of the disease has not passed since last 
exposure. 

187. If any one of these factors is lacking, no risk can be conveyed by the 
person. 

188. The risk from the effects of persons depends on: 
(a) Whether they have been exposed to infection,t 

(6) Whether they have retained the infection to which they liave been exposed 
— f. e., they have not been disinfected chemically or by aeration. t 

189. Persons and personal effects should be considered together. 

190. Merchandise other than personal effects, shipped from a pUce in which foci 
of infection of yellow fever exist, is dangerous in proportion to a oombins- 
tion of tliree factors : 

(a) Its exposure to infection. 

(6) Its ability to receive and convey it. 

(c) The measures adopted to free it from infection, if exposed to it. 

191 . Both of the first two factors must exist to render the merchandise dangerous 
in the first place, and even then it may be freed from danger by proper 
measures to free it from infection. 

192. The first depends on: 

(a) The degree of infection in the place. 

(6) The place of storage and handling of the merchandise. 

193. Until the infection of a city becomes general, the risk of infection is con- 
fined to residences and places contiguous to them, and in the business por- 
tion of a city is rare, the wholesale business houses being practically free 
from it. 

194. Reference is here had only to a city in which there is such a difference in 
residence and business portion. 

195. Qoods from the wholesale district of such a town, unless the infection of the 
place be very general, are little apt to be exposed to infection. 

196. Should the infection become very general, the wholesale district may l>e 
invaded. 

197. The second depends on: the nature of the surface of the merchandise. 

198. Smooth, clean, dry, non-absorbing surfaces will scarcely, even if exposed to 
infection, convey it. 

199. The third, on the process of disinfection to which the merchandise has been 
subjected. 

This requires no explanation. 

* The writer has loner held that if mach of the energy and oare and money in excess 
of what was needed which was spent in guarding against Infection from merchandise 
and mail was given to that from persons and personal effects the sanitary result would 
be decidedly better. 

tOn account of the nature of their surfaces, no question is raised as to the reception 
of infection bj personal effects. 

t It Is held, I think, by all who have had much experience In this matter that ordinary 
wearing apparel worn tnrough the sun and air for any considerable time is thus freed 
from the infection of yellow fever. 
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200. D. Risk of Conveyance. 

The risk from commudication with a place in which foci of yellow fever 
infection exist is, amon^ other things, dependent on and proportional to : 
(a) Degree of infection. 

201. Where the degree is small, the infection is, in general, confined to a small 
proportion of the residences and the risk of conveying infection is then^ 
confined to persons and things which have heen in this quarter. 

(6) Measures taken in and adjacent to this place. 

202. If none of the persons exposed to infection and no infected article be 
allowed to leave, there is no risk, and in proportion as this is done the risk 
diminishes. 

203. The nature of the quarantine restrictions— <. e., the nature of the communi- 
cation allowed — should be modified by the risk and thus depends partly on 
the above conditions. 
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
